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PREFACE. 

This  volume  completes  the  publication  of  the  two  long-lost  Council 
Books,  the  recovery  of  which  was  explained  in  the  preface  to  the 
volume  containing  the  Council  Proceedings,  1671-1681.  They  nearly 
fill  up  the  great  lacuna  in  our  archives. 

As  previously  explained,  the  necessity  of  divid'ng  this  new  material 
into  two  volumes  causes  the  present  to  be  p'  at  smaller  in  bulk 
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This  volume  completes  the  publication  of  the  two  long-lost  Council 
Books,  the  recovery  of  which  was  explained  in  the  preface  to  tlie 
volume  containing  the  Council  Proceedings,  1671-1681.  They  nearly 
fill  up  the  great  lacuna  in  our  archives. 

As  previously  explained,  the  necessity  of  dividing  this  new  material 
into  two  volumes  causes  the  present  to  be  somewhat  smaller  in  bulk 
than  other  volumes  of  the  series;  and  advantage  has  been  taken  of 
this  fact  to  insert  in  an  appendix  some  original  documents  belonging  to 
the  period  covered.  An^ong  these  will  be  found  some  characteristically 
unctuous  letters  from  William  Penn,  and  a  report,  from  the  Virginia 
records,  of  George  Talbott's  trial,  with  his  pardon. 

During  these  years  the  northern  Indians  gave  but  litde  trouble. 
IVeaties  were  made  with  the  Five  Nations,  and  stipulations,  as  always, 
inserted  to  protect  the  Pascattoways  and  other  Maryland  Indians,  who 
stood  in  great  fear  of  the  Senecas  and  Susquehannoughs.  Some 
damage  was  done  by  small  parties  on  outlying  plantations,  but  an 
active  system  of  ranging  gave  general  security.  The  justice  and  clem- 
ency which  characterised  the  dealings  of  the  colonists  with  the  abori- 
gines were  no  doubt  a  chief  cause  that  Maryland  suffered  so  little  from 
Indian  troubles.  An  instance  of  this  can  be  seen  in  the  report  of  the 
trial  of  an  Indian  culprit  (pp.  193,  224).  An  Eastern  Shore  Indian  who, 
in  a  fit  of  drunkenness,  had  gone  to  a  colonist's  house  and  attempted 
to  shoot  the  proprietor,  is  tried  before  a  special  commission.  The 
Indian  King  whose  subject  the  culprit  was,  is  invited  to  be  present  with 
his  great  men  to  see  that  all  things  are  done  in  accordance  with  justice. 
The  evidence  as  given  is  interpreted  to  the  Indians,  who  are  asked  if 
they  can  offer  anything  in  justification,  and  reply  that  they  cannot. 
They  are  then  told  that  by  the  rigor  of  the  law  the  prisoner  deserves 
death,  but  that  the  authorities  are  unwilling  to  exercise  the  utmost 
severity.  The  prisoner  is  then  sentenced  to  receive  thirty-nine  lashes,  and 
the  Indians  are  requested  to  delegate  one  of  their  own  men  to  execute 
it,  which  is  done.  The  Kings  are  asked  how  they  will  guarantee  that 
the  offender  will  keep  the  peace  in  future,  upon  which  they  pledge  their 
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faith  to  his  good  behavior,  but  admit  that  they  know  not  how  to  secure 
him.  The  Court  then  passes  sentence  that  the  prisoner  shall  be  ban- 
ished beyond  the  sea.  But  later  in  the  day  the  King  of  Choptank 
comes  before  the  Council  to  plead  for  a  remission  of  the  sentence,  prom- 
ising that  he  and  his  great  men  will  take  care  that  there  shall  be  no 
repetition  of  tlie  offence  by  any  of  his  subjects.  His  petition  is  granted, 
the  Indian  is  brought  in,  and,  after  having  been  told  that  the  leniency  of 
his  treatment  is  due  to  the  King's  intercession,  he  is  released  and 
handed  over  to  his  people,  to  their  great  joy. 

The  colony  had,  however,  other  troubles.  Fendall  was  still  doing  his 
utmost  to  make  mischief,  trying  to  stir  up  sedition,  and  disseminating 
the  old  story  that  the  Catholics  were  in  league  with  the  Indians  to 
massacre  the  Protestants ;  but  this  cry  was  not  potent  enough  to  rouse 
rebellion  for  several  years  yet. 

The  trouble  with  William  Penn,  which  was  so  long  to  vex  Maryland, 
and  to  result  in  the  robbery  of  a  large  part  of  her  original  territory, 
here  makes  its  first  appearance,  Charles  II  owed  a  debt  of  ^16,000  to 
the  estate  of  the  Admiral,  Penn's  father,  and  no  doubt  thought  it  an 
easy  way  to  get  out  of  it  by  giving  Penn  a  vast  domain  in  America; 
while  Penn>  doubtless,  was  well  satisfied  with  this  settlement  of  a  des- 
perate claim.  According  to  his  charter  Penn's  southern  boundary  was 
to  be  the  40'''  degree  of  northern  latitude,  which  was  the  northern 
boundary  of  Maryland,  so  that  in  all  appearance  there  could  be  no 
conflict  between  the  two  Proprietaries.  The  crown  lawyers  conferred 
with  Baltimore's  attorneys  on  the  subject,  who  made  no  objection,  but 
said  that  all  danger  of  encroachment  or  dispute  would  be  avoided  if 
Penn's  southern  boundary  were  declared  to  lie  just  north  of  the  Susque- 
hannough  fort,  which  was  understood  to  be  exactly  under  the  40'*' 
degree. '^"  Penn  professed  himself  quite  willing  to  have  it  so,  but  no 
mention  of  this  Susquehannough  fort  was  inserted  in  the  charter.  His 
boundary  was  fixed  to  begin  twelve  miles  north  of  New  Castle,  thence 
curving  by  an  arc  of  a  circle,  to  the  40"'  parallel,  which  it  was  to  follow 
westward. 

But  when  Markham,  Penn's  deputy,  had  taken  some  observations,  he 
found  that  New  Castle  was  twenty  miles  south  of  the  40'^  parallel,  and 
that  the  head  of  Chesapeake  Bay  did  not  fall  within  Pennsylvania  at  all, 
as  Penn  had  hoped  it  would  and  so  told  his  colonists.  Hitherto  Penn 
had  been  anxious  to  have  the  40**'  degree  determined,  but  now  his  chief

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solicitude  was  to  prevent  any  determination.  As  long  as  he  could 
hinder  any  observation  from  being  taken,  so  long  he  could  go  on  grant- 
ing lands  in  Maryland,  intriguing  with  the  colonists,  and  trusting  to  the 
chapter  of  chances  and  to  his  favor  with  the  King,  who,  like  all  the 
Stuarts,  had  no  objection  to  give  away  what  was  not  his  to  give,  and 
who  considered  solemn  agreements  and  plighted  faith  only  binding  so 
long  as  they  suited  his  good  pleasure.  Penn  had  several  conferences 
with  Baltimore,  in  which  he  tried  to  persuade  the  latter  to  carry  his 
southern  boundary  further  south,  and  take  a  strip  from  Accomac,  Vir- 
ginia, as  a  compensation  for  a  tract  running  from  the  Delaware  river  to 
the  meridian  of  the  first  fountain  of  the  Potomac:  not  "  robbing  Peter 
to  pay  Paul,'*  as  the  adage  goes,  but  suggesting  that  Paul  do  the 
robbing  and  pay  himself.  Baltimore  simply  pointed  to  the  express 
language  of  the  two  charters,  and  insisted  upon  a  joint  determination  of 
the  40'''  degree,  and  this  Penn  was  resolved  never  should  be  made,  if 
he  could  prevent  it.  Of  course,  as  the  King  had  commanded  them 
both  to  settle  their  boundary,  he  could  not  refuse  to  measure;  but 
when  appointments  were  made  for  meetings  between  Baltimore  and 
Markham,  Penn's  deputy,  and  Baltimore  proceeded  to  New  Castle, 
Markham  was  sick,  or  he  was  in  New  York,  and  when,  by  an 
unexpected  visit  he  was  caught,  somebody  had  carried  ofif  the  glasses  of 
the  sextant. 

To  make  sure  of  an  outlet  to  the  sea,  Penn  persuaded  the  Duke  of 
York  to  grant  him  land  on  the  western  side  of  the  Delaware,  every  acre 
of  which  belonged  to  Maryland,  and  not  one  inch  of  which  was  in  the 
Duke's  patents,  as  Penn  himself  admitted ;  but  that  fact  troubled 
neither  the  Prince  nor  the  Quaker.  An  order  of  the  Privy  Council  in 
1685,  directed  the  claimants  to  divide  the  land  ;  and  thus  what  is  now 
the  State  of  Delaware  was  torn  from  Maryland  by  an  unscrupulous 
Prince  and  a  royal  favorite. 

Unfortunately  for  Baltimore,  who  had  gone  to  England  to  try  to 
counteract  Penn's  machinations,  events  occurred  in  the  Province  which 
increased  the  disfavor  with  which  he  and  Maryland  were  regarded  by 
the  King. 

The  importance  of  having  settlements  made  in  the  northern  parts  of 
the  Province  had  been  apparent  to  Cecilius  long  before  Penn's  charter 
was  issued,  and  special  inducements  had  been  held  out  to  settlers  in  that 
region.  Now  that  Penn  was  granting  lands  in  Maryland,  and  warning 
Herrman  and  other  inhabitants  not  to  acknowledge  the  Proprietary's 
jurisdiction,  it  became  more  than  ever  urgent  to  protect  the  rights  of 
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Maryland.  The  Proprietary  therefore,  in  1683,  commissioned  George 
Talbott,  a  kinsman  of  his  own,  who  had  a  large  grant  of  land  on  the 
Susquehanna,  as  Surveyor  General  of  the  Province,  charging  him  to  see 
that  no  encroachments  were  made,  and  directing  him  to  demand  from 
Penn  all  the  land  west  of  the  Delaware,  and  south  of  the  40''*  parallel, 
as  belonging  to  Maryland.  When  Baltimore  went  to  England,  in  1684, 
leaving  the  Province  in  the  hands  of  a  commission  of  Deputy  Governors, 
to  administer  in  the  name  of  his  infant  son,  Benedict  Leonard,  Talbott 
was  appointed  their  head.  He  built  a  fort  near  New  Castle,  and 
employed  a  band  of  rangers  tn  guarding  the  marches,  to  the  great 
annoyance  of  Penn  and  hindrance  of  his  designs. 

A  great  grievance  in  Maryland  had  been  the  conduct  of  the  royal 
collectors.  Though  the  colony  by  its  charter  was  exempt  from  taxation 
by  the  crown,  this  exemption  was  not  held  to  apply  to  custom-house 
duties ;  and  the  collectors,  considering  themselves  King's  officers, 
treated  the  Proprietary  government  with  contempt,  did  all  that  they 
could  to  stir  up  disaffection  against  it,  and  bullied,  robbed,  and  insulted 
the  people  at  their  pleasure.  In  this  conduct  they  were  warmly  aided 
and  abetted  by  the  captains  of  vessels  in  the  revenue  service. 

In  1684  the  King's  collector  was  one  Christopher  Rousby,  who  seems 
to  have  been  more  than  usually  outrageous  in  his  behavior,  in  which  he 
was  backed  up  by  Captain  Thomas  Allen,  commanding  the  revenue  vessel 
Quaker^  lying  in  Patuxent  River.  Talbott  had  some  occasion  to  go  on 
board  the  vessel,  where  he  found  Rousby.  Apparently  some  carousing 
went  on,  for  on  Talbott's  attempting  to  leave  he  was  detained  by  the 
company  in  the  cabin.  Presently  a  fierce  quarrel  broke  out,  and 
Talbott,  drawing  a  dagger,  stabbed  Rousby  to  the  heart.  Allen 
immediately  placed  Talbott  in  irons,  and  on  the  Council's  sending  the 
sheriff  to  take  the  culprit  into  custody,  refused  to  deliver  him,  declaring 
that  he  would  carry  him  to  Virginia  for  trial.  This  he  did,  despite  the 
protests  of  the  Council,  nor  would  Effingham,  the  Governor  of  Virgina, 
surrender  his  prisoner,  that  he  might  be  tried  in  the  Province  where  the 
offence  was  committed.  These  facts  were  reported  to  Baltimore,  then 
in  England,  who  obtained  an  order  from  the  Privy  Council  to  have 
Talbott  sent  to  England  for  trial. 

Before  this  order  could  arrive,  in  February  1684/5,  Talbott's  wife, 
accompanied  by  two  faithful  Irishmen,  sailed  down  the  Bay  in  a  shallop, 
and  putting  into  the  Rappahannock,  lay-to  at  a  point  near  the  place  of 
Talbott's  imprisonment.  Here  Talbott,  who  had  made  his  escape 
probably  by  bribing  the  jailor,  came  off  in  a  canoe,  and  getting  on  board 
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the  shallop  was  safely  carried  back  to  Maryland,  and  took  refuge  in  the 
country  near  his  manor  on  the  Susquehanna.  The  hue  and  cry  was  at 
once  raised  tliroughout  the  Province,  and  in  April  Talbott  surrendered 
himself  to  the  Maryland  authorities.  Effingham  thereupon  demanded 
him  ;  but  the  Council  refused  to  give  him  up,  declaring  their  intention 
of  having  him  tried  at  the  next  Provincial  Court,  unless  orders  from  the 
King  arrived  ;  and  from  this  determination  Effingham  could  not  move 
them.  Talbott  remained  in  close  custody  until  October,  when  the 
Council  received  a  letter  from  Baltimore  slating  that  it  still  remained 
the  King's  pleasure  that  Talbott  should  stand  his  trial  in  England,  and 
directing  them  to  deliver  him  to  Effingham,  who  had  orders  to  send  him 
over.  On  receipt  of  this  letter  Talbott  was  sent  under  guard  to 
Eflfingham. 

But  he  was  not  sent  to  England.  In  April  1686,  the  King  sent  out  a 
commission  to  Virginia  for  a  Court  of  Oyer  and  lerminer  to  try  the 
case.  The  trial  was  held,  and  Talbott  was  found  guilty  of  murder,  and 
sentenced  to  death.  But  apparently  other  instructions  were  received 
from  England,  and  Talbott  was  admitted  to  bail  on  his  own  recogni- 
zance. In  September  the  King  signed  his  pardon,  which  lie  pleaded  at 
a  General  Court  at  James  City,  in  April  1687,  and  was  set  at  liberty. 
Little  is  known  of  his  subsequent  life.  He  was  in  Maryland  in  June 
1687,  as  there  is  on  record  a  petition  of  his  of  that  date  to  the  Land 
Council.  It  is  said  that  he  returned  to  England,  fought  on  the  Jacobite 
side,  and  afterwards  entered  the  French  service  and  was  killed  in  battle. 

This  was  an  unfortunate  incident  for  Maryland.  Baltinrore's  enemies 
were  ready  to  lay  hold  of  this  murder  of  Rousby,  followed  not  long  after 
by  the  killing  of  another  collector  in  a  brawl,  to  represent  tlie  Province 
as  the  seat  of  lawlessness  and  disafTection.and  the  insinuating  Penn  was 
ever  at  the  King's  ear.  Breaking  charters  was  congenial  work  to  James, 
and  he  took  steps  to  have  that  of  Maryland  revoked  ;  but  before  the 
case  could  come  to  trial,  an  indignant  and  disgusted  people  had  hurled 
the  worst  of  the  Stuarts  from  the  throne. 


NOTES. 


Page  91,  line  26,  "The  boate.**  This  boat,  as  accessory  to  the 
drowning  of  Ashbury,  was  forfeit  to  the  Proprietary  as  a  deodand  ;  but 
he  waives  his  right  in  favor  of  the  widow.  Another  instance  of  a 
deodand — in  that  case,  a  tree  which  fell  and  killed  a  man — occurs  in  an 
earlier  volume. 

Page  122,  line  5.  "Plant  shavers,"  f.  «.  tobacco-cutters.  To  reduce 
the  excessive  production  of  tobacco  in  Virginia,  laws  were  passed  to  cut 
down  all  plants  in  excess  of  a  certain  fixed  proportion.  Maryland 
refused  to  do  the  like,  to  the  great  displeasure  of  die  Virginians, 

Page  139,  line  24.  '*  Six  pence."  From  this  we  see  tliat  the  current 
value  of  tobacco  was  six-tenths  of  a  penny  sterling  per  pound. 

Page  141,  line  27,  **  3**  day  of  Aprill.**  This  order  does  not  appear 
in  the  record  of  this  session  in  Lib.  R.,  and  is  perhaps  misdated. 

Page  151,  line  1.  "  Considerations ""  The  brackets  in  this  document, 
inclosing  quotations  from  Penn*s  answer,  are  in  the  original. 

Page  392,  line  44-  **  Berwick."  Berwick  on  the  Tweed  was  ceded 
to  England  in  1502,  and  became  a  free  town,  independent  of  both 
kingdoms.  Hence  Acts  of  Parliament  of  general  force,  down  to  the 
reign  of  George  II,  specified  that  they  were  applicable  to  England, 
Wales,  and  Ben*'ick  on  the  Tweed. 

Page  472,  line  10.  **  Mr.  Penn."  Penn's  letter  to  Herrman  and 
others,  trying  by  cajolen,-  and  intimidation  to  make  them  rebellious  to 
Baltimore's  authority,  is  printed,  with  other  documents  relating  to  this 
Penn  business,  in  the  Archives,  Vol.  V,  p.  285. 

Page  475,  line  31.  "  Jacobus  Secundus."  The  text  of  this  commis- 
sion, and  that  of  ralbott*s  pardon,  are  written  in  a  most  crabbed  hand, 
bristling  with  contractions.  They  appear  to  contain  some  very  bad 
Latin,  but  have  been  faithfully  transcribed  from  the  original,  which  is 
attested  by  the  Seal  of  Virginia.

Vpon  the  16'''  of  August  came  Tenn  Indians  in  the  behalf 
of  a  I  roope  of  Indians  consisting  of  three  hundred  Sinniquos 
and  Declared  themselves  in  this  manner. 

Imp"  That  wee  should  not  give  any  Eare  to  any  Evill 
minded  Indians  for  they  were  not  intended  to  prejudice  the 
English  in  any  manner  but  to  continue  the  peace  they  had  for- 
merly made,  in  order  thereunto  they  had  returned  Seaven 
Christians,  and  if  any  Indians  of  theirs  had  been  killed  they 
would  not  seeke  Revenge. 

Presented  a  belt  of  Peake. 

2:  That  the  English  should  not  entertaine  evill  thoughts 
but  to  take  out  the  badd  and  putt  in  good  thoughts  in  their 
minds 

Presented  5  Drest  Skinns 

3:  If  any  of  their  four  Nations  should  come  downe  after 
the  Pascattoway  Indians  and  should  want  either  Ammunition 
or  provision  they  Desire  to  be  releived  for  the  w'**  they  will 
make  Satisfaction 

Presented  4:  Drest  Skinns 

4:     They  likewise  Desire  that  the  peace  w"''  they  now  make 
may  be  soe  firm  that  the  Children  w"*'  are  not  yett  borne  may 
know  thereof  by  the  inutuail  correspondency  they  shall  keepe  p.  237 
for  their  hands  shall  never  be  disjoined  by  any  Nations  what-

6:  That  they  are  now  goeing  after  the  Pascattoway 
Indians,  and  Desire  the  English  not  to  feare  any  thing  for 
they  will  not  molest  them  and  since  as  they  have  brought  the 
Pascattoways  heads  to  be  as  small  as  a  finger  they  will  now 
see  if  they  cann  make  an  end  of  them ;  They  heare  likewise 
that  the  Eastern  Shore  Indians  are  Desirous  of  a  Warr,  which 
if  they  be  lett  them  begin,  and  they  will  make  end  and  Drive 
them  out  of  the  neck  that  they  shall  never  disturb  the  English 
more.

7:  And  whereas  there  is  one  more  Belt  of  Peake  pre- 
sented it  is  on  this  Acco*  The  one  half  that  whereas  by 
information  of  the.  prisoners  they  took  last  winter,  that  the 
English  had  lent  the  Pascattoways  40  Gunns  to  hunt  withall 
w**"  they  now  vse  in  the  warr  they  Desire  they  may  be  called 
in:  The  other  half  is  that  whereas  they  have  returned  all 
the  Prisoners  they  have  taken,  the  English  should  likewise 
retume  all  the  Susquesahannohs  Prisoners  which  are  amongst 
them.

8:  They  Desire  the  English  to  assure  themselves  that 
their  greate  men  wiU  be  downe  in  the  Spring  to  confirm  what 
they  have  done,  they  likewise  Desire  that  the  Pascattoways 
may  not  know  of  their  comeing  downe  upon  them,  and  in 
pursuance  of  these  requests  have  sent  downe  two  of  their 
Indians  to  receive  an  answer  from  my  Lord  that  they  may 
informe  the  rest  at  their  returne  to  their  ffort  which  they 
intend  to  build  by  the  Pascattoways,  and  that  Jacob  Young 
may  accompany  them  thereto  to  Satisfie  the  whole  troope. 

Which  Articles  being  read;  they  proceed  to  Examination  of 
Jacob  Young  and  the  two  Indians  that  came  downe  with  him. 

Jacob  Young  acquaints  the  board  that  some  of  the  Northern 
Indians  told  him  that  the  last  time  their  troopes  were  downe 
and  lay  before  the  Pascattoway  Indians  ffort  the  Pascattoways 
told  them  that  it  was  long  of  the  English  they  did  not  goe 
along  with  them  for  ihey  were  inclined  to  goe  with  them  but 
the  English  would  not  lett  them. 

By  ord'  from  his  \J^^  and  Councill  Jacob  Young  Demands 
of  the  Indians  where  their  party  may  be  and  where  we  may 
come  to  speake  w'**  them. 
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They  answer  that  from  the  time  they  left  them  being  the  ui.er  k. 
ly***  instant  they  appointed  within  Seaven  Dayes  at  furthest 
to  be  before  the  Zachaiah  ffort  w'*'  will  be  on  Wednesday 
next  the  24'^  instant,  they  being  in  all  about  two  hundred  and 
expect  to  follow  them  a  day  or  two  behind  about  a  hundred 
Maques  more,  that  there  were  lately  downe  about  Seaventy  p.  jjS 
Maques  and  the  rest  of  their  Company  then  were  of  mixt 
nations. 

Jacob  Young  further  in  formes  the  board  that  from  the  dis- 
course he  had  with  the  Indians  in  their  Journey  hither  he 
gathered  that  they  were  afraid  of  being  cutt  off  their  trade  at 
Albany  by  the  Right  Sinniquos,  and  therefore  intended  to 
strengthen  themselves  as  much  as  they  could  with  other 
Nations  for  that  they  would  suddenly  quarrell  with  the  Sin- 
niquos. 

Jacob  Young  p  ord^  Demands  of  them  what  number  they 
may  consist  of  and  how  many  Susquesahannohs  amongst 
them. 

They  answer  they  are  in  all  four  forts  (viz')  Anondagoes 
who  consist  of  three  hundred  men,  Onneydes  neere  One  hun- 
dred and  Eighty,  Quiagoes  three  hundred,  Mohaukes  als 
Maques  at  least  three  hundred,  and  amongst  these  four 
nations  are  some  Susquesahannohs  but  how  many  they  cannot 
tell,  some  are  amongst  the  right  Sinniquos  theybeleive  were 
they  altogether  they  might  make  about  a  hundred  fighting 
men,  their  are  fourteen  Susquesahannohs  with  the  Onneydes, 
Seaven  with  the  Anondagoes  but  the  chiefe  of  them  are 
among  the  Quiagoes. 

They  likewise  say  that  another  Nation  called  the  black 
Mingoes  are  joined  with  the  Sinnondowannes  who  are  the 
right  Sinniquos  that  they  were  soe  informed  by  some  New 
York  Indians  whom  they  mett  as  they  were  comeing  downe 
they  told  them  that  the  black  Mingoes  in  their  way  comeing 
to  the  Sinniquos  were  pursued  by  some  Southern  Indians  sett 
upon  and  routed  severall  of  them  taken  and  bound  till  the 
Sinniquos  came  into  their  releife 


At  a  Councill  held  at  the  City  of  S'  Maries  the  23"*  Day  of 
August  1681  : 

Present  as  Yesterday 

His  L'P''  entertaines  Conference  with  the  King  of  Choptico 
and  Wingatt  one  of  his  greate  men  by  themselves,  and  after- 
wards with  the  King  of  Mattawoman  and  Jackanapes  an 
Indian  belonging  to  him  who  had  formerly  been  taken  prisoner 
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Liber  R.  by  the  Northern  Indians  and  made  his  escape,  and  first  with 
the  Choptico  Indians

Int.  His  L^^'p*  heareing  that  the  Choptico  Indians  had 
quitted  their  Towne  hath  sent  for  them  to  know  the  reason. 

Ind:     The  Pascattoway  Indians  bid  them  secure  themselves. 

Int:     Wherefore  did  the  Pascattoways  doe  soe? 

Ind:  The  Pascattoways  had  severall  times  bid  them  secure 
themselves  for  that  the  Sinniquos  would  come  and  cutt  them 
off. 

Int.     His  L'PP  has  been  informed  that  one  of  the  Choptico 

i»-  =39  Indians  being  lately  at  the  Pascattoway  ffort  heard  them  say 

somediing  w'^*'  he  liked  not  and  that  some  English  have  been 

told   by  some  of  them  that  the  Pascattoways  were  nought, 

what  was  the  reason  ? 

Ind.     they  know  not  any  such  thing 

Int.     Why  are  they  more  afraid  now  then  at  other  times. 

Ind.  the  Pascattoways  soe  often  bidding  them  to  secure 
themselves 

Int.     What  reason  have  they  to  be  afraid  of  the  Sinniquos 

Ind.     The  Pascattoways  have  drove  feare  into  them. 

Int.  Doe  they  beleive  the  Pascattoways  are  truly  afraid 
themselves 

Ind.     They  know  not,  they  think  soe. 

Int.  What  Induced  the  Sinniquos  to  Quarrel  with  the 
Pascattoways 

Ind:  They  know  not  what  the  Pascattoway  Indians  them- 
selves think  for  that  they  never  make  them  acquainted  with 
their  Designes  but  they  beleive  the  maine  reason  is  that  the 
Pascattoway  Indians  haveing  formerly  had  warrs  widi  the 
Susquehannohs,  the  Susquehannohs  haveing  mixed  themselves 
with  the  Sinniquos  have  Engaged  them  in  their  Quarrell. 

The  Choptico  Indians  Dismissed  and  the  King  of  Matta- 
woman  and  Jackanapes  admitted,  and  first  Jackanapes  give 
his  L*pp  and  Councill  this  Acco'  viz 

That  the  Pascattoway  Indians  had  lately  sent  for  a  present 
Six  Belts  and  an  Axe  to  the  Quiagos  who  would  not  accept  of 
it  but  sent  the  Axe  to  the  Onondagoes  and  Onneydes  who 
received  it  and  whetted  the  edge  and  returned  it  to  the  Quia- 
goes,  they  tooke  and  Dulled  the  Edge  and  sent  it  back  again 
to  the  Onondagoes  and  Onneydes  where  it  still  remaines, 
Some  of  the  Janadores  asked  the  Quiagoes  why  they  would 
warr  with  the  English  who  had  never  done  them  any  hurl, 
who  answered  that  they  did  not  intend  it  but  were  resolved  to 
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silt  still  and  be  Quiett,  And  that  since  the  Zachaiah  Indians  Liber  r. 
had  been  soe  treacherous  to  their  friends  they  would  cutt  them 
off  and  then  acquaint  their  friends  with  it 

The  manner  of  presenting  the  axe  more  particularly  Jacka- 
napes did  further  relate  to  be  thus  viz  The  Zachaiah  Indians 
carried  il  to  the  Emperour  of  Nantecoke,  He  sent  it  to  the 
Transquakin  Indians,  they  to  the  Mattwass  Indians  who 
looked  over  their  backs  and  would  take  noe  notice  of  it,  The 
Transquakin  Indians  tendred  them  a  belt  of  Peake  but  the 
Mattawass  would  not  accept  of  it  but  sent  it  to  the  Indians  by 
the  ffrench  (viz*)  the  Sinniquo  Indians  who  also  refused  it  and 
sent  it  to  the  Onneydes  they  asked  from  whence  it  came, 
and  understanding  that  it  was  fro  the  Pascattoways  they 
whetted  the  Edge,  the  Onondagoes  did  the  same  and  sent  it 
back  to  the  Quiagoes  who  would  not  accept  thereof  but  dulled 
the  Edge  again  and  returned  it  to  the  Onneydes  and  Onon- 
dagoes with  whom  it  still  remaines. 

The  King  of  Mattawoman  next  gives  his  \J^  and  Councill  p-  240 
to  und^stand  viz 

That  for  his  part  he  had  never  done  the  Sinniquos  any  hurt, 
but  was  in  the  same  predicam'  with  the  English,  for  the  Pas- 
cattoways had  sold  him  as  well  as  the  English,  and  were  the 
Chiefe  meanes  of  the  Damage  he  had  lately  susteined  from 
the  northern  Indians  in  cutting  off  his  ffort,  That  the  Pascatto- 
way  Indians  lately  in  a  Warr  Dance  had  strictly  required 
Secrecy  among  them  that  none  should  tell  what  they  had 
done. 

He  likewise  further  informes  this  board 

That  some  time  since  the  Nanjatico  Indians  came  over  to 
Choptico  and  told  the  Choptico  Indians  that  they  were  make- 
ing  a  present  to  make  peace  with  the  Sinniquos  which  they 
did  with  three  hands  in  a  belt  of  Peake  and  sent  it  over  with 
an  axe  to  the  Eastern  shore  Indians  who  presently  demanded 
where  was  the  other  hand  for  the  Mattawomans,  (the  other 
three  hands  being  for  the  Zachaiah  Choptico  and  Nanjatico 
Indians,  Urmacokassimon  the  Emperour  also  asked  what  the 
King  of  Mattawoman  did.  Whither  he  sate  still  all  the  while 
that  his  hand  was  not  there 

Ordered  that  Coll  Henry  Coursey  and  Coll  William  Stevens 
be  Empowered  and  Commissionated  to  treate  with  the 
Northern  Indians  according  to  Instructions  to  be  given  them 
in  relation  thereunto  with  what  shall  be  thought  requisite  to 
be  returned  them  in  answer  to  their  Articles  tendred  to  his 
V^^  and  Councill  this  Day 
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Liber  R.      The  Commission,  Instructions  and  answer  to  the  Indians 

Articles  are  as  foiloweth  viz 


Maryland  ss: 

Charles  Absolute  Lord  and  Prop'^"  of  the  Provinces  of 
Maryland  and  Avalon  Lord  Baron  of  Baltemore  &"  To  our 
right  trusty  and  well  beloved  Counsello"  Coll  Henry  Coursey 
and  Coll  William  Stevens  Greeteing 

Whereas  some  Troopes  of  the  Northern  Indians  are  lately 
come  downe  into  this  Province  and  (as  wee  are  credibly 
informed)  intend  to  seate  themselves  and  sitt  downe  for  some 
time  before  or  neere  the  Pascattoway  ffort  at  Zachaiah. 

And  whereas  the  s**  Northern  Indians  by  their  propositions 
in  severall  Articles  lately  made  unto  us  Desire  to  enter  into 
league  of  peace  and  Amity  with  us  or  rather  to  confirm  their 
former  league  made  with  them  in  our  behalf  by  Coll  Henry 
Coursey  at  Albany ;  Which  haveing  Duely  weighed  and  con- 
sidered that  the  same  may  be  of  greate  Moment  and  Concern 
to  us,  tending  to  the  Quiett  peace  and  safety  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  this  Province.  Wee  have  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
Consent  of  our  Councill  Authorised  Commissionated  and 
Empowered,  And  we  Doe  hereby  Authorise  Commissionate 
and  Impower  you  the  said  Coll  Henry  Coursey  and  Coll 
William  Stevens  our  Commission"  jointly  &  severally  to  treate 
p.  241  with  the  said  Indians  ;  In  order  whereunto  you  are  forthw^""  to 
sett  forward  on  your  journey  towards  the  Pascattoway  ffort, 
giving  notice  to  Cap'  Brandt  of  Charles  County  of  your 
approach,  whom  Wee  Doe  hereby  will  and  Require  to  waite 
on  you  with  his  Troope  or  soe  many  of  them  as  you  shall 
think  necessary  for  the  occasion  in  such  place  and  places  as 
you  shall  appoint;  When  you  shall  Come  thither  you  are  to 
make  choice  of  such  place  or  places  as  you  in  your  Discretion 
shall  think  most  proper  and  convenient  to  treate  with  the 
said  Indians,  Whither  (v^ihen  you  have  fixed)  you  are  to  send 
for  the  greate  men  to  whom  by  Jacob  Young  your  Interpreter 
you  are  to  Communicate  the  Hnd  and  Designe  of  your  come- 
ing  thither  and  to  make  unto  them  such  answers  to  their 
propositions  as  have  been  delivered  unto  you.  according  also 
to  such  orders  and  Instructions  as  are  herewith  given  you  or 
which  hereafter  shall  be  transmitted  unto  you  from  us  and  our 
Councill  vseing  the  best  of  your  skill  knowledge  and  Discre- 
tion therein  for  the  hono'  of  the  Governm'  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  Lives  Liberties  and  properties  of  all  his  Maj""  Sub- 
jects resideing  here  under  our  protection.  Giveing  also 
hereby  and  granting  unto  you  full  power  and  Authority  to 
conclude  Establish  and  confirm  a  firm  and  full  League  of 
peace  and  Amity  with  tlie  said  Indians  according  to  your  s**

Instruccons  with  due  regard  had  to  the  hono'  of  the  Governm'  Liber  R. 
and  the  constant  peace  and  Quiet  Safety  and  Defence  of  the 
Inhabitants  afores*^.  An  Exact  Acco'  of  your  proceedings 
you  are  duely  to  keepe  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  and  at 
all  times  hereafter  (dureing  this  your  Negotiation)  when  and 
as  often  as  occasion  shall  require  you  are  to  transmitt  unto  us 
and  our  Council!  at  our  City  of  S'  Maries  to  the  End  that  such 
further  care  may  be  therein  taken  as  may  be  necessary  for 
your  further  Instructions  in  the  prosecution  of  this  your  Com- 
mission ffor  all  which  this  shall  be  your  Sufficient  power. 
Given  under  our  hand  and  Scale  at  Armes  the  four  and 
Twentieth  Day  of  August  in  the  Sixth  yeare  of  our  Dominion

After  you  have  treated  with  them  upon  the  propositions 
they  sent  downe  by  the  two  Messengers  that  came  downe  with 
Jacob  Young  the  Interpreter  You  are 

ffirst  to  Lett  them  know  that  wee  are  certainly  Informed 
that  about  the  first  of  June  last  there  was  dispatched  tenn 
Susquehannohs  and  tenn  other  Northern  Indians  in  Canooes 
downe  Pottomack  River  with  a  Pascattoway  Indian  prisoner 
for  their  guide,  that  the  ffifteenth  of  June  wee  had  five  men 
and  one  Woman  killed  at  Point  Looke  out,  and  some  few 
Dales  after  twelve  Indians  were  scene  in  Potapscoe  whereof 
two  were  Susquehannohs  who  plundered  a  house  there  and  p.  24: 
when  they  fled  for  feare  of  the  English^  left  a  pair  of  Weom- 
ens  Bodice  all  bloody  behind  them,  Wherefore  we  Desire  to 
know  who  those  Murderers  were  since  wee  certainly  know 
there  are  noe  Susquesahannohs  buf  amongst  the  Northern 
Indians 

2:  When  you  know  the  Murderers  you  are  to  Demand 
them  according  to  our  former  Articles  with  them. 

3:  You  are  to  lett  them  know  that  wee  are  Informed  that 
Diverse  of  our  Neighbour  Indians  have  sent  them  presents  of 
Peake,  and  with  those  p'sents  an  Axe  Desireing  them  to  take 
up  that  Axe  against  the  English,  and  that  in  pursuance  of  that 
they  sent  those  Indians  downe  to  committ  that  murd'  at  Point 
Looke  out  Wee  Desire  to  know  what  Indians  our  Neigh- 
bours have  sent  them  presents  and  an  Axe,  and  which  of  their 
forts  have  accepted  the  presents  and  Axe  that  wee  may  know 
our  friends  from  our  ffoes. 

4:     That  for  your  further  Instructions  we  cannot  Direct  not 
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Libei  K.  knowing  what  answer  will  be  made  you  knowing  well  what 
Articles  were  formerly  agreed  on,  and  what  injury  wee  have 
reed  :  since  those  Articles,  must  be  left  to  your  prudence  and 
Discretion

Answer  to  the  Indians  Propositions 

To  the  I"  &  2*^  We  are  well  Satisfied  with  the  Assurance 
they  give  us  of  their  good  Intentions,  and  acknowledge  their 
kindness  in  restoreing  the  Christians  they  tooke  in  Virginia,  and 
doe  assure  them  that  for  our  parts  we  have  as  greate  Inclina- 
tions of  good  towards  them  as  they  have  expressed  for  us. 
And  when  their  greate  men  come  downe  in  the  Spring  We 
are  willing  that  what  Susquesahannoh  Prisoners  shall  then  be 
left  alive  among  us  may  be  Delivered  up  in  confirmation  of 
what  shall  then  be  concluded  on  bet  wee  ne  us. 

3:  The  Pascattoway  Indians  we  have  alwaies,  and  doe 
account  both  Our  fj'riends  and  theirs  according  to  our  Articles, 
and  know  not  the  motives  of  their  comeing  downe  against 
them,  soe  cannot  positively  answer  their  third  proposition  till 
we  may  be  better  informed  from  them. 

4:  We  shall  as  willingly  joine  with  them  in  such  a  Peace  as 
they  themselves. 

5:  The  Business  of  trade  requireing  some  Consideration 
we  Desire  to  wave  that  point  at  present,  and  have  time  to 
consider  thereof  till  the  Spring  at  what  time  (they  say)  their 
greate  men  may  be  downe. 

6:  Upon  what  grounds  (doe  they  say)  the  Eastern  Shore 
Indians  would  have  a  warr  ? 

7:  True,  some  Gunns  were  by  us  lent  to  the  Pascattoway 
Indians  as  our  ffriends  to  hunt  with,  not  then  knowing  neither 
are  we  yett  Satisfied  what  reason  they  have  to  Quarrell  with 
them. 

8:  Accordingly  as  they  have  said  Wee  shall  Expect  to  see 
their  greate  Men  in  the  Spring.  And  whereas  they  Desire 
that  the  Pascattoway  Indians  should  not  be  acquainted  with 
their  comeing  Downe  it  is  altogether  impossible  they  should 
have  any  notice  from  the  English  in  soe  short  a  time.

The  Examination  of  Chotikeswife  taken  before  his  L*''^  and 
Councill  in  the  upper  house  of  Assembly  the  24'''  Day  of 
August  1681  :  and  ordered  to  be  Entred  In  the  Councill  booke 
viz. 

She  saith  that  a  Nanjatico  Indian  named  Nenheeman  the 
last  Kings  Sonn  One  who  was  guilty  of  the  murder  committed 
at  Point  Looke  out  came  to  Captain  Bridges' s  in  Virginia 
about  six  weekes  since,  where  she  and  her  husband  Chotike 
then  was,  and  told  her  what  should  she  stay  with  this  fellow 
for  (meaneing  her  husband)  lett  her  goe  along  with  him,  the 
English  were  naught  and  Chotike  was  naught  too  all  one  as  p  244 
the  English,  and  she  would  be  killed  if  she  stayed  there,  for  that 
they  would  kill  the  English  and  them  too,  soe  she  had  better 
goe  along  with  him  and  be  his  wife,  and  he  gave  her  a  belt  of 
Peake  and  she  went  with  him  to  the  Towne,  where  she  asked 
him  why  the  English  were  naught?  and  wherefore  they  would 
kill  them  ?  oh  said  he  they  are  all  naught  &  I  have  killed  some 
already  a  greate  while  agoe  and  some  not  long  since  at  Point 
Looke  out,  he  himself  had  killed  two  men  and  a  woman,  and 
a  One  Eyed  Indian  had  killed  two  men  more,  he  further  told 
her  that  the  English  had  made  him  loose  his  father,  and  he 
would  alwayes  kill  them  as  long  as  he  lived,  that  the  English 
were  all  as  Weomen  and  he  could  kill  them  as  easily  as 
weomen,  that  after  he  had  told  her  this  he  threatned  to  kill 
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Liber  R.  her  foF  feare  she  should  divulge  it  but  she  made  her  Escape 
from  him. 

at  the  Request  of  Chotike  (haveing  informed  his  L*«'^  that 
M'  Henry  Hawkins  of  Charles  County  had  in  his  possession  a 
Canoe,  some  Matchcoate,  a  jugg  and  a  shirt  belonging  to  one 
Jack  an  Indian  deed  :  whose  widow  he  had  since  married) 
issued  this  following  ord'  viz

married  the  widow  of  Jack  the  Indian  that  lived  at  your  house 
and  was  killed  by  the  horse,  that  Jack  when  he  dyed  had  at 
your  house  a  Canooe  and  some  Matchcoate  with  a  jugg  &  a 
shirt  which  of  right  belongs  now  to  Chotike.  You  are  ordered 
hereby  to  make  Satisfaction  to  the  s**  Chotike  for  the  same.

A  Journall  of  what  passages  happened  in  our  journey  as  we 
went  about  the  Negotiation  of  the  Sinnique  Indians  Business 
wherein  Coll  Henry  Coursey  and  Coll  William  Stevens  were 
appointed  Commission"  from  the  R'  hon^''  the  Lord  Prop"^"  of 
this  Province 

Imp"  W^e  went  from  S'  Maryes  the  24'''  of  August  lennof 
the  Clock,  two  of  the  said  Indians  with  Jacob  Young  die 
Interpreter  and  one  other  man  with  him  with  Cap*  Beale 
p.  245  goeing  in  the  morning  before  them  with  rideing  hard  wee 
overtooke  about  four  miles  beyond  Richard  Keenes;  We 
went  that  Day  a  foote  pace  the  tall  Indian  being  very  lame  and 
about  half  an  hour  alter  Sunn  sett  wee  came  to  Richard 
Gardiners  where  wee  lay ;  The  next  morning  we  went  on 
our  journey  and  in  the  road  about  ten n  of  the  Clock  wee  mett 
three  Pascattoway  Indians,  which  when  they  knew  what 
Indians  were  witli  us  two  runn  away  and  the  third  went  to 
cock  his  gunn  but  we  nerswaded  him  to  lett  them  alone,  he 
imin<diat(*ly  l«'ft  us  and  went  lo  his  flori  and  gave  notice  to 
the  Indians  ihtre,  soe  we  went  on  to  M'  James  Bowleings 
from  whence  we  sent  to  Cajtl"  Brandt  to  come  to  us  with  a 
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party  of  horse  such  a  Quantity  as  twelve  to  Receive  further  ubcr  k. 
orders  from  us,  but  he  being  from  home  had  iioe  answer  about 
Sunn  sett  came  two  Pascattoway  Indians  armed,  and  called 
out  where  are  the  Sinniquos,  the  Indians  came  together  and 
had  some  talk  ;  The  Interpret""  told  us  The  tall  Sinniquo  told 
the  other  that  they  were  come  to  fetch  them  away 

The  Pascattoways  asked  us  what  we  were  come  to  this 
place  for.  Wee  answered  to  speake  good  words,  but  as  yett 
we  had  not  time,  as  soone  as  we  had  they  should  know  and 
soe  they  went  away  seemingly  satisfied 

Aug:  26.  Wee  in  the  morning  sent  Capt"  Beale  to  find 
Capt"  Brandt  and  to  come  with  him  and  the  twelve  Troopers 
sent  for  yesterday  about  twelve  a  Clock  he  returned  with 
Cap'  Brandt  and  twelve  of  his  men.  Capt"  Brandt  acquaints 
us  that  he  heares  noe  newes  of  the  Northern  Indians  nigh 
Zachajah. 

Upon  consulting  with  Capt.  Brandt  we  appointed  him  with 
his  Troope  to  goe  towards  the  ffort  this  night  or  the  next 
morning  to  find  out  the  Northern  Indians  and  to  make  them 
acquainted  that  we  are  hard  by  ready  to  treate  with  them, 
and  if  they  discover  them  not  by  Sunday  night  to  returne  to 
us  according  to  ord'  (viz*) 

By  vertue  of  a  Commission  to  us  directed  from  the  R' 
hon**'"  the  Lord  Prop'^  for  a  negotiation  with  the  Sinniquo 
Indians  you  are  hereby  ordered  and  Desired  with  your  Troop 
or  soe  many  as  you  shall  think  meete  to  march  within  One 
Mile  of  Zachajah  ffort,  and  to  take  with  you  Jacob  Young  the 
Interpreter,  and  at  such  distance  or  less  as  your  discretion 
shall  moove  you  to  search  by  all  means  possibly  you  cann  to 
find  the  Sinniquo  Troopes.  Which  having  found  you  are  by 
the  Interpreter  to  make  them  acquainted  that  the  Lord  Prop'^ 
hath  sent  two  Commission"  with  their  two  Messengers  for  to 
treate  with  them,  which  said  two  Commission''  &  Messengers 
are  at  an  English  Plantation  hard  by,  and  to  desire  them  to 
agree  with  you  where  to  meete,  which  haveing  done  with 
what  speed  y"  can  give  us  notice  thereof  with  some  small 
number  of  your  Troop  to  guard  us. 

2'"''  You  are  hereby  ordered  and  Desired  (if  you  cannot  p.  246 
as  aforesaid  discover  the  Sinniquo  Troopes  by  Sunday  night 
being  the  28'*'  of  this  instant  August,)  You  repaire  to  us  to 
M/  James  Bowleings  Plantation  to  receive  further  ord"  and 
for  soe  doing  this  shall  be  your  sufficient  warrant.  Given 
under  our  hands  the  26''  of  August  Anno  Domini  1681  : 

Saturday  one  of  the  Clock 

The  27^^  August  Capt"  Brandt  sent  to  us  to  M'  Bowleings 
giveing  us  notice  that  he  had  discovered  the  Northern  Indians 
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uber  R.  Wee  Immediately  sett  forward  with  the  two  Stnoiquos  for 
Zachajah  house,  and  came  there  about  Sunn  Sett,  where  wee 
mett  severall  of  the  Northern  Indians,  wee  delivered  them 
their  two  Indians,  and  appointed  them  to  come  Early  in  the 
morning  to  treate. 

The  28"'  They  comeing  not,  we  sent  for  them,  they  Desired 
us  to  come  to  their  ffort  to  treate.  We  being  neither  willing  to 
gratifye  diem  in  that  point,  and  deemed  it  inconvenient  to  goe 
because  of  the  Pascattoway  Prisoners  in  their  ffort,  soe  sent 
them  word  wee  had  come  a  greate  way  upon  their  proposi- 
tions, and  required  them  now  to  come  to  us,  which  at  last 
they  did  (viz*) 

Eight  greate  men  of  four  nations,  two  of  Each  viz*  of  the 
Manquos  the  Onneids  the  Anondagoes  &  Quiongoes ;  we 
acquainted  them  with  their  propositions  sent  by  M'  Young  to 
his  L**^.  which  they  owned,  wee  made  answer  according  to 
the  Direction  of  his  L'p»*  &  Councill,  they  seemed  to  approove 
thereof  and  made  in  their  way  four  acclamations  soe  Delivered 
the  present  Sec* 

Wee  told  them  wee  had  some  People  murdered  enquired 
of  them  if  they  knew  of  any  of  their  People  that  way  at  that 
time,  they  said  they  knew  nothing  of  it,  but  if  they  find  it  out 
they  will  tell  us.  ffor  the  matter  of  the  Axe  they  positively 
deny  it  and  soe  sayes  the  Young  men  they  know  nothing  of  it. 

Then  wee  mentioned  to  them  their  breach  of  the  Articles 
made  with  his  L*'*''  at  Albany  in  not  giveing  notice  to  us  of 
the  warr  with  the  Pascattoways  which  they  were  to  doe  in 
their  Articles  before  they  made  Warr,  they  answered  that  the 
Pascattoway  Indians  had  joined  with  the  Susquehannohs  to 
destroy  the  Anondago  Indians.  Wee  asked  if  they  would  not 
take  satisfaction  for  any  injurj*  done  them  by  the  Pascattoway 
Indians  and  be  at  peace,  to  which  they  answered  that  what 
was  done  by  the  Pascattoways  could  not  be  wiped  away,  and 
now  they  had  aggravated  the  matter  by  killing  one  of  the 
present  Troope,  and  further  said  it  was  not  altogether  as  their 
greate  men  pleased  but  as  themselves  in  such  cases ;  They 
said  they  had  sent  some  which  they  had  tooke  Prison**  from 
pw  847  the  Pascattowayes  formerly  which  came  now  with  them,  into 
the  ffort  to  fetch  out  their  Relations 

The  Sinniquos  being  asked  who  the  Eastern  Shore  Indians 
had  a  mind  to  warr  with  and  how  they  heard  of  it,  they  said 
tlie  Delaware  Indians  informed  them  that  the  Nantecokes 
have  a  mind  to  warr  with  them. 

Being  prt-'SH  d  aj^ain  \w  the  behalf  of  the  Pascattoway  Indians 
t*»  lake  up  their  ditterence  they  said  could  not  give  an  answer 
untill  the  Manquos  Troop  was  come  up  w"**  they  expected  this 
night,  and  appointed  us  Monday  about  Noone  to  give  us  an 
aiitiwer. 
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They  Desired  a  coppy  of  the  answer  to  their  propositions  we  Liber  k. 
said  we  would  give  it  them  in  writeing  when  we  mett  the  next 
day,   see   parted   friendly.      Wee  went  that   night   to    Capt" 
Bartons. 

29'''  On  Monday  Morning  we  went  to  Zachaja  house  to 
receive  the  Sinniquos  answer  according  to  their  promise ; 
Capt"  Brandt  who  had  continued  there  all  night  acquainted  us 
that  there  were  a  greate  many  Gunns  shott  in  the  night. 

We  sent  to  the  Northern  Indians  ffort  for  their  greate  men 
to  come  to  us  according  to  their  appointm'  the  Messengers 
retiirn'd  &  told  us  there  were  none  in  the  ffort ;  Wee  sent 
Jacob  Young  with  some  of  the  Troope,  who  returned  and  told 
us  they  had  broke  up  their  seige  and  gone  and  left  behind 
notice,  had  carried  away  nine  men,  four  weomen,  and  four 
girles,  and  killed  one  man 

30"*  Wee  Returned. 

An  Ordinance  of  the  R'  hon'''=  the  Lord  Prop'^  touching 
Assemblys,  viz 

Charles  Absolute  Lord  and  Prop'*'  of  the  Provinces  of 
Maryland  and  Avalon  Lord  Baron  of  Baltemore  &c"  To  our 
two  houses  of  Assembly  and  to  all  the  ffreemen  of  our  said 
Province  of  Maryland  greeteing  in  our  Lord  God  Everlasting. 
Whereas  the  late  high  &  Mighty  Prince  Charles  the  ffirst  of 
blessed  memory  constituteing  our  late  ffather  Caecilius  &c.  of 
Noble  Memory  true  Lord  and  Prop'^'  of  this  Province  of  Mary- 
land, amongst  other  Requisits  to  the  Governm'  and  Security 
of  the  people  to  be  Governed,  by  his  Lrts  Pattents  gave  unto 
our  s**  ffather  his  heyres  and  Successo"  Lords  and  Prop*^*'  free 
full  and  absolute  power  to  ordeine,  make,  Enact,  and  under 
his  and  their  Scale  to  publish  any  Lawes  whatsoever  of  and 
with  the  advice  and  Assent  of  the  ffreemen  of  the  said  Prov- 
ince or  of  their  Delegates  or  Deputyes  to  be  by  him  the  said 
Lord  Prop"^  or  his  heyres  Assembled  in  such  sort  or  forme  as 
to  him  or  them  the  said  Lord  Prop^  and  his  heyres  should 
seeme  best,  And  fforasmuch  as  the  forme  of  Assembling  the 
said  ffreemen  their  Delegates  and  Deputyes  hath  hitherto

Liber  K.  affaires  of  this  our  Province,  Writts  shall  issue  out  of  our

the  Mayor  Alderman  and  Common  Councill  or  other  Officer 
thereto  Impowered  in  every  City,  Burrough  or  other  Towne

The  occassion  of  my  present  presumption  is  to  informe  your 
L'pp  of  a  Robbery  committed  by  the  Sinniquo  Indians  (as  is 
Supposed)  on  the  first  day  of  this  instant  at  the  house  of  one 
John  Marriott  at  the  head  of  Anne  Arrundell  River  upon  the 
Ridge  formerly  Peter  Porters.  The  Inclosed  was  sent  to  me, 
and  the  same  day  being  our  Election  day  I  had  the  Oportunity 
to  speake  with  the  said  Marriot  which  for  substance  gave  me 
this  following  Narration  (viz*)  that  nine  Indians  came  to  his 
house  the  first  of  September  instant  in  the  morning  and 
pressed  hard  for  Entrance  into  his  house  which  he  resisted 
takeing  his  Gunn  in  his  hand,  and  standing  upon  his  guard, 
willing  his  wife  to  take  her  Children  and  make  escape  to  the 
next  Plantation,  which  was  hindered  by  more  Indians  till  then 
undiscovered,  but  still  appeareing  more  and  more  to  the 
Quantity  of  One  hundred  or  thereabouts,  they  pressed  soe 
sore  upon  him  that  into  the  house  they  would  goe,  noe  threats 
or  signes  of  Anger  would  deterr  them  out  of  which  they  have 
carried  away  and  spoyled  all  that  he  hath  in  the  world,  and 
killed  his  hoggs  which  he  saith  he  had  thirty  in  a  Penn  w''*' 
troubled  his  corne  field,  some  of  which  they  have  taken  away 
others  they  killed  for  pastime  and  lett  lye  that  of  that  num- 
ber he  finds  onely  three  or  four  alive,  his  Cattle  he  knows  not 
what  they  have  killed,  for  they  have  all  forsaken  his  Plantation, 
his  Tobacco  which  was  hanging  in  his  tobacco  houses  they 
have  throwne  downe  and  spoiled,  all  which  tendeth  to  his 
greate  loss,  and  to  the  putting  the  neighbouring  Plantations  in 
greate  feare  soe  that  they  are  many  of  them  drawne  together 
for  tlieir  future  safety.  In  humble  manner  I  have  truly 
although  briefly  acquainted  yo'  L*pp  with  this  Robbery  I  hum- 
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Lib«r  K.  bly  cravc  your  L'^'"  pardon  for  what  is  amiss  and  subscribe

I  am  informed  that  there  came  yesterday  a  -pty  of  the 
Sinniquo  Indians  to  M*^  Henry  Hawkins  house  and  tooke 
away  an  Indian  man  of  his  Susquchannoh  where  he  was 
at  worke  in  the  Shopp  and  carried  him  away  with  them. 
They  were  supposed  to  be  about  fourty  in  number; 
there  was  a  pty  of  them  (which  is  supposed  to  be  the 
same  but  more  in  number  at  M'  Husseys,  for  M^  Hussey 
said  there  came  about  fourty  to  the  house  besides  a  greate 
many  which  was  all  round  the  Plantation.  What  Injury  they 
have  done  him  you  will  be  certified  by  the  Inclosed  note  from 
under  his  hand,  I  understand  he  was  not  at  home  when  it  was 
done  neither  was  there  Ever  a  man  about  the  house  save  One, 
who  seeing  an  Indian  takeing  away  a  Blankett  offered  to 
hould  it  whereupon  the  Indian  lifted  up  his  Cuttlash  at  him 
and  forced  him  to  lett  goe  his  hold,  they  were  also  at  a  poor 
mans   house    not    farr   from    thence  whose    name  is  Robert 
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Lofton,  there  they  killed  his  Dogg  and  three  hoggs  and  came  Liber  k. 
about  the  house  knocking  on  it  with  Sticks  and  fruncheons. 
The  man  with  his  Wife  and  Children  being  in  the  house  made 
noe  noyse  and  thereupon  the  Indians  went  away,  onely  the 
man  is  afraid  they  have  killed  his  Cow  for  lookeing  over  his 
pasture  (which  is  but  small)  he  can't  find  her»  they  were  like- 
wise at  a  Plantation  of  Cap'  fiendalls  hard  by  there  where 
they  have  Robb'd  them  but  of  what  or  how  much  I  can't  be 
certaine  save  two  hoggs  they  killed.  The  Inhabitant?;  here- 
abouts are  in  greate  feares  many  of  them  are  drawing  off 
from  their  Plantations,  who  are  much  troubled  at  this  sudden 
(but  not  unexpected  news)  They  doe  say  that  if  your  L*''^'  doe 
not  take  some  speedy  cause  to  secure  them  they  are  afraid  it 
may  tend  to  the  loss  of  both  their  lives  and  Estates,  if  your 
L***p  think  fitt  to  send  your  ord'  for  the  Inhabitants  to  draw 
together  it  will  be  very  requisite.  This  is  all  at  present  (in 
haste)  from  Your  L'^p*  most  humble  and

1  his  is  the  third  time  I've  been  alarmed,  as  also  the  third 
time  that  I  now  advise  you  thereof.  The  condition  of  Charles 
County  is  somewhat  desperate,  and  how  soone  other  Counties 
may  feele  the  same  you  may  easily  guess,  Noe  persons  in 
their  right  witts  and  senses  will  any  longer  take  such  for  their 
friends  as  daily  Robb  and  committ  all  manner  of  Insolencies 
on  their  persons,  nor  cann  any  man  think  it  Safe  to  beare  such 
any  longer.  By  a  warr  against  these  Northern  Indians  some- 
what may  be  saved,  but  if  noe  speedy  course  be  taken  the 
Estates  will  first  be  theirs,  and  then  our  lives  will  be  next  at

Richard  Manwaring  upon  oath  Examined  saith  that  come- 
ing  from  Rappahanock  Towne  to  Nanjatico  Towne  in  Virginia 
the  nighest  way,  he  had  an  Indian  for  his  guide,  that  about 
half  way  he  mett  with  two  other  Indians  belonging  to  Nanja- 
tico painted  all  the  upper  parts  almost  to  the  middle,  that  the 
said  two  Indians  asked  the  Indian  that  was  the  Deponents 
guide  whither  the  Deponent  could  speake  Indian,  the  guide 
told  them  noe,  they  then  told  him  that  there  were  Seaven 
people  killed  at  Point  Looke  out,  That  this  Deponent  soone 
after  came  over  into  Maryland  and  heard  of  the  murder  that 
was  done  at  Point  Looke  Out,  and  as  neere  as  he  cann  com- 
pute it  the  Day  that  he  mett  with  the  said  Indians  betweene 
Rappahanock  and  Nanjatico  and  heard  them  tell  his  guide  of 
the  people  killed  at  Point  Looke  Out  was  the  next  day  after 
the  murder  was  committed

Whereupon  it  was  resolved  by  the  Councill  then  in  the 
Upper  house  of  Assembly  that  a  Letter  be  writt  to  S'  Henry 
Chickley  his  Maj''"  Governo'  of  Virginia  and  Inclose  to  him 
coppy  of  the  foregoing  Deposition  and  also  of  the  Examination 
&  Information  of  Chottkes  wife  (q''  vid  fo:  243)  The  Letter 
was  accordingly  writt  as  foil  viz.

There  haveing  been  some  English  murdered  neere  a  place 
called  Point  Looke  Out  at  the  mouth  of  Pottomock  Wee  have 
made  it  our  endeavour  to  find  out  the  murderer  that  wee  may 
be  able  to  give  his  Majesty  some  reasonable  Acco'  of  his 
Subjects  lives.  We  had  the  Northern  Indians  in  Suspition, 
and  at  a  late  conference  we  had  with  some  of  their  warno"* 
charged  them  with  it  but  had  soe  little  Satisfaction  that  we 
continued  our  quest  every  way,  and  at  length  upon  the  24"' of 
August  (while  our  Comission"*  were  treateing  with  the 
Northern  Indians  at  Zachajah)  Chotike  and  his  wife  came  to 
S'  Maries,  and  she  charged  the  late  King  of  Nanjaticos  sonn 
with  the  murder,  and  named  him  as  by  the  Inclosed  Informa- 
tion you  will  perceive.  Though  this  information  might  have 
warranted  (as  we  conceive)  a  Demand  of  the  forenamed 
murderer  yett  we  continued  our  search  further  after  an  Eng- 
lish man  who  had  reported  divers  things  that  rendred  the 
•  Nanjaticos  suspected,  and  upon  the  i  a'*'  instant  that  English 

man  named  Rich'  Manwaring  an  Inhabitant  of  New  Kent 
County  and  iiveing  at  the  house  ol  John  Pigg  or  John  Pidd, 
made  oath  that  the  Day  after  the  murder  was  committed  in 
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Maryland  neere  Point  Looke  out,  he  heard  of  it  in  Virginia  Liber  k. 
from  two  Nanjatico  Indians  as  by  the  Deposition  taken  in  the 
Upper  house  of  Assembly  the  1 2*'' instant  will  appeare.  The 
Deposition  we  likewise  send  here  inclosed  After  w"*"  we  hope 
you  and  the  Governm'  of  Virginia  will  reflect  that  as  wee  have 
delivered  the  King  of  Pottomocks  two  Sonns  up  to  your 
Governm'and  others  at  other  times  you  will  obleige  us  as  well 
as  doe  his  Majesties  Subjects  here  right  in  the  Delivery  of  the 
said  King  of  Nanjaticos  Sonn  in  the  Information  named  in 
the  first  place  to  be  proceeded  with  according  to  our  justice 
here,  and  his  Complices  when  they  shall  be  discovered.  Fhis 
we  promise  ourselves  from  your  justice  as  well  as  from  the 
Lawes  of  good  Correspondence  and  therefore  wee  once  again 
request  it  from  you  in  the  name  of  theGovernm'  now  gathered 
together  in  a  generall  Assembly  and  Rest

Communicated  to  the  Councill  by  his  L'p''  a  Letter  lately 
reed  from  Majo'  Samuel  Lane  of  Anne  Arrundell  County  with 
another  also  Inclosed  from  L"  Thomas  ffrancis  and  Cap'  Nich- 
olas Gassaway  of  the  same  County  relateing  to  a  murder  there 
lately  committed  by  the  Indians  w'^''  Letters  are  as  foil:  viz 

from  the  head  of  South  River  Sep*  13'*'  1681 
R'  hon**'' 

The  12*''  instant  at  a  Plantation  of  Majo'  Welch's  the 
Indians  have  killed  a  negro  and  wounded  with  Tomohawkes  two 
English  men,   one    mortally  to  all    probability  at    the   same 
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Liber  R.  Plantation  We  have  brought  off  the  wounded  and  buried  the 
dead,  and  are  rangeing  and  quartering  our  men  some  of 
them  upon  those  frontire  Plantations,  the  people  being  in 
greate  distress,  the  Indians  hollowing  round  their  Plantations, 
&  attempting  their  dwelling  houses  chiefly  of  M^  Duvall 
and  Richard  Snoden.  I  have  but  19  men  of  all  the  Coll 
Troope  and  cann  gett  noe  more — men  are  sick,  and  of  them 
half  have  noe  ammunition,  nor  know  we  where  to  gett  it,  there 
is  such  a  parcell  of  Coll  Burges  ffoote  Company  in  the  like 
condition  for  Ammunition,  the  head  of  the  River  will  be 
deserted  if  we  leave  them,  and  they  have  noe  other  releife, 
wee  marched  in  the  night  to  their  releife  else  they  concluded 
to  be  cutt  off,  and  'tis  probable  diey  might  have  susteined 
greate  Damage,  Majo'  Lane  sent  to  our  Releife  about  thirty 
foote  more  but  we  have  noe  orders  but  to  Range  and  Defend 
the  Plantations,  the  which  we  shall  doe  to  the  best  of  our 
skill,  and  I  suppose  that  if  Baltemore  County  wants  Assist- 
ance, that  at  this  time  it  cannot  be  well  supplyed  from  Anne 
Arrundell,  we  have  stood  to  our  Armes  all  night  and  need 
enough,  just  now  more  news  of  three  familyes  robbd  at 
Seavern.  Wee  Desire  your  L*^"*  in  the  behalf  of  the  poore 
Inhabitants  to  send  Ammunition  &  full  ord"  men  are  afire  to 
to  see  their  neighbours  murdered  and  robbd  thus,  and  ord' for 
to  doe  nothing  but  to  range,  soe  desireing  your  L*^***  pardon 
for  what  is  amiss  in  our  writeing  Wee  subscribe  ourselves  yo' 
Hon"  humble  Serv'*

The  manner  of  the  murd'  is  thus,  five  Indians  appeared  and 
flourished  their  Cuttlasses,  the  people  went  toward  them  and 
carried  some  Corne  to  them,  but  instead  of  Accepting  it  they 
laid  hold  of  the  Overseer,  but  he  gott  from  them  and  made  to 
the  house  ward,  but  they  overtaking  of  him  knock'd  him 
downe  widi  the  butt  of  their  gunns  and  left  him  for  dead,  runn 
after  a  negro  man  and  killed  him,  and  wounded  another,  the 
rest  runn  away,  yett  those  rogues  left  a  woman  and  a  Child 
sick  in  the  house  and  never  harmed  her,  onely  tooke  the 
sheetes  she  lay  on  and  what  was  for  their  turne  in  the  house.

At  what  tfme  his  L'^p  produced  and  Communicated  to  this 
board  a  Letter  he  had  reed:  from  Cajj'  Randolph  Brandt 
relateing  to  the  state  and  condition  of  Charles  County  and 
the  Pascattoway  Indians  there  und^  the  protection  of  the  Eng- 
lish who  daily  expected  to  be  assaulted  by  the  Northern 
Indians  comeing  downe  upon  them,  Capt.  Brandt  therefore 
Desireing  his  L*pp*  orders  whereby  to  Regulate  himself  com- 
plaineing  also  that  the  Troopers  under  his  Command  were 
fearfull  of  Arrests  and  Desired  protection  from  his  I^'pp  dure- 
ing  such  time  as  they  continued  in  the  service  of  the  Countrey 

The  Result  of  all  w^''  ended  in  the  following  ord'  of  Coun- 
cill viz. 

By  the  Lord  Prop'^>'  &  Councill 
Sep'  26  I  Maryland  ss: 

1681  :  \  Whereas  severall  Insolencies,  outrages  attempts 
and  murders  have  of  late  been  offered  made  and  committed 
in  and  upon  severall  the  Inhitants  of  this  Province  by  the 
Northern  Indians  who  in  all  probability  seeke  and  endeavour 
the  utter  ruine  and  extirpation  of  the  Pascattoway  our  neigh- 
bouring and  friend  Indians  and  all  others  in  peace  and  Amity 
with  the  English  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  in  order  to  their 
makeing  way  the  more  easily  to  assault  and  destroy  the  Eng- 
lish themselves,  and  Whereas  the  said  Northern  Indians  are 
now  daily  expected  by  the  said  Pascattoways  to  come  upon 
and  assault  them  contrary  to  the  Articles  of  peace  made  with 
the  said  Northern  Indians  at  ffort  Albany ;  and  Whereas  not 
onely  by  the  Articles  made  with  the  s**  Pascattoways  but  also  p-  2S9 
for  the  better  security  and  Defence  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
Province  for  the  reasons  aforesaid  his  L*pp  the  R'  hon'''''  the 
Lord  Prop'*"  holds  himself  obleiged  to  Defend  and  protect  the 
said  Pascattoways  and  others  the  Neighbouring  and  ffriend 
Indians  within  this  Province,  It  is  therefore  Ordered  that  the 
Troope  of  horse  in  Charles  County  under  the  command  of 
Cap'  Randolph  Brandt  doe  slill  keepe  rangeing  in  and  about 
the  outermost  and  ffrontire  Plantations,  and  other  convenient 
places  of  the  s*^  County  where  it  may  be  most  requisite  and 
necessary  for  the  defence  and  Safeguard  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  the  said  County  and  also  of  our  s**  ffriend 
Indians,  and  that  dureing  such  their  lime  of  service 
and  soe  long  as  they  shall  be  employed  in  the  Service  of  the 
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Liber  R.  Countrcy,  the  said  Capt.  Brandt  and  other  the  Inferiour  Officers 
and  Souldiers  of  the  s**  Troope  be  free  in  their  persons  and 
Estates  off  and  from  all  &  all  manner  of  Arrests  and  Attachm" 
whatsoever,  provided  they  make  over  unto  their  Credito'*  (for 
security  of  their  Debts)  what  pay  shall  accrue  or  grow  due 
unto  them  for  such  their  Service  soe  farr  forth  as  the  same 
will  amount  unto  towards  Satisfaction  of  their  said  Debts  with 
due  reguard  had  to  Sufficient  ffood  &  raiment  with  other 
necessaryes  whereby  to  subsist  without  leaveing  themselves 
and  ffamilys  wholly  destitute.  It  is  also  Ordered  that  upon 
the  discovery  or  approach  of  any  the  said  Indians  or  other 
Enemy  Capt"  Randolph  Brandt  call  and  take  to  his  assistance 
about  twenty  or  thirty  of  the  Pascattoway  Indians  (as  he  shall 
think  fitt)  to  march  with  him  in  discovery  or  pursuite  of  the 
said  Enemy  placeing  in  their  Roome  &  stead  the  like  number 
of  English  ffoote  Souldiers  (well  provided  with  provision 
Armes  and  Ammunition  in  all  respects  as  is  requisite  for  gar- 
rison Souldiers  to  be  at  the  charge  of  the  Province  under  such 
Commander  as  his  XJ"^^  shall  think  fitt  to  appoint)  to  remaine 
in  the  ffort  for  the  protection  of  their  Old  Men  Wives  and 
Children  dureing  such  time  as  they  shall  continue  with  the 
troope.  And  that  the  Choptico  Indians  be  required  to  joine 
themselves  with  the  Pascattoway  or  Nanjemaick  Indians  in 
one  of  their  fforts  if  they  expect  protection  from  the  English. 
Ordered  also  that  (if  occasion  Require)  another  Troope  of 
horse  be  sett  forth  out  of  S'  Maries  or  Calvert  County  for  the 
Defence  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Counties,  or  to  assist 
Capt"  Brandt  upon  the  approach  of  the  Enemy  as  aforesaid. 
Ordered  also  that  John  Lemaire  of  Charles  County  be  and  he 
is  hereby  appointed  Chyrurgion  to  Capt.  Brandts  Troope,  and 
is  hereby  also  charged  and  commanded  to  give  his  constant 
attendance  when  and  as  often  as  occasion  shall  require. 
Ordered  also  that  for  all  such  ffoote  Souldiers  as  shall  now  or 
at  any  time  hereafter  be  thought  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the 
further  Security  and  Defence  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said 
p.  260  County  or  else  where  in  the  Province  Sufficient  provisions  be

By  the  Lord  Prop'^ 

A  Declaration  in  Relation  to  his  proceedings  in  Defence  of 
the  Province  this  yeare  1681: 

It  haveing  been  our  constant  endeavour  both  while  we 
were  our  ffathers  Lteveten'  here  and  since  his  death  dureing 
our  owne  Governm'  to  study  as  well  the  plenty  as  peace  of 
the  people  of  this  our  Province,  and  haveing  heard  the  discon- 
tents of  many  people  ariseing  from  the  greate  charges  of  the 
Support  of  the  Governm'  which  was   chiefly  caused  by  the 
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Libci  K.  charges  of  frequent  Assemblyes,  Wee  purposely  deferred  the 
calling  of  any  since  our  arrival!  from  England,  till  necessity  of 
renewing  the  Temporary  Lawes  should  obleige  us  to  conveene 
One,  as  may  appeare  from  the  last  proclamation  for  Proroga- 
tion of  the  Assembly  till  such  time  as  the  Temporary  Lawes 
would  have  expired,  but  the  Northern  Indians  makeing  fre- 
quent inroades,  and  as  often  plundering  some  English  ffamily 
or  other  in  their  way  to  Virginia  or  to  Pascattoway  forced  us 
by  Proclamation  to  conveene  the  Assembly  on  the  sixteenth 
August  last  to  give  check  if  possible  to  those  Evills,  and  pre- 
vent effusion  of  Chrisdan  blood  which  wee  foresaw  would 
inevitably  follow  from  these  beginnings  of  plunder  and  rapine. 
At  the  Opening  of  the  Assembly  the  protection  of  the  Pro- 
vince and  Defence  of  the  people  against  these  outrages  was 
the  Principall  thing  wee  recommended  to  the  Assembly,  and 
we  had  reason  to  ho{)e  they  would  immediately  fall  upon  soe 
important  a  worke,  Especially  seeing  there  were  people  ready 
with  Petitions  at  our  Doores  to  be  considered  for  their  losses, 
and  to  be  paid  by  the  Publick  for  what  they  lost  with  patience 
for  the  common  good  rather  then  to  hazard  the  beginning  a 
war  with  the  Northern  Plunderers ;  Two  Dayes  we  patiently 
expected,  judgeing  the  two  houses  were  settling  their  ord"  and 
then  (to  witt)  19  August  we  received  an  Address  from  the 
Lower  house  which  was  soe  farr  from  the  matters  recom- 
mended to  them  that  it  was  wholly  new  to  the  Province,  viz* 
p.  169  a  Desire  of  new  Officers  to  be  appointed,  new  members  to  be 
Elected  into  the  Assembly,  all  tending  to  foreslow  business 
and  augment  charge  ;  the  members  themselves  that  delivered 
the  address  confessing  that  the  Assembly  then  sitting  were 
sufficient  and  sufficiendy  Empowered  to  Enact  Lawes  without 
any  addition  of  members,  there  being  then  Delegates  from 
Every  County  present  in  the  house  as  many  as  are  sent  from 
any  County  in  England:  All  this  while  the  Enemy  lay  at  our 
Doores,  and  noe  reason  could  suggest  any  thing  but  Danger 
of  blood  shed  and  warr.  And  to  prevent  it  The  Upper  house 
by  our  ord'  sent  to  the  Lower  house  to  know  whither  they 
had  any  Bills  in  hand  that  required  their  Concurrence  or 
Advice  in  the  drawing  them,  but  the  Lower  house  send  for 
answer  to  their  Address,  refuse  conference  about  their  privi- 
ledges,  wave  the  consideration  of  the  Defence  of  the  Province 
though  daily  presst^d  to  it  by  the  upper  house  till  23'*  Aug*  at 
which  day  the  Upper  house  pressing  to  have  a  member  of  the 
Lower  house  to  be  joyned  with  One  of  the  Upper  house  to 
goe  treate  with  the  Northern  Indians  at  Zachaja  (who  then 
Ely  hovenng  over  us  and  the  Pascattoways  watching  whom 
they  might  with  most  ease  devour)  Tl\c  Lower  house  refused 
to  joyne;   Ihc  same  day  again  wee  ordered  our  Chancelo'  to 
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goe  to  the  Lower  house  and  to  press  them  to  proceed  to  Liber  r. 
something  that  might  be  for  the  Defence  of  the  Province, 
After  which  by  members  of  their  owne  they  lett  us  and  the 
upper  house  know  that  if  writts  issue  for  new  Elections  then 
they  will  proceed  to  such  matters  as  shall  be  recoffiended  to 
them,  by  which  it  is  evident  that  noe  consideration  of  the 
Safety  of  their  persons  or  property  of  their  Estates  and  pro- 
tection from  plunder  was  soe  Deare  to  them  as  an  imaginary 
priviledge.  Things  stood  thus  till  the  25"'  August  when  some 
information  given  of  the  murderers  that  soe  barbarously  killed 
the  people  neere  point  looke  Out  made  them  willing  to  joine 
in  a  Committee  to  Examine  that  business  but  little  came  of  it 
till  at  last  30"'  August  wee  pressing  the  Defence  of  the  Pro- 
vince The  Lower  house  condescend  to  appoint  a  Committee 
for  that  affaire  but  name  not  the  Committees  till  31"'  After 
which  the  Lower  house  fall  to  other  business  and  the  3''  Sep- 
tember in  plaine  tearmes  certifye  the  Upper  house  by  four 
members  of  their  owne  that  they  have  soe  thinned  their  house 
by  setting  out  other  Committees  that  they  cannot  spare 
members  to  joine  in  the  Committee  for  Defence  of  the  Pro- 
vince which  in  conscience  reason,  and  our  especiall  recommen- 
dacon  ought  to  have  been  their  principall  care.  The  4""  and 
5"*  September  passed  without  further  consideration  of  the 
Province  the  6""  wee  recdr  advice  of  robberys  committed  by  the 
Northern  Indians  and  Communicated  them  to  our  two  houses 
of  Assembly.  Whereupon  our  Upper  house  voted  horse  and 
Dragoone  to  be  raised  and  kept  on  ffoote  for  6  weekes  for 
security  of  the  Province,  and  desire  the  concurrence  of  the 
Lower  house,  but  instead  of  a  sufficient  force  to  curb  the 
Enemy  they  vote  frequent  Musters  to  be  made  (as  if  the 
Enemy  were  to  be  frighted  with  Drumms  &  colours)  and 
some  scouts  or  Rangers  to  be  sent  out  (without  pay)  to  pre- 
vent publick  charge,  but  if  murder  were  hereafter  committed 
they  submitted  all  to  our  greater  prudence,  and  this  they 
seconded  by  a  second  Message  the  7'**  of  Septemb.  soe  p-  270 
that  we  found  noe  sense  of  present  danger  entred  the  hearts 
of  the  Lower  house,  nor  any  care  of  their  neighbours  lives: 
they  were  resolved  to  stay  till  his  Maj''*'  Subjects  were 
murdered  before  they  would  consent  to  raise  pay  for  Soul- 
diers.  The  Eighth  Septemb:  Our  Upper  house  presse  the 
Defence  of  the  Province  again  to  the  Lower  house  but  gett 
noe  answer,  and  againe  the  nineth  descend  to  particulars,  and 
amongst  the  rest  desire  to  know  whither  they  would  now 
advise  the  protection  of  the  Pascattoway  Indians  who  had  for-' 
merly  the  publick  faith  of  both  houses  of  Assembly  for  their 
protection  To  which  the  same  Day  they  Cathegorically  answer 
that  the   assisting  those    Indians  will  certainly  draw  a  warr 
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LibcrR,  upon  US  with  the  Northern  Indians  and  therefore  advise  all 
prudent  wayes  to  keepe  peace  with  them  till  another  treaty 
may  be  had  with  their  old  men,  but  that  all  prudent  care  may 
betaken  to  hold  a  good  correspondency  with  the  Pascattoways 
by  some  appearance  in  armes  about  their  ffort  (to  doe  them 
noe  good  at  all)  because  they  add  in  the  next  words  (viz)  but 
noe  act  of  hostility  to  be  done  to  the  Northern  Indians  unless 
forced  thereunto  in  their  owne  Defence  or  in  Defence  of  any 
attempt  made  upon  our  owne  People  &  Plantations  ffinding  this 
to  be  the  temper  of  the  Lower  house  and  well  knowing  the  inso- 
lency  of  the  Enemy  would  at  last  lead  him  into  blood  shed  if 
the  Patience  of  the  English  would  any  longer  beare  plunder 
and  outrage,  w*^*'  could  not  be  expected  Wee  thought  it  high 
time  to  bring  our  consults  to  some  issue,  and  betake  our 
selves  to  some  ways  of  reall  Defence,  and  therefore  we  writt 
to  our  two  houses  the  lo***  of  September  and  commanded  Our 
Chancelo'  to  lett  them  understand  the  true  state  of  all  our 
negotiations  with  the  Northern  Enemy,  how  little  treatys  and 
Articles  with  them  signified  without  force  to  obleige  them  to 
stand  to  their  Covenants,  and  lo  protest  to  them  that  if  the 
lives  of  any  of  his  Maj''"  Subjects  were  lost  by  these  dilatory 
proceedings,  the  blood  should  not  lye  upon  us,  Wee  haveing 
soe  often  pressed  tliem  to  use  meanes  to  prevent  it:  Upon 
this  they  make  a  wary  Vote  offering  their  persons  and  Estates 
to  our  service  in  a  warr  against  these  Northern  Indians  but 
limitt  it  with  the  words  And  that  to  be  raised  by  such  method 
and  ways  as  in  the  last  Act  for  the  Defence  of  the  Province 
(noe  other  being  then  provided)  nothing  doubting  but  that 
Wee  would  take  such  due  care  that  by  any  unnecessary  and 
exorbitant  charges  of  such  warr  it  may  not  become  more 
oppressive  grevious  and  burdensome  then  the  frequent  rob- 
beryes  and  spoyles  that  are  and  may  be  committed  by  the 
aforesaid  Northerne  Indians.  By  this  it  was  clear  to  us,  the 
Lower  house  would  be  Judges  of  the  Necessity  of  the  charge, 
and  would  be  raisers  of  the  money  for  defraying  of  that 
charge  after  the  same  was  incurred,  soe  that  we  might  be  left 
to  pay  the  whole  charge  of  the  Warr  if  we  began n  any  (though 
never  soe  necessary)  out  of  our  owne  private  Estate.  The 
12'^  September  Our  Upper  house  (more  sensible  of  the  dan- 
ger) passed  a  bill  for  Defence  of  the  Province,  and  sent  it  to 
the  Lower  house  for  their  Concurrence,  in  requiteall  of  which 
they  press  private  Bills  upon  the  Upper  house,  and  are  soe 
concerned  for  them  that  they  send  message  upon  Message  to 
know  what  is  become  of  them,  but  give  noe  answer  to  the 
Bill  for  Defence  of  the  Province.  The  13*^  September  fresh 
advice  comeing  of  new  injurys  committed  by  the  Northern 
Indians  Our  Lower  house  say  they  will  perfect  the  Act  for 
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Defence  of  the  Province,  but  cavill  with  the  words  of  their  Liber  k. 
owne  vote  of  the  tenth  instant  inserted  into  the  Act,  and  other 
clauses  soe  that  they  rendred  the  Act  little  to  the  Defence  of 
the  Province  and  soe  persisted  till  the  14*''  of  September,  On 
the  ffifteenth  Wee  found  the  Evil  I  wee  feared  had  overtaken 
us,  Murders  were  committed  by  the  Northern  Indians,  and 
wee  pressed  our  two  houses  to  come  to  some  result  that  wee 
might  send  away  the  Officers  to  their  severall  Charges  who 
as  members  of  the  two  houses  were  there  detained  from  the 
necessary  Defence  of  the  Province:  The  16'''  September  our 
Upper  house  thought  fitt  to  press  the  lower  house  to  declare 
themselves  in  the  point  concerning  the  protection  of  our  friend 
Indians  at  Pascattoway,  The  warr  being  begunn  by  the 
Northern  Indians  but  they  refused  to  meddle  in  it,  soe  that  wee 
found  our  selves  obleiged  to  end  this  chargeable  consultation 
and  to  endeavour  the  protection  of  his  Maj""  Subjects  here 
committed  to  our  charge,  and  to  the  end  things  might  not  be 
worne  out  of  Memory  chose  rather  to  adjourne  this  Assembly 
till  the  first  November  next ;  who  must  remember  their  owne 
Votes,  that  the  Warr  is  begunn  by  the  Northern  Enemy  and 
not  by  us,  that  they  if  any  body  must  answer  for  the  blood  that 
is  already  spilt  and  not  Wee  who  pressed  them  to  a  timely 
prevention.  And  Wee  doe  declare  to  the  whole  world  that 
as  wee  doe  certainly  know  there  were  many  understanding 
honest  well  meaneing  Gentlemen  in  the  Lower  house  that  did 
lay  these  things  to  heart  and  would  have  prevented  the  mis- 
chiefs that  have  happened  had  they  not  been  out  voted  soe  we 
doe  as  certainly  know  that  all  those  struglings  for  Imaginary 
priviledges  were  countenanced  by  a  party  in  the  lower  house 
onely  in  hopes  to  gett  more  members  of  their  faction  Elected 
who  would  alwayes  oppose  Musters  Trainetngs,  and  all  pro- 
tections by  armes  without  which  noe  Governm'  can  subsist, 
and  who  from  time  to  time  breake  all  Laws  of  that  nature 
made,  and  for  Conscience  sake  (as  they  pretend)  will  see  their 
brother  or  father  murdered  rather  then  stirr  one  foote  to  his 
Defence  or  expend  one  penny  for  his  protection  ;  And  yett 
these  are  the  men  that  traduce  us  and  lay  the  fault  of  these 
chargeable  consultations  at  our  doores,  as  if  all  the  delays  of 
protection  had  sprung  from  Us,  but  as  wee  are  well  assured 
We  have  done  our  endeavour  to  expedite  the  protection  of 
his  Maj**"  Subjects,  soe  we  hope  all  rationall  men  will  judge 
aright  of  our  Actions,  and  in  future  Elections  beware  of 
Chooseing  Delegates  who  shall  endeavour  to  stifle  their  pro- 
tection in  its  birth,  and  if  any  Lawes  shall  be  made  for  the 
publick  Safety  maugre  their  endeavours  shall  be  the  chiefe 
breakers  of  them  and  Traducers  of  the  Government  and  Gov- 
erno"  for  doeing  their  Duty,  and  that  for  Conscience  sake  as

That  about  the  last  Spring  of  the  yeare  (to  his  best  Remem- 
brance) the  Deponent  haveing  been  at  M'  Hatches  house,  and 
in  his  way  homewards,  upon  the  Road  in  the  woods  neere 
John  Gooches,  mett  with  Capt"  ffendall,  who  (after  mutuall 
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Liber  R.  salutatioHS  passed  betweene  them)  asked  the  Deponent  how 
he  did,  and  told  him  he  was  glad  to  see  him,  wondred  he  had 
notseene  him  at  his  house  at  the  Store.but  at  length  Cap'  ffendall 
asked  him  what  news?  To  which  the  Deponent  replyed  he 
lived  in  the  forrest,  where  they  had  little  or  noe  news  stirring. 
Cap*  ffendall  then  said  what  doe  you  heare  noe  news  ot  the 
Indians,  and  of  the  Papists  joineing  with  the  Sinniquo 
Indians?  and  asked  the  Deponent  whither  he  had  not  heard 
of  a  tract  of  two  Indians  then  lately  seene  in  the  Snow  ? 
whereimto  the  Deponent  professed  himself  a  Stranger.  Cap* 
ffendall  then  further  said  there  was  a  Report  of  the  Papists 
joyneing  with  the  Indians,  &  questioned  much  what  should  be 
the  meaneing  of  that  Tract ;  Doe  you  not  heare  said  ffendall 
what  my  Lord  has  done  ?  whereto  the  Deponent  said  noe, 
pray  what  is  it  said  ffendall  you  are  sensible  of  the  trouble  I 
p.  285  have  had  and  been  forced  to  flye  my  house^  but  since  have 
reed:  a  note  from  my  Lord  to  returne  again  or  to  that  effect, 
pulling  the  note  out  of  his  pockett,  and  shewed  the  Deponent, 
also  saying  that  soe  soone  as  my  Lord  knew  that  he  was  come 
to  his  house,  he  sent  a  party  of  men  to  apprehend  him,  and 
further  the  said  ffendall  said  now  was  the  time,  and  if  there 
were  but  four  or  five  of  them  made  sure,  (naming  my  Lord  the 
Chancelo'  the  Secry,  Coll  Darnall,  and  he  did  not  know  what 
Esq'  I'albott  was — but  they  fell  again  to  discourse  of  the 
Indians  and  the  Deponent  asked  the  said  ffendall  what  was  his 
Opinion,  to  which  he  answered  that  he  could  not  tell  unless 
the  Papists  and  Indians  should  confederate  together.  But  the 
Deponent  concluded  the  discourse  telling  him  Cap'  ffendall 
this  is  plain  Rebellion  and  soe  parted.

Ihat  whereas  your  L''^  was  pleased  to  invest  Edward 
Inglish  gentl  in  the  Office  of  high  Sheriff  of  your  County  of 
Czecil,  lookeing  upon  him  as  a  person  deserving  that  trust, 
yett  nevertheless  contrary  to  your  L"**"*'  knowledge  he  doth  soe 
imperiously  and  insolently  behave  himself  towards  your  L'''^* 
good  people,  as  causeth  greate  distraction  and  Disturbance  in 
the  said  County,  in  the  due  and  legall  proceedings  of  severall 
businesses,  to  the  greate  aggreviance  of  the  whole  County, 
but  something  for  your  L'''p*  inspection  may  be  requisite  to  be 
hinted.

Tuesday  in  June  last  past,  where  for  some  misdemeano'  com- 
mitted by  a  servant  formerly  belonging  to  Thomas  King  of 
said  County  but  at  that  lime  claimed  by  Cap'"  Jonathan  Sibrey, 
The  said  servant  was  by  the  Court  ordered  to  receive  thirty 
nine  Lashes  and  was  committed  into  the  custody  of  Edward 
Inglish  high  Sheriff  of  the  said  County  to  receive  the  pun- 
ishm'  that  was  by  the  said  Court  ordered  whereupon  the 
said  Inglish  did  putt  in  the  said  Servants  hands  into  the 
whipping  post,  and  some  small  Peach  tree  switches  was 
brought  to  whip  the  said  person  which  Capt"  Sibrey  and 
others  found  fault  with  and  said  th'  they  were  not  fitt  to 
whipp  the  man  withall,  whereupon  the  said  Inglish  went  him- 
self to  cutt  more  that  might  give  content,  at  which  time  the 
prisoner  was  lett  loose  and  did  runn  away  and  M^  Inglish 
Runn  after  him,  at  which  tyme  all  the  people  with  M'  James 
Stavely,  M'  Philip  Holenger  &  William  Peerce  did  stand 
round  the  whipping  post  when  the  prisoner  was  lett  loose  and 
did  sett  up  a  greate  shoute  and  William  Nowell  at  that  time 
stood  in  the  Court  house  Porch  makeing  a  laughter  thereat, 
but  M'  James  ffrisby  one  of  the  Commission"  standing  some 
distance  off  at  the  prison  doore  with  your  Deponent  cryed 
shame  of  their  Actions,  and  was  much  troubled  as  he  did 
show  by  his  discourse.  And  this  Deponent  being  an  Attorney 
for  an  Orphan,  (and  that  being  an  Ori>han  Court)  did  plead 
the  Act  of  Assembly  concerning  Orphans  Estates  which  the 
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Liber  R.  Court  called  to  the  Clk  for,  but  the  Clerk  answered  that  he 
had  left  it  at  home,  upon  which  the  Court  adjourned.  And 
this  Deponent  further  saith  that  sometime  before  M"^  Inglish 
was  sheriffe  and  when  he  sate  President  of  the  Court.

Benjamin  Randall  of  Kent  County  gentl  upon  oath  taken 
on  the  holy  Evangelists  this  Day  in  Councill  saith  that  being 
at  Cecil  Co"  Mt  Edward  Inglish  then  President  of  the  said 
Court  calling  to  the  Clerk  Swithen  Wells,  to  read  an  Act  of 
Assembly  the  said  Wells  tooke  the  booke,  threw  it  at  him  and 
bid  him  looke  it  himself  or  words  to  that  effect. 

His  L'^'p  produces  and  orders  to  be  read  a  Letter  he  lately 
reed  from  M'  James  Stavely  as  foil.  viz. 

My  Lord. 

I  thought  good  to  give  your  Hono'  Acco'  of  the  abuses 
done  to  the  good  people  of  your  County  of  Caecil  by  the  high 
Sheriff  who  have  and  doe  behave  himself  proudly  and  mali- 
tiously  in  his  Office,  for  not  long  since  he  made  a  complaint  to 
his  bono'  the  Chancelo'  in  the  behalf  of  his  under  Sheriff 
against  one  of  your  L'^'p*  Justices  M'  Philip  Holeager,  and 
against  M"^  Swithen  Wells  Clark  of  the  County,  and  there- 
upon obteines  a  warr'  to  bring  them  to  answer  at  the  Provin- 
cial! Court,  and  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  this  moneth  was  the 
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Day  our  Court  should  have  been  holden,  and  just  before  the  Liber  r. 
Court  went  to  sitt  cometh  the  Sheriff  and  served  his  warrant 
upon  One  of  the  Justices  and  the  Clark»  and  sett  a  guard 
upon  the  Justice  and  told  them  he  would  make  them  know 
themselves  before  he  had  done,  and  did  huff  at  a  strange  rate, 
and  for  want  of  a  Justice  and  a  Clark  we  could  hold  noe 
Court  to  the  great  disappointm'  and  Damage  of  Many  of  the 
County.  The  Sheriff  have  said  many  a  time  he  could  out  witt 
the  whole  County  at  his  pleasure, it  did  now  stand  him  instead 
to  trye  his  wilt,  there  being  Six  Actions  for  above  500'  sterling

been  a  Court,  and  after  the  Sheriff  had  kept  the  Justice  dure-

James  Stavely  and  others  Petitioners  against  Edward  Inglish 
being  then  present  were  severally  Examined  and  Required  to 
give  in  their  testimony  upon  oath  what  they  could  alledge 
against  the  said  Inglish  and  first 

James  Stavely  saith  that  sometime  before  the  Court  M' 
Inglish  came  to  his  house  and  required  him  to  aid  and  assist 
him  in  the  takeing  of  a  man  in  the  County  which  he  the  said 
Stavely  refuseing  to  doe,  Inglish  sent  for  the  man  to  his  house 
and  there  arrested  him.  But  the  said  Stavely  told  him  that 
he  needed  not  trouble  the  poor  man  for  security  for  that  he 
would  certainly  be  at  Court,  to  which  M'  Inglish  replyed  that 
there  should  be  noe  Court,  at  the  Court  M"^  Inglish  seized 
the  man  and  told  him  he  was  his  Prisoner  without  bayle  or 
mainprize,  but  told  the  said  Stavely  that  if  he  would  be  his 
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Liber  K.  security  he  would  release  him,  whereunto  the  said  Stavely 
answered  that  as  he  was  a  justice  or  Conservato'  of  the  peace 
he  ought  not  to  become  security  for  any  person  that  was 
guilty  of  the  breach  of  the  peace ;  The  said  Stavely  also  saith 
that  he  has  been  credibly  informed  and  hath  heard  it  reported 
by  several!  persons  that  M'  Inglish  should  tell  them  that 
(whereas  they  had  sett  their  hands  to  a  petition  against  him 
and  were  thereupon  summoned  down  before  my  Lord  and 
Councill,}  if  they  would  but  come  to  his  house  and  acknowl- 
edge the  wrong  they  had  done  him,  he  would  excuse  them  from 
goeing  downe. 

M*^  Joseph  Hopkins  saith  that  he  was  then  present  at  Court 
when  Edward  Inglish  Sheriff  of  the  County  attached  the 
bodyes  of  Philip  Holeager  One  of  the  Justices  and  of  Swithen 
Wells  Clark  of  the  Court,  that  the  other  justices  thereof  would 
have  thereupon  adjourned  the  Court  but  the  Clerk  told  them 
he  was  then  a  prisoner  and  uncapable  of  sitting  there  neither 
would  he  sitt  by  which  meanes  for  want  of  a  Clark  the  Court 
brake  up  without  adjourning.  He  likewise  saith  that  since 
his  L""*''  had  made  M'  Edward  Inglish  high  Sheriff  of  Caecil 
County  he  had  behaved  himself  very  high  and  arrogantly  to 
the  people  there  not  sticking  to  say  that  since  his  L*^''  had 
given  him  the  Comand  of  the  County  the  people  must  and 
should  love  him  and  feare  him,  and  that  he  hath  heard  that 
M^  Inglish  or  his  Subsheriff  should  threaten  and  give  out 
publickly  that  when  they  went  about  to  Receive  the  Rents  and 
p.  290  leavys  they  would  meete  with  some  particular  persons  that 
had  sett  their  hands  to  a  petition  and  they  would  strip  draw 
and  tumble  their  Tobacco  sufficiently;  He  likewise  heard  it 
reported  that  M'  Inglish  should  say  if  those  people  that  had 
subscribed  would  but  come  to  him  and  Acknowledge  they  had 
done  him  wrong  and  give  under  their  hands  for  it  he  would 
excuse  them  from  comeing  downe. 

George  Starton  saith  that  he  had  some  Actions  depending 
against  M'  Inglish  in  the  County  Court  which  he  could  never 
bring  to  a  termination  He  as  Sheriff  still  circumventing  and 
putting  off  the  Courts  which  was  the  reason  of  his  subscribeing 
the  petition. 

Ebenezer  Blakstone  saith  in  substance  that  it  has  been  the 
common  practice  of  M'  Inglish  to  huff  and  hecto'  at  the  whole 
County  and  he  generally  proclaimes  that  he  cann  out  witt  the 
whole  County. 

Richard  Pullen  saith  that  he  haveing  bought  a  Plantation  of 
my  L**  and  being  in  possession  thereof,  M'  Inglish  came  one 
day  and  broke  open  a  Chamber  doore  in  his  house,  and  seized 
the  goods  that  were  there,  and  the  said  Pullen  demanding  of 
him  pay  for  storeage,   M'  Inglish    putt   him  off  slightingly 
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saying  he  had  hired  the  roome  of  Newton  and  to  him  had  ijiitt  k. 
paid  storeage. 

Nr  James  ffrisby  saith  that  he  knows  or  cann  say  little  or 
nothing  of  his  owne  knowledge  but  what  he  has  heard  from 
others  these  transactions  of  Mt  Inglish  happening  when  he 
was  at  S'  Maries  upon  the  Assembly,  but  he  hath  been 
informed  the  very  same  that  now  is  charged  to  M'  Inglish. 

M'  William  Peerce  saith  to  the  same  effect  that  these  things 
happened  when  he  was  upon  the  Assembly  but  he  hath  heard 
several!  persons  complain  of  the  proud  insolent  carriage  and 
behaviour  of  M'  Inglish  who  had  given  generall  distaste  and 
dissatisfaction  to  the  whole  County  by  delaying  and  putting 
ofi  the  Courts,  that  the  chiefe  motive  of  his  subscribeing  the 
petition  was  that  before  he  returned  into  the  County  he  was 
informed  by  a  person  liveing  in  the  County  who  meeteing 
with  M'  Inglish  enquired  of  him  what  time  the  Burgesses 
would  returne  to  which  the  said  Inglish  replyed  what  knew  he 
it  might  be  the  latter  end  of  October,  he  also  told  the  said 
Peerce  that  he  beleived  the  people  in  the  County  would  rise. 

M'  Nathan"  Garratt  saith  that  he  knows  little  of  himself  but 
that  generally  the  people  in  the  County  murmured  and  were 
much  dissatisfied  at  putting  off  the  Courts  by  meanesofM' 
Inglish. 

Richard  Adames  saith  that  when  M'  Inglish  attached  the 
Commission'  he  told  them  he  would  make  them  know  them- 
selves, and  but  the  day  before  said  in  heareing  of  him  the  s^ 
Adames  that  there  should  be  noe  Court. 

Whereunto  M^  Inglish  haveing  made  his  Defence  and  being 
duely  heard  they  were  dismissed  and  the  further  consideration 
thereof  his  L**"^  and  Councill  would  take  unto  themselves.

Whereas  upon  some  Insolencyes  outrages  and  attempts  not 
long  since  committed  by  the  Northern  Indians  on  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  this  Province,  you  have  lately  reed:  a  Commission 
from  his  L'^p  giveing  you  ample  power  upon  discovery  of  any 
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such  or  others  In  a  warlike  posture  to  deale  with  and  treate  Liber  r. 
them  in  all  respects  as  the  Common  Enemy  according  to  the 
teno'  of  your  former  Commission  which  by  some  rash  and 
ignorant  persons  hath  been  misconstrued  and  the  true  sense 
and  meaneing  thereof  altogether  inverted  and  misapplyed  ; 
every  particular  and  individuall  person  from  thence  assume- 
ing  to  himself  a  priviledge  of  killing  any  Indian  or  Indians 
w'soever  though  perhapps  presenting  him  or  themselves  in  a 
friendly  manner  and  with  intent  of  peace  and  Amity  which 
will  inevitably  create  an  unnecessary  and  expensive  warr  with 
all  the  111  consequencies  thereof  attending  W^""  was  directly 
contrary  to  his  L'^'pp'  designe  in  granting  the  said  Comission, 
thereby  intending  onely  the  Inhitants  of  this  Province  to  stand 
and  be  upon  their  guard  and  posture  of  Defence  ag'  any 
attempts  or  Assault  that  might  be  made  upon  them  that  soe 
they  might  not  be  surprised  by  the  s'*  Northern  Indians  as 
then  was  and  still  is  greately  feared. 

You  are  therefore  on  dayes  of  Musters  and  traineing  or 
other  seasonable  times  forthwith  upon  Receipt  hereof  by  your 
Self  or  Officers  at  the  head  of  your  Regiment  or  single  Com- 
panyes  to  publish  and  make  knowne  to  the  Souldiers  under 
your  Command  and  others  the  Inhabitants  within  your  pre-  p.  301 
cincts  the  true  extent  of  your  Comission  which  is  not  to  affect 
any  neighbouring  or  other  friend  Indians  who  shall  at  any 
time  appeare  or  present  themselves  as  such  in  a  peaceable 
and  friendly  manner,  to  whom  noe  Act  of  hostility  injury  or 
violence  may  be  offered,  but  all  civill  kind  treatem'  and  beha- 
viour to  be  used  towards  them.  But  on  the  Contrary  in  case 
of  any  other  appeareance  of  Indians  painted,  armed,  or  other- 
wise in  a  warlike  posture,  attempting,  contriveing,  or  offering 
any  violence  or  injury  to  any  the  Inhitants  on  their  persons  or 
Estates,  or  that  shall  upon  discovery  and  Demand  made 
refuse  to  lay  downe  their  Armes,  come  in,  and  give  an  Acco' 
of  their  nation,  Quality,  &  business  according  to  Articles  made 
with  them,  then  they  are  to  be  looked  upon,  dealt  with,  and 
treated  to  all  Intents  and  purposes  as  the  common  Enemy 
according  to  the  purport  and  teno'of  your  Commission,  which 
is  the  true  intent  and  meaneing  thereof

R'  Hon'''' 

Your  Hono"  noble  favour  to  me  I  reed:  by  Cap'  Strong  for 
w''*'  I  humbly  thanke  you  according  to  your  Directions  I 
apply'd  myself  to  M'  Inglish  who  I  found  clearely  uncapable 
to  give  an  Acco'  of  what  Rents  were  due  in  Caecill  County 
in  respect  he  had  noe  Rent  Roll,  neither  (as  he  told  me) 
would  Cap'*  Sibrey  deliver  him  that  which  he  had,  not- 
withstanding he  charged  a  note  upon  Michael  Miller  to  pay 
me  Seaven  Thousand  pounds  of  Tobacco,  provided  if  them 
Rents  W''  came  to  his  hands  did  not  amount  to  soe  much  I 
should  repay  him,  insoemuch  requiteall  of  your  L****"  favour  to 
me  1  putt  him  in  a  way  to  make  a  perfect  Rent  Roll  himself  viz: 
to  make  a  booke  of  Lands  for  every  hundred,  (necessity  com- 
pelling him  to  goe  to  every  house)  and  soe  to  take  an  Acco' 
from  every  Individual]  Inhabitant  what  Lands  he  holds,  and 
under  what  Condicons  of  Plantation  and  this  my  Lord  I  think 
will  be  the  readyest  way  to  find  out  a  true  Rent  Roll ;  and 
will  shew  if  any  fraud  hath  been  used  heretofore.  I  since 
reed:  another  I  suppose  by  M'  Gulick  which  came  to  me  by 
Capt.  Strong  in  w'^  was  a  Cofnon  Sc'  touching  the  Northern 
Indians  which  I  shall  as  carefully  looke  after  as  possibly  I 
cann  :  The  next  day  after  it  came  I  went  to  Kent  where  was 
p.  302  a  Court,  and  there  I  caused  the  Cofiiission  to  be  read  to  lett 
the  people  know  what  your  L'^'p*  Comands  were ;  and  who 
their  Enemys  were,  and  this  my  Lord  I  judged  meete  in 
respect  of  their  backwardness  in  comeing  to  traineing.  In 
the  next  place  if  it  please  your  L''"''  I  must  putt  you  in  mind  that 
I  spoke  to  your  bono'  that  since  Cap'  Wild  left  the  head  of  the 
Bay  I  am  wholly  destitute  of  a  Cap'  there  as  also  a  Lieveten- 
ant  and  Enstgne,  I  mentioned  Henry  Ward  or  William 
Peerce,  and  Edward  Swettnam  Lief'  I  cannot  tell  who  to 
name  for  Ensigne.  I  Doe  not  my  Lord  name  these  any 
otherwise  but  as  the  most  fitt  men  I  know  there,  but  if  yo' 
L"^'P  pleases  to  appoint  any  others  it  well  contents  me:  like- 
wise Cap'  March  of  the  Island  of  Kent  is  dead,  and  there  is 
noe  Capt*  neither  doe  I  know  any  in  that  place  (except  W™ 
Lawrence  he  was  Marsh's  Lief)  that  is  fitt  for  that  place,  and 
how  fitt  he  is  your  L"*'p  knowes  as  well  as  I,  who  to  nominate 
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for  LieP  or  Ensigne  there  I  know  not ;  The  next  is  my  Lief  Lii.cr  k. 
who  hath  noe  Comission  his  name  is  John  Hinson ;  My 
Ensigne  whose  name  is  Nathaniel  Evatts  is  soe  crippled  with 
the  gripeing  of  the  Gutts  that  he  is  Quite  disabled  ;  Josias 
Lankam  is  the  next  I  pitch  on  who  is  my  Majo"  Sonn  in  Law 
if  your  L*******  likes  well  of  it ;  all  these  Commissions  1  want 
before  I  cann  proceed  to  doe  any  thing :  for  noe  Coll  hath 
any  power  to  make  or  appoint  any  Commission  Officer  with- 
out speciall  power  from  his  Generall.  In  the  next  place  as 
soone  as  I  see  Coll  Lloyd  I  intend  to  consult  him  about  the 
horse  under  his  Command  in  the  Upper  County  that  there 
may  some  be  ready  to  joine  with  the  foote  there  in  case  of 
the  Enemys  approaches.  My  Lord  as  people  live  in  this 
Countrey  I  am  at  a  loss  how  possible  to  preserve  all  unless  I 
had  speciall  Instructions  for  to  draw  them  to  some  places  of 
strength  to  secure  them;  I  gave  M'  Inglish  S"^  Edmond 
Andros  Letter  with  speciall  charge  to  give  it  Augustine  with 
his  owne  hands,  I  shall  waite  your  L''*'"  further  Cofnands  at 
home  untill  the  above  said  Commissions  come.  The  Com- 
mission" in  Cecill  County  have  putt  that  Tobacco  your  L'**p 
ordered  them  to  pay  to  Kent  County  for  the  bringing  the 
Armes  and  Ammunition  up  to  Kent  into  the  hands  of  their 
Sheriff,  but  with  this  restriction  not  to  part  with  it  untill  the 
Armes  and  Ammunition  intended  for  their  County  be  placed 
there :  One  thing  more  I  will  make  bold  to  trouble  your  L***** 
with  which  is  if  y"  please  to  grant  two  Commissions  for  Cap- 
tains viz:  One  South  Sassalrax,  and  the  other  the  North  side 
in  case  of  trouble  they  will  be  the  more  ready  though  they 
have  but  35:  men  each ;  all  which  I  humbly  Offer  to  your  L**'"* 
consideration  &  Remaine

I  have  here  inclosed  sent  your  XJ*^  an  information  taken  by 
my  Majo'  how  farr  the  Report  may  be  true  I  know  not ;  but 
as  to  them  Sinniquos  he  sayes  he  saw  at  New  York;  I  am  apt 
to  beleive  that  is  false  because  they  were  never  used  to  come 
thither.  About  a  weeke  since  came  Tequassino  to  me  to 
complaine  of  some  English  man  that  had  stole  his  horse,  and 
that  another  English  man  had  stole  his  hoggs  and  that  he 
could  proove  it  by  two  Sawyers  which  he  gott  to  goe  with  him 
to  view  them,  and  Desired  redress;  I  told  him  I  would 
acquaint  your  L'*'p  with  it,  and  did  not  doubt  but  you  would 
speedily  take  care  to  redress  such  abuses;  This  discourse 
ushered  me  to  ask  him  what  their  Indians  thought  of  the  Sinni- 
quos, he  told  me  they  were  now  Satisfyed  that  the  Delaware  p.  303 
Bay  Indians  were  the  Instrum"  to  bring  them  upon  them:

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Liber  R.  then  1  asked  him  whither  he  knew  nothing  of  an  Axe  sent  to 
Nantecoke,  and  of  the  whetting  of  it  there,  he  told  me  noe, 
but  somethini^  he  did  think  was  done :  but  what  it  was  them 
Indians  would  not  tell ;  1  further  told  him  I  heard  it  was 
against  the  English  which  if  they  did  they  would  have  cause  to 
Repent,  upon  which  with  a  greate  deale  of  willingness  he 
told  me  he  would  goe  directly  home  and  from  thence  to  Nan- 
tecoke, and  that  he  had  kindred  there  that  he  did  verily

John  Bracher  upon  Oath  Examined  saith  that  sometime  last 
Summer  neere  the  fall  the  Deponent  haveing  been  at  Alex- 
ander Smiths  house  in  Charles  County  to  cutt  a  horse,  went 
from  thence  to  M'  Hawkings,  from  whence  (after  he  had 
done  his  business)  he  also  returned  homewards,  and  M'  Paris 
being  then  there  called  to  this  Deponent  and  bid  him  tell  M' 
Marshall  that  he  was  very  angry  with  him  that  he  had  not 
heard  any  thing  from  him  concerning  that  note  he  lately  sent 
him,  and  that  if  he  had  any  business  that  Required  hast  this 
Deponent  should  tell  him  that  he  the  s**  Paris  would  that  night 
lye  at  Ralph  Shawes ;  which  Message  this  Deponent  accord- 
ingly delivered  to  the  s*^  Marshall  whom  he  found  lyeing  downe 
upon  the  bed  at  the  Mill,  but  rose  up  and  asked  the  Deponent 
to  pipe  it,  which  this  Deponent  accepted  and  filled  his  Pipe, 
and  in  discourse  the  said  Marshall  broke  out  in  this  Manner, 
that  he  had  fourty  men  ready,  and  fourty  more  he  was  to  have 
out  of  the  Troope,  and  he  would  goe  downe  to  my  Lord  and  call 
him  out  and  kill  him,  and  then  to  the  Chancelo'  and  kill  him,  and 
for  the  Esq'  he  did  not  much  pass,  or  words  to  that  effect.

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Liber  K.  former  patients  to  Bohemia  by  leaving  out  Towne  Point  in 
my  mapp  called  Ciecilton,  when  it  is  the  very  beginning  and 
ending  that  comprehends  Bohemia  Manno'  in  its  naturall 
bounds  by  Bohemia  &  Elk  River  divideing,  and  that  the  pro- 
poseall  to  a  Towne  to  his  old  L*''^'' was  onely  by  myself  (then 
hoped  for)  to  be  erected  and  settled  by  me  and  my  Associates 
for  which  I  have  his  old  L''*^'  hand  writeing  under  date  the 
18'^  Septemb:  61:  to  manifest  the  truth.  In  pursuance  whereof 
I  have  petitioned  his  L**"**  now  that  the  s''  Towne  Point  may 
not  be  left  severed  but  reentred  and  Inserted  into  my  new 
Bohemia  Patient;  and  if  that  is  passed  and  cannot  be  altered, 
then  by  a  Patient  by  itself  to  me  and  my  posterity  or  heyres 
and  Assignes  for  the  good  of  a  towne  which  we  shall 
endeavour  to  propagate  when  God  shall  permitt  according 
to  my  first  proposeall  aforesaid,  but  I  would  rather  have  it 
p.  30S  inserted  within  my  new  Grant  Bohemia  Patient  if  possible 
though  I  should  pay  twice  for  the  writeing  of  it  and  remember 
you  for  your  paines  besides  ;  when  I  was  last  at  S'  Maries  my 
Sickness  had  Stupified  my  senses  soe  that  I  could  then  not 
express  my  self  as  now  I  see  I  should  have  done.  And  if  his 
L««»p  grants  me  and  my  sonn  our  Request  as  1  doubt  not,  then 
there  is  noe  other  Alterations  in  the  new  Pattent  to  be  made 
then  (viz)  [Beginning  on  the  South  Point  of  Bohemia  and  Elk 
River  Divideing,  and  from  thence  Eastward  up  along  the  said 
Bohemia  River  neare  the  head  to  Hermans  Branch  by  Oppo- 
quermin  Landing  Point,  and  thence  up  the  said  Eastermost 
Runn  to  the  high  way  Road,  and  further  along  the  said  Road 
Northerly  to  Buhemiah  Back  Creeke  Runn  from  thence  west- 
erly downe  unto  Elk  River,  and  Southerly  downe  the  said  Elk 
River  to  the  Point  on  Elk  and  Bohemia  River  divideing  other- 
wise called  Towne  Point  or  Caecilion  aforesaid  ;  againe  being 
thus  bounded  on  the  South  by  Bohemia  River,  East  by  a  high 
way  Road  ;  North  by  Bohemia  Back  Creeke,  and  West  by 
Elk  River.]

The  Dutch  Docto'  according  to  appointm*  appeareing  and 
averring  to  be  true  what  Capt.  Bourne  had  by  his  Letter 
informed  his  L''*^*'  The  same  is  now  taken  into  Consideration, 
and  resolved  that  Application  be  made  to  the  Governm'  of 
New  York  desireing  them  for  the  preservation  of  the  lives 
and  propertyes  of  his  Maj""  Subjects  here  to  prohibitt  any 
trade  with  the  Northern  Indians  but  upon  tearmes  of  their 
keepeing  peace  with  us  an  approoved  and  effectuall  meanes 
for  the  Inhabitants  of  Delaware  preserving  them  thereby  from 
the  insolency  of  those  Indians,  ordered  therefore  that  a  Letter 
of  the  same  purport  be  written  to  Capt"  Anthony  Brockolls  or 
other  present  Commander  in  Chiefe  there,  and  that  Capt" 
Richard  Hill  of  Anne  Arrundell  County  be  by  a  Letter  from 
this  board  empowered  and  Required  in  behalf  of  this  Governm' 
to  manage  such  address,  viz.

The  Northern  Indians  with  whom  some  time  since  this  Pro- 
vince by  Coll  Henry  Coursey  their  Agent  at  ffort  Albany 
entred  into  a  league  of  peace  &  Amity  haveing  lately  violated 
their  Articles  with  us  not  onely  by  plundering  the  houses  and 
destroying  the  stocks,  but  also  murdering  the  persons  of  some 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  our  frontire  Plantations  hath  given  us 
cause  of  Suspition  that  they  have  either  forgotten  or  are 
resolved  noe  longer  to  preserve  their  league  with  us,  which 
called  for  and  hath  occasioned  our  most  serious  and  Delibe-* 
rate  consultations  in  such  case  to  prevent  as  much  as  in  us 
lay  the  Effusion  of  more  Xtian  blood,  and  to  contrive  (if 
possible)  the  future  peace  and  tranquility  as  well  as  the  lifes 
and  Safeguard  of  his  Maj*'"  Subjects  here;  And  amongst 
other  expedients  calling  to  "our  minds  the  effectuall  care  by 
your  Governm'  taken  for  the  preservation  and  security  of  the 
Inhitants  of  Delaware  (otherwise  equally  obnoxious  to  the 
Assaults  and  attempts  of  those  Indians  with  the  people  of  this 
Governm'  by  affording  to  those  Northern  Indians  a  free  trade 
(without  which  they  cann  hardly  subsist)  onely  upon  those 
very  tearmes  of  keepeing  peace  and  Amity  with  them,  We 
from  thence  tooke  encouragem'  and  found  ourselves  obleiged 
to  request  the  like  favourable  aid  and  Assistance  from  you  for 
and  in  behalf  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  alike  Subjects 
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Liber  R.  to  his  Maj''=  the  King  of  England  with  those  of  Delaware  and 
New  Yorke  that  you  will  now  prohibitt  any  further  Corre- 
spondency with  those  Indians  in  a  way  oftraffick  and  supplyes, 
unless  they  will  also  desist  from  any  further  Acts  of  hostility 
against  us,  and  proceed  to  inaintaine  and  keepe  that  league  of 
peace  and  Amity  with  us  made  which  we  desire  and  are  will- 
ing to  preserve  towards  them. 

With  this  our  soe  reasonable  Request  which  the  lives  and 
propertyes  of  his  Maj''"  subjects  call  for  at  our  hands  we  have 
entrusted  the  bearer  Cap'  Richard  Hill  (to  whom  you  may 
give  all  faith  and  Credence)  and  hope  that  you  will  vouchsafe 
to  expedite  him  again  to  us  with  such  a  satisfactory  answer 
hereunto  as  may  not  occasion  our  further  addresses  to  the 
King  and  Councill  and  his  Roy"  Highness  himself  for  the  pres- 
ervation of  his  Maj''"*  Subjects  here  from  the  insolencies  out-

At  W^*"  time  his  L*^***  was  pleased  to  communicate  to  the 
board  a  Letter  he  had  lately  reed:  from  Cap'  Anthony  Brock- 
hoUs  Governo''  of  New  York  in  answer  to  one  from  his  L'^'I'p 
and  Councill  the  4'''  March  last  past  together  also  with  one 
from  Cap'  Richard  Hill  entrusted  to  manage  that  affaire  give- 
ing  an  Acco'  of  his  negotiation  there  Both  which  Letters 
were  ordered  to  be  read  as  foil  viz: 

New  Yorke  March  the  29"*  1682  : 
R'  hon**" 

Yours  of  the  4'**  instant  -p  Cap'  Hill  yesterday  came  to  hand 
whom  kindly  received,  and  with  all  speed  dispatched,  am 
extreemely  troubled  at  the  effusion  of  Christian  blood  and 
other  Depredations  in  your  Province,  which  were  not  before 
Informed  off,  and  although  rumoured  unwilling  to  beleive 
hopeing  there  might  be  noe  truth  therein,  to  prevent  which  as 
it  hath  alwaies  been  the  care  and  endeavour  of  my  Predeces- 
sor' not  onely  out  of  Christian  Duty  but  a  pticular  respect  wee 
beare  to  your  Province,  soe  in  my  station  shall  be  as  Diligent 
and  ready  and  noe  waies  wanting  to  doe  you  any  service 
therein  Assiireing  you  that  all  his  Maj'"'  Subjects  in  our 
leagues  and  treatys  with  Indians  have  had  a  like  Equall 
Esteeme,  and  we  the  same  regard  for  their  Safety  and 
Defence  as  our  selves  however  violated ;  The  Northern 
Indians  whom  you  charge  to  have  been  the  Acto"  of  those 
Mischiefes  are  soe  numerous,  farr  distant  and  of  soe  many 
severall  nations  that  I  know  not  whom  to  ask  Satisfaction  off. 
And  have  little  cause  to  think  the  Maquas  and  Senecas  who 
have  hitherto  continued  true  and  keepe  their  league  with  us ; 
should  soe  soone  forgett  that  more  particularly  made  for  you 
by  Coll  Coursey  and  which  I  beleived  would  proove  an  EflTec- 
tuall  meanes  for  future  Quiett,  but  rather  that  they  think  you 
slight  or  forgett  them,  none  from  your  parts  haveing  been  to 
renew  the  peace  as  is  usuall  and  expected  by  them  we  doeing 
the  same  yearely,  and  if  duely  observed  might  be  of  greate 
benefitt  and  advantage  for  the   preservation   of  peace   and

Liber  R.  Quiett  and  continuation  of  fifriendshipp.  The  very  rumour  of 
what  in  yours  is  particularly  mentioned  hath  been  soe  resented 
by  this  Governm*  that  the  Maques  &  Sennecas  haveing  this 
moneth  been  to  renew  the  peace  Doe  wholly  Excuse  them- 
selves and  Deny  to  have  had  any  hand  in  killing  the  Chris- 
tians in  Maryland,  or  done  any  harme  to  them,  and  are  sorry  to 
heare  any  is  done,  and  that  they  seek  to  live  in  peace  and  not 
have  any  warr  with  the  Christians.

Dennis  Husculah  of  S*  Maries  County  Planter  in  formes 
that  liveing  about  five  miles  from  the  place  where  One  John 
Pryor  m'chant  of  London  keepes  store  of  late  he  hath  seene 
severall  Indians  pass  by  his  house  with  bundles  of  Deere 
skinns,  who  told  me  that  they  had  sold  those  Deere  skinns  to 
the  aforesaid  M'chaint,  and  further  informes  that  his  house 
being  within  four  Miles  of  the  Indian  Towne  Zachajah,  and 
haveing  often  occasion  to  have  conference  with  the  said 
Indians,  and  more  especially  of  late  to  the  Intent  to  buy  Deere 
p-  3«s  Skinns  to  supply  my  greate  necessity  for  Cioatheing  have  been 
told  by  the  s"'  Indians  that  all  the  Deer  skinns  they  have  had 
of  late  they  have  sold  and  disposed  of  to  one  John  Pryor  the 
aforesaid  M^chant,  and  to  One  James  Smallwood  for  the 
s''  M 'chants  use,  which  he  presumes  to  be  contrary  to 
the  Act  of  Assembly  in  that  case  provided,  and  greately  to  the 
hinderance  of  the  Inhabitants  who  are  hereby  prevented  from 
buying  Deere  skins  of  the  s**  Indians  the  onely  hopes  of 
Cioatheing  our  selves  this  scarce  yeare  of  goods. 

Also  Edward  Turno'  Informes  that  haveing  Conference  of 
late  with  the  Docto'  of  Harris'  Shipp  he  the  s"^  Doctor  told 
this  Informer  that  he  saw  the  aforesaid  John  Pryor  buy  Deere 
skinns  of  the  Indians  at  Westwood  house.

3'"'  That  you  Enquire  out  M'  Sanders  and  advise  with 
him  about  the  wayes  and  meanesto  effect  a  peace  with  all  the 
s"*  nations,  and  if  you  find  him  a  person  able  to  effect  a  peace  (as 
he  told  Cap'  Hill  he  could)  that  then  you  follow  his  measures 
and  method  of  effecting  the  peace,  but  if  you  miss  of  him  or 
find  him  not  a  person  able  to  effect  what  he  promised,  you  are 
to  vse  your  owne  discretions  and  to  take  such  a  medium  as 
you  shall  ihinke  best  to  compass  a  peace  for  us  and  our  ffriend 
Indians. 

V*'y  In  the  peace  to  be  made  for  ourselves  you  must  in  noe 
wise  neglect  to  include  his  Maj''"  Subjects  of  Virt^nia,  and  if 
possible  you  must  include  the  Pascattoway  Mattawoman  Chop- 
tico  and  all  the  rest  of  our  ffriend  Indians  on  both  sides  the 
bay  of  Chesepeake:  And  to  effect  this  you  must  Zealously 
apply  yourselves,  because  if  we  abandon  our  ffriend  Indians 
here  we  shall  not  onely  force  them  to  submitt  to  their  Northern 
Enemys,  but  to  Incorporate  with  them,  and  soe  not  onely 
•  considerably  strengthen  them  to  attempt  any  thing  upon  us 

when  their  thirst  of  plunder  or  blood  shall  prompt  them  to 
breake  peace  with  us,  but  also  add  a  party  who  will  spurr 
them  on  to  breake  the  peace  in  reveinge  of  our  breach  of 
Articles  and  Deserting  them,  as  wee  see  the  small  remnant  of 
the  Susquesahannohs  have  done. 

^ii.iy  1q  i£ffect  this  Inclusion  of  Pascattoway  Indians  &c* 
(w''*  is  the  hardest  part  of  your  Taske,  you  must  endeavour  to 
Interest  the  Governm'  of  New  Yorke  in  the  affaire,  and  to 
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represent  to  them  the  necessity  of  it  even  from  the  Interest  of  Liber  k. 
that  Govern m'  from  these  heads  (viz) 

I:  Tis  their  Interest  to  keepe  the  Northern  Indians  from 
warring  with  the  Indians  in  these  parts  because  they  cannot 
come  to  fight  here,  but  his  Maj"**  Subjects  both  in  Virginia 
and  here  must  needes  receive  considerable  losses  in  their 
Stocks,  and  that  will  urge  English  men  to  revenge  themselves. 

2:  The  Indians  in  Virginia  are  under  his  Maj""  protection, 
pay  a  Tribute  to  his  Maj''**  Governo^  there,  and  are  (as 
appeares  by  the  Articles  made  with  Coll  Herbert  jeoffryes  29 
May  1677)  of  the  Kings  Allegiance  &  therefore  the  Governm'  p.  32' 
of  New  Yorke  ought  to  include  them  in  their  owne  peace  with 
the  Northern  Indians. 

3'"'  If  they  doe  not  endeavour  to  obleige  the  Northern 
Nations  to  make  peace  with  the  Pascattoways  &c'  the  Pascat- 
toways  must  unite  with  the  Onneides,  Onondagoes  Quiongos 
&c''and  the  consequence  of  that  will  be  that  then  the  Onneides 
Onondagos  &c'  will  not  onely  be  able  but  will  undoubtedly 
in  fact  disturb  the  peace  of  Virginia  (which  will  cause  com- 
plaints from  thence  to  Whitehall)  and  will  breake  peace  with 
tlie  Sinnondowannes  and  soe  ruine  the  trade  for  ffurrs  at  ffort 
Albany. 

6'^'>'  If  the  Governo'  of  New  Yorke  Reply  that  they  feare 
not  that  the  Onneides  &c*  should  breake  peace  with  the  Sin- 
nondowannes,  because  they  cann  deny  them  trade  as  they  have 
formerly  done,  and  soe  keepe  peace  betweene  those  nations, 
then  you  must  urge  them  to  doe  the  like  now  in  behalfeof  our 
flfriend  Indians,  since  the  disturbing  the  peace  of  Virginia  and 
Maryland  will  be  a  greater  loss  to  his  Maj"'  in  the  Diminution 
of  his  Customes,  and  to  the  Shipping  and  Navigacon  of  Eng- 
land for  want  of  ffreight,  then  the  Custome  of  ffurrs  from  New 
Yorke  cann  ballence. 

7»^'y  You  are  to  lett  them  knowe  that  it  is  not  a  vaine  Sur- 
mize uf  ours  that  the  Onneides  &c'  Intend  a  warr  with  die 
Sinnondowannes,  but  that  we  had  the  Intelligence  last  Summer 
when  those  Northern  Nations  came  to  Pascattoway  when  we 
were  likewise  certainly  Informed  that  the  true  reason  why  they 
spared  the  lives  of  all  the  prisoners  they  tooke  of  late  (con- 
trary to  their  former  custome)  was  because  they  would 
strengthen  themselves,  and  deny  the  Sinnondowannes  passage 
through  their  Countrey  to  trade  at  ffort  Albany. 

8'*"'*  That  the  Governm'  of  New  Yorke  ought  to  be  jealous 
of  the  growing  strength  of  the  Onneides  &c.  since  wee  cer- 
tainly know  (and  presume  the  Governm'  of  New  York  is  not 
ignorant  of  it)  that  the  Governm'  of  Cannada  Call  the  Irocois 
(which  we  conceive  is  the  name  common  to  all  those  Northern 
Nations  viz.  the  Onneides,  Onondagoes  Quiongos  Maaques 
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LibcT  R.  &c*)  the  Children  of  the  King  of  ffrance,  as  appeared  by  some 
Letters  from  some  ffrench  directed  from  those  fforts  to  Jean 
Des  Jardins  which  arrived  not  till  after  his  death,  And  for  that 
reason  (if  for  noe  other)  they  ought  to  preserve  these  nations 
(viz:)  Pascattoways  Nantecoke  &c' in  Maryland,  The  Queene 
of  Pawmunky  and  the  Nanjaticos  in  Virginia  to  be  a  bridle  to 
them  should  they  Offer  to  joine  with  the  ffrench  to  disturb  the 
peace  of  his  Maj''"  Subjects  in  these  parts  of  the  world, 
which  will  inevitably  follow  any  breach  betweene  flfrance  and 
England. 

gthiy  There  hath  been  some  discourse  as  if  those  Northern 
nations  would  be  hired  to  cutt  off  the  remnant  of  the  Susque- 
hannohs,  if  you  find  any  truth  in  that  faile  not  to  pursue  that 
point,  and  purchase  the  peace  of  the  Province  by  extinguish- 
ing that  Vipers  brood  that  never  faile  to  kill  all  English  when 
ever  they  are  the  greater  number  in  any  party,  and  make  us 
feele  the  effects  of  warr  though  they  live  under  the  shelter  of 
nations  that  pretend  a  peace  with  us,  and  be  sure  to  Inculcate 
this  to  the  Nortiiern  Nations  upon  all  treatys  for  the  Pascatto- 
ways, that  wee  doe  noe  more  in  protecting  the  Pascattoways 
p.  322  then  they  doe  in  protecting  the  Susquesahannohs,  and  that 
they  ought  in  reason  to  allow  us  the  same  Liberty  they  take 
to  themselves, 

lo''''  It  hath  been  said  the  Northern  Nations  and  particu. 
larly  the  Sinnondowannes  (who  never  broke  peace  with  us 
nor  ever  had  warr  with  the  Pascattoways)  have  a  desire  to 
treate  with  us  yearely  at  the  head  of  the  bay  of  Chesepeake 
being  neerer  to  them  then  to  come  to  ffort  Albany.  You  are 
therefore  to  Improove  every  Oportunity  you  may  chance  to 
have  to  effect  that  wee  may  treate  with  those  nations  at  the 
head  of  the  Bay,  and  least  that  may  be  thought  a  meanes  by 
w''''  we  intend  to  draw  the  trade  to  us,  moove  at  first  that  the 
place  of  yearely  renewing  the  treaty  may  be  at  New  Castle,  or 
the  uplands  in  Pennsylvania  for  the  future. 

J  jthiy  jf  y^y  j^u^j  j.]^g  Sinnondowannes  Inclined  to  a  warr 
with  the  Onneides  &c^  and  that  you  cannot  include  the  Pas- 
cattoways in  the  peace  with  us,  endeavour  to  knitt  a  firmer 
peace  betweene  the  Sinnondowannes  and  the  Pascattoways, 
that  soe  they  may  be  kept  from  submitting  to  the  Onneides 
&c* 

12^'"'^  If  you  cannot  include  the  Pascattoways  Sc*  in  our 
peace  in  direct  Tearmes  Endeavour  if  possible  to  make  the 
Northern  Nations  to  understand  that  as  wee  will  offer  them 
noe  violence  soe  if  we  doe  not  quite  forgett  our  Neighbours 
at  Pascattoway  and  that  wee  sell  them  necessaryes,  it  ought 
not  to  be  thought  a  breach  of  peace  with  the  Northern 
Nations,  &  leave  it  in  that  Condition  that  wee  may  gaine  rime 
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to  consult  the  Assembly  again,  and  take  proper  measures  LSber  r. 
from  the  Information  we  shall  receive  from  you  at  your 
returne,  it  being  soe  dangerous  a  thing  to  leave  our  selves 
without  an  Indian  guard  against  Indians  that  are  called  the

1 3"''y  {forasmuch  as  wee  certainly  knowe  that  the  Northern 
Indians  never  did  come  downe  and  make  any  attempt  upon 
the  Pascattoways,  but  that  at  the  same  tyme  they  attempted 
the  Nanjatico  ffort  in  Virginia,  and  the  rest  of  the  Indians 
there,  you  must  at  last  (if  noe  hints  will  serve  turne)  desire 
the  Governm'  of  New  York  to  deny  the  Northern  Indians 
trade  unless  they  will  make  peace  not  onely  with  his  Maj''" 
English  Subjects  here  in  these  CoUonys  but  also  with  his 
Maj*'"  Indian  Subjects  of  Virginia  and  our  friend  Indians  of 
Pascattoway  and  all  the  rest  on  both  sides  the  Bay  of  Chese- 
peake,  least  we  be  forced  to  have  recourse  to  his  Roy"  High- 
ness if  in  England^  otherwise  to  his  Maj"'  and  Councill, 
Assureing  them  of  this  truth  that  'tis  Impossible  for  these 
nations  to  passe  by  the  English  Plantations  and  not  doe  the 
Owners  unsufferable  and  insupportable  Damages  w^''  our 
Assemblys  are  not  willing  to  repay  the  Sufferers,  All  W^*"  may 
be  avoided  if  they  at  New  Yorke  will  deny  them  trade  unless 
they  will  make  and  continue  peace  as  aforesaid. 

i^ihiy  You  are  (amongst  other  thinges  herein  before 
recommended  to  you)  to  take  notice  of  the  Murders  the  last 
Summer  Committed  in  Anne  Arundell  County  and  at  Point 
Looke  out,  the  first  most  strongly,  and  the  latter  by  severall 
pregnant  Circumstances  Imputable  to  those  Indians,  which 
with  the  severall  Robberies  then  also  committed  you  may  p-  3^3 
press  upon  them  or  moove  the  same  to  the  Governm'  of  New 
Yorke  soe  farr  forth  as  to  you  in  discretion  shall  seeme  meete 
for  the  hono'  of  this  Province  and  to  preserve  ourselves  from 
the  Contempt  of  those  Indians. 

15'^'''  In  your  Endeavours  for  our  neighbour  Indians  to  be 
included  in  the  peace  you  are  to  mention  all  our  ffriend  Indians 
in  generall  on  both  sides  the  Bay  without  parttcularizeing  their 
Nations,  and  to  make  One  present  Accordingly,  but  if  in  case 
they  make  any  Exceptions  and  will  not  incline  to  admitt  of  the 
Pascattoways  therein,  urgeing  the  blood  of  their  greate  men 
formerly  spilt  which  they  have  not  forgott  but  are  resolved  to 
Revenge  ;  You  are  then  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  Pascatto- 
ways to  endeavour  an  accomodation  at  the  price  of  the  blood 
spilt  reasonably  valued  which  is  left  to  your  judgem*  &  discre- 
tion and  which  you  may  acquaint  we  are  willing  to  lay  downe 
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i.iber  H.  fof  them  till  such  tyme  as  they  shall  be  able  to  reimburse  us 
againe  being  now  miserably  poore  &  low.  But  in  case  noe 
tearmes  will  prevaile  for  the  Pascattoways  you  are  then  to 
Conclude  for  those  other  Indians  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  being 
willing  to  preserve  to  our  selves  as  many  ffriends  as  we  cann. 

16'"'"  In  case  you  receive  any  Encouragem'  from  the  ready 
Complyance  of  that  Governm'  you  may  then  desire  and  with 
some  urgency  press  them  to  make  known  to  all  the  Northern 
Indians  in  league  with  them  that  as  well  the  Inhabitants  of 
Maryland  and  Virginia  as  those  of  New  Yorke  and  Albany 
are  alike  Subjects  to  the  king  of  England  with  whom  those 
Indians  have  entred  into  Articles  of  peace  and  Amity,  that  if 
they  breake  peace  with  us  they  must  not  expect  to  hold  peace 
with  those  other  his  Maj''"  Subjects  of  New  Yorke,  and  that 
if  they  kill  or  robb  any  the  Inhabitants  of  Virginia  or  Mary- 
land they  must  certainly  expect  not  onely  to  be  Denyed  their 
accustomed  trade  with  New  Yorke,  but  also  in  all  other 
respects  be  held  and  reputed  as  utter  Enemies  to  that  Gov- 
ernm' Which  if  possibly  to  be  effected,  you  are  then  further  to 
press  that  Governm'  that  at  the  next  ratification  of  their  peace, 
a  provision  be  by  them  made  by  an  Article  for  that  purpose 
for  security  of  all  his  Maj'""  Subjects  in  generall. 

17"''''  Lastly  since  your  negotiation  lyes  in  a  place  soe 
remote  to  which  noe  Post  cann  goe  and  die  time  of  treaty 
(which  is  but  once  in  the  yeare)  may  be  otherwise  lost.  In 
case  any  thing  offer  or  may  happen  in  your  treaty  at  New 
Yorke  or  with  the  Northern  Nations  aforesaid,  not  provided 
for  in  these  Instructions  you  must  use  your  best  discretion  in 
the  managem'  of  thinges  and  oportunitys  to  the  obteineing  & 
Establishing  a  firmer  peace  then  the  last  made  at  ffort  Albany 
by  Coll  Coursey  as  well  for  our  selves  and  the  Inhabitants  of 
Virginia  as  for  the  Pascattoway  Indians,  and  the  rest  of  our 
fTriend  Indians  on  both  sides  the  Bay,  if  it  be  any  way  possible 
to  Include  them  ;  And  you  are  likewise  to  make  use  of  all  or 
any  these  Instructions  as  you  in  your  discretion  shall  see  fitt.

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Liber  K.  and  Instructions  needful!  for  the  negotiation,  to  them  you  may 
please  to  give  all  faith  and  Credence,  and  I  hope  will  afford

The  foregoeing  Commission  and  Instructions  Letter  of 
Creditt  and  Letter  to  the  Governo'  of  New  Yorke  together 
with  the  Origi nails  of  the  last  peace  made  at  Albany  by  Coll 
Coursey  with  the  Northern  Indians  were  all  delivered  into  the 
hands  of  Col!  Lloyd  at  IVlattapony  Sewal!  the  1 5'''  Day  of  May 
1682: 

Charles  Absolute  Lord  and  Prop''  of  the  Provinces  of 
Maryland  &  Avalon  Lord  Baron  of  Baltemore  &c" 

To  all  persons  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come  greeteing 
in  our  Lord  God  Everlasting.  Whereas  his  Sacred  Maj''*  our 
dread  Sovraigne  the  King  of  England  &c''  hath  by  his  Letters 
Pattents  lately  granted  unto  William  Penn  Esq'  a  certain  tract 
of  Land  in  these  parts  of  America  by  the  name  of  Pensilvania 
to  beginn  and  take  its  Originall  or  first  Departure  from  the 
flourdeth  Degree  of  Northern  Latitude  the  bounds  and  con- 
fines of  this  our  Province  of  Maryland,  And  whereas  his  said 
Maj''*  at  the  humble  suite  &  request  of  the  said  William  Penn 
hath  vouchsafed  to  write  unto  us.  Requiring  us  by  our  Self 
or  our  Sufficient  constitutes  to  joine  with  some  others  Autho- 
rised by  the  said  William  Penn  in  the  due  observing  and

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as  aforesaid.  Know  Yee  therefore  that  we  reposeinj^  splall  Liber  k 
trust  and  confidence  in  the  Art,  skill,  knowledge  ffidelity  and 
Circumspection  of  John  Darnall,  Clement  Hill,  Alexander 
Dennett,  &  Robert  Jones  gentl  have  in  obedience  to  his 
Maj''"  Commands  Ordeined,  constituted,  appointed,  Autho- 
rised and  Empowered,  And  by  these  presents  Wee  doe 
Ordeine,  constitute,  appoint,  Authorise  and  Empower  the  said 
John  Darnall,  Clement  Hill,  Alexander  Dennett,  and  Robert  p.  326 
Jones  or  any  two  or  more  of  them  to  joine  w'*"  such  person  or 
persons  as  shall  be  Authorised  and  Empowered  by  the  s*^ 
William  Penn  to  take  the  true  distance  of  Northern  Latitude 
whereby  this  Province  is  bounded  as  aforesaid  and  the  same 
when  found  and  Determined  to  ascertain  by  such  sufficient 
durable  markes  and  boundaries  as  to  them  shall  seeme  meete 
to  be  made  or  sett  up  to  remaine  as  such  to  posterity  thereby 
to  prevent  any  future  differences  or  Disputes  that  may  arise 
for  or  concernin)T;  the  same,  and  to  be  certified  unto  us  and 
our  Councill  at  the  City  of  S^  Maries  by  the  last  day  of  June 
next  ensueing.  And  Wee  doe  hereby  Desire  that  the  s"*  John 
Darnall,  Clement  Hill,  Alexander  Dennett,  and  Robert  Jones, 
or  any  two  or  more  of  them  may  be  credited  &  beleived 
promiseing  to  Ratifie  confirme,  approove  and  allow  of  for  good 
whatsoeve'  shall  be  by  them  or  any  two  or  more  of  them  done 
in  the  premisses  according  to  the  teno"^  of  this  our  Commission* 
as  effectually  fully  amply  and  largely  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses as  if  done  immediately  by  Our  Self.  Given  at  our  City 
of  S'  Maries  under  the  greate  Seale  of  our  ^  Province  of 
Maryland  the  Three  and  Twentyeth  Day  of  May  in  the 
Seaventh  yeare  of  our  Dominion  over  our  s*^  Provinces  &c*

will  endeavour  as  much  as  in  them  lyes  and  have  greate  hopes 
to  prevent  the  Comeing  downe  of  others  which  were  also 
intended  hither  upon  the  same  Errand,  Yett  those  that  are 
already  sett  forth  being  headed  (as  wee  are  advised)  chiefly  by 
Susquehannohs  or  other  Warr  Captains  as  ill  affected  towards

A  Letter  Received  from  Coll  Chandler  (viz:) 

May  it  Please  yo'  L*^''': 

Last  weeke  about  the  beginning  thereof  came  the  King  of 
Mattawoman  and  with  him  tenn  or  a  dozen  Indians  to  me, 
and  told  me  they  were  not  able  to  live  in  their  fTort  at 
Nanjemy  the  Sinniquo  Indians  did  soe  Oppress  them,  and 
they  being  weeke  were  in  Inevitable  danger  of  being  utterly 
destroyed  by  them  in  the  End :  he  farther  alledged  to  me  that 
the  Sinniquos  come  to  English  mens  houses  and  the  English 
gives  them  provision  and  Cloatheing  :  and  that  the  English 
never  takes  any  notice  of  them  though  the  Enemy  is  almost 
every  day  upon  them,  but  in  fine  the  Conclusion  of  his  dis- 
course was  this  that  except  your  L*^*''^  would  Assist  them  with 
about  Tenn  or  a  dozen  English  to  be  in  the  ffort  for  the 
defence  thereof  they  would  certainly  forsake  the  ffort  every 
man  of  them»  and  either  goe  to  Zachaja  ffort  or  some  where 
else  (Intimateing  as  much  as  if  they  would  Deliver  themselves 
up  to  the  Enemy)  he  would  faine  have  had  me  to  have  sent 
the  Post  downe  then,  about  that,  but  I  perswaded  him  that 
when  the  Post  went  downe  would  be  soone  enough,  and  then 
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Liber  K.  I  would  write  to  your  L"^*"*  about  them,  and  that  tliey  should 
have  an  answer  to  their  Demands  at  the  returne  thereof. 
Upon  those  promises  they  went  home  again,  and  promised  to 
stay  untill  the  returne  of  the  Post  for  your  L'^'pp*  answer ;  like- 
wise here  came  last  night  the  Speaker  of  the  Zachaja  ffbrt, 
and  said  that  the  Young  Empero'  sent  him  to  tell  me  that  he 
had  about  Sixty  or  Seaventy  Deare  Skinns  to  present  to  your 
L'l^pp  t,ut  js  afraid  to  leave  the  ffort  soe  long  as  to  come  downe 
and  therefore  requests  that  there  may  be  some  few  English  in 
p.  iiz  the  ffort  to  guard  their  wives  and  Children,  whilest  he  and 
some  other  of  them  come  downe  to  your  L**'pp  haveing 
besides  the  present  some  other  business  to  your  \J*^^\  I 
promised  him  to  write  to  your  L'^**'p  about  it,  and  give  them 
an  answer  at  the  returne  of  the  Post. 

Owen  Newen  saies  that  your  L'*'''''  ordered  that  I  should  pay 
him  for  his  black  horse  w''''  your  L'^'pp  had  of  him  in  wild' 
horses,  but  doth  not  know  what  or  how  much  therefore 
request  that  your  L''*^'p  will  please  to  lett  me  know  how  many 
he  must  have,  because  he  sayes  he  was  to  have  more  then  One 
for  him.

able  men  well  provided  with  Armes  and  Ammunition  to  be

An  Answer  to  a  Demand  made  to  Nicholas  Moore,  as  my 
Deputy,  by  Coll  George  Talbott  the  24""  September  1683,  in 
pursuance  of  a  Cofnission  from  the  Lord  Baltemore  Proprie- 
tary of  Maryland  and  Avalon,  dated  the  17'**  of  the  same 
month. 

The  demand  being  grounded  upon  the  Cofnission,  I  will 
take  things  in  tlieire  order,  and  begin n  with  the  Commission. 

The  Lord  Baltemore  doth  Commissionate  Coll  Talbott  to 
goe  to  the  West  Side  of  the  Skullkill  to  demand  of  William 
Penn  Esq'  or  his  Deputy  all  that  part  of  Land  on  the  West 
side  of  the  River,  that  Lyeth  to  the  South  of  the  40'*'  Degree 
of  Northerly  Lattitude. 

1.  I  answer.  It  seemes  very  Slight,  abrupt  and  Vnpresi- 
dented  for  any  person,  that  is  in  the  quality  of  a  Proprietary  of 
a  Countrey,  to  send  to  another  in  the  same  Circumstance  any 
Extraordinary  Messenger,  Agent»  or  Commissioner  without 
some  letter  or  Memoriall  to  State  the  demand  with  the  reasons 
of  it.  The  Practice  of  the  greatest  Princes  ;  and  might  there- 
fore (I  conceive)  be  the  Condescention  of  lesser  Seigniories. 

2.  In  the  next  place,  William  Penn  Esq^  and  the  said  Penn 
(the  Language  of  the  Cofnission)  is  not  my  American  Stile, 
nor  that,  which  belongs  to  me  in  the  matter  in  question,  for  as 
such  I  keepe  noe  Deputys. 

3.  1  Live  not  on  the  West  Side  of  Skullkill  nor  any 
Deputy  of  mine,  and  1  conceive  Coll  Talbott  could  not  by  that 
Commission  come  to  the  East  side,  to  make  his  demand, 
which  yet  he  did. 

4.  I  was  absent  and  at  New  York,  when  this  Comissioner 
came>  and  I  never  did  nor  never  will  Cofnissionate  any  Deputy 
to  treate,  and -conclude  away  mine  Inheritance,  without  my 
particular  direction,  and  Comand  ;  though  if  I  were  to  goe  for 
England,  I  would  not  disowne  the  Laws,  he  should  make  in 
my  absence  for  publick  good,  when  I  came  back. 

5.  Coll  Talbott  is  directed  in  the  Cofnission  to  make  the 
Demand  according  to  a  Line  said  to  be  runn  in  obedience  to 
his  Maiesties  Comands  in  his  letter  of  the  2"*  of  Aj>rill  1681  : 

But  I  say  that  noe  Line  is  yet  runn  in  obedience  to  his 
Maiestys  Comands ;  fur  the  Letter  expressely  saith»  That  the 
Lord  Baltemore,  or  his  Agent  shall  together  with  my  Agent 
agree  the  Lattitude,  and  then  runn  the  Line,  and  bound  the 
Provinces  accordingly,  which  is  not  yet  done;  for  those  obser- 
vations, and  tlie  Line  runn  by  them  are  performed  by  the 
Lord  Baltemore,  and  his  Agents  only,  and  therefore  not 
according  to  his  Maiesties  Comand  in  his  Letter  of  the  1^  of 
April  1681  ;  nor,  in  my  opinion,  common  Equity;  for  I  knew 
nothing  of  them. 
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6.     To   say  (as    this    ComissJon    doth)    that   my  Comiss"  caivert 


refused  to  comply  with  the  said  Letter,  is  hard  for  me  to  doe, 
since  the  cheifest  of  them  brought  it  in  my  favor:  But  the 
truth  is  (if  they  say  true)  and  Circumstances  favor  them)  the 
thing  is  improbable ;  for  the  Lord  Baltemore  would  have  had 
them  agreed  to  have  taken  an  observation  vpon  the  River 
Delaware,  when  as  the  Kings  Letter  (Stateing  my  bounds  as 
they  are  Exprest  in  my  Pattent)  begins  twelve  miles  above 
New  Castle  vpon  the  West  side  of  Delav?are  River,  and  soe  to 
run  to  the  43'''  Degree  of  North  Lattitude  upon  the  said 
River,  W^  makes  it  impossible,  that  the  Lord  Baltemore  could 
come  within  those  Limitts,  to  take  an  observation  or  run  a 
line  in  pursuance  of  his  Maj""  Cofiiands  in  the  said  Letter ; 
Since  takeing  an  observation  on  Delaware  River  (which  say 
they  he  prest)  is  a  plaine  Violation  of  it.  They  further  say, 
that  they  never  refus'd,  but  prest  the  takeing  of  an  observa- 
tion according  to  his  Majesties  Letter,  which  is  grounded  on 
the  bounds  of  my  Pattent,  and  when  the  Lord  Baltemore  and 
my  Agent  had  agreed  to  meete  at  New  Castle,  and  to  pro- 
ceed according  to  his  Maiesties  Letter,  tis  true  that  my  Agent, 
came  not,  and  as  true  (saith  he)  that  the  reason  was  the  Lord 
Baltemore,  call'd  imediately  at  Chichi ster,  als  Marcus  Hook, 
as  he  went  to  New  Castle,  and  forbad  the  Inhabitants  to  pay 
me  quit  rent,  and  named  the  place  by  a  new  name,  before  any 
line  was  runn,  or  any  observation  agreed  ;  which  being  a 
declared  Breach  of  the  Kings  Comands,  and  theire  treaty  in 
the  opinion  of  my  Agent,  he  refus'd  to  meete  the  next  day 
about  a  matter  the  Lord  Baltemore  had  in  such  a  manner 
already  determined. 

7.  But  what  fault  soever  they  were  in,  sure  I  am,  that, 
before  an  observation  was  agreed  or  any  Line  was  runn,  I 
came  in  and  suddenly  after  waiteing  upon  the  Lord  Baltemore, 
I  presented  him  with  another  letter  from  his  Maiestie,  which 
he  was  soe  farr  frnm  complying  with,  that  he  lookt  vpon  the 
King  as  mistaken,  and  sett  his  Pattent  in  direct  opposition; 
and  to  this  day  would  never  heare  of  complying  with  it  in 
either  of  the  two  points  it  related  to  ;  That  is  to  say,  his 
haveing  but  two  degrees,  and  that  begining  them  atWatkins 
point,  he  should  admeasure  them  at  Sixty  Miles  to  a  degree, 
to  terminate  the  North  Bounds  of  his  Province.  Now,  in  my 
opinion,  it  was  not  propper  to  ground  his  Proceedings  vpon  a 
former  Letter,  in  neglect  of  a  latter  Advice,  and  Cornand  from 
his  Maiestie.  Nor  doth  it  lookc  very  iust  to  make  the  Caution 
or  Neglect  of  an  Agent,  in  the  Absence  of  his  Principall,  a 
reason  to  proceed  ag"  his  Principal,  when  present  with  other 
Instructions,  without  due  regard  had  to  him,  or  his  Allegations.

And   I   must  say,  that  at 


prest 
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Calvert  Baltemorc  to  sett  in  one  house  with  his  Councill,  and  I  would 
^"P^"'  sett  with  mine  in  another,  that  we  might  treate  by  written 
memorialls  vnder  our  hands,  to  prevent  Mistakes,  ill  memory, 
or  ill  will ;  he  refused,  alledging  he  was  not  well,  I  did  then 
tell  him  I  would  waue  what  force,  or  aduantage  I  thought  I 
had  by  the  second  letter,  and  proceed  to  meete  him  at  the 
place  he  desired,  which  was  the  head  of  Chesepeake  bay  ;  and 
there  try  to  find  the  40'''  degree  of  North  Laltitude,  provided 
he  would  first  please 'to  sett  me  a  Gentleman's  price,  soe  much 
p  mile,  in  case  I  should  have  noe  part  of  the  Bay  by  Lattitude, 
that  soe  I  might  have  a  back  port  to  this  Province.  This  I 
writt  according  to  his  desire,  and  sent  after  him.  To  sell  he 
refusd,  but  started  an  Exchange  of  part  of  that  Bay  for  the 
lower  Counties  on  the  bay  of  Delaware.  This  I  presume  he 
knew  I  could  not  doe,  for  his  Royall  Highnesse  had  the  one 
halfe,  and  I  did  not  prize  the  thing  I  desired  at  such  a  rate. 
Soone  after  this  meeting,  I  vnderstood  that  he  had  issued 
forth  a  Proclamation  some  time  before,  to  invite  people  to 
plant  those  parts  in  my  Possession  Vnder  his  Royall  high- 
nesse, and  that  also  before  any  demand  had  been  made,  or 
our  friendly  treaty  ended,  which  I  tooke  soe  ill,  in  Right  of 
his  Royall  highnes,  and  that  which  his  Goodnesse  had  made 
mine ;  that  I  sent  Comiss  (first  to  know  the  truth  of  it  from 
his  owne  mouth,  before  I  would  Credit  the  Intelligence  I  had 
received^  and  if  true)  to  complaine  of  the  Breach  of  our 
friendly  treaty,  and  that  it  might  be  repaired,  which  he  hath 
taken  soe  ill  (how  deservedly  lett  the  whole  world  Judge) 
that  he  hath  sent  me  a  letter  of  a  very  course  style,  such  as 
indeed  could  not  be  answered  without  those  Termes,  which 
vnbecome  men  in  our  publick  Stations,  who,  in  the  midst  of 
all  disagreements,  ought  to  mannage  them  selves  with  Cool- 
ness, and  exact  Civility;  and  if  in  this  I  have  at  anytime  been 
short,  let  me  but  know  it,  and  I  that  think  it  a  meannesse  of 
Spirit  to  justifie  an  Error  when  Comittcd,  am  not  too  Stiff  to 
ask  him  Pardon.  Here  I  left  him,  expecting  his  newes, 
when  he  came  to  the  head  of  the  Bay  in  September,  as  I 
thought,  he  promised  me,  but  instead  of  that,  an  observation 
is  taken,  a  Line  runn,  and  trees  markt  without  my  notice,  and 
a  demand  made  thereupon,  and  all  grounded  on  his  Maiesties 
Letters  of  the  2''  Aprill  81  in  which  I  must  againe  say,  I  find 
noe  such  direction  which  bringeth  me  to  the  Demand  it  selfe. 
8.  To  the  demand  (Viz')  of  all  that  Land  on  Delaware 
River  to  the  South  of  the  40''"  degree  of  Northerly  Lattitude,  I 
have  this  to  say,  That  'tis  very  odd  the  demand  should  be 
made  severall  months  after  the  Proclamacon  was  putt  forth  to 
Encourage  people  to  plant  most  of  the  parts  demanded:  but 
much    more   strange,   that   after    the    Lord    Baltemore   had 
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declared  vnder  his  hand,  that  he  did  not  by  that  intend  to  Caivtrt 
break  our  amicable  Treaty,  he  should  widiout  further  prouo-  p*p«"- 
cation  given»  proceed  to  demand  those  parts.  Certainely  this 
was  not  intended  to  continue  our  ffriend^'^  nor  did  it  looke 
with  Coffjon  decency,  that  Coll  Talbot  shoidd  not  think  me 
worth  leaveinrr  a  letter  at  my  house,  where  he  lodged,  when 
he  went  away,  as  wl-H  as  the  land  worth  such  a  demand,  But 
indeed  his  Carriage  all  along  shows,  he  came  to  defie 

me,  not  treat  me  like  either  neighbor  or  Geiuleman.  A  sud- 
den Change,  aninseing  the  Kings  People  vnder  my  charge, 
by  I  hreats  or  drawing  them  of  theire  obedience  by  degrade- 
ing  mine,  and  Invitations  to  the  Lord  BaUemore's  Gouer- 
ment.  This  1  found  at  my  returne  in  his  Conduct  (though 
not  in  his  Coniission)  as  some  of  the  people  doe  auerr. 

9.  But  in  the  next  place  the  L^  Baltemore  hath  noe  war- 
rant to  runn  his  Line  to  the  river  of  Delaware,  neither  by  the 
Kings  letters,  nor  his  owne  Pattent,  (if  he  peruseth  it  well) 
where  he  will  find  the  bay,  but  noe  river  of  Delaware. 

10.  Ihe  Land  demanded  is  not  a  part  of  the  Province  of 
Maryland,  as  is  Exprest  in  the  demand,  for  it  is  of  the  Juris- 
diction of  Delaware  (als  New  Castle)  which  is  by  severall 
Acts  of  the  Assembly  of  Maryland  distinguished,  and  disownd 
from  being  any  part  of  that  Province. 

11.  The  L**  Baltemore  hath  noe  land  given  him  by  Pat- 
tent,  but  what  was  vnplanted  of  any,  but  sauage  natiues,  and 
this  West  Side  of  the  River  Delaware  before, and  at  the  pass- 
ing of  his  Pattent,  was  actually  bought  and  possest  by  a  Ciuill, 
and  Christian  State,  in  Amitie  with  the  Crowne  of  England, 
and  by  the  treaty  of  Peace  in  53^  betweene  the  English  and 
Dutch,  it  was  part  of  one  Article  of  the  Treaty  that  the  Dutch 
should  enioy  those  Territories  in  America,  of  which  this  was  a 
member,  and  we  know  forreigne  Actions  of  that  time  and  kind 
continued  firm  after  his  Maiesties  Restoration  for  Jamaica 
still  remainesto  us,  and  Dunkerk  it  selfe  was  not  renderd  but 
sold.  To  be  short,  I  conceive  it  is  more  for  the  L''  Baltemores 
Honor,  and  Safety,  that  it  should  be  as  I  say,  then  otherwise  ; 
for  if  he  claimeth  what  was  possest  of  the  Dutch  on  Delaware 
River  South  of  the  40'*"  degree  of  North  Lattitude,  as  what 
was  lawfully  under  the  Engli-h  Soveraignty,  how  cometh  he 
to  Suffer  part  of  his  Province,  to  remaine  under  a  Strange, 
and  forreigne  Soveraignty  to  that  under  w"^''  he  held  his 
Claime. 

12.  But  if  the  L''  Baltemore  had  a  iust  pretence  to  this 
River,  and  former  possession  too,  which  he  never  had,  yet 
being  by  the  dutch  taken,  and  by  the  King  taken  from  the 
Dutch,  it  becometh  ihe  Conquerors;  ffor  it  is  knowne,  that  if 
any  of  our  English   Merchants  shipps  be  taken,  and  possest 
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Calvert  but  24  howrcs  by  an  Enemie,  if  retaken  by  the  Crowne,  they 
Papers.  2^j.g  prize  and  this  place  was  more  than  24  yeares  in  the  hands 
of  the  Dutcli,  not  demanded  of  them.      Jhis  made  his  Royall 
highnesse  take  out  fresh  Pattents,  vpon  the  opinion  of  Coun- 
cill  (since  the  late  Conquest)  for  his  Territories  in  America. 
Nor  is  the  L"^  Ballemore  in  the  Condicon  of  an  ordinary  Sub- 
ject (in  whose  fauor  something  might  be  alledged)  for  he  hath 
Regalia  Principality,  though  Subordinate  to  the  King  as  his 
Stile  shows,  and  I  conceive  he  is  bound  to  keepe  his  owne 
Dominions  or  else  loose  them  ;  and  if  lost  to  a  forreigner,  and 
taken  by  the  Soueraigne,  the  Soueraigne  hath  the  Right  an 
other  Conqueror  Could  plead.     Tliis  is  the  present  lus  Gen- 
tium, and  Law  of  nations,  which  in  forreigne  Acquests  preuail- 
eth,  and  the  King  accordingly  hath  granted  it  under  his  great 
Seale  to  his  Royall  highnesse.    And  if  there  were  noe  truth  in 
this,  but  the  L**  Baltemores  Patient  were  iitle  good  enough 
for  what  was  actually  anothers  before,  and   which  he   neuer 
enjoy'd  since  Conneticott  CoUony  might  put  in  for  New  York, 
as  reasonably  as  the  L''  Bakeinore  can  for  Delaware ;  theire 
Pattent  haueing  that  part  of  the  Dutch  Territory  witliin  its 
bounds  on  the  same  mistake,  which  is  yet  out  of  dispute  from 
the  L*^   Baltemores  owne  Pattent,  that   saith,   Ne^^'   England 
begins  where  he  leaueth  which  being  at  40  North  Lattitude,  it 
followes,  that  New  York  and  part  of  East  and  West  Jersey 
and  Pensiluania  will  fall  to  New  England. 

13.  I  shall  Conclude  with  this,  That  the  King  by  Articles 
of  peace  betweene  him  and  the  States  of  hoUand,  is  the 
allow'd  Owner  of  all  that  Territory  in  America,  once  called 
New  Netherland,  of  which  this  is  a  part:  He  hath  bin  gra- 
ciously pleased  to  grant  it  by  two  Patients,  and  this  in  Con- 
troversy, by  one  vnder  the  great  Seale  of  England  to  his 
dearest  Brother  James  Duke  of  York  and  Albany  &"  and  his 
Royall  Highnesse  out  of  his  Princely  goodnes  and  singxilar 
Regard  he  was  pleased  to  have  to  the  services  and  Losses  of 
my  deceased  father  hath  interested  me  in  part  of  the  same 
Soe  that  he  is  Lord  (and  I  am  tenant);  of  him  I  hold,  and  to 
him  1  pay  my  Rent  (which  his  Governor  of  New  York  hath 
now  sent  for)  and  for  him  I  improve,  as  well  as  my  selfe ;  And 
therefore  1  must  take  Leave  to  referr  the  L**  Baltemore  to  his 
Royall  Highnesse.  who  is  a  Prince  doubilesse  of  too  much 
honnor,  to  keepe  any  mans  Right,  &  of  too  great  Resolution  to 
deliver  \^  his  owne  whose  Example  1  am  resolved  to  follow 
Philadelphia  the  31^  W  Penn 

October  1683.

In  pur- 
suance of  a  Comission  from  Baltemore  Proprietary  of  Mary- 
land, and  Avalon,  dated  the  17'^  of  the  same  month]  The 
same  being  sent  under  a  couer  with  a  direction  to  the  Lord 
Baltemore;  But  not  vnder  any  Scale ;  Therefore  (as  is  sup- 
posed) sent  for  any  mans  perusal. 

Imp'*  And  first  of  all  Prop'  Penn  beginns  with  Coll 
Talbots  Comission,  Expressing  himselfe,  that  [It  seemed  very 
slight  abrupt,  and  vnpresidented,  that  a  Prop'  of  a  Countrey 
should  send  to  another  in  the  same  Circumstances,  any  Extra- 
ordinary Messenger,  agent,  or  Comissioner  without  some 
Letter  or  Memorial  to  State  the  demand  with  the  reasons  of 
it.]  A  Practice  amongst  the  greatest  Princes  (as  he  tells  us) 
and  therefore  expected  by  him.  It  is  ownd  to  be  a  Practice 
amongst  great  Princes,  and  perhaps,  the  L:  B.  had  paid  the 
respect,  which  we  are  Informed  by  M'  Penn  to  be  his  due,  had 
not  his  LoPP  (as  Prop'  Penn  very  well  knovves)  been  under 
some  Promise,  that  he  would  not  trouble  him  with  any  more 
writeing  vntill  he  had  first  purged,  and  fully  cleer'd  himselfe  of 
some  black  crimes  M'  Penn  in  his  last  letters,  had  charged 
him  with.  Besides  Gouern'  Penn  had  not  soe  much  reason  to 
expect  any  Memorial  to  State  the  demand  with  the  reasons 
for  it,  if  he  please  to  call  to  his  Memory  the  discourses  the  L: 
B  had  with  him  the  29"^  and  30'^  of  May  last,  at  New  Castle, 
or  did  but  looke  ouer  the  letters,  that  have^past  betwixt  them 
since  ;  By  which  it  does  Euldently  appeare  the  L:  B:  made  his 
demand  to  M'  Penn  and  that  the  reasons  had  bin  discourst 
when  they  were  both  together  at  New  Casde  ;  As  by  Prop' 
Penns  Letter  to  his  Lo^'p  of  the  30"'  of  this  third  month  May, 
ppeare  ;  wherein  he  vses  these  Expressions :  [Haveing  upon 
rious  thoughts  determined  with  my  Selfe  to  Embarque  for 
England  by  the  first  Conueniency,  if  the  L:  B  is  not  pleased  to 
ceive  any  of  the  former  proposealls,  much  more  if  he  should 
ontinue  to  think  of  any  claime  to  any  of  these  Lower  Coun- 
ties] :  Soe  that  it  plainely  appeares  by  the  said  letter  M'  Penn 
had  received  soe  much  disturbance  in  his  mind  upon  the 
claime  made  by  his  Lopp'  the  Lower  parts  of  Delaware,  that 
he  Ciuilly  threatned  my  Lord  to  make  a  Voyadge  Speedily  for 
ngland:  And  againe  by  his  Letter,  of  the  9'^  June,  where  he 
rites  thus  [To  the  L:  B:  Proposalls  of  Exchanging  or  accomo- 
dateing  me  with  yet  a  larger  Inlet  then  I  desired  at  the  head 
of  the  Bay,  if  I  will  but  resigne  his  Intrest  Vpon  Delaware,  I 
n  only  make  this  Answer  &"]  Which  passages,  with  many 
thers,  Sufficiently  makes  it  out  the  L:  B:  and  Gouernor  Penn 
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Calvert  had  discourst  about  the  matters  in  Controuersie  on  Delaware; 

Papers,  ^^y  therefore  should  it  appeare  soe  [Slight  abrupt  &"]  that 
a  memoriall  was  not  sent ;  It  seeming  an  Vnnecessary  thing 
to  trouble  M^  Penn  with,  euery  time  the  L:  B:  thinks  it  need- 
full  to  make  his  demands  to  thai,  which  M'  Penn  in  his  letters 
calls  the  L:  B  right.  And  perhapps  the  L.  B.  not  being  in  his 
owne- thoughts,  soc  great  a  Seignior,  and  Ruler  as  M'  Penn 
knowes  himselfe  to  be,  Might  be  one  Reason  the  Memoriall 
was  omitted.  His  Lo'"''  prideing  more,  that  he  is  the  son,  and 
grand  son  of  persons  euer  Loyall  to  theire  Prince,  (a  truth  all 
his  neighbors  cannot  walk  up  to)  Ihen  that  he  is  a  Seignior  in 
this  part  of  the  world:  The  Stile  of  a  loyall  and  Dutifull  sub- 
iect  being  more  Gratefull,  and  pleasing  to  him,  then  that  of  a 
Prince. 
p.  2  2'"y  Prop'  Penn  informs  us  that  [William  Penn  Esq'  and 
the  said  Penn  (the  Language  of  the  Comission)  as  he  saith)  Is 
not  his  American  Stile  nor  ihat  which  belongs  to  him  in  the 
matter  in  question  :  for  as  such  (he  saithj  he  keeps  noe 
Deputy].  Ihe  L:  B  is  here  check't  a  second  time,  for  not 
giveing  William  Penn  Esq'  his  other  Titles:  The  first  (as  I 
was  told)  was  at  new  Castle  in  may  last,  where  the  L:  B:  was 
Call'd  to  an  account  for  the  Superscription  of  a  Letter  of  his 
to  M'  Penn,  being  onely  Superscribed;  ffor  William  Penn  Esq' 
at  Philadelphia ;  as  if  (said  M'  Penn)  I  were  noe  where  but  at 
Philadelphia  ;  adding  that  as  he  was  Penn  of  Penn,  in  some 
part  of  England,  the  Adjunct  Esq'  was  his  due  there  ;  To  this 
his  L°''P  answerd.  That  the  Omission  of  his  other  Titles  was 
not  designedly  don  by  him,  nor  was  there  any  Respect  at  that 
time  wanting  in  his  L'^'  towards  him;  That  the  letter  was 
Superscribed  in  hast,  and  therefore  was  in  hopes  of  his  Pardon 
for  tlie  omission,  wiiich  should  be  soe  noe  more;  And  for  that 
time  Prop'  Penn  seemed  Satisfied.  But  now  for  the  language 
of  that  Comission,  that  has  giuen  (it  seejnes)  the  like  offence 
againe,  there  is  this  to  be  said,  that  [W^illiam  Penn  Esq'  is 
some  part  of  his  American  Stile,]  and  which  belongs  to  him, 
though  not  all  due  in  the  matter  in  question  ;  Therefore  if  it 
had  bin  incerted  in  the  Coniission  to  CollTalbot  Esq' William 
Penn  of  Pensiluania,  instead  of  William  Penn  Esq'  it  had  bin 
•  more  generall,  and  soe  belter  knowne;  for  (as  1  remember) 
that  was  the  Language  in  the  Comission,  Markham,  Harrison, 
and  Clarke,  came  with  to  the  L:  B:  the  16^^  of  July  last, 

2^1/  ^|r  p^nn  assures  all  persons^  that  he  Hues  not  on  the 
west  side  of  Skullkill,  nor  any  Deputy  of  his  ;  That  Coll 
Talbot  could  not  by  his  Comission  goe  to  the  East  side  to 
make  his  demand,  whicli  yet  lie  did.  Now  thanks  to  M'  Penn 
for  his  sending  a  Coppy  of  Ctill  Talbots  Comission,  it  is  there 
found,  that  Coll  Talbot  was  order'd  to  repaire  forthwith  to  the 
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Skullkill  at  Delaware,  not  particularly  to  the  west  side  of  it  ;  cawert 
And  there  to  make  his  demand,  his  Comission  leading  him  at  f»pcrs. 
liberty  to  goe  to  which  side  he  found  an  East  line  would  Carry 
him  ;  The  L:  B  concludeing,  that  Coll  Talbot  might  meete  with 
Gouernor  Penn  somewhat  neere  that  part;  soe  that  Crossing 
the  Skullkill  was  not  Contrary  to  Comission. 

^oiiy  Prop'  Penn  tells  us  he  was  absent  when  that  Cnmiss 
came,  that  he  [neuer  did  nor  neuer  will  CoiTiissionate  any 
Deputy  to  treate  and  Conclude  away  his  Inheritance:  without 
his  Particular  direction,  and  Cofnand ;  TIio  If  1  were  to  goe 
for  England  (he  most  profoundly  adds)  1  would  not  disowne 
the  Lawes  he  should  make  in  my  absence  for  Pubhck  good, 
when  I  came  back.]  Here  is  a  notable  reflection,  as  M'  Penn 
Conceives,  on  the  L:  B:  but  in  his  seauenth  Section  he  has 
made  it  a  Reflection  with  much  truth  on  himsclfe,  as  shall  be 
obserued  when  we  come  to  that  Section,  and  now  we  will 
proceed  to  his  fifth. 

^My  Where  he  takes  notice  Coll  Talbott  was  directed  by 
his  Comission  to  make  the  Demand  according  to  a  Line  runn 
in  obedience  to  his  Majesties  Cofnands  in  a  Letter  of  the  2'^  of 
Aprill  1 68 1  [But  I  Say]  (marke  well  here  M'  Penn's  words) 
That  noe  line  is  yet  runn  in  obedience  to  his  Maj""  comands 
for  (he  goes  on)  The  Letter  Expressely  Saiih,  that  the  L:  B:  or 
his  Agents  shall  together  with  my  Agents  agree  the  Lattitude, 
and  then  run  the  Line,  and  bound  the  Prouinces  accordingly, 
which  is  not  yet  done  for  (saith  he)  Those  obseruations  and 
the  Line  runn  by  them  are  performd  by  the  L:  B:  and  his  p-  3 
Agents  onely  and  therefore  not  according  to  his  Maj"" 
Comand  in  the  Letter  of  the  2*^  of  Aprill.]  What  an  obliga- 
tion doth  the  L:  B:  Lye  under  lor  M'  Penns  kindnesse  in  own- 
ing vnder  his  hand,  that  the  L.  B.  did  in  obedience  to  his 
Maiestys  Comands,  exprest  in  the  above  Letter,  Act  and  per- 
forme  his  part  when  others  stood  out  in  contempjt  of  the  same 
Comands:  Now  if  M'  Penn  would  be  soe  Ingenuous  as  to 
Lett  the  world  know  why  he  has  Approued  of  his  Agents  not 
loineing  with  those  appointed  b}'  the  L:  B:  according  to  those 
cofnands  in  his  Maiesties  said  Letter,  (M'  Penn  being  as 
deeply  Concerned  therein  as  the  L:  B: ;  it  being  chiefely  in  his 
fauor  granted,  and  by  a  letter  from  M'  Penn  to  the  L:  B:  of 
the  lo'**  of  the  second  month,  Aprill  1681,  the  L:  B:  being  also 
prest  by  him  that  his  Maiesties  Comands  in  the  Letter  of  the 
2"  Aprill  might  be  speedily  Executed  (Viz')  That  the  L.  B. 
would  giue  his  Cosen  and  Deputy  all  the  dispatch  possible  in 
the  buisnes  of  the  Bounds]  I  say  would  Prop'  Penn  be  soe 
much  a  Gentleman,  and  a  Professor  of  the  truth,  and  Satisfie 
us  why  his  Agents  durst  presume  to  slight  and  Contemn 
those  positiue  comands  of  his  Maiesties,  as  alsoe  why  they 
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c»ivcft  shewed  that  Vnkindnesse,  and  rudenes  to  the  L:  B:  Comis- 
p«pcrs.  gjoners  first,  and  him  afterwards  (who  were  ready  at  the  times 
and  places  appointed  to  have  agreed  the  Lattitude,  and  run 
the  Line  together  with  Prop'  Penns  agents,  as  was  required  of 
M'  Penn  as  well  as  the  L:  B  by  that  letter  of  the  2^  of  Aprill) 
M'  Penn  would  then  performe  Suitable  to  the  great  Profes- 
sions of  the  truth»  which  he  pretendeth  to  preach  to  his 
friends:  But  it  is  tn  be  feared  he  will  not  think  fitt  to  declare 
truly  upon  this  point ;  Therefore  I  shall  be  forc't,  for  once,  to 
hold  forth,  and  plainely  declare  the  reasons  why  M'  Penns 
Agents  did  not  give  that  obedience  to  his  Maiesties  Comands, 
as  the  L  B  did  ;  And  in  diis  I  will  be  as  short  as  I  can.  When 
Prop'  Penn  was  sending  ouer  that  Gentleman  his  Cosen  Capt" 
William  Markham,  to  be  his  Deputy  in  Pensiluania,  it  was 
Confidently  reported  by  the  Quakers  in  England,  as  well  as 
those  here,  that  the  40'*'  degree  Northerly  Lattitude  would 
reach  as  Low  as  Pooles  Island  in  the  Bay  of  Chesepeake,  and 
that  there  would  fall  soe  much  of  the  said  Bay  into  Pensiluania. 
Prop'  Penn  haueing  bin  for  some  time  flattered  with  the 
hopes  and  Expectations  of  this  (being  a  person  uery  suscep- 
tible of  such  truths,  and  readily  beleeuing  any  thing  tending  to 
his  aduantage)  dispatches  away  his  Cosen  to  his  Territory  newly 
granted  him  :  who  arriuei ng  some  time  in  July  1681  at 
Delaware  came  August  following  with  Letters  to  the  L:  B: 
(Viz.)  one  from  his  most  sacred  Maiestie  being  that  soe  often 
already  mentioned,  and  anotlier  from  M'  Penn.  That  from  his 
Maiestie  Cofnanding  the  L.  B.  first  to  aid  and  assist  the  Depu- 
ties of  M'  Penn  in  a  friendly  manner,  and  to  doe  them  all  the 
offices  of  good  Neighborhood,  and  amicable  Correspondence, 
tending  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  his  Maj""  Subiects  in  both 
these  Provinces;  which  the  L.  B:  to  his  Power,  Endeavored  to 
doe,  His  Majestie  further  cofnanding  the  L.  B:  to  appoint 
with  all  Conuenient  speed  some  persons,  who  might  in  Con. 
junction  with  the  Agents  of  Prop'  Penn  make  a  true  diuision 
and  Separation  of  the  Provinces  of  Maryland,  and  Pensiluania 
according  to  the  bounds,  and  degree  of  Northerly  Lattitude 
Exprest  in  his  Maiesties  Letters  Patients  But  M'  Penn  fear- 
ing the  Kings  Letter  might  not  quicken  the  L:  B:  enough  to 
a  Speedy  Compliance  in  the  buisnes  of  the  bounds  (which  at 
that  time  he  Couetted  to  have  determined,  being  confident  of 
takeing  in  a  Considerable  part  of  Chesepeake  Bay  as  is  aboue 
mentioned)  in  his  Letter  of  the  10'''  2'"  in  our  English  Aprill, 
He  writes  to  the  L.  B.  Thus  [The  Bearer  is  a  Gentleman,  and 
my  Kinsman  to  whome  I  haue  left  the  Mannage  of  my 
affaires]  and  in  another  part  1  hus  [I  only  begg  one  thing, 'tis 
p.  ^  short  But  the  text  of  all  that  can  be  said,  doe  to  me,  as  thou 
wouldest  be  done  to,  I  am  a  Stranger  in  the  affaires  of  the 
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Countrey,  he  can  haue  Little  Light  from  me  ;  I  doe  soe  much  divert 
depend  vpon   the  Intluence,  and  preualence  the  Kings  Good-  ^**p*"- 
ness  will  haue  vpon  thee,  that  1  omitt  to  be  any  further  Soli- 
cituos;  Beieeueing  that  a  great,  and  prudent  man  will  alwaies 
act  with  caution  and  obedience  to  the  mind  of  his  Prince]    By 
this  part  of  the  said  Letter  the  L:  B  has  a  rule  giuen  him; 
Being  the  Golden  rule;   Though  not   Current  in  Pensiluanra; 
He  is  Likewise  told  the  Danger  if  he  should  not  Comply  with 
those  Cofiiands  of  his  Maiestie,  aduiseing  him    to  [Act  with 
caution  and  obedience  to  the  mind  of  his  Prince.]     Though 
he  and  his  Agents  resolued  to  Slight  and  Reiect  the  Kings 
fauour  therein  ;    and   in   the  close  of  the  said    Letter  Thus 
[I  conclude  with  this  request,  that  it  would  please  thee  to  giue 
my  Cosen  and  Deputy  all  the  dispatch  possible  in  the  buisnes 
of  the  Bounds];  Giveing  the  L  B:  to  Vnderstand  there  were 
many  waies  by  w*'*'  he  was  able  to  serue  him.     The  reason  of 
reciteing  soe  much  of  his  Maiesties  Letter,  As  also  of  M' 
Penns  deliuered  the  same  time  to  the  L  B:,  is  to  Saiisfie  how 
positiue  the  Kings  Comands  for  the  speedy  Determinei ng  the 
buisnes  of  the  bounds  were  in  the  first ;   And  how  pressing 
the  said  Penn  was  in  the  Latter;    Being  then  Confident  to 
gaine  one  third  of  Chesepeake  Bay  by  the  degree  of  40  North- 
erly Lattitude.     As  his  Maj''"  said  Letter  was  receiued  by  the 
L:  B.  with  all  respect,  reuerence,  and  regard  imaginable,  soe 
was  that  other  Letter  from   NP  Penn  with  all  the  Satisfacon 
Capt.  William  Markham,  or  M'  Penn  himselfe  (had  he  bin 
present)  could  desire;    ffor  since  it  had  pleased  the  King  to 
make  M'  Penn  a  Prop^  and  a  neighbor  to  Maryland^  The  L  B 
concluded  there  could  not  be  that  faire  Corespondence,  as  was 
Cofnanded  by  his  Maiestie,  and  by  the  L:  B:  intended,  betwixt 
his  Maj""  Subiects  of  the  two  Prouinces,  Vntill  there  was  a 
Diuision,  and  Separation  by  the  Line  of  40  Northerly  Lattitude, 
as  his  Maiestie   required.     In   order  hereunto  the  L.  B.  and 
Capt"  William  Markham  agreed,  that  the  1 6""  of  October  follow- 
ing should  be  the  time  of  meeting  to  agree  the  Lattitude,  and 
run  out  the  Diuisionall  line;  But  Capt"  Markham  Relapsing 
into  a  fit!  of  Sicknes  he  had   bin   afflicted  with  al  the  L:  B* 
house,  it  was  deferred  till  the  26'''  of  the  same  month  ;  And 
then  other  affaires,  and  Capt  Markhams  Continued  Indisposi- 
tion occasioned  the  delaying  the  buisnes  of  tlie  bounds  till  the 
Spring ;  afore  which  time  Came  M'  William  Haige,  an  officer 
of  M^  Penns,  to  the  L.   B.  house,  and  desired  the  Bounds 
might  be  agreed,  and  determined,  to  which  the  L:  B.answerd, 
that  Capt'*   Markham's  Sicknesse   had   till   then    hindered  it. 
Shordy  after  the   L  B.  writ  to  Markham  ;  acquainting  him, 
that  precisely  the  lo"*  of  June  next  following,  there  should  be 
Comiss''  to  attend  at  the  head  of  Chesepeake  Bay,  there  to 
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Calvert  agree,  and  Conclude  the  Bounds  with  the  said  Markham,  and 
Papers,  gy^,]^  other  agents  from  Prop'  Penn,  as  should  be  a  like  quali- 
fied with  those  of  Maryland.  To  this  Letter  Capt"  Markham 
gaue  answer  he  would  attend  at  the  time,  and  place  appointed 
by  his  L"*''*.  The  Comiss'*  from  the  L.  B.  accordingly  went, 
and  Markham  on  Sett  purpose,  to  be  out  of  the  way,  goeth  to 
New  York.  The  Maryland  Comiss'^  sent  an  Expresse  twice 
with  Letters  to  Capt"  Markham  which  he  received,  but  Vouch- 
safed noe  answer  to  them  ;  And  as  soone  as  he  certainely 
knew  that  the  L.  B.  Comiss"  were  on  theire  way  downe  the 
p.  5  Bay,  M^  William  Haige  (who  was  not  a  little  sensible  of  Mark- 
hams  disappointment  and  rudencsse  \\\  those  Com*^)  was 
desired  to  come  after  them  ;  but  soe  it  was  Contrived  and 
orderd,  that  M'  Haige  was  to  be  at  the  place  a  day  after  the 
•Comiss'^'  were  gone  ;  pretending  great  trouble  that  Capt"  Mark- 
ham could  come  noe  sooner  from  New  York.  After  his  L"''*" 
Cofniss"  were  returned,  there  came  a  Letter  from  Markham 
to  the  L.  B:,  in  which  many  apologies  were  made,  and  pardons 
desired  with  great,  and  uery  Earnest  requests,  that  the  L.  B, 
would  appoint  another  time,  and  place  of  meeting,  which  was 
accordingly  granted;  And  in  September  1682,  his  L^^p  with 
the  same  Com'*  went  vp  the  Bay  ;  of  which  Capt*  Markham 
had  notice  given  him,  who  in  Answer,  gave  assureance  of  his 
readinesse  to  attend  ;  But  insteed  of  that,  Markham  goes  to 
the  head  of  Delaware,  and  there  keepes  out  of  the  way  Vntill 
the  fireingof  some  Gunns  in  Delaware  gaue  Markham  some 
Confidence  to  beleeue  the  L  B  was  return'd  from  New  Castle, 
where  his  \J^^  was  forct  to  goe  to  find  the  Gentleman,  as  also 
to  vpland,  where  Markham  came  at  last,  not  imagineing  to 
find  his  L°pp  there  ;  But  there  to  his  great  Confusion  he  mett 
the  L.  B:  Tho*  noe  buisnes  was  don  ;  for  tho'  Capt"  Markham 
gaue  the  L:  B:  Vnder  his  hand  he  would  follow  him  to  the 
head  of  Chesepeake  Bay  to  take  obseruation  there,  he  rudely 
disappointed  his  Lo'p,  as  he  had  don  his  Coffiiss"  in  June 
afore,  maketng  him  Stay  at  New  Castle  foure  or  fiue  daies  for 
his  Comeing.  After  this,  because  the  L:  B  was  resolued  to 
Execute  his  Maiesties  Coffiands  soe  farr  as  on  his  part  he 
could,  he  Caused  obseruations  to  be  taken,  as  there  had  bin 
others  taken  the  lo'*"  of  June;  All  which  agreed  to  Lesse 
then  a  minute.  Thus  much  touching  his  L'''*^*  readines  to  giue 
obedience  to  his  Maiesties  Comands  contained  in  that  Letter 
of  the  1^  of  Aprill  1681,  Now  to  come  to  the  true  reason  why 
the  Agents  of  Prop'  Penn  did  not  meete  to  Joyne  with  his 
Lo^p*  Com"  in  the  buisness  of  the  Bounds,  as  was  by  his  Maj"* 
comanded  ;  was  thus  ;  After  M'  William  Haige  had  bin  with 
the  L:  B:  as  is  afore  mentioned,  many  priuate  obseruations 
were  taken  by  the  said  Haige  ;  and  other  Artists  in   Pensil- 
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uania,  and  from  those  obseruations  the  qiiakers  found  they  CaWert 
should  not  only  be  shutt  out  of  Chesepeake  Bay,  but  that  the  ^*p*'»' 
riuer  of  Delaware  would  be  taken  in  as  high  as  Skullkill,  if 
not  higher,  with  the  degree  of  40  North  Lattitude.  Vpon 
this  knowledge  of  theires,  Capt"  Markham  was  aduized  to  be 
out  of  the  way  the  first  and  second  time,  and  vpon  noe  ace* 
whatsoeuer  to  come  to  any  Determination  about  the  bounds ; 
Vntill  Prop'  Penn  could  be  acquainted  with  the  great  mistake 
they  had  layne  vnder  soe  Long,  and  that  he  could  send  in  his 
further  orders  about  it:  This  was  the  returne  made  to  his 
Maj'"  for  that  gracious  Letter  writ  in  NP  Penn's  fauor,  which 
Markham  brought,  and  which  M'  Penn  soe  Earnestly  prest  to 
be  complyed  with.  But  it  not  serueing  M'  Penns  purpose 
and  designe,  Little  regard  was  had  to  it;  And  then  M'  Penn 
vpon  misinformacon  to  some  Lords  of  his  Majestys  most 
honn^''  Priuy  Councell  procures  a  Letter  from  his  Maiestie  for 
an  admeasurement  of  two  degrees,  as  if  the  L  B  *  charter  gaue 
him  onely  two  degrees.  But  M'  Penn  was  soe  modest  as  not  to 
insist  long  upon  the  two  degrees ;  Tho'  still  he  is  for  an 
admeasurement,  in  Case  the  L  B;  refuses  him  Susquehanno 
Riuer  upon  Gentile  termes.  This  is  the  true  account  why 
neither  M'  Penns  agents,  nor  himselfe  thought  fitt  to  giue 
obedience  to  his  Mai'"'  Comands  in  the  letter  of  the  2^*  of 
Aprill  1681  ;  And  soe  the  L.  B.  was  forc't  to  act  alone,  which 
his  L""*"  is  sure  he  can  Answer ;  what  others  can  doe  upon  the 
score  of  the  great  and  Costly  merits  they  boast  of,  he  knows 
not,  and  now  to  the  Sixth  Section. 

5ihiy  Wherein  Prop^  Penn  declares  [Tis  hard  for  him  to 
say  his  Comiss'*  refus'd  to  Comply  with  the  said  Letter,  since 
the  Chiefest  of  them  brought  in  his  fauor].  Here  is  some 
Modesty,  and  truth  together;  Tis  hard,  1  Confesse,  for  M' 
Penn  to  own  it>  for  the  reason  he  giues;  and  yet  he  will  be 
brought  to  owne  his  Comiss'*  refuseall ;  and  theire  rudeness 
to  the  L.  B,  when  such  Lett"  as  his  iJ"^^  has  to  produce,  are 
laid  afore  his  Maiestie  in  Council! ;  But  he  goes  on  with  more 
Resolution,  and  tells  us  [I'he  truth  is,  if  they  say  true,  and 
circumstances  fauor  them,  the  thing  is  improbable,  for  the 
L:  B.  would  haue  had  them  agreed  to  take  an  observation 
upon  the  Riuer  Delaware].  It  is  confest,  That  whert  the  L:  B: 
was  forc't  to  goe  up  as  high  as  Vpland  to  meete  with  Mark- 
ham, he  moued  to  haue  an  obseruation  taken  there ;  His  L"'"' 
inform'd,  that  Robert  Wades  Plantation  lay  in  40  Degrees, 
and  one  minute;  but  the  thing  was  not  soe  much  prest,  or  if  it 
had  bin  prest,  and  that  an  obseruation  had  bin  taken,  how 
would  that  haue  bin,  as  our  friend  tells  us,  a  Violation  of  the 
Kings  Letter ;  for  as  I  take  it,  his  Maiesties  Letter  Cofnands 
to  make  a  true  diuision,  and  Seperatlon  of  the  Prouince  of 
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ia  according  to  the  bounds  and  degree 
(marke  well  that  word  degree)  of  North  Lattitude  exprest  in 
the  Letters  Paitent.  which  plainely  shews,  that  in  the  drawing 
of  the  Pattent  of  Pensiluania  there  was  a  regard  had  to  the 
Charter  of  Maryland ;  The  40  degree  of  North  Lattitode  being 
the  bounds  of  this  Prouince,  and  the  Stateing  of  M'  Penn's 
bounds  in  that  Letter  where  it  says  Bounded  on  the  East  by 
Delaware  Riuer  from  twelue  miles  distance  northwards  of 
New  Castle  Towne  ;  As  plainely  shews  that  his  Maieslie  was 
misinform'd  touching  the  Degree  of  forty  North  Lattitude, 
which  M'  Penn  himselfe  told  the  L.  B.  at  theire  first  meeting, 
the  King,  and  Councell  Vnderstood  to  be  to  the  Southward  of 
New  Castle  towne,  aboue  twelue  miles,  whereas  now  it 
appeares,  that  the  40  degree  North  Lattitude  is  many  miles 
Northwards  of  New  Castle,  nay  very  neere  the  Citty  of  Phila- 
delphia ;  How  therefore  has  M'  Penn  abused  his  Maiestie  and 
Councell,  of  which  he  was  Sensible,  for  if  his  Councellor  M* 
Henry  Darn  all  of  thel'emple.say  true  (and  he  can  best  tell)  M' 
IVnns  first  grant  for  Pensiluania  has  bindeliuer'd  up.andanother 
procur'd  which  is  now  bounded  at  the  true  degree  of  40  north 
i>atutude  as  his  Maiestie  first  intended  it.  That  Capt"  Mark- 
ham  did  moiie  to  have  an.  obseruation  taken  at  the  head  of 
Chesepeake  bay,  and  moreouer  did  giue  it  Vnder  his  hand, 
that  he  would  goe  from  Vpland  with  the  L  B  to  the  head  of 
the  said  Bay  there  to  agree  about  the  Lattitude  is  true ;  and 
as  true  it  is,  that  he  performed  not  what  he  so  solemnly  said, 
and  writt  But  saith  M'  Penn  [The  reason  of  that  was  the 
L:  B:  called  imediately  at  Chichester,  als  Marcus  hooke,  and 
forbad  the  Inhabitants  to  pay  me  quit  rents,  and  named  the 
place  by  a  new  name]  and  much  more  such  stuff,  as  is  vn ne- 
cessary here  to  be  repeated.  I  his  M'  Penn  deliuers  as  a  Truth 
(I  suppose)  [If  they  say  true]  But  since  M'  Penn  forces  me 
to  speak  such  truths,  as  modesty,  otherwise,  would  make  me 
Silent  it),  I'll  giue  the  reall,  Truth  of  all  those  passages.  I 
liaudng  had  the  honnor  to  waite  on  tlie  L.  B,  twice  vp  the 
Bay,  as  also  to  be  his  Secretary  in  all  matters  Concerning  the 
Bounds  of  the  two  Prouinces:  After  his  L°pp  with  those  few 
Gentlemen,  that  attended  him,' had  left  Vpland,  a  place  where 
many  of  ihc  Company  could  get  neither  meate,  Drink,  nor 
Lodging;  Nay  not  Liquors  euen  for  theire  ready  money; 
(Soe  rudely  were  some  of  them  vsed,  and  treated  by  Mark- 
liams  order)  his  L''*'  was  desired  to  put  in  at  Chichester,  where 
a  pretty  new  house,  which  the  L  B.  was  told  was  a  Victual- 
ling house,  or  ordinary,  inuifed  his  L"''''  to  goe  ashore  for 
the  Sake  of  some  of  those  Gentlemen,  that  had  bin  denyed 
drink  lor  d^eire  mony  at  M'  Penns  Store,  But  being  come 
a  shoare,  the  man  of  the  house  being  not  at  home,  and  the 
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house  shutt  up,  the  L  B:  ordered  his  men  to  row  his  boate  a 
Mile  downe  to  the  end  of  that  towne ;  and  caMing  in  at  seue- 
rall  of  the  houses  of  some  Quakers,  and  Swedes,  his  L"''''  told 
some  of  the  Inhabitants,  that  he  had  taken  a  priuate  obserua- 
tion  the  day  afore  at  Robert  Wades,  with  an  Instrum'  Mark- 
ham  had  lent  him ;  and  that  he  now  found  the  40"''  degree  of 
North  Lattitude  (which  he  told  those  Inhabitants  was  the 
bounds  of  his  Prouince)  would,  on  the  riuer  of  Delaware,  goe 
many  miles  aboue  Vpland,  and  that  therefore  that  Towne  or 
place,  whereon  they  liued,  was  within  the  bounds  of  his  Pattent, 
and  that  he  doubted  not  to  recouer  it,  and  would  then 
expect  his  rents  from  them  ;  Telling  the  Gentlemen  with  him, 
that  it  should  be  called  Charleton ;  and  here  is  the  whole 
Truth  of  that  Buisness,  as  aboye  ffifteene  persons,  at  that  time, 
with  his  L°''P  can  Witness.  Now  how  this  can  be  giuen  as  a 
Reason,  that  Markham  did  not  follow  the  L:  B.  to  the  head  of 
the  Bay  of  Chesepeake,  as  he  had  most  Solemnly  promised 
vnder  his  hand,  as  well  as  by  word  of  mouth  afore  aboue  forty 
Gentlemen, at  the  Landing  at  Vpland,  is  a  Strange  riddle,  and 
indeed  one  of  our  friends  Misteries,  ffor  if  putting  a  shoare 
at  Chichester  could  be  a  reason  then  Certainely  the  L.  B:  was 
guilty  of  a  great  crime,  when  at  the  water  side  at  Vpland  just 
afore  his  takeing  leaue  of  Markham,  Major  Homes  and  M' 
William  Haige,  and  many  more  Quakers,  he  spoke  thus  to 
Capt"  Markham.  S'  you  know  that  by  a  Priuate  obseruation 
taken  here  yesterday,  this  very  spott  Lies  about  twelue  miles 
due  South  from  the  Degree  of  40  North  Lattitude  and  that 
therefore  this  Plantation  of  Robert  Wades  is  soe  many  miles 
within  the  North  Bounds  of  my  Charter:  I  therefore  here 
make  a  demand  of  this,  and  so  many  miles  more  up  this 
Riuer  of  Delaware,  as  the  said  40  Degree  will  take  in  ;  and 
shall  Expect  the  Rents,  when  euer  I  recouer  it»  which  I  doubt 
not  but  I  shall,  when  his  Maj"*  comes  to  be  truely  informed  in 
this  particular.  This  was  spoken  to  Markham  by  the  L.  B. 
and  may  be  remembred  by  M'  William  Haige,  who  standing 
on  one  Side  of  the  L:  B.  spake  thus ;  [This  is  but  talk  Prop'] 
The  L.  B.  heard  not  the  said  Haige,  but  most  of  the  Gentle- 
men behind  his  L^'p  did,  and  told  my  Lord  of  it,  when  he  was 
in  the  boate.  Now  notwithstanding  this  demand  was  made 
to  Markham,  yet  did  Markham  after  that,  faithfully  and  most 
solemnly  assure  the  L  B.  he  would  follow  him  to  the  head  of  the 
Bay, and  pretended,  at  that  very  instant,  to  send  away  his  pleasure 
boate  for  Brandy  for  the  Voiage ;  Tho'  it  plainely  appeared 
afterwards,  to  be  a  Trick  to  hasten  the  L.  B.  back  to  Chese- 
peake  Bay,  where  Markham  was  resolved  not  to  follow,  and 
soe  neuer  to  agree  the  Lattitude  for  the  reasons  afore  men- 
tioned And  thus  you  haue  here  iheire  Misteries,  a  word  often  p.  8 
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Calvert  vsed  by  our  ffriends,  and  theire  Jugling  Shifts  laid  open.  I  am 
Paper*.  ^^^  come  to  M'  Penn's  7"'  Section,  a  Long  one. 

7'''     Where  he  proceeds  thus,  [But  what  fault  soeuer  they 
were  in  (His  agents  its  supposed  he  meanes)  sure  I  am  that 
before  an  obseruation  was  agreed,  I  came  in].     That's  true, 
and  the  reason  an  obseruation  was  not  agreed  by  him,  nor  his 
Agents  has  bin  also  told  you ;  which  was  also  the  reason  of 
M"  Penns  procureing  upon  false  Suggestions  of  his  owne  a 
second  Letter  from  the  King.     The  L.  B:  does  owne  he  said 
(and   in   the  first  Conferrence  betwixt   Prop'  Penn  and  him 
mention  is  made,  that  the  L.  B,  did  say)  That  he  humbly  con- 
ceived  his  Maj'"  had  bin   misinformd  (not  vseing  the  word 
[Mistaken]  as  friend  Penn  setts  it  downe,  and  to  Cleer  that 
matter  did  read  his  Charter  ;   Vpon  which  friend  Penn  imedi- 
ately  declined  that  letter  himselfe,  saying  he  blamed   not  the 
L  B.  for  abideing  by  his  Charter  rather  then  the  bare  contents 
of  a  Letter ;  adding  that  he  should  haue  don  the  same ;  Where 
then  is  the  Crime  the  L  B  has  Cofnitted  or  the  Law  he  has 
Violated   by  Setting  a   Royall   Charter   in    direct  opposition 
to  a  Letter,  which  seemed    not   to  be   grounded  upon   the 
Charter,  as  the    first    Letter   of   the  o.^  of  Aprill   1681    most 
truly    was ;     soe    that    in    my   opinion    it    was    still    more 
propper  for  the  L  B.  to  ground  his  Proceedings  on  the  first 
Letter,  which  was  Slighted,  and  wholy  rejected  by  M'  Penns 
agents  first,  and  himselfe  afterwards;  and  this  is  amply  made 
cleer  to  all  Intelligent  persons  in  his  seauenth  section,  which  I 
am  now  Vpon,  for  doth  not  M^  Penn  there  say,  that  he  would 
[Proceed  to  meete  him  (meaning  the  L.  B.)  at  the  place  he 
desired,  which  was  the  head  of  Chesepeake  Bay,  and  there 
trye  to  find  the  40  Degree  of  North  Lattitude;   Prouided  he 
would  first  sett  me  a  Gentlemans  price  soe  much  p  mile,  in 
case  1  should  have  noe  part  of  the  Bay  by  Laltitude,  That  soe 
I  might  haue  a  back   port  to  this  Prouince]:     In  my  opinion 
here's  enough  vnder  NP  Penn's  hand  to  Satisfie  all  Consider-' 
ing  men  what  vse  he  makes  of  the  Kings  Letters  and  fauors. 
In  the  first  letter  of  the  2''  of  Aprill   1681,  his  Maiestie  posi- 
tiuely   Comands  my   Lord,  that  with   all   Conuenient   Speed 
some  persons  should  be  appointed,  who  might  in  Coniunction 
with  the  Agent  or  Agents  of  M'  Penn  make  a  true  diuision, 
and  seperaiion  of  the  Prouinces  of  Maryland  and  Pensiluania, 
according  to  the   Bounds  and  Degree  of  Northern  Laltitude 
Expressed  in  his  Maiesties  letters  Patterns ;  There  was  noe 
Condition  (as  euer  I  saw)  accompanying  those  cofhands  (Viz), 
that  if  the  Degree  of  40  should  giue  noe  part  of  the  Bay  to 
M'  Penn ;  That  then    that   letter   was  to  be  laid  aside,   and 
become  vselesse  ;  or  unlesse  the  L:  B.  would  first  sett  a  Gen- 
tleman's price  soe  much  -p  mile,  that  soe  W  Penn  might  haue 
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a  back  port  to  Pensiluaoia :  But  most  certaine  ft  is,  this  is  the  Caivert 
reason  and  soe  it  is  now  plainely  giuen  vnder  his  hand,. that  '**?"■• 
the  first  letter  is  still  layd  by»  and  not  regarded.  And  for  the 
second  letter  ffriend  Penn  did  in  some  manner  Expresse  him- 
selfe  to  the  L.  B:  last  May  at  Delaware,  as  if  the  King  had  bin 
Mistaken  (to  vse  his  owne  words)  for  that  the  buisnes  of  Two 
degrees  mentioned  in  that  Letter  was  not  (he  thought)  to  be  p-  9 
insisted  on  ;  But  still  that  an  admeasurement  from  the  Capes 
of  Virginia  (a  pleasant  thing)  must  still  be  the  way;  Vnlesse 
the  L.  B.  would  doe,  as  has  bin  aboue mentioned  :  But  the 
setting  a  Gentleman's  price  on  Susquehannoe  Riuer  would 
still  saue  all,  and  then  M'  Penn  will  Vouchsafe  the  Kings  first 
Letter  of  the  a'*  of  Aprill  1681  shall  be  pursued.  This  is  the 
true  English  of  all  that  mistery  ;  for  soe  was  M'  Penn  pleased 
to  terme  that  resolution  and  designe  of  his  in  Case  the  L.  B. 
would  not  part  with  Land  vpon  Gentlemans  termes,  as  he 
called  it.  As  to  the  buisnes  of  the  Proclamation  issued  out  by 
the  L.  B:  [To  invite  people  to  plant  those  parts  in  his  Posses- 
sion] Is  Idle  and  false,  for  noe  man  was  euer  disturbed  or 
inuited,  that  was  actually  seated  by  grants,  that  had  bin  issued 
from  New  York  Gouerm' ;  His  L°pp  neuer  intending  to  dis- 
quiet or  meddle  with  such,  untill  the  matters  in  dispute  were 
decided  by  Authority.  Rude  letters*  and  Vnderhand  treach- 
erous proceedings,  whilst  great  respect,  ffriendship,  and  kind- 
nesse  was  pretended  towards  the  L.  B:  by  M'  Penn  was  the 
occasion  of  that  Letter,  which  is  said  to  be  of  [a  very  Course 
stile]:  But  the  Letters,  which  forc't  that  from  the  L.  B:  were 
Course  and  foule  enough,  in  soe  much,  that  his  Cosen  Mark- 
ham  begg'd  my  Lords  pardon  for  being  the  Messenger  of 
some  of  them,  and  M'  Penn  doth  expect  (I  beleeue)  to  giue 
ample  Satisfaction  for  his  foule  reflections  on  the  L:  B:  for  if 
in  his  L'**''*'  Letter  which  is  said  to  be  of  [a  very  course  Stile] 
There  be  any  vntruths,  my  Lord  will  be  ready  (I  am  assurd) 
to  doe  as  becomes  a  Gendeman  towards  M*^  Penn  if  required  ; 
and  soe  has  reason  to  Expect  the  like  from  his  friend  in  due 
time  and  place  fitting:  But  M'  Penn  is  againe  Very  Vnktnd, 
and  Vnciuill  in  saying,  that  the  L  B.  pretended  to  be  indis- 
posed at  New  Castle,  and  soe  refused  to  treat  by  written 
Memorialls,  as  M'  Penn  affirmes  he  would  haue  don.  That 
the  L  B.  was  indisposed,  and  vnfit  for  buisnesse,  at  that  time, 
M'  Penn,  and  many  more  might  be  sensible  of;  ffor  by  the 
Extremity  of  the  heats  his  L'^'p  had  not  shutt  his  Eyes,  nor 
taken  the  least  repose  that  night,  he  lay  at  New  Castle,  as  the 
people  of  the  house  Where  he  lay,  can  well  tell. 

Besides  the  L.  B:  was   inform'd   that   some  of  M'  Penns 
Councill  tooke  distaste  that  the  L,  B:  had  brought  none  but 
boyes  with  him  (as  they  were  pleasd  to  say)  for  his  Councill ; 
11 
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Calvert  soe  that  my  L  B:  was  at  that  time,  Vnder  great  disaduantages, 
^*P^"- and  .therefore  not  fitting  (himselfe  being  ill)  to  glue  answer 
readily  in  writeing  to  what  M'  Penn  with  the  well  bred  Gen- 
tlemen of  his  Coiincill  might  in  theire  deepe  Wisedoms  haue 
drawne  vp.  His  L''^''  howeuer  assured  his  friend  Penn  ;  That 
if  he  and  his  Councill  would  draw  vp  any  thing  in  writeing,  to 
which  his  answer  might  be  Expected,  he  would  stay  soe  long 
at  New  Castle,  and  at  his  returne  to  the  head  of  the  Bay,  after 
a  day  or  Twos  rest,  he  would  send  his  Answer;  Vpon  this  M' 
Penn  went  to  write,  and  tht:  L  B.  waited  neere  anhoure  in  the 
hott  sun  for  the  memoriall ;  but  after  all  that  stay,  M'  Penn 
had  thought  of  litde ;  for  he  came  out,  and  told  the  L.  B:  he 
had  not  time  then,  but  would  send  a  paper  after  him,  and  that 
paper  appeared  afterwards  to  be  only  a  Letter,  which  he  sent 
by  Major  Peeter  Sawyer,  wherein  he  vrged  the  L  B:  to  accept 
of  the  proposealls  he  had  made  at  New  Castle  (Viz)  to  sett  a 
Gentleman's  price  at  soe  much  a  mile  for  what  land  an  obser- 
uation  might  giue  the  L.  B:  on  Susquehanna  Riuer ;  otherwise 
p.  10  he  would  Imediately  goe  for  England  ;  Especially  If  the  L.  B. 
should  think  of  Claimeing  any  Lands  on  Delaware  Riuer  This 
is  the  Truth,  and  whole  Truth  of  that  pretended  great  matter 
for  Memorials  [To  be  sent  Vnder  our  hands  &*"].  In  the 
same  Section  M'  Penn  saith  thus  [nor  doth  it  Looke  Very  Just 
to  make  the  Caution  or  neglect  of  an  Agent  in  the  Absence  of 
his  Principall  a  reason  to  proceed  against  his  Principall,  when 
present]  The  great  Contempt,  and  Slight  shewne  by  Capt" 
Markham  to  his  Maj""  Letter  of  the  7^  of  Aprill  is  here  men- 
tioned by  the  soft  Expressions  of  [Caution  and  neglect]  By 
the  word  Caution  It  may  be  vnderstood  there  were  some 
priuate  Instructions  giuen  by  M'  Penn  to  his  Cosen  Markham  ; 
that  in  Case  at  his  Arriueall  at  Delaware  it  should  appeare  to 
him,  by  priuate  obseruations,  that  the  40"'  degree  Northerly 
Lattitude  did  not  take  into  Pensiluania  the  head  of  Chesepeake 
Bay,  as  M^  Penn  had  bin  informed  it  would»  and  as  he  still 
Endeauors  right  or  wrong,  to  gett  from  the  L  B ;  Then  his 
Majesties  Letter  of  the  2^  of  Aprill  was  to  be  throwne  by,  as 
a  thing  vselesse.  And  there  is  some  what  more,  that  seemes 
to  Confirme  this,  ffor  not  long  since  Coll  George  Talbot 
hapened  to  haue  some  discourse  with  M'  Penn  about  the 
Comission  Capt"  Markham  brought  with  him.  Coll  Talbott 
being  told  by  M'  Penn  that  the  L  B:  tooke  aduantage  of  his 
Agents  proceedings,  in  his  Absence,  which  he  said,  was  not 
faire,  without  Enquireing  further  into  his  Instructions,  wherein 
the  L  B  might  be  better  Satisfied  what  his  Agents  could  doe 
and  what  not.  This  seeming  to  Coll  Talbott  some  what 
strange,  and  odd ;  he  presumed  to  ask  M'  Penn  whether 
Capt"  Markhams  Comission  was  Plenipotentiary,  or  not ;  and 
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by  M'  Penn  it  was  ansvverd  Pleniputentiary  with  referrence  Caivert 
to  his  Instructions,  w'^''  he  had  giuen  his  Cosen  Markham.  *'*p*"- 
Now  what  person,  but  such  a  great  Prince,  durst  presume  to 
oppose  his  owne  priuate  Instructions  against  his  Maj'*"  Possi- 
tiue  Coifiands  ;  for  such  those  were,  that  were  contained  in 
the  said  letter  of  the  2''  of  Aprill,  and  were  grounded  on  the 
letters  Pattents  as  his  Maiestie  was  pleased  therein  to  Expresse. 
What  had  the  L.  B.  to  doe  to  Enquire  into  Capt"  Markhams 
priuate  Instructions,  when  his  most  sacred  Maiestie  had 
eremptorily  cofnanded  his  L''pp  to  apoint  agents  to  Joine  with 
'Agents  from  M'  Penn  to  agree  with  all  Conuenient  speed  the 
Bounds  of  Maryland  and  Pensiluania.  And  by  M'  Penns 
letter,  which  Capt"  Markham  deliuered  the  L.  B:  his  L%p  was 
assur'd  that  M'  Markham  was  fully  Impowred  by  him  to  Joyne 
with  his  L"**^  in  the  Speedy  Execution  of  his  Maiesdes 
Cofnands  contained  in  the  abouesaid  letter?  What  means 
then  the  mentioning  of  those  Instructions  ?  But  I  will  only 
say  this  more,  that  since  Prop'  Penn  dares  offer  his  owne 
priuate  Instructions  against  the  posttiue  Cofnands,  exprest  in 
a  letter  so  full  of  grace  and  lauor  from  his  Maiestie  towards 
him,  he  had  done  better  to  haue  bin  silent  in  that  part  of  his  p.  \\ 
4'''  section,  where  he  tells  us  he  will  not  disowne,  the  Lawes 
his  Agents  should  make  in  his  absence  for  the  publick  good, 
when  he  came  back  ;  Reserueing  (as  is  Supposed)  that  he  will 
be  the  Judge  of  what  is,  and  is  not  for  publick  good;  which 
the  L.  B.  with  the  aduice  of  his  Councill  pretends  to  be  Judge 
off,  where  he  is  Concerned;  Therefore  he  is  able  tojustifie 
himselfe,  where  he  has  giuen  his  disassent  to  any  Law  made 
by  his  Deputy  in  his  Absence ;  and  more  Especially  in  such 
Cases,  where  his  Deputy  had  Exceeded,  and  gone  Contrary  to 
the  Expresse  words  of  his  Cofnission,  and  his  Instructions. 

8'''  In  the  8"'  Section  M'  Penn  alleadgeth  it  to  be  odd 
[The  demand  shold  be  made  seuerall  months  after  the  Procla- 
macon  was  pot  forth  &"].  Something  must  still  be  said,  and 
this  as  little  to  the  purpose  as  anything  Else.  Where  is  the 
hurt,  or  the  breach  of  an  amicable  Treaty,  if  such  had  bin 
intended  by  Prop'  Penn  (which  by  his  vnderhand  dealings 
appeares  to  be  onely  in  shew)  In  the  L:  B*  sending  barely  to 
make  his  Claime  to  those  parts  of  Delaware  within  his  Charter 
M'  Penn  has  seemed  to  think  at  other  times  that  the  L  B:  had 
not  made  and  Continued  his  Claime  often  enough.  Coll  Tal- 
botts  not  Leauing  a  Letter,  which  by  M'  Penn  is  termed  a 
want  of  coirion  Decency  was  pursuant  to  the  intent  of  his 
Comission  ;  for  had  he  left  any,  it  might  haue  bin  accounted 
an  Act  of  weakness,  and  much  aduantage  might  haue  bin 
taken  from  thence.  Let  it  suffice,  that  the  L  B:  takes  upon 
himselfe  what  his  Cosen  lalbot  did  by  his  Comission,  and  for 
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CiWert  his  amuseing  the  people,  as  the  paper  falsely  sales,  under 
Pipers,  penns  Charge,  by  threats  or  drawing  them  from  their  obedi- 
ence, there  was  noe  need  at  all  of  it,  And  soe  not  likely  that 
Coll  Talbott  should  proceed  in  that  manner ;  ffor  friend  Penn 
is  doeing  that  work  euery  day  for  himselfe ;  if  what  the  friends 
of  Pensiluania  say  be  true,  and  1  must  tell  you  Circumstances 
doe  fauor  them,  and  therefore  the  thing  not  altogether 
improbable.  And  soe  much  for  the  S'''  Secpon  and  soe  lett 
us  proceed  to  the  ninth. 

giwy  Where  'tis  boldly  affirm'd  by  M'  Penn  [The  L:  B: 
hath  noe  warr'  to  run  his  Line  to  the  riuer  of  Delaware, 
neither  by  the  King's  Letter  nor  by  his  owne  Pattent,  if  he 
peruseth  it  well;  wliere  he  will  find  the  Bay,  But  noe  riuer  of 
Delaware.]  Most  profound !  and  at  Sight,  to  some  persons 
vnanswerable:  But  however  let  us  Examine  the  Kings  letter 
and  the  Charter  of  Maryland.  1  suppose  our  friend  here 
meanes  his  Maiesties  Letter  of  the  1^  of  Aprill  1681  ;  ffor  the 
second  Lre  he  waued  and  would  haue  taken  that  from  the 
L  B:  at  the  first  Conference,  had  not  his  Lo^p  laid  hold  on't  at 
the  Table,  where  the  two  Prop"  satt.  lliat  first  Letter  then, 
(if  I  may  presume  to  say  I  vnderstand  it)  Comands  the  Diui- 
sion,  and  Seperation  of  the  two  Prouinces  according  to  the 
Degree  of  40  North  Lattitude  Exprest  in  his  Maiesties  Letters 
Patten ts,  soe  much  therefore  for  the  Certainty  of  the  North 
p.  12  bounds  of  Maryland  and  South  bounds  of  Pensiluania:  Now 
for  the  East  bounds  of  Maryland,  for  most  assuredly  his 
Maiesty,  in  all  his  Royall  Charters,  is  positiue  and  Certaine  in 
what  he  grants ;  Therefore  I  say  it  being  Exprest  in  his  L'p^* 
Charter ;  [Vnto  the  maine  Ocean  on  the  East  and  betweene 
that  bound  on  the  South  unto  that  part  of  Delaware  Bay  on 
the  North,  which  Lyeth  under  the  40'^  Degree  of  North  Latti- 
tude from  the  Equinoctiall  where  New  England  Ends]  shews 
plainely  to  all  the  sober  and  Judicious  (Except  M'  Penn)  That 
either  Delaware  bay  or  Riuer  must  be  his  L°''^'  East  bounds 
soe  farr  as  the  Degree  of  40  North  Lattitude :  And  if  friend 
Penn  will  allow  the  L.  B:  an  aduantage  by  the  word  Bay 
insteed  of  Riuer  Delaware  his  L^^f*  beleeues  neuerthelesse, 
that  by  his  Charter  Delaware  Riuer  will  be  by  the  King  in 
Councill  adjudged  his  naturall  East  bounds.  And  if  M'  Penn 
would  not  be  displeased  at  me,  1  would  Venter  to  say  he 
knows  it  soe  to  be ;  for  Else  why  did  he  tell  the  L.  B:  in  M' 
Ephraim  Hermans  orchard  May  last  vpon  the  L.  B'  pressing 
for  his  Right  on  Delaware  ;  [That  he  knew  not  what  to  say, 
the  L.  B:  must  then  haue  the  two  Lower  Counties  I  think 
(saith  M'  Penn)  from  the  Duke,  which  was  giuen  out  by  him 
as  a  baile  for  his  L°pp  to  Catch  at ;  and  soe  to  keepe  New 
Castle  and  the  land  vpwards  to  the  Degree  of  40  to  him.  An 
Excellent  Mistery  is  it  not? 
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lo'y  We  are  told  the  Land  Demanded  is  not  a  part  cawert 
of  the  Province  of  Maryland,  as  is  Exprest  in  the  *'='?*'•• 
Demand:  And  why  soe :  but  because  ffriend  Penn 
would  haue  the  same  to  be  part  of  Peiisiluania,  as 
by  an  omnipotent  Act  of  himselfe  and  the  Brethren,  wherein 
they  haue  declared,  That  that  part  of  Delaware  which 
is  his  L°'''"Just  right,  shall  be  Joyned  tOtand  be  part  of  Pensil- 
uania:  But  it  is  strongly  supposed,  that  there  will  be  more 
Light  from  the  Kings  Royall  Charter  of  Maryland,  then  from 
that  act  of  our  Saints  at  Philadelphia ;  Soe  that  the  Land 
demanded  will  in  time  appeare  to  be  part  of  Maryland,  Tho' 
at  present  it  is  said  to  be  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  New  Castle. 
Our  friend  Penn  would  have  shewne  himselfe  more  knowing 
had  he  giuen  us  the  Title  of  that  Act  of  Assembly,  which  (he 
saith)  disowneth  that  part  of  Delaware  to  be  any  part  of  Mary- 
land, The  Charter  of  Maryland  giues  the  L.  B:  for  his  Natu- 
rall  East  bounds  the  maine  Ocean,  and  that  part  of  Delaware 
bay  on  the  North,  which  lyeth  vnder  the  40'^  degree  of  North- 
erly Lattitude,  soe  that  his  L"p^  by  that  is  to  haue  for  his  East 
bounds  the  Ocean,  soe  farr  as  the  Ocean  can  be  said  to  be  the 
naturall  East  bounds  of  his  Proiiince  ;  then  Delaware  Bay  soe  p.  13 
farr  vp  as  that  can  also  be  said  to  be  the  naturall  East  bounds, 
and  then  Delaware  Riuer  to  that  part  of  the  said  Riuer  which 
lyeth  vnder  the  40'''  Degree  of  Northern  Lattitude ;  and  soe 
farr  his  Sacred  Maiesty  King  Charles  the  first  (of  euer  blessed 
memory)  was  graciously  pleas'd  to  haue  it  Call'd  Maryland. 
Wherefore  with  M'  Penns  leaue,  since  King  Charles  the  first, 
in  the  Charter  of  Maryland,  was  Graciously  pleased,  out  of  the 
fullness  of  his  Royall  power,  and  Prerogatiue  to  Erect,  and 
Incorporate  the  Land  demanded,  as  well  as  the  rest  of  the 
L.  B's  Country,  into  a  Prouince,  and  call  it  Maryland,  with 
express  Comand  that  thenceforwards  he  would  haue  it  soe 
Called  ;  M'  Penn  must  not  take  it  in  such  ill  part  if  still  the 
land  demanded  on  Delaware  be  called  part  of  Maryland. 

1 1'''  In  his  Eleauenth  section  M'  Penn  is  pleased  to  make 
himselfe  merry,  in  laying  downe  some  pretty  reasons,  why  the 
King  could  not  giue  (as  I  suppose)  That  to  Cecilius  L.  B. 
which  the  Dutch  had  bought,  and  possest  themselues  of  afore 
the  Issueing  out  the  Pattent  of  Maryland.  To  this  an  answer 
will  very  Easily  be  giuen  by  the  now  L  B.,when  those  matters 
come  afore  the  King  in  Councill.  His  Lopp  will  then  make 
appeare  what  sort  of  Dutch  men  those  were,  and  how  they 
came  there,  if  friend  Penn  doe  but  proue  any  of  that  nation 
were  Settled  in  those  parts  (which  we  doe  not  heare  he  has 
performed):  But  to  the  Conclusion  of  his  Eleauenth  section 
where  M'  Penn  saies,  [ lo  be  short  1  conceiue  it  is  more  for 
the  L.  B's  honnor  and  Safety  that  it  should,  be  as  I  say  therein 
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Calvert  What  a  here  of  his  when  not  long 

Pipers,  since ;  by  what  Spirit  moued  (I  know  not)  he  writ  to  the  L  B: 
that  he  was  a  faithlesse  person,  and  not  fit  to  be  trusted; 
which  he  licenseth  the  friends  at  Philadelphia  to  publish  in 
theire  corhon  discourses. 

The  L.  B.  Therefore  will  haue  a  care  (1  hope)  of  his  honor, 
and  Safety ;  for  it  very  highly  Concernes  him,  whilst  some 
such  are  soe  nigh  Neighbors  to  him  ;  ''Hs  wonderfull  that  soe 
Loyall  a  person  as  M'  Penn  accounts  himselfe,  should  seeme  to 
doubt  whether  Delaware  was  vnder  the  English  Soueraignty, 
which  if  soe  (salth  our  friend)  then  [how  could  the  L.  B.  suffer 
that  part  of  his  Prouince  to  remaine  vnder  a  strange  and  for- 
raigne  Soveraignty  to  that,  under  which  he  held.]  None  but 
a  States  man  could  haue  thought  of  Throwing  such  a  dan- 
gerous block  in  his  L"***"  way ;  Howeuer  the  L.  B.  is  beholding 
to  M'  Penn  for  the  timely  notice  giuen  him  to  prepare  to 
defend  his  honnor  and  secure  himselfe  against  this  dangerous 
point.     And  soe  to  the  twelfth. 

1 2'^  Where  M'  Penn  seemes  to  Speake,  great  things ;  first 
telling  us  that  if  Subjects  loose,  or  be  kept  out  of  theire  Rights 
by  a  forraigne  power,  and  that  the  King  recouer  such  rights 
from  that  forraigne  power ;  That  then  they  become  the  Kings 
p.  14  by  Conquest,  and  this  accompanied  with  a  rare  example;  for 
saith  [If  any  of  our  English  Mer"  ships  be  taken  and  Possest 
but  24  howres  by  an  Enemie,  if  retaken  by  the  Crown  they, 
are  prize]  How  Excellently  the  Comparison  holds  with  the 
Subiect  matter  of  his  paper,  is  worth  some  serious  thoughts. 
M'  Penn  should  haue  reserued  those  strong  arguments  for  the 
Tryall ;  But  haueing  a  mind  to  be  a  noble  Enemie,  he  pro- 
ceeds and  says,  the  L.  B:  [Is  not  in  the  Condition  of  an  ordi- 
nary Subject]  And  'tis  to  be  feared  that  if  friend  Penn  might 
haue  his  will,  he  should  not  be  long  euen  in  such  a  Condition.) 
[He  has  Regalia,  Principality,  and  soe  bound  to  keepe  his 
Dominions  or  else  loose  them,  and  if  lost  to  a  forreigner,  and 
taken  by  the  Soueraign,  the  Soueraign  hath  the  right  another 
Conqueror  could  plead].  And  this  M'  Penn  stiles.  Jus  Gen- 
tium. Here  he  appeares  a  great  Civilian,  and  to  haue  read 
that,  which  not  any  Ciuilian,  perhapps,  besides  himselfe  euer 
met  with.  An  answer  therefore  to  all  this  will  require  some 
time  and  it  will  be  best  to  referr  it  to  the  time  of  hearing 
before  his  Maj''  and  the  Lords  of  his  Maiesties,  most  honnor- 
able  Priuy  CouncilU  It  now  remaines  to  View  his  13'**  Section. 
1 3'"  Where  he  thus  Concludes,  that  his  Maiestie,  is  now 
allowed  the  Soueraignty  of  all  that  Territory  in  America,  once 
called  New  NetheHands,  to  which  the  States  of  Holland  (as 
some  say)  neuer  pretended  to  any.  Tliat  his  Maiestie  hath 
granted  that  part,  Claimed  by  the  L  B:,  to  his  Royall  High- 
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nesse  the  Duke  of  Yorke,  And  that  the  Duke  of  Yorke  [Out  Caivert 
of  Singular  regard  to  the  Seruices  of  my  ffather  S'  William  *'*p<^"- 
Penn  hath  Interested  me]  Soe  that  some  time  he  is  Proprie- 
tar''  and  other  times  but  a  Tennant,  and  the  latter  onely, 
when  he  hopes  by  his  false  suggestions  and  misinformations, 
to  draw  his  RoyaU  Highnesto  Countenance  him  in  his  Vniust 
proceedings;  wherein,  it  is  to  be  feared^  he  has  abused  his 
Royall  Highneshis  name  too  much  already.  The  L.  B,  neuer 
doubted  his  Royall  Highneshis  Justice;  and  therefore  was 
long  afore  this  desireous  to  referr  himselfe  to  his  Royall 
Highnesse,  from  whome  he  has  had  a  gracious  promise  of  a 
hearing,  and  questions  not,  but  he  should  haue  had  one,  long 
ere  this,  had  not  the  great  affaires  of  these  late  times  hindered 
it.  And  as  the  L.  B.  knows  his  lioyall  highnesse  to  be  a 
Prince  of  more  Justice,  Honour,  and  goodnesse,  then  to  owne 
M'  William  Penn  in  his  Late  proceedings,  so  he  is  Encouraged 
and  resolued  to  seeke  for  his  Just  right,  which  his  Royall 
Highnesse  has  assured  the  L.  B:  he  shall  haue.  Tho  Prince 
Penn  hopes  and  fully  assureth  himselfe  the  Contrary.

An  Answer  to  the  pretended  Order  or  Complaint  of  Maj' 
Wickes,  M'  Hosier,  and  M'  Miller  Commission"  of  Kent 
County  against  Maj'  James  Ringold, 

fifirst.  That  on  the  ib''' Decemb:  last  M' Wickes  came  to 
New  Yarmouth  with  M'  Evett  and  M'  Connor,  and  there 
importuned  the  said  Ringold  to  joine  with  them  to  lay  a  new 
leavy,  the  leavy  being  diiely  laid  before  pretending  some 
other  Accompt  due  to  the  said  Wickes  and  some  other  -psons, 
The  said  Ringold  asked  them  how  they  would  doe  for  a 
Clark,  the  said  Wickes  said  he  could  make  One,  then  the  said 
Ringold  asked  how  they  would  doe  for  a  Sheriff,  and  the  s^ 
Wickes  answered  there  needed  none,  at  which  time  the  said 
Ringold  told  him,  he  would  have  nothing  to  doe  with  any 
such  matters,  the  Leavy  for  the  County  being  duely  made  up 
the  first  December  16S2:

Sheriff,  The  said  Wicks,  Hosier  Evett  and  Miller  haveing 
made  an  order  before  that,  that  the  said  Swettnam  should 
not  be  sworne  or  serve  as  Sub-Sheriffe,  And  the  said  Wickes 
said  that  he  would  have  his  orders  observed  or  else  he  would 
be  noebody. 

Thirdly.  That  on  the  25*''  January  by  the  ord'  of  the  s** 
Miller  and  Evett  One  George  Greene  Cryer  of  the  Court 
made  Proclamation  for  Cap'  William  Laurence  One  of  your 
L*p*  Justices  by  the  title  of  a  Mann  Child  about  52  yeares  of

nourihly.  That  the  14"'  ffeb"^  an  Attachm'  was  granted  the 
s**  Miller  against  the  Estate  of  one  William  Bateman,  by 
vertue  whereof  the  s"*  Miller  seized  the  s**  Estate,  and  made 
sale  thereof  without  any  condemnation  and  also  Seized  all  the 
papers,  amongst  which  was  said  to  be  a  discharge  from  the 
s**  Miller  to  the  ^  Bateman  of  all  debts  dues  and  demands,  M' 
Hosier  did  owne  that  Bateman  had  such  a  receipt  (in  Open

wherein  you  may  be  concerned  if  you  please,  and  procure  a 
Deputation  for  one  to  survey  it,  the  best  way  is  to  deale  fairely 
with  him,  to  procure  a  Deputation  for  some  body  in  Kent 
ounty  or  Cecill,  pretending  to  have  information  of  some  land 
hen  you  were  up  the  Bay,  if  you  cann  gett  the  Deputation 
\x  M'  Elias  King,  or  M'  Cornelius  Comegys.  I  question  not 
but  to  gett  Either  of  them  to  goe  with  me  to  survey  it ;  Inclose 
the  Commission  in  a  Letter  to  me,  upon  receipt  whereof  shall 
goe  immediately  &  lay  it  out,  and  come  downe  and  returne 
the  Certificate,  and  if  you  think  good  to  be  any  further  con- 
cerned send  a  warrant,  pray  be  as  urgent  and  close  as  caon 
be  to  gett  it  sent  up  by  the  first  as  comes  up,  ffor  after  Court 
he  intends  to  gett  warrants  and  survey  it  for  himself  he  will 
not  lett  the  Surveyo'  returne  the  Certificate  of  the  3000  Acres 
that  I  surveyed  first  notwithstanding  that  he  is  allowed  his 
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Lib.R.  R.  R.  1000  Acres  according  to  his  owne  Certificate,  but  that  is 
legally  surveyed  by  a  legall  Commission,  which  the  Surveyor 
p.  6  (if  questioned)  will  produce ;  but  when  you  have  procured 
the  Deputation  you  may  discourse  this  with  him  more  fully: 
If  you  cann  gett  M' Jones  to  returne  a  Certificate  for  the  6000 
Acres  gett  him  to  doe  it  according  to  these  lynes,  beginning 
at  a  marked  Red  Oake  standing  by  the  Wiccomise  or  Whore- 
Kill  path  neere  the  head  of  Sassafrax  River,  and  running 
North  1 200  -pches,  then  East,  then  South,  then  West  to  the 
first  Tree,  but  I  wish  you  may  gett  a  Commission  and  we  shall 
doe  well  Enough,  pray  be  diligent  in  it,  and  you  will  both  doe 
Your  Self  a  kindness  and  him  that  is

Deputy  Surveyo"  to  returne  into  the  Office  the  lynes  of  land 
which  they  had  not  seen  but  were  of  another  psons  lajing  out 
which  he  could  make  appeare,  and  produces  a  Letter  under 
the  hands  of  Coll  Lowe  to  that  purpose. 

Which  was  read  &  forthwith  Command  given  by  his  L''*''  to 
his  Secrys  then  p'sent  strictly  to  enquire  thereinto  &  Examine 
whither  any  Certificates  had  been  returned  unto  the  Office  by 
vertue  thereof  or  any  Grants  passed  under  those  Circum- 
stances, The  said  Vaughan  receiveth  the  severe  check  of  his 
L*^*"  and  this  board  for  his  confidence  in  attempting  to  corrupt 
the  afores**  John  Llewellin  then  Clk  of  the  Land  Office,  and 
M'  Rob'  Jones  Deputy  Survey'  but  for  his  hearty  recognition 
&  submission  is  discharged  &  the  said  John  Llewellin  Cleared 
from  the  Imputation  laid  on  him  by  reason  thereof,  his  Inno- 
cency  therein  to  this  board  plainely  appeareing.

Please  your  L'": 

Being  at  John  Edmondsons  on  Wednesday  last  came  an 
information  and  complaint  to  me  by  William  Troth  an  Inhabi- 
tant of  Dover  in  Choptank  River,  that  on  Monday  before  there 
came  an  Indian  to  his  house,  who  besides  other  insolent  beha- 
viour, and  witliout  any  otiier  provocation  then  being  turned 
out  of  a  womans  roome,  who  was  in  the  paines  of  travell,  and 
after  curb'd  from  hollowing  and  noise,  cockt  his  gunn  and 
fired  at  him  the  said  William  Troth,  who  happily  seeing  the 
motion  of  the  gunn  started  aside,  thereby  avoiding  the  Shott, 
though  soe  narrowly  that  the  powder  singed  his  Clothes  upon 
his  breast,  then  the  Indian  seconded  his  Attempt  with  his  Axe, 
untill  seeing  William  Troth  have  his  gunn,  he  boulted  out  of 
the  house  and  rann  away,  yett  not  soe  fast,  but  that  he  did 
Suppose  he  had  wounded  him,  for  haveing  shott  after  him  he 
found  some  blood  neere  where  he  stood ;  ffor  many  more 
pticulars  of  the  information  I  must  referr  your  L*^"*  to  this  Mes- 
senger. 

My  Lord  when  1  weighed  the  whole  matter,  and  consid- 
ered from  what  small  (&  not  unlike)  beginnings,  your  L*''*' 
and  wee  have  had  soe  tedious  ana  vexatious  troubles,  I 
thought  it  needfull  to  apply  some  Early  care  to  save  our  repu- 
tation  in  this,  and  prevent  such  insolencies  for  the  future,  and 
for  that  end  I  sent  away  the  Information  to  Coll  Coursey 
desireing  his  Advice,  and  sent  orders  to  Maj'  Sayer  to  rayse 
some  few  horse,  and  forthwith  make  search  into  all  their 
winter  Quarters  for  a  wounded  Indian  with  Gunn  Shott, 
where  I  Supposed  he  would  flye  if  wounded  and  a  stranger ;  or 
to  the  Indian  Towne  if  one  of  their  owne  Nation,  whereto 
Immediately  went  my  Self  with  sgme  half  a  score  men  & 
p.  8  searched  their  ffort  for  him,  but  not  finding  him  there  I 
acquainted  Tequassino  &  other  their  greate  men  that  were  at 
Towne  with  the  whole  matter,  to  which  they  made  themselves 
strangers,  then  I  produced  to  them  the  Indian  Gunn,  w'^''  he 
lett  fall  when  he  made  his  Escape,  and  demanded  the  knowl- 
edge of  him  by  that  Gunn,  which  haveing  shewed  to  what 
Indians  were  in  tlie  ffort,  they  all  still  denyed  to  know  whose 
it  was,  but  after  some  threats  which  I  thought  upon  this  occa- 
sion to  be  but  necessary,  and  demanding  that  they  would 
immediately  send  out  some  trusty  Indians  to  discover  whose 
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Gunn  it  was,  and  haveingf    found    him  to  bring  him  to  myUb.  r.  r,r. 

house  or    Coll    Courseys,  requirein^   it  to  be   done  if  they 

valued  the  ffriendshipp  of  the  English  or  peace  with  your  L*^'**: 

then  they  promised  me  to  act  accordingly  with  what  dispatch 

they  could  but  before  this  they  told  me  they  knew  great  many 

English  men  were  Lyars,  and  they  beleived  W"  Troth  had 

made  the  Indian  drunk  then  quarrelled  with  &  killed  him,  to 

which  I  replyed  as  well  as  I  could  by  telling  them  that  Will"' 

Troth  himself  might  tell  a  lye  for  himself  but  there  were  two 

other  men    present  at  all  the  Action,  who   did   confirme   the 

whole  Information,  in  such  manner  as  they  would  be  beleived, 

if  it  were  against  the  life  of  an  English  man  ;  then  they  told 

me  againe  they  would  search  for  the  Owner  of  the  Gunn  and 

bring  me  an  Acco*  of  it  soe  soone  as  they  could:     Upon  my 

returne  back  again  from  the  Towne  I  had  news  brought  me 

that  the   Indian  was  found  much  wounded,  whereupon  I  sent 

orders  to  convey  him  to  M'  George  Robins  his  house  where  I 

would  be  that  night ;  being  come  he  confess' d  the  ffact,  made 

noe  Excuse  but  that  he  was  drunk,  and  begann  to  talk  of 

skinns  for  Satisfaction ;    his  wounds  appeareing  mortall  I  dis- 

patch'd  a  Messenger  to  some  neerest  Indians  that  they  might 

come  and  heare  his  acknowledgem'  Supposeing  them  to  be  the 

most  Satisfactory  Evidences  to  their  Kings,  that  the  fault  lay 

wholly  in  himself. 

My  Lord  haveing  adventured  to  Act  thus  farr  by  myself  and 
not  yet  heareing  from  Coll  Coursey,  nor  indeed  from  Majo*^ 
Sayer  (who  I  was  in  hopes  would  have  taken  more  notice  of 
the  orders  sent  him)  1  thought  it  tyme  and  my  Duty  to  give 
yo'  L,d*p  jj^jg  Acco*  of  Actions  hitherto,  praying  your  L'^'p*  pdon 
for  what  may  seeme  amiss,  and  direction  how  further  to  Act 
herein,  -pticularly  what  to  doe  with  this  Indian  prisoner  in  case 
he  live,  at  present  I  have  resolved  to  have  him  conveyed  to 
my  house  give  notice  thereof  to  Ahatsawob  whose  kinsman 
they  talk  he  is  and  give  leave,  if  they  will  send  any  of  their  p  9 
Indian  Docto"  to  endeavour  his  care,  I  make  bold  to  give  M' 
George  Robins  the  trouble  of  bringing  this  to  your  L****"  hands 
haveing  been  with  me  in  the  whole  affaire  and  cann  best 
Satisfie  your  L'^'p;  in  any  thing  relateing  hereto  too  tedious  for 
a  Letter:  And  now  my  Lord  I  have  one  thing  to  begg,  on 
behalf  of  the  Eastern  Shore  at  least,  that  your  \J*^  please  to 
take  unto  yo^  Consideration  (what  I  have  mooved  your  \J*^^ 
with  formerly)  whither  it  be  not  Convenient  to  issue  out 
Proclamation  under  seveere  penalties,  upon  all  them  that  shall 
attempt  to  give,  sell,  or  under  any  other  pretence  whatsoever 
ffurntsh  any  Indian  or  Indians  with  any  Drams  or  other  strong 
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Lib.  K.  K.  K.  Liquors,  especially  whilest  they  are  at  or  amongst  the  English 
plantations.

His  L''*pp  acquaints  this  board  that  he  had  according  to  Coll 
Lloyds  request  Empowered  him  to  send  for  the  neighbouring 
Indians  and  give  them  such  satisfaction  from  the  acknowl- 
edgm'of  the  wounded  Indian  as  is  expressed  in  the  Letter  and 
also  had  signified  to  him  his  L*^'*"*  approbation  of  his  proceed- 
ings soe  farr  in  this  affaire  which  is  also  approoved  by  this 
board.

[Selling  Liquors  to  Indians.] 


By  the  Lord  Prop*^  a  Proclamation 
Whereas  the  giveing  selling  or  disposeing  of  to  the  Indians 
useing  or  frequenting  the  English  plantations  within  this  Pro- 
vince, Brandy,  Rumm  and  other  strong  liquors  in  such  Quan- 
titys  as  to  render  them  drunk  and  mad,  hath  oftentimes 
prooved  and  hereafter  may  be  of  very  fatall  Consequence  to 
this  Province,  the  masters  or  Owners  of  such  liquors  not  onely 
createing  to  themselves  thereby  their  owne  trouble  and  dis- 
turbance with  the  hazard  of  their  owne  lives,  but  also  endang- 
ering bringing  upon  the  Province  a  chargeable  and  expensive 
Warr  in  case  of  any  murder  insolency  or  mischiefe  committed 
or  done  by  such  Indians  drunk  and  mad  as  aforesaid;  Which 
to  prevent  for  the  tyme  to  come,  and  to  Establish  as  much  as 
may  be  the  future  peace  and  tranquility  of  this  Province  with 
10  the  lives  and  Safeties  of  the  Inhabitants  thereof,  We  have 
considered  and  thought  fitt,  And  wee  doe  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  our  Councill  hereby  strictly  prohibitt 
and  forbid  all  and  singular  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province, 
and  other  psons  whatsoever  tradeing  comeing  into  or  at  any 
tyme  resideing  within  the  same  of  what  degree  or  Quality 
soever  at  any  tyme  hereafter  to  give  sell  barter  for  or  other- 
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wise  dispose  of  to  any  Indian  or  Indians  whatsoever  any  Lib.R.  R.  R. 
Brandy  Rumm  or  other  strong  liquors  dureing  such  tyme  as 
such  Indian  or  Indians  shall  be  in  or  about  any  English  planta- 
tion or  house  within  this  Province  or  at  any  other  place  what- 
soever except  at  such  Indian  Townes  places  or  Quarters 
where  such  Indian  or  Indians  are  seated  and  Inhabited  upon 
any  pretence  whatsoever,  any  Commission  warrant  or  lycense 
to  trade  with  the  Indians  htTetofore  granted-  to  the  contrary 
hereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding  ;  Whereof  Wee  will  that 
all  "psons  concerned  take  due  cognizance  and  be  obedient 
hereunto  as  they  will  answer  the  contrary  at  their  peril!  by 
incurring  our  displeasure  to  be  inflicted  on  them  by  such 
waies  and  meanes  as  wee  shall  think  fitt  according  to  Law. 
And  to  the  End  that  this  our  Will  and  pleasure  may  the  better 
be  published  &  made  knowne  Wee  doe  hereby  strictly  charge 
and  command  all  and  singular  the  Sheriffes  of  this  our  Pro- 
vince forthwith  upon  receipt  hereof  to  make  publick  Proclama- 
tion hereof  in  the  most  publick  and  convenient  places  within 
their   severall   and    respective   Counties.

By  the  Lord  Prop^  a  Proclamation 
fforasmuch  as  the  usuall  custome  and  practice  of  diverse  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  Province  to  sell  and  dispose  of  greate 
Quantity s  of  Corne  and  other  provisions  to  M 'chants  and 
Masters  of  Shipps  and  Vessells,  and  other  psons  fforreigno" 
tradeing  into  this  Province  to  be  by  them  exported  out  of  this 
Province,  hath  oftentimes  prooved  of  very  ill  consequence,  and 
greate  damage  and  Inconveniency  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
Province  occasioned  by  the  greate  Scarceity  and  want  thereof 
for  the  necessary  Sustenance  of  themselves  and  ffamilyes  and 
inhanceing  the  rates  and  prices  thereof  thereupon  ensueing  ;

the  greate  Quantitys  of  Indian  corne  and  wheate  (as  well  as 
other  sorts  of  graine)  most  likely  to  have  been  made  within 
this  Province  this  present  yeare,  whereby  the  Inhabitants  of 
this  Province  might  in  all  probability  have  supplyed  them- 
selves and  other  our  Neighbouring  Collonies  and  plantations, 
had  their  faire  hopes  and  expectations  of  a  plentifull  crop 
succeeded;  but  conlrarily  the  same  hath  been  soe  fatall  and

his  L'f*  Justices  of  S'  Maries  County  together  with  M'  Robert 
Carvile,  came  with  this  Dep^  to  his  the  Dep'*  house,  where 
some  discourse  ariseing  concerning  Tobacco  and  Secrys  ffees 
due  to  this  Dep'  as  Sheriff  of  the  County  aforesaid,  he  this 
Dep'  then  made  demand  of  the  s''  Carvile  for  sundry  ffees  due 
to  the  hon'"'"  the  now  Secrys  of  this  Province,  the  which  the 
said  Carvile  refuseing  to  pay  this  Dep*  told  him  if  he  would 
not  pay  the  same,  he  must  and  would  take  him  in  execution 
for  it,  the  said  Carvile  replyed  it  was  more  then  he  this  Dep* 
durst  doe,  for  that  the  said  ffees  were  not  charged  according 
to  Lawe  ;  whereupon  he  this  Dep'  did  execute  the  s"*  Carvile 
for  the  said  Secrys  ffees,  and  did  shew  him  the  said  Execution 
under  the  lesser  Seale  of  this  Province  and  Test  of  the  hon'"'" 
Coll  Henry  Darnall,  the  said  Carvile  replyed  they  were  fooles 
and  such  as  were  afraid  of  them  (they  the  Secrys  meaneing) 
but  he  was  not  afraid  to  speake  any  thing,  and  then  the  s**  Car- 
vile advised  M"^  James  Bowling  (then  present)  not  to  pay  the 
Secrys  fees  he  owed,  and  he  would  warrant  him  in  it;  The 
said  Bowling  replyed  if  he  were  charged  a  hhd.  of  Tobacco 
more  then  his  due  he  would  pay  it,  for  that  he  did  not  under-  p,  ,3 
stand  the  Law,  This  Dep'  then  answered  that  the  s*^  Carvile 
advised  the  said  Bowling  soe  to  doe  for  the  lucre  of  a  hh*^  of 
Tobacco  ffee. 

Whereupon  the  s**  Carvile  went  to  sleepe  as  this  Dep'

Commissions  ;  which  meritts  this  my  gratefuil  acknowledgem' 
that  I  serve  a  good  Master,  I  was  onely  disappointed  of  posi- 
tive Instructions  how  farther  to  dispose  of  the  wounded  Male- 
factor, and  have  waited  for  the  result  of  your  L*'*^  and  Coun- 
cil! then  promised ;  for  he  is  now  beyond  all  expectation 
almost  recovered,  and  in  some  ffearfull  apprehensions  of  his 
doome:  I'he  greate  Latitude  your  L''''  hath  given  me  herein 
gave  me  confidence  to  resolve  soe  soone  as  lie  is  well  to  send 
him  over  to  your  L*****  beleiveing  that  side  in  many  respects  to 
suite  best  for  our  Easterne  prisoners,  and  where  it  will  be  most  p.  19 
proper  for  their  greate  men  that  shall  find  themselves  con- 
cerned to  apply  themselves ;  1  am  now  glad  of  this  oportunity 
to  have  your  L''"''*  mind  herein,  in  order  whereto  I  shall  acquaint 
your  L'PP:  that  presently  after  my  last  by  M'  Robins,  I  sent  the 
Indian  Mountague  to  the  Indian  Towne,  to  acquaint  them  that 
wee  had  their  Indian  in  custody  whereupon  Ahatssawab  him- 
self with  Tequassino  and  severall  their  greate  men  came  to 
my  house,  where  haveing  prepared  Mountague  with  the 
reasonableness  of  our  Actions,  gave  him  Instruction  (as 
Interpret')  what  to  say  to  them,  which  after  some  short  Con- 
sult -pduced  the  following  Answer  viz.  that  they  were  sorry 
that  they  had  any  such  Evill  Indian  amongst  them  that  would 
attempt  to  shoote  at  an  English  man,  and  breake  the  peace 
they  were  glad  wee  had  taken  him,  and  were  content  wee 
should  punish  him  according  to  our  Law  as  wee  should  think 
fitt ;  And  this  they  desired  should  be  given  to  your  L*'"'*  for 
their  Answer;  which  (my  Lord)  haveing  Considered  and  how 
needfull  it  is  warily  to  manage  this  in  ord'  to  secure  the 
Inhabitants  from  such  like  insolencies,  I  make  bold  to  Offer  to 
your  L*"  as  a  Convenient  punishment,  that  if  their  greate  men 
will  undertake  of  his  good  behaviour  in  a  Considerable 
Quantity  of  their  money,  then  after  such  Corporall  punishm* 
as  your  L*fp  shall  think  fitt,  he  may  be  delivered  to  them, 
which  (if  they  refuse  they  may  be  acquainted  that  your  L'"''* 
resolves  to  transport  him  into  some  other  Countrey,  thereby  to 
disable  him  to  doe  the  like  mischiefes  :  I  confess  my  Lord 
this  Seemes  too  greate  a  boldness  for  any  pson  in  my  capacity, 
neither  had  I  adventured  it  had  not  your  L*^^:  left  it  soe  much  to 
my  discretion,  upon  which  I  dare  not  act  without  your  L'^* 
positive  directions 

Y'  L*^  most  humble  &  ffaithful 
My  Lord  since  I  find  that  your  Serv" 

L*"  hath  taken  soe  much  notice  Phi  Lloyd, 

of  that  little  I  writt  relateing 
to  Maj'  Sayer,  I  hold  myself 
obleiged  to  assure  y'  L'"  that  he  came 
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Lib.  R.  R.  R.  to  me  some  few  hours  after  I  writt 

that  Lett'  &  satisfyed  nie  that  the  dif- 
ficulty of  raiseing  men  that  ill 
weather  was  all  that  hindred 
his  appeareing  sooner. 

My  Lord  I  have  by  him  sent  a  bundle  of  Deere  skins 
lelt  here  by  Ababco  as  a  p'sent  to  y'  L'^: 

His  L*pp  communicates  to  this  board  that  he  had  in  tne 
Intervalls  of  Councill  by  Letter  to  Coll  Lloyd  sufficiently 
Empowered  him  to  Act  in  this  affaire  according  to  his  discre- 
tion which  is  approoved  on  by  this  board. 

Resolved  that  a  Comission  be  directed  to  Coil  Henry  Cour- 
sey  &  Coll  Philemon  Lloyd  for  the  tryall  of  the  Indian 
prisoner  leaving  it  to  them  by  way  of  Instruction  whither  t< 
punish  the  said  Indian  themselves,  or  deliver  him  up  to  thel 
Indians  to  be  punished  in  publick  view  both  of  English  and 
Indians  w^''  last  in  the  Opinion  of  this  board  is  the  most  con- 
venient way 

Ordered  that  the  Assembly  be  next  conveened  at  the 
City  of  S^  Maries  and  that  Proclamarion  issue  accordingly 
for  the  same  to  meete  there  at  tyme  already  appointed.

1.  That  you  please  to  grant  us  yo'  Councill  and  Assistance 
in  demanding  and  procureing  satisfaccon  for  those  murders 
and  Robberys  committed  vpon  the  Inhabitants  last  fall  by  the 
Northern  nacons  of  Indians: 

2.  That  you  please  after  a  faire  Compliance  therein  by 
those  nations  whose  People  were  guilty  of  the  fact  to  putt  us 
into  the  best  Rules  of  ratifieing  and  Confirmeing  the  peace 
last  made  (and  in  such  manner  as  may  best  secure  us  from 
such  violations  as  have  beene  to  lately  committed  on  their  part 
in  order  whereto  wee  have  considered  of  some  expedients  W'' 
wee  offer  for  yo'  Hono"  Approbacon. 

1*'  That  you  please  by  yo'  Selfe  or  some  person  commis- 
sionated  'p  you  to  declare  to  those  severall  Northeme  Nations 
of  Indians,  in  league  and  amity  with  his  Majesty,  in  his 
Royall  Highness  the  Dukes  Govern m^'  that  the  Inhabitants  of 
Maryland  and  Virginia  are  alike  Subjects  to  the  King  of 
England  as  yo'  selves  of  New  Yorke. 

2'^'''     That  in  haveing  made  a  peace  with  the  subjects  of  the  p.  ^9 
King   of  England  at  New   York  they   must  understand   it 
includes  all  the  Kings  subjects  in  Maryland  and  Virginia. 

3:  That  if  they  committ  any  murders  or  Robberys  upon  the 
persons  or  estates  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Maryland  and  Vir- 
ginia, they  must  not  expect  to  hold  any  longer  the  trade  att 
Albany  or  Continue  in  the  Amity  or  friendship  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  this  Governm* 

4:  And  that  this  may  make  the  Deeper  impressions  upon 
them  and  Consequently  take  the  better  Effect  for  the  p'ser- 
vacon  of  his  Majestys  Subjects  in  all  these  Governm"  that 
you  please  at  the  next  ratificacon  of  your  owne  peace  (which 
wee  understand  is  done  yearly  to  add  an  Article  for  that 
purpose  for  which  Noble  and  Christian-like  Service  no  doubt 
but  your  Hon'  will  have  his  gratious  Ma'^*  Royall  favour  and 
thanks. 

I :  In  order  to  the  effecting  whereof,  and  makeing  peace  for 
our  severall  neighbouring  and  freind  Indians  (without  which 
wee  cannot  expect  to  be  free  from  Robberys  and  Spoiles 
when  their  Northerne  Troopes  come  downe  vpon  them,  Wee 
desire  permission  to  treate  with  those  severall  Nations  at 
Albany. 
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Lib.  K.  R.  R.  2:  Fo  havc  such  interpreters  assigned  to  us,  as  wee  shall 
conceive  may  prove  most  serviceable  and  faithfull  for  carrying 
on  the  p'misses. 

3:  That  wee  may  have  liberty  to  manage  our  discourses 
with  those  Indians  in  such  manner  and  forme  as  may  best 
make  our  proposition  appeare  Rational!  necessary  and  accept- 
able to  them  Hen:  Coursey

Being  received  with  that  Hon'  and  respect  the  authority  you 
bring  and  yo'  persons  ineritt  Wee  have  considered  yo'  propo- 
salls  and  in  answere  thereto  think "fitt  to  acquaint  you  of  what 
P"  3°  wee  have  already  done  and  still  are  ready  to  doe  to  serve  you: 
Wee  have  Ordered  strict  Enquiry  to  be  made  amongst  all  our 
Indians  Northward,  if  possible  to  discover  the  Murtherers 
which  find  cannot  be  done:  But  the  Maquess  and  Sinacks 
Sachems  have  beene  at  Albany  and  declared  their  sorrowful- 
ness for  the  wrongs  they  heard  were  done  in  yo'  Province 
much  excuseing  themselves  as  innocent  thereof: 

And  by  that  wee  find  the  Indians  soe  willing  and  ready  to 
prevent  the  like  Violations  and  to  ratifie  and  Confirme  a 
peace  W*  may  be  attained  without  much  difficulty,  and  shall 
order  you  all  Assistance  possible  therein. 

My  Occasions  will  not  admitt  me,  to  waite  on  you  in  person: 
But  what  desired  in  the  four  Articles  hath  alwayes  been  the 
effects  of  our  Treatys,  and  may  be  reitterated  as  often  as 
oppertunity 

Wee  willingly  consent  that  you  see  and  speake  with  the 
Indians  at  Albany:  for  which  shall  give  Orders  for  yo'  further- 
ance therein.  And  to  be  served  with  the  best  Interpreters. 
Expecting  you  will  have  all  due  reguard  in  yo'  discourses  with 
them  to  the  former  peace  made  with  Coll  Coursey  And  that 
all  be  done  in  publick  In  which  wee  wish  you  a  happy  issue 
and  good  success:

Wee  Come  here  in  the  house  of  Corlaer  to  acquaint  you 
that  the  Onoydes  and  Onondages  as  also  the  Mahikanders 
have  been  in  our  land,  and  according  to  our  Custome,  bemoaned 
the  death  of  some  of  our  people,  the  Mahikanders  have  alsoe 
renewed  the  ffreindship,  Wee  understand  there  hath  beene 
}il  fyre  here  in  towne,  which  hath  consumed  some  houses  wee 
come  to  lament,     the  same  doe  give  a  Belt  nineteen  Deep: 

2:  Doe  hope  it  may  be  repaired  and  doe  sweep  away  the 
Rubbish  or  Trash  doe  give  a  Belt  of  Twelve  deep: 

3:  Are  hartily  sorry  for  said  loss.  Doe  wype  away  the 
Teares.  counte  the  loss  as  if  happned  to  themselves,  doe 
give  a  Belt  of  Twelve  Deep. 

4:  Wee  are  in  a  fast  covenant  one  with  another,  Lett  the 
same  be  kept  fast  and  inviolable,  and  who  ever  breaks  the 
Covenant,  wee  shall  keepe  the  same  and  hold  fast,  and  shall 
not  pull  out  our  hand  Lett  it  be  kept  cleare  and  not  rust,  If 
any  of  our  Indians  wrong  one  another  by  beating  Yea  killing 
one  another,  the  same  is  by  us  buried  in  oblivion,  but  the 
lireihren  doe  not  soe  But  are  soon  angry,  doe  give  a  Belt  of 
Z  of  14  deep. 
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^:  Doe  say  that  the  Brethren  have  noe  understanding,  Lib.R.  k.  R. 
because  the  doe  not  come  and  lament  the  death  of  the  people, 
as  the  Oneydes,  and  Onandages  have  done  doe  give  a  Belt  of 
Zw*  as  a  drinke  of  understanding  to  drinke  in  wisedome, 
Doe  say  further  that  they  are  one  body  with  us,  and  that 
which  comes  over  them  comes  over  us  and  that  their  Castles 
may  possibly  by  the  Indians  Eastward  or  Southward  be 
destroyed,  and  the  Indians  corne  burnt;  should  not  the 
Brethren  be  sorry  w'**  us,  and  lament  our  loss,  for  if  one  mem- 
ber suffers,  the  whole  bodys  suffers  alsoe.

A  letter  to  Capt.  Brockhouse: 

Honoured  S'  June  24th*''  1682. 

The  seaventh  day  after  our  departure  from  you  being  the 
23''  instant  wee  arrived  here  at  Albany,  and  that  day  obtained 
the  favour  of  the  Comissarys  to  come  to  us,  who  readyly 
procured  us  five  Belts  of  Peake  to  send  to  the  five  nations  to 
come  to  speake  with  us,  w"*"  this  morning  Arnold  went  away 
with,  since  his  goeing  wee  have  received  Informacon  that  there 
were  gone  two  Troopes  of  the  Onneydes  downe  into  Mary- 
land, and  a  third  preparing  to  goe,  the  Consequence  of  w*^ 
wee  beleive  may  prove  Evill  to  Our  Country,  this  S'  putts  us 
upon  Enquiry  of  the  Commissarys  whether  yo'  Hon"  Instruc- 
cons  you  were  pleased  to  acquaint  us  with  were  putt  in 
practice:  that  the  said  Indians  should  not  attempt  any  more  to 
goe  downe  into  Maryland  or  Virginia  to  disturb  or  destroy 
any  of  his  Majestyes  subjects  there,  and  vpon  the  discourse 
wee  find  that  the  Indians  have  noe  sure  comands  laid  vpon 
them,  only  some  kind  of  words  vsed  to  some  scattering 
Indians  tending  to  that  purpose, and  thats  all)  Now  S'  please 
p.  36  to  mind  what  any  Evill  consequence  this  wilbe  (w'^''  is)  wee 
are  here  come  to  treate  for  a  peace,  and  ihey  whome  wee  are 
to  treate  w^''  are  cutting  the  Throats  of  his  Maj*''*  Subjects  in 
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Virginia  and  Maryland  the  meane  time,  and  this  Evill  wee  Lib,  k.  k.  r. 
Conceive  arrises,  in  that  yo^  said  Instruccons  were  not  soe 
possitive  or  well  observed,  as  the  quallity  of  the  affaire 
Required  Now  S*^  Our  humble  request  to  you  is  that  you  will 
please  p  the  first  that  conies  this  way  to  send  a  power  from 
under  yo'  hatxl  to  us  to  dispatch  away  from  hence  some 
person  that  wee  may  imploy  for  our  money  to  goe  after  these 
Troopes  in  such  manner  and  wayes  as  wee  shall  find  most 
probable  to  drawe  them  back  and  prevent  the  goeing  of  the 
rest,  and  this  wee  the  more  earnestly  desire  because,  and  first 
wee  understand  some  of  the  Troopes  are  Comanded  by  the 
Susquehannocks  of  whome  wee  have  too  greate  cause  to 
feare  they  bear  their  designes  against  the  Christians,  Secondly 
that  this  being  the  Cheife  and  greate  affaire  wee  come  aboute 
may  not  be  slighted  or  neglected  in  passing  through  other 
hajids,  soe  that  wee  may  use  all  our  Endeavours  for  the 
p'servacon  of  his  Majestys  Two  Collonys  Wee  doe  further 
humbly  request  that  if  in  case  any  shipps  be  arrived  from  any 
parts  of  Europe  to  Communicate  to  us  the  newest  news  from 
thence  ;  All  things  here  are  in  good  Order  and  quiett.  S' 
this  at  p'"sent  all  from

Yo"  of  24*'' and  25"'  instant  this  day  about  noone  to  hand, 
and  am  glad  to  heare  of  yo'  good  healths  and  safe  arrivall 
But  sorry  that  you  should  be  informed  of  Troops  of  Indians 
goeing  towards  Maryland  a  thing  soe  perticuler  forbidden, 
And  which  the  Commissarys  noe  wayes  advise  me  of,  which 
makes  me  doubt  the  truth  However  have  given  orders  to  the 
Commissarys  and  all  in  place  to  advise  and  assist  you  in  all 
necessary  to  p'vent  any  trouble  to  his  Majestys  subjects  in 
Maryland  or  elsewhere  and  if  such  reports  be  true  to  diverte 
the  Indians  from  such  Intencons,  And  question  not  but  you 
will  meete  with  full  satisfaccon  accordingly,  the  twenty 
seaventh  instant  arrived  a  Shipp  from  London,  by  whome 
Cap'  Baxter  a  Leif  in  the  Garrison  Little  newes,  But  the 
Dukes  being  in  London  and  all  quiett  there.  I  wish  you  a 
speedy  and  satisfactory  dispatch  in  yo'  Negotioacon  That  I 
may  have  the  happiness  to  Enjoy  yo'  good  Company's  much 
acceptable  to

Haveing  farther  Confirmacon  and  Certainety  of  several! 
Troopes  gonn  downe  in  to  our  Country  vpon  the  Indians 
liveing  amongst  us  (und'  p'tence  whereof  they  kill'd  the 
Christians  and  Robb'd  their  houses  last  fall)  and  being  like- 
wise willing  to  prepare  proposicons  against  the  comeing 
downe  of  the  severall  Sachims  to  treat  w""  wee  desired  to 
know  how  far  wee  might  depend  upon  the  Countenance  and 
assistance  of  the  Commissarys  of  this  Towne  and  to  tliat  end 
framed  these  two  inclosed  proposicons  and  p'sented  them, 
after  two  dayes  wayteing  for  an  answere  wee  desired  to  knowe 
of  M'  Levistone  when  wee  might  Expect  it,  who  tould  us  that 
tlie  Comiss'"*  did  not  expect  propositions  of  that  import,  and 
that  they  had  not  power  to  Condescend  to  them,  Wee  desired 
him  to  move  the  Gent:  to  give  us  such  answere  as  they  thought 
good  that  wee  might  have  time  as  wee  found  occasion  to 
apply  ourselves  to  you ;  This  day  they  returned  us  this 
P'  38  inclosed  answere  and  gave  us  notice  that  M'  Garritson  was  by 
Order  of  their  Court,  and  wee  suppose  vpon  some  misunder- 
standing of  our  proposicons  to  dispatch  in  person  this  next 
morning  away  to  you  at  New  Yorke  which  gives  us  this 
Occasion  of  troubling  your  Hon'  w'*"  another  letter  sooner 
then  Wee  expected  by  him,  S'  Wee  doubt  not  but  you  will 
readily  -pceive  that  the  intent  of  our  proposicons  are,  that 
this  Governm'  would  act  or  doe  something  in  terro'  to  the 
Indians  breaking  their  league  and  peace  with  us  and  to 
deliver  them  from  comeing  downe  into  our  Country  To  doe 
us  the  like  spoiles  they  did  last  yeare  andsoe  putt  it  into  such 
words  as  wee  conceived  most  Effectuall  to  that  end  the  Conse- 
quence whereof  wee  are  Confident  would  be  peace  and  quiett, 
which  wee  conceive  is  soe  farr  from  being  an  Evill  that  it 
would  certainely  be  the  true  interest  and  Comodity  of  this 
Governm' as  well  as  ours,  and  this  soe  Evident  that  wee  not 
add  arguments  to  illustrate  notwithstanding  that  the  Gent  of 
the  Court  have  fashioned  a  greate  many  strange  mischeifes 
that  may  accrue  there  by  to  themselves  Wee  are  very  sorry 
and  almost  ashamed  to  see  that  the  several!  Indian  nations 
cann  soe  readily  Confederate  against  us,  and  wee  be  so  cau- 
tious and  fearfull  of  but  threatening  them  with  a  Confedera- 
tion amongst  our  selves,  although  Our  people  Subjects  of  Our 
King,  and  the  declareing  our  selves  Enemys  to  the  Kings 
Enemies,  and  that  not  supporting  succouring  and  Supplying 
with  Armes,  and  ammunition  those  Indians  that  doe  and  will 
use  them  against  his  Majesties  subjects  are  matters  of  such 
dangerous  consequence. 
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And  now  S'  Wee  begg  the  favour  that  you  please  to  review  Lib.  r.  r.  r. 
the  third  Proposition  from  the  Sinigoe  Indians  made  the 
second  of  March  1681  :  who  after  an  Excuse  for  their  haveing 
noe  hand  in  Killing  the  English  Christians  in  Virginia,  and  a 
very  free  acknowledgem'  of  their  subjection  to  this  Governm*  p-  39 
did  say  that  onnondagues  made  Proposalls  to  them  with 
p'sents  that  if  any  harme  did  behalfe  them,  that  they  the  Sinni- 
goes  and  the  whole  nations  would  ioyne  together  to  assist  one 
another,  and  did  crave  the  advice  of  this  Govern'^mt,  and 
direction  what  they  should  doe,  whereby  it  does  appeare  that 
the  Onnondage  who  are  well  knowne  to  this  Towne  to  have 
done  Cheifely  the  mischeife  amongst  us,  hearing  wee  had 
raised  forces  against  them  made  their  applicacons  to  the  Sin- 
nigoes,  and  the  Sinigoes desired  the  direction  of  thisGovernm' 
which  gave  the  fairest  occasion  of  doeing  some  good  service 
for  the  Christians  in  our  parts,  Yett  wee  find  not  in  the 
answere  one  word  tending  to  diverte  and  hinder  such  a  Con- 
federacy, but  rather  the  Contrary  with  words  makeing  knowne 
to  them  that  (notwithstanding  they  confest  some  of  their 
nations  had  killed  Christians  Virginia  there  was  noe  Evill  or 
harme  intended  them  by  this  Government^  likewise  it  appeares 
that  A  Beaver  was  p'^sented,  and  soe  farr  as  wee  see  accepted 
loo  for  the  burying  in  Oblivion  all  the  Christian  bloode  and 
other  Spoiles  don  in  our  Country  last  yeare:  Now  S'  when 
you  please  and  seriously  Consider,  these  proceedings  and 
what  neglects  has  beene  in  takeing  a  timely  care  to  p'vent  their 
Troopes  goeing  downe  against  us  this  yeare,  You  will  perceive 
what  assistance  and  friendship  hath  beene  done  to  us  hitherto 
and  that  it  is  not  without  some  cause  that  wee  have  exprest 
our  sentiments  vpon  the  proceedings  here,  and  that  you  will 
looke  vpon  our  proposalls  reasonable  necessary  and  the  onely 
probable  Expedient  to  secure  their  faith  to  such  peace  as  wee 
shall  make  with-  them,  and  will  please  to  empower  the  Comis- 
sarys  accordingly,  for  wee  must  crave  leave  to  tell  yo'  Hono' 
that  the  subject  matter  of  our  negotiacon  is  of  noe  less  moment 
then  the  p'servacon  of  the  lives  and  Estates  of  his  Majestys  p*  *^^ 
subjects  in  Virginia  and  Maryland  against  the  attempts  and 
incursions  of  the  Indians  in  Amity  with  you,  and  that  what 
Countenance  or  assistance  wee  shall  find  or  have  from  this 
Governm^  will  either  be  thankfully  acknowledgd  in  yo'  favour 
to  his  Royall  Highness,  the  Duke  or  Complaind  of  at  the 
Councill  Board.  S'  wee  begg  yo'  pardon  for  ourselves  and 
rest.

Yo"  of  the  24'''  and  25''*  June  I  answered  the  30*^  ditto  since 
which  yo"  of  the  30'*"  of  July  is  come  to  hand  in  Answere  to 
which  I  am  strangely  surprised  and  much  admire,  soe  ground-  p-  42 
less  a  Report  as  that  of  Indians  Troops  gon  to  Maryland 
should  gett  soe  much  Creditt  to  give  you  the  trouble  of  an 
Express  which  possobly  may  alarm  those  parts  with  greater 
feares  and  Jealousies  then  Ever,  which  haveing  fully  Enquired 
&  examined  after  cann  find  noe  cause  for,  nor  could  I  have 
thought  you  would  have  made  propositions  to  the  Commis- 
sarys  his  Maj'''*  Subjects  in  that  manner,  yo'  business  accord- 
ing to  yOr  Commission  you  produced  being  to  treate  with  and 
Confirme  a  peace  withe  theSenecas  and  other  Indians,  accord- 
ing to  the  Articles  made  by  Coll  Coursey  in  which  wee  are 
requested  if  need  be  to  give  you  all  assistance,  and  I  thought 
before  you  went  from  hence  you  had  a  full  assureance  thereof 
and  of  our  reall  and  neighbourly  kindness  Inclinacons  to 
serve  you  and  all  his  Majestys  Subjects  in  such  methods  as 
our  long  Experience  hath  given  us  to  knowe  is  most  vsefull 
necessary  and  expedient,  Pursuant  to  which  wee  sent  Orders 
to  the  Commissarys  and  those  in  place  to  assist  and  advise 
you  accordingly:  The  matter  being  cheifly  to  confirme  or 
renue  a  peace  formerly  made  may  be  more  properly  done  and 
accomplised  without  soe  much  threats  of  warr  or  giveing 
them  oppertunity  of  greater  feares  or  Jealosies  then  they 
have.  The  method  that  hath  hitherto  Kept  us  in  peace  and 
by  our  meanes  the  rest  of  his  Majestys  Subjects  both  East 
and  west  is  certainly  best  still  to  be  followed  and  not  to  be 
led  by  new  Councells  out  of  the  usuall  and  Comon  road  in 
which  wee  are  best  understood,  as  wee  are  acquainted  with 
the  Indians  soe  best  know  our  owne  Condicons  and  conse-  p-  43 
quently  what  most  suitable  for  both,  should  be  glad  if  in  my 
power  to  have  a  league  and  Confederacy  with  Maryld  but 
doe  not  find  you  any  ways  authorized  to  propose  or  conclude 
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Lib.  K.  R.  R.  the  same  being  a  thing  of  another  nature  th'en  confirming  a 
peace  w'^  Indians  which  I  cannot  apprehend  see  difficult  as

Yo'  kind  letter  of  the  30"'  of  June  (for  which  very  thankful!) 
came  to  our  hand  on  ihursday  night  last ;  and  the  next  morn- 
ing Reced  yo'*^  Dated  the  4"*  of  July:  S'  how  groundless 
soever  misinformacon  may  have  rendred  our  expresses  of 
Maryland  to  you.  Wee  have  good  reason  to  be  very  gladd, 
that  wee  have  not  beene  guilty  of  the  neglect  for  besides  that 
p  44  in  this  case  to  be  mistaken  is  a  less  Evill,  then  to  be  defective, 
wee  have  continuall  informacon  of  the  Indians  being  gonn 
downe  into  our  Country^  from  the  severall  Troopes  comeing  to 
this  Towne,  delivered  to  us  from  such  mouths,  which  as  yett 
wee  have  noe  cause  to  Suspect,  and  whose  names  wee  for  noe 
other  reason  to  conceale  then  their  owne  safety,  against  such 
threats  as  wee  heare  are  made  against  them,  but  S'to  make  it' 
Certaine  to  you  wee  have  desired  M'^  Slightenhorse  to  give  us 
this  inclosed  Certificate  who  being  Recomended  to  us  from 
yo'  Selfe  as  a  person  fitt  to  make  use  of  us  this  affaire,  for  his 
integrety,  faithfuUnes,  and  good  knowledge  in  their  language 
wee  hope  will  both  find  Credence  w'^  you  and  protection 
against  any  that  may  maligne  him  for  those  honest  iust  ser- 
vices he  hath  or  may  doe  us  from  whome  he  receives  his 
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wages,  S'  this  and  much  more  to  tedious  to  write,  which  wee  Lib.  r.  r.  r. 
cann  make  appeare  had  wee  the  Hon"^  to  see  you,  wee  hope 
will  take  away  that  crroundless  imputacon,  that  wee  have  to 
hastily  cautioned  our  Country  against  the  incursions  of  their 
Enemys.  Notwithstanding  any  suggestion  to  the  Contrary 
by  Gentlemen  that  stand  in  need  of  them  to  Excuse  their 
neglect  in  not  psueing  yo'  Orders  timely  to  p^vent  the  Indians 
goeing  out  into  our  Country  which  wee  found  soe  wholly 
omitted  that  two  of  the  Cheife  Sachems  of  the  Oniad  and 
On non dagoes  forts  one  iust  gon,  the  other  heare  when  wee 
arrived,  had  noe  knowledge  or  Caution  given  them  of  yo'  com- 
mand as  wee  had  from  M'  Levisiones  own  mouth,  S'  out  of  that 
respect  and  hon'  wee  beare  to  yo'  -pson  and  place  we  are  not 
willing  to  returne  vpon  those  severall  parts  of  yo'  Letter  w*^'" 
may  iustly  rescent  (Rather  Expecting  yo'  promised  assistance, 
then  to  be  told  we  had  mistaken  the  business  wee  came  about) 
yett  give  us  leave  (because  the  p^'sent  occasion  Require  it) 
To  assure  you  that  our  propositions  both  to  yo'  Selle  and  Com- 
issarys  here  are  pursueant  to  o'  Commission  and  instructions 
from  our  Master  in  whose  name  wee  expected  to  be  understood,  p.  45 
wee  p'sented  them,  and  reckon  ourselves  very  unhappy  that 
wee  cannot  returne  him  a  more  freindly  and  neighbourly 
answere  then  this  last  letter,  S'  wee  are  very  sorry  that  any 
Expressions  in  our  letter  should  merritt  the  name  of  threat- 
ning  (or  soe  unsavory  returne)  yett  wee  must  further  assure 
you  that  it  is  pursueant  to  o'  instruccons  to  declare  to  you  that 
these  Northerne  Indians  in  Amity  with  you  have  killed  and 
robbed  his  Majestys  Subjects  both  in  Virginia  and  Maryland 
(confest  by  themselves  in  the  Court  house  at  Albany)  and 
therevpon  in  our  Masters  name  desire  that  you  please  to  pro- 
hibite  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Towne  from  furnishing  them  the 
(Kings  Enemys)  with  armes  and  amunicon  untill  they  shall 
give  such  satisfaccon,  as  may  in  reason  and  hon'  incline  us  to 
Confirme  the  peace  formerly  made  with  them,  and  S'  from  o' 
Master  wee  acquaint  you  that  a  non  Compliance  herein  from 
this  Government  (as  cannot  be  reasonably  be  thought  other- 
wise) wilbe  complained  of  to  his  Royall  highness,  the  King  and 
Councill,  and  now  S'  wee  are  in  hopes  that  discharging  our- 
selves faithfully  in  the  business  wee  are  Comanded  about,  will 
give  noe  further  personall  offence,  but  instead  thereof  incline 
you  to  a  Serious  consideracon  of  the  p'sent  danger  of  his 
Majestys  Subjects  in  the  parts  wee  come  from,  and  that  the 
tyes  and  obligacons  not  only  of  a  Christian  but  a  Subject  of 
England  lyes  vpon  you  to  p'vent  soe  farr  forth  as  lies  in  yo' 
power  reasonably  to  be  done,  and  S'  when  you  consider  that 
wee  are  here  confined  to  a  towne  where  wee  find  our  Enemys 
plentifully  fitting  themselves,  with  all  warrlike  furniture  to  goe 
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Lib,  K.  K  K,  downe  vpon  our  Country  You  will  excuse  those  last  Zealous 
Pressure  from  Yo'  Hon"  most  humble  Serv**

Yo"  of  the  Eleaventh  instant  this  day  received  M'  Slichten- 
horse  Declaracon  concerning  Indians  &c.  which  if  true  cannot 
apprehend  is  designed  or  intended  to  hurt  or  annoy  his  Maj- 
eatys  Subjects  in  Maryland,  &  Virginia  nor  Judge  the  same 
sufficient  to  declare  or  make  them  the  Kings  Enemys  who 
hitherto  have  and  hope  will  continue  in  peace  and  freindship 
w***  us  and  all  his  Ma**"  Subjects  our  Neighbours,  But  as  wee 
never  have  concerned  our  selves  in  their  differences  quarrells 
and  disputes  with  other  nations  of  Indians  especially  soe  remote, 
soe  thinke  it  noe  wayes  adviseable  or  serviceable  to  the  King 
or  Country  to  Doe  it  now,  The  supply  of  amunicon  being  a 
principall  part  of  our  trade  have  noe  cause  to  forbidd  till  they 
are  really  knowne  and  declared  to  be  our  Enemys»  And  then 
Selfe  p'servacon  as  well  as  our  particular  regard  to  yo'  parts 
&c  will  obleige  us  to  take  all  due  courses  and  Orders  to  p'vent 
the  same  But  hope  when  the  Indians  and  you  speake  together 
the  peace  may  be  soe  freindly  and  amicable  made  and  con- 
firmed that  these,  matters  premissed  may  give  you  and  us

that  some  of  yo"^  Indians,  have  beene  with  the  Maquess  in  our 
Country  fighting  against  some  of  our  freind  Indians  (which 
wee  take  very  ill  from  you,  it  being  contrary  to  the  promise  of 
the  greate  men  of  the  Maekanders  to  Coll  Coursey  when  he 
gave  them  p'sents  here  five  yeares  since.  And  therefore 
come  to  tell  the  Makanders  the  Warrenock  and  the  Cattskill 
Indians  that  they  come  noe  more  into  Maryland  or  Virginia  to 
disturbe  any  of  the  Kings  Subjects  there  or  the  Piscattaway 
Indians  or  any  other  Indians  in  peace  with  us  and  our  greate 
Governo"  will  at  this  time  forgett  and  forgive  what  is  past  nor 
joyne  themselves  with  any  nation  under  any  p'tence  whatso- 
ever to  make  warr  vpon  vs  or  any  Indians  in  peace  with  us.

Brethren: 

I :  We  are  Come  here  from  the  Right  Hon^'"'  the  Lord 
Prop'^  of  Maryland  to  treate  with  the  Maquess,  the  Onon- 
dages,  the  Onneydes  and  Quiages,  about  severall  mischeifes 
done  to  us  this  last  summer  in  Maryland  and  Virginia  by 
some  of  their  Indians  But  wee  are  very  gladd,  wee  have  noe 
such  thing  to  say  to  you,  But  on  the  contrary  doe  acknowl- 
edge that  you  have  faithlully  kept  and  observed  the  peace 
made  -p  Coll  Coursey  both  towards  us  and  all  our  ffreind 
Indians*  And  wee  doe  assure  you  that  wee  looke  vpon  you 
and  esteeme  you  to  be  our  best  ffreinds  for  that  you  only  kept 
your  Indians  at  home  from  joyning  with  the  other  nations  to 
doe  us  any  spoyle  or  mischeife^  for  w'*"  wee  not  only  thanke 
you  But  doe  now  renue  our  former  peace  made  with  you,  and 
desire  that  the  chaine  of  freindship  may  never  rust  or  decay. 

2:  Wee  lett  you  knowe  that  wee  have  scene  the  propo- 
sicons you  last  made  to  the  Commissarys  of  this  Towne»  w*''' 
wee  find  to  be  very  iust  and  good  (and  wee  desire  that  nation 
Soever  may  ioyne  together  against  us  or  give  us  iust  cause  to 
fall  vpon  them,  that  you  will  not  take  part  with  them  But  that 
the  league  and  peace  made  betweene  you  and  us  and  Our 
freind  Indians  may  never  be  broken,  But  always  kept  fresh  in 
our  memorys  and  Our  Childrens  after  us. 

3'"  In  case  any  Indian  or  Indians  liveing  amongst  you 
shall  for  the  future  murder  any  Christian  or  Christians  in 
Maryland  or  Virginia  Wee  doe  expect  that  you  will  cause 
him  or  them  to  be  delivered  up  to  the  Lord  Prop"^  of  Mary- 
land to  be  dealt  with  all  according  to  the  Christian  law,  and 
in  case  any  Indian  or  Indians  shall  kill  any  horses  hoggs  or 
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Lib.  R.  R.  R.  Cattle  or  Robb  or  Steale  any  thing  from  us,  That  you  cause 
P  5'  satisfaccon  to  be  made  to  us  to  the  lull  vallue  thereof. 

4^''"  Wee  will  as  you  have  hitherto  (soe  that  you  doe  for 
the  future  keep  peace  and  ffreindship  (with  the  Piscataway 
and  all  other  our  neighbour  Indians  in  freindship  with  us  both 
in  Maryland  and  Virginia  And  as  you  have  hitherto  kept 
back  yo'  Indians  soe  that  you  will  not  hereafter  suffer  any  of 
yo'^  Troopes  to  goe  downe  into  our  Country.  To  disturbe  us 
or  any  of  the  Piscataway  or  other  Indians  in  freindship  with 
us,  But  in  case  any  difference  shall  happen  hereafter  between 
you  and  us;  or  betweene  yo^  Indians,  and  any  our  freind 
Indians  Wee  desire  a  warr  may  not  ensue  But  that,  notice  may 
be  given  thereof,  and  for  that  end  you  or  any  other  the  great 
men  of  your  nation  may  very  freely  and  without  any  feare 
come  downe  to  the  house  of  Jacob  Young  liveing  at  the  head 
of  our  bay  who  shall  have  order  and  power  given  him  to  give 
speedy  notice  to  the  Lord  Prop"^  soe  that  he  may  come  or 
send  Commission"  to  treate  w'^  you  whereby  a  right  under- 
standing may  be  held  betweene  you  and  us,  and  all  our 
neighbouring  Indians  in  freindship  with  us  that  the  Chaine 
of  freindship  may  be  kept  bright  and  as  in  this  Government. 

And  now  wee  would  have  you  take  notice,  that  as  this  is 
the  third  time,  Wee  have  taken  this  long  lourny  to  Speake 
with  you  here,  soe  wee  shall  now  Expect  that  your  greate 
men  make  one  lourny  into  the  borders  of  our  Country  to 
the  said  Jacob  Youngs  house  to  treate  with  the  Lord  Prop'^ 
5:  there  whereby  he  may  see  you  and  speake  with  you  and  you 
may  heare  the  peace  confirmed  from  his  owne  mouth,  and 
when  you  appoint  that  you  cann  be  there  wee  will  pray  his 
Lo^^'  to  meet  you  and  bring  with  him  some  of  the  greate  men 
of  those  Indian  nations  for  whoin  wee  have  formerly  made 
peace,  soe  that  they  may  renew  and  strengthen  their  peace 
themselves.  And  to  bind  the  peace  strong  and  lasting  for 
the  Cannowes,  wee  for  them  give  a  hanke  of  Zevant  fifty 
gilders:

Wee  are  come  hither  from  the  Right  Hon^'*  the  Lord  Prop'^ 
of  Maryland  to  speake  with  you  and  first  wee  are  Comanded 
to  tell  you,  that  not  withstanding  your  Troopes  have  beene 
downe  in  our  Country,  this  last  summer,  and  not  only  Killed 
and  taken  Prisoners  severall  of  the  Piscataways  Indians  Our 
freinds  contrary  to  the  Articles  of  peace  made  w*"*  Coll  Cour- 
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sey,  But  have  likewise  Killed  our  horses  Cattle  and  hoggs  Lib.  R,  it  r. 
Robbed  our  houses,  and  last  most  cruelly  killed  some  of  his 
Majestys  Christian  Subjects,  Whereby  wee  were  justly  pro- 
voaked  to  have  made  a  VVarr  upon  you  and  dispatched  away 
our  Troopes  into  yo'  Country,  to  have  revenged  the  severall 
mischeifes  done  to  us  (yett  our  Lord  Prop'*"  and  greate  Gov- 
erno')  did  resolve  to  follow  the  use  and  custome  of  Christians 
nations  and  that  we  should  first  come  here  and  acquaint  their 
Sachims  with  it,  and  know  from  you  whether  you  doe  or  will 
Countenance  (or  allow  of  such  their  wicked  Actions)  w*^''  if  p.  53 
you  doe  you  must  not  expect  to  live  any  longer  in  peace,  nor 
enjoy  yo'  land  in  quiet.  But  that  wee  shall  make  warr  upon 
you  into  yo"^  owne  Country,  and  wee  doubt  not  in  a  short  time 
to  reduce  you  to  the  same  Condicon  and  as  other  Indian 
Nations  that  have  broke  their  faith  with  Christians  But  if 
you  doe  not  Allowe  their  Evill  Accons,  then  wee  are  willing 
to  hold  and  keepe  the  peace  with  you;  Expect  satisfaccons  for 
the  Evill  done  to  us  according  as  you  have  promised  in  yo' 
answeres  to  the  propositions  made  p  Coll  Henry  Coursey 
(w"'*  being  performed  on  yo^  part,  wee  are  here  ready  to  Con- 
firme  the  former  peace  that  soe  the  Chaine  of  freindship  may 
remayne  strong  and  fast.

I  Doe  acquaint  you  that  Coll  Coursey  informed  me  from 
Maryland  that  fifty  Oneydes,  have  about  3  weekes  ago  taken 
fifty  four  of  the  Maryland  Indians  prisoners  and  robbed  some 
Christian  house  Doe  ask  whether  you  or  any  of  yo'  Troopes 
have  lately  been  out  that  way,  and  how  many  and  if  any  be 
Out  now. 

Answere. 

There  are  some  of  our  Troopes  out  that  way,  but  are  not 
yett  come  home,  wee  have  beene  out  at  the  Dowaganhaes, 
and  fetched  home  fifty  prisoners  lately  but  not  of  the  Mary- 
land freind  Indians  only  there  are  brought  prisoners  from 
Maryland  though  not  by  us  (viz.)  one  in  our  Castle  and  two 
in  Onnondaquess  but  are  not  hurt  in  the  least. 
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Lib.  R.  R.  R.  1  Doe  tell  you  that  there  are  soe  many  of  the  Maryland 
P-  54  freind  Indians  taken  since  the  peace  is  made,  and  have  sent  a 
Messenger  to  yo'  Sachems  to  acquaint  ihem  therewith,  and 
therefore  I  tell  you  as  freinds  that  you  must  restore  said  Cap- 
tives, if  you  expect  to  live  in  peace  with  them  of  Maryland  for 
in  breaking  your  Peace  with  them  you  must  [not]  Expect  any 
releife  or  Assistance  from  us,  they  being  his  Majestys  Subjects 
as  well  as  wee. 

Answerer 

Wee  shall  doe  our  Endeavour  that  the  Captives  be  restore* 
for  wee  are  the  principall  persons  of  all  the  Warriors.

with  any  Ship,  Sloope,  boate  or  other  Vessell  whatsoever 
within  his  L*'"'  Dominions,  which  you  shall  discover  to  be 
Enemys  to  his  L"**:  and  his  Govern m*  of  this  Province,  you  are 
to  take,  apprehend,  &  possess,  and  (in  case  of  resistance)  to 
sink  fire  or  otherwise  destroy  all  such  Shipps  Sloopes  boates 
or  other  vessells  as  aforesaid,  together  with  their  men  Ladeing 
goods  and  merchandize.  As  also  the  Shipps  Sloopes  and 
Boates,  and  other  vessells  with  the  men  Ladeing  goods  and 
Merchandize  of  all  their  Aido"  Abetto"  and  Assistants  what- 
soever, and  to  bring  or  send  up  all  such  Shipps,  Sloopes  and 
Boates,  and  other  Vessels  with  their  goods  Ladeing  and 
M'chandize  as  you  shall  take  by  vertue  hereof,  (without  breake-

this  Province  should  be  layd  out  by  the  five  and  Twentieth 
Day  of  March  next  ensueing,  which  being  now  neere  at  hand, 
and  little  or  noe  -pgress  therein  made,  occasioned  by  the 
greate  discouragem"  given  by  the  Comission"  In  the  said  Act 
nominated  and  appointed  to  manage  the  same,  as  wee  are 
informed  and  have  credibly  reed:  To  the  Hod  therefore  that 
soe  laudable  a  Design,  and  of  soe  greate  moment  and  Import 
to  this  Province  (as  the  Erecting  of  Townes  and  places  of 
Trade  the  first  foundation  and  Rise  of  all  Countries)  may  not 
be  wholly  frustrated  and  layd  aside,  Wee  have  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  our  Councill  thought  fitt,  and  wee 
doe  hereby  strictly  charge  and  command  all  and  singular  the 
Commission"  of  the  respective  Counties  within  this  Province 
in  the  aforesaid  Act  named  and  others  therein  concerned  forth- 
with to  putt  in  Execution  the  said  Act  soe  farr  forth  as  in 
them  lyes  and  of  them  is  required  to  be  done,  by  causeing  the 
several!

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Lib.  R.  R,  R.  ning  the  hazard  of  being  excluded  and  exempt  from  any 
future  or  further  benefitt  or  advantage  to  be  obtained  of  us  by 
such  further  amendm'  of  or  Additions  to  the  said  Act,  as  the 
p*  59  due  Obedience  to,  and  ready  complyance  herewith  (upon  good 
reasons  offered  unto  us  and  our  two  houses  of  Assembly  at 
our  next  convention)  may  obleige  us  to  condescend  and 
assent  unto:  And  to  the  End  that  this  our  Will  &  pleasure 
may  the  better  be  published  and  made  knowne  Wee  Doe 
hereby  will  and  require  all  and  singular  the  Sheriffes  of  this 
our  Province  forthwith  upon  receipt  hereof  to  make  publick 
Proclamation  hereof  in  the  most  publick  and  convenient  places 
within  their  severall  and  respective  Counties.

Voted  that  the  same  is  most  necessary  &  commodious  for 
his  L****"  Interest  and  Governm' 
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Coll  Talbott  threatened  by  Del.  Indian. 

Information  was  then  given  to  this  board  by  the  hon*"''  CoD 
George  Talbott  that  he  had  been  credibly  advised  of  a  certain 
Delaware  Indian  haveing  ihreatned  his  death,  whereof  and  of 
severall  other  pticulars  he  makes  the  following  Queries  and 
hath  answer  as  foil  (viz.) 

his  severall  Queries  &  answeres. 

1  Que:  What  am  I  to  doe  in  case  of  the  Indians  who 
threatned  me  and  how  am  I  to  learne  who  sett  them  on  ? 
written  Instructions  how  to  proceed  will  be  necessary 

Answ.  You  must  use  your  endeavo' according  to  your  dis- 
cretion to  find  out  the  Indian,  and  when  found  out  to  secure 
him  &  send  him  downe  to  his  L'p  and  Councill ;  and  to  lett 
that  whole  nation  know  that  they  are  within  his  L*'*'  Dominions 
and  Governm'  that  his  L*p  expects  acknowledgem*  from  them 
and  for  that  reason  you  are  sent  thither,  or  if  it  had  been  other- 
wise you  should  have  been  directed  to  have  made  your  appli- 
cations to  Another  Governm'  for  Satisfaction. 

2:  Qu:  In  case  Penn  seizes  the  persons  cattle  or  goods  of 
your  L*p*  people  in  Christina  &c:  or  of  those  who  shall  submitt 
to  your  \J^:  how  am  I  to  proceed  for  their  recovery  ? 

Answ:  In  such  case  Penn  himself  to  be  made  acquainted 
therew'**  and  to  know  whither  the  same  have  been  acted  by 
his  ord'  or  Countenance^  if  soe  then  you  are  to  seeke  Satisfac- 
tion by  the  like  proceedings  against  those  that  are  next 
Seated  to  this  Province  under  Penns  Governm'  but  if  Penn 
disavow  the  same  he  will  doubtless  cause  Satisfaction  to  be 
made  by  the  party  offending,  if  not  proceed  as  before. 

3  Qu:  In  case  Penn  builds  houses  close  by  ours  to  block  us 
up  shall  I  permitt  such  houses  to  be  built  or  not?  and  if  not 
what  effectual  means  shall  I  vse  to  hinder  them  ? 

Answ.  Lett  Encouragem'  be  given  to  all  people  to  seate 
as  high  as  they  cann  under  his  L'^:  which  will  be  a  meanes  to 
prevent  them  from  comeing  Lower. 

4  Qu:  What  course  must  I  take  with  the  Christina  Indians 
on  Maryland  side  of  the  lyne  40  to  cause  them  to  owne  yo' 
L'P*  power,  or  hinder  their  hunting  in  Maryland. 

Answ:     The  last  Querie  is  answered  in  the  first  answer.

2'*'''  ffor  the  better  effecting  whereof  and  encouragem'  of 
all  undertakers  therein  Wee  doe  authorise  and  Empower  you, 
and  you  have  full  power  and  Authority  liereby  given  you  by 
warrant  under  your  hand  and  Seale  to  permitt  any  person  or 
persons  of  the  descent  aforesaid  to  take  up  any  Quantity  or

ning according  to  the  best  of  your  discretion  to  know  the 
truth  thereof,  and  to  find  out  the  Indian  who  we  are  informed 
belongeth  to  Delaware ;  which  if  upon  Enquiry  made  it 
appeare  soe  to  be,  you  are  then  with  all  privacy  Imaginable, 
and  with  what  guard  you  think  fitt  to  goe  to  the  Indian  Townes 
and  lett  that  nation  know  that  they  are  within  our  Government, 
and  that  you  are  come  from  us  to  demand  the  Delivery  up  of 
that  Indian,  to  be  proceeded  against  according  to  our  Lawes, 
which  you  expect  from  them,  as  an  acknowledgem'  of  their 
Subjection  to  us,  to  be  renewed  yearely,  if  they  expect  protec- 
tion from  us,  or  value  our  fifriendshipp.

The  Court  made  knowne  to  the  Indians  the  power  com- 
mitted to  them  from  his  L*''  for  tryall  of  the  prisoner  Poh  Poh 
Caquis;  and  in  what  ill  part  his  L'^  takes  it  that  one  of  their 
Indians  for  whome  he  had  done  soe  many  acts  of  ffriendship, 
and  been  lately  soe  successful!  as  to  take  off  their  greate 
Enemies  the  Senniquos,  should  notwithstanding  attempt  such 
a  villany  to  the  breach  of  the  peace. 

W"  Troths  Information  ag'  Poh  poh  Caquis. 

The  Information  of  William  Troth  was  read  and  Interpreted 
to  the  Indians,  also  the  witnesses  (viz*)  John  Shepard  and 
Thomas  Bussey  sworne,  and  the  substance  of  their  Evidence 
Interpreted  to  the  Indians 

I  The  Information  of  William  Troth, 

That  about  the  Eighteenth  day  of  December  came  an  Indian 
to  my  house  about  two  of  the  Clock  in  the  afternoone,  I  being 
not  at  present  in  the  house,  the  said  Indian  pretended  to  be  a 
cold,  my  wife  bid  him  goe  to  the  fire,  and  there  he  was  about 
an  houre,  by  this  time  my  wife  sent  for  me  in,  to  send  for  the 

I  Midwife  and  weomen  to  her  Labour,  and  when  I  came  into 
the  house,  the  said  Indian  came  out  of  the  other  house  where 
he  had  been  sitting  by  the  fire,  and  look'd  upon  me,  but  said 

I  not  a  word  to  me  nor  I  to  him,  but  straightway  returned  to 
the  fire  again,  I  went  into  the  house  where  he  was  sitting  by 
the  fire  with  his  Gunn  standing  by  him;  I  spoke  to  him  and 
said  how  is  it  Ketop?  Howan  pamen  kees,  lie  replied  Dela- 
ware,  I  said  to  him  from  whence  came  you  ?  he  replyed  from 
Delaware;  John  Shepard  sitting  by  the  fire,  he  said  he  tells 
me  he  is  a  Delaware  Indian,  and  that  there  is  two  hundred 
Senniquo  Indians  hard  by;  pish,  doest  thou  beleive  him  what 
he  talks  of  Sinniquos ;  for  he  lyes ;  The  Indian  makes  answer 
he  did  not  lye,  for  1  should  see  them  by  and  by,  I  made  answer 
I  would  not  see  them  if  I  could  help  it,  but  he  said  I  should, 
and  forthwith  falls  a  hollowing  in  the  Interim     before  1  could 
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Lib.  R.  R.  R.  speake  any  more  words  to  him,  comes  to  the  Doore  Thomas 
Bussey,  I  turned  me  about  to  speake  to  the  said  Thomas; 
while  my  back  was  toward  the  Indian  the  said  Indian  made 
ready  his  gunn  ;  I  presently  turned  about  again  and  seeing 
the  muzzle  of  the  gunn  towards  me,  I  endeavoured  to  gett 
hold  of  it,  but  before  I  could  she  went  off,  and  with  the  bend- 
ing of  my  body  to  gett  hold  of  the  said  gunn,  the  shott  mist 
me,  and  when  he  saw  he  had  done  noe  execution,  he  tooke  to 
his  Tomahawke, and  followed  me  about  Eight  or  Tenn  yards; 
and  when  I  saw  he  followed  me  1  called  for  my  Gunn  ;  and  as 
soone  as  he  heard  me  call  for  my  gunn  he  rann,  and  when  he 
was  about  thirty  yards  from  me  1  discharged  my  gunn  at 
him  &c* 

The  Deposition  of  John  Shepard. 

John  Shepard  aged  twenty  eight  yeares  or  therabouts 
sworne  and  examined  before  this  Court  deposeth  as  followeth 
p-  C6  About  the  Eighteenth  day  of  December  16S3:  and  being  at 
the  house  of  William  Troth,  there  came  an  Indian  into  the 
house,  and  I  asked  him  what  Indian  he  was,  he  told  me  that 
he  was  a  Sinniquo  Indian,  and  told  me  that  there  was  two 
hundred  Indians  about  a  mile  off,  and  if  he  hallowed  or  shott 
that  they  would  come  presently,  and  William  Troth  comeing 
into  the  house  where  I  and  the  Indian  was,  asked  him  what 
Indian  he  was?  and  he  said  a  Delaware  Indian,  he  asked  him 
from  whence  he  came  ?  he  said  from  Delaware,  and  I  made 
answer  that  he  tell  me  that  there  is  two  hundred  Indians  about 
a  mile  off,  Saith  William  Troth,  art  thee  such  a  foole  as  to 
beleive  him  ?  for  he  will  lye,  saith  the  Indian  1  doe  not  lye,  for 
you  shall  see  them  by  and  by,  William  Troth  made  answer  I 
will  not  see  them,  You  shall  see  them,  soe  he  falls  a  hollow- 
ing two  or  three  times,  William  Troth  said  to  him  doe  not 
lye  hollowing  here,  but  then  he  hollowed  again  ;  upon  that 
Thomas  Bussey  came  in,  and  William  Troth  turned  about  to 
him,  the  Indian  said  you  shall  see  them,  and  that  presently; 
upon  those  words  he  fired  his  gunn  at  William  Troth,  and 
tooke  out  his  Tomohawk,  and  made  after  WilHam  Troth,  and 
William  Troth  called  for  his  gunn  ;  and  when  he  heard  him 
call  for  his  gunn  he  rann  away,  and  about  thirty  or  ffourty 
yards  off  from  the  Indian,  William  Troth  shott  at  him.  And 
farther  this  Deponent  saith  not 

The  Deposition  of  Thomas  Bussey 

Thomas   Bussey  aged   twenty  two   yeares  or  thereabouts" 
sworne  and  examined  before  this  Court  Deposeth  as  foil: 

About  the   Eighteenth  Day  of  December  1683:   came  an 
Indian  to  the  house  of  William  Troth  ;   when  this  Deponent 
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came  into  the  house  of  the  said  William  Troth  this  Deponent  Lib.K.  r.  r. 

asked  the  said   William  Troth  for  a  key,  the  said  William 

Troth  turned  himself  to  make  answer  to  this  Deponent,  and 

the  Indian  made  ready  his  Gunn  ;   and  as  the  said  William 

Troth  turned   himself,  the  muzzle  of  the  said  Indians  punn 

was   towards    the    said     William    Troth,    the    said    William 

Troth  endeavoured  to  gett  hold  of  the  Indians  gunn,  before 

the  said  Troth  could  lay  hold,  the  gunn  went  off;  when  the 

Indian  saw  he  had  done  noe  execution,  then  the  said  Indian 

tooke  to  his  Tomohawke,  and   followed  the  s*^  William  Troth 

about  Seaven  or  Eight  yards,  and  then  the  said  William  Troth 

called    for   his   gunn,    whereupon    this    Deponent   went    and 

fetched  it,  and  the  Indian  Runn  away,  the  said  William  Troth 

shott  after  him  about  thirty  or  ffourty  yards.     And  further 

this  Dep'  saith  not. 

Court.  Ordered  the  Interpreter  to  ask  the  Indians  why  the 
Prisoner  denyed  his  nation. 

Prison'     Replyed  he  was  drunk  and  knew  not  what  he  did.  p.  67 

Court.  Ordered  the  Interpreter  to  ask  the  prison'  what 
defence  he  could  make  for  himself. 

Prison'  Said  he  was  drunk,  otherwise  he  would  not  have 
shott  at  W""  Troth,  or  have  done  any  mischiefe. 

Court.  Told  the  Prisoner  that  it  was  the  English  Law,  that 
if  a  drunken  man  committed  murder  when  he  was  drunk,  he 
must  Suffer  death,  and  that  if  drunkenness  would  excuse  a 
man  from  doeing  mischiefe,  then  the  English  might  make 
themselves  drunk,  &  kill  the  Indians. 

King  Ababco.  Said  that  an  English  man  shott  at  three 
Indian  boyes,  but  they  came  home  and  not  hurt,  soe  he  tooke 
noe  notice- 
Court.  Said  the  English  was  not  informed,  if  they  had  the 
English  man  should  have  suffered  as  the  Law  prescribes  in 
such  case. 

Court.  Ordered  the  Interpreter  to  tell  them  that  we  can 
remember  several)  miscarriages  of  their  Indians,  for  which 
they  have  not  been  punished,  but  we  came  not  here  to  call  to 
mind  old  differences,  rather  expect  they  should  be  forgott  on 
both  sides ;  but  now  we  have  taken  this  prison'  in  the  fact, 
and  he  ought  to  Suffer,  desire  to  know  whither  what  they  have 
said  be  to  justifie  the  prisoner,  if  soe  we  would  consider  what 
further  to  say  to  them. 

Indians.  Replyed  they  could  not  justifie  the  prisoner, 
neither  did  they  come  to  excuse  him. 

Court.  Ordered  the  Interpreter  to  tell  the  Indians  that  it  is 
the  custome  of  Christian  Nations,  that  if  peace  is  broke,  he 
that  doth  it  most  surely  die,  and  this  Indian  prisoner  by  the 
Law  deserves  death,  but  the  English  not  desirous  to  exercise 
the  rigour  of  the  Lawe. 
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Lib.R.  R.  R.  Judgem'  to  be  whipped 

Court.  Gives  Judgeni*  that  Poh  Poh  Caquis  the  Indian 
prison'  be  carried  to  the  whipping  post,  and  have  twenty- 
Lashes  laid  on  his  bare  back,  and  after  that  he  be  again 
brought  to  the  barr. 

Court.  Ordered  the  Interpreter  to  tell  the  Indians  that  it 
will  be  greate  Satisfaction  to  his  L*''""  to  make  it  appeare  to 
him  that  they  doe  in  noe  waies  countenance  the  villanous  act 
of  the  Prisoner,  if  they  will  Command  one  of  their  owne  Sub- 
jects to  execute  the  sentence, 
p.  68  Indians.  After  some  small  reasoning,  they  commanded  one 
of  their  greate  men  (viz.)  Wewohquap  to  execute  it. 

The  Indian  Prisoner  again  brought 
to  the  barr. 

Court  Ordered  the  Interpreter  to  tell  the  Indians  that  it  is 
the  custom  of  the  English,  that  after  punishm*  they  must  putt 
in  security  not  to  act  the  like  again  or  any  such  like  mischiefe, 
and  ask  them  what  way  they  will  prescribe  to  secure  this 
prisoner  from  revenge,  or  doeing  any  more  mischiefe  to  the 
English  for  the  future, 

Indians.  King  Ababco,  and  King  Tequassino  engage  their 
words  for  the  prison'*  good  behaviour  forever  hereafter,  and 
Ababco  told  the  prisoner  he  may  be  thankfull  that  the  English 
was  soe  favourable  and  kind  to  him. 

Court.  Ordered  the  Interpreter  to  tell  them  that  this  pass- 
ing their  word  is  not  sufficient,  for  that  he  may  notwithstanding 
doe  further  mischiefe,  we  desire  to  know  what  custody  they 
will  keepe  him  in,  that  may  make  him  incapable  of  acting  the 
like  again.

Court.  Proposed  as  the  Safest  way  as  well  for  them  as  his 
L*P:  and  the  English,  to  transport  him  into  some  part  beyond 
the  Sea,  as  a  villain  not  filt  to  be  trusted  here,  without  danger 
of  haveing  the  peace  broke. 

Indians.  They  cann  say  noe  more  then  Ahatsawop  had 
said  formerly  that  they  left  it  to  his  L'^:  if  it  be  his  L***  will  to 
transport  him,  they  will  say  noe  more  in  it ;  but  desire  they 
may  be  disobleiged  from  their  words,  and  that  we  would  looke 
to  keepe  the  prisoner  safe. 

Judgem'  to  be  banished 

Court,  Give  Judgem'  that  the  prisoner  be  banished  into 
some  remote  part  beyond  the  Sea,  where  his  Lordship  shaU 
appoint 
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Court,     ffurther  order  that  the  Sheriff  take  him  into  safe  Lib.  k.  k.  r. 
custody  and  with  convenient  speed  deliver  him  to  the  high 
Sheriff  of  S'  Maries  County.

Proportions  &  Answers 

The  Interpreter  ordered  to  lett  them  know  that  his  L*p  hath 
much  business  to  doe,  and  butt  little  time  to  spend,  desires 
them  therefore  to  be  briefe  in  what  they  had  to  offer. 

Indians.  They  say  that  they  had  assurance  given  them  by 
Coll  Coursey  and  Coll  Lloyd  that  their  Indians  taken  prisoners 
and  carried  away  the  last  yeare  by  the  Sinniquos  should  be  all 
returned.^rof  which  they  find  noe  "pformance- 

Answer.  ffourteene  of  them  are  already  returned,  and  wee 
doe  not  know,  but  have  good  reason  to  beleive  that  the  rest 
of  their  prisoners  upon  the  same  grounds  will  (if  themselves 
please)  have  liberty  to  returne  however  the  Governo'  of  New 
York  shall  be  requested  to  moove  those  Indians  fully  to 
comply  with  their  Articles  with  us  in  makeing  full  restitution 
of  their  prisoners. 

Ind:  They  say  that  the  Indian  prisoner  now  in  custody  of 
the  English  under  the  sentence  of  banishm'  was  not  condemned 
thereunto  by  Coll  Coursey  but  by  Coll  Lloyd  onely,  and  they 
conceive  it  somewhat  hard  that  the  judgem'  should  be  putt  in 
execution,  some  of  their  Indians,  (the  greate  man  now  present 
for  one)  haveing  been  formerly  shott  by  the  English,  and  noe 
such  care  ever  taken  for  their  satisfaction,  they  desire  his  L**": 
will  please  to  deliver  him  up  to  them,  upon  good  security  to 
be  given  by  some  of  their  greate  men, 

Answ:  To  Gratifie  Ababco 's  request  his  L**":  is  willing  to 
release  unto  them  their  Indian  prisoner.  He  the  said  Ababco 
with  the  rest  of  his  greate  men  undertakeing  and  engageing 
for  his  future  good  behaviour,  and  that  neither  he  nor  any 
other  of  their  Indians  shall  hereafter  offer  any  injury  or  make 
any  attempt  upon  any  his  L''"  good  people,  but  that  they  will 
take  the  same  effectuall  care  to  keepe  their  Indians  from 
drinking  strong  liquors,  as  his  L'''^  hath  taken  to  keepe  strong 
drink  from  being  sold  to  them. 
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LiKR.  R.  R.      Indians.     Ababco  for  himself  and  his  greate  men  undertake 
**•  ^**  and  engag^e  what  is  before  required. 

Ind:  They  lye  under  great  apprehensions  of  ffeare  from 
the  Northern  Indians,  upon  the  returne  of  Ababcos  daughter 
from  thence,  wherefore  they  desire  leave  to  remoove  to 
Askimonokonson  ridge  for  some  time  if  they  see  occasion,  and 
that  the  land  where  they  now  live  may  be  preserved  and 
secured  for  them  to  returne  unto,  when  ihey  shall  think  fitt. 

Answ'  His  L*'^:  well  resents  their  adviseing  him  of  their 
inclinations  to  remoove,  and  give  his  free  consent  thereunto, 
but  hopes  they  will  have  noe  occasion,  however  doth  assure 
them  that  their  Land  shall  be  safely  reserved  for  them,  when 
ever  they  shall  think  fitt  to  returne.

James  Ringold  petition 

The  humble  petition  of  James  Ringold  of  Kent  County  In 
most  humble  manner  Sheweth 

That  sometime  in  October  last  past  M"  Anne  Tovey  sent  to 
yo'  Pet'  requesting  him  to  come  to  Samuel  Tovey  her  hus- 
band, for  she  thought  he  would  not  live  long,  for  he  was  very 
weake,  at  which  request  your  pet'  went,  and  when  your  pet' 
came  there  she  desired  him  to  speake  to  M'  Tovey  to  proove 
his  Acco"  and  settle  his  business  at  which  time  his  Spiritts 
being  very  low  that  your  pet'  saw  it  not  convenient,  but 
speedily  after  he  begann  to  be  chearely.  and  spoke  readily  to 
your  pet'  as  touching  his  health,  and  said  he  did  not  question 
but  to  recover,  At  which  time  your  pet'  mooved  him,  as  his 
said  wife  had  requested  your  pet',  but  he  deferred  it  and  dis-

I  was  desired  to  present  before  your  Hono"  the  contents  of 
the  Inclosed,  which  I  received  by  the  hands  of  Cap*  Brent  of 
Virginia:  but  I  thought  it  necessary  to  send  it  in  Specie  for 
feare  the  high  strained  complements  that  are  given  me  therein 
(if  afterwards  they  should  have  come  to  view)  might  have 
made  me  appeare  a  concealer  of  too  greate  a  correspondency 
with  the  author  thereof  to  the  prejudice  of  Maryland. 
116  Cap'  Brent  amplifyed  upon  the  Letter  most  largely  but  the 
summe  of  all  that  was  materiall  amounts  onely  to  this,  that  if 
such  an  Offence  were  not  taken  notice  of  by  this  Governm*  it 
would  be  an  ill  precedent  to  the  Virginians,  and  breed  ill  blood 
in  some  hott  headed  fellows,  who  might  by  this  Example 
attempt  the  like  here,  the  consequence  of  which  would  be 
dangerous ;  and  that  the  prevention  would  be  soe  easie  (they 
requireing  nothing  else  but  the  Offend'"  Submission  in  Staf- 
ford County  Court)  that  he  did  not  question  but  it  would 
appeare  rationatl  to  the  Governo"  to  ord^  it 

I  am  sorry  that  I  am  forced  to  trouble  your  Hono"  with  soe 
tedious  a  Letter,  and  yett  I  cannot  without  Injustice  lett  pass 
a  report  that  goes  in  this  County  very  favourable  to  the 
Offend'  ffor  whereas  it  is  expressed  in  the  Letter  that  he 
intended  to  Surprise  Mathena,  it  is  almost  quite  contrary  ;  He 
understanding  that  his  Attorney  and  the  Sheriff  designed  to 
surprize  him  with  an  arrest  for  what  was  not  due  to  the  said 
Atto'^ney,  whom  he  employed  onely  in  the  County  Court, 
where  Judgem'  being  given  against  him,  he  was  willing  to 
pay  Mathena,  in  ord'  to  which  he  then  came  over,  and  was 
likewise  contented  to  Satisfie  the  said  Atto'^ney  for  what  he  had

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done  there,  but  hts  said  Attorney  appealeing  to  the  Generall  Lib.  k.  k.  k. 
Court  without  his  ord"  (though  Cap*  Brent  said  he  produced 
a  Letter  which  satisfied  the  Court)  and  bringing  him  in  more 
charges  by  two  thousand  pounds  of  Tobacco,  he  thought  it  but 
reasonable  to  refuse  the  payment  thereof,  and  therefore  he 
brought  those  men  (as  some  say)  to  secure  himself,  and  as 
others  more  favourably  report  to  accommodate  the  business 
with  Mathena,  I  should  not  have  sent  your  Hono'*  this  bare 
report  (by  which,  as  uncertaine.noe  determinate  Judgem'  cann 
be  given)  knowing  it  to  be  my  duty  to  have  taken  the  deposi- 
tions of  some  witnesses  to  all  transactions  in  this  business ;  as 
Michael  Ash  ford,  William  Sanders,  John  Richards  &c''  but  I 
hope  my  extreame  illness  will  plead  my  excuse  in  that  point, 
haveing  had  a  relapse.

The  hon^''  Maj'  Nicholas  Sewall  gives  the  board  to  under- 
stand that  upon  certain  Information   reed:  of  the   unhappy 
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murder   of  M'  Christopher   Rousby   by   the  hands  of  Coll  Lib.  r. 
George  Talbott,  he  had  immediately  acquainted  Coll  Henry 
Darnall  therewith  on  Saturday  last  the  first  of  this  instant  very 
late  at   night,  that  on   Sonday  Morning  they  both   together  p.  139 
issued  out  their  warrant  to  the  Sheriff  of  Calvert  County  to 
make  diligent  search  and  enquiry  by  Land  and  water  in  all 
parts  of  his  Bailywick  for  the  said  Coll  Talbott  &  him  where- 
soever  he   should    be    found    to    apprehend    and    take    into 
Custody  in  ord'  to  be  brought  to  his  tryall     1  hat  after  the 
issueing  of  the  said  warrant  to  the  Sheriff,  They  the  said  Coll 
Henry  Darnall  and  Maj'^  Nicholas  Sewall  in  Company  with  M* 
Robert  Carvile  &  John  Llewelltn  went  on  board  The  Quaker- 
Ketch  Capt.  Thomas  Allen  Command'  then  lyeing  in  Pottuxen 
River  being  The  Kings  Mann  of  Warr,  where  they  had  also 
been  informed  that  the  murder  was  Committed,  and  the  said 
Coll  Talbott  deteined   Prisoner;  when   they  came  on  board

Your  Exncys  Lett'  of  the  21**  of  Novemb  last  we  have  reed: 
and  gratefully  acknowledge  the  Character  we  reed:  of  your 
kind  expressions  of  respect  for  our  Master:  Wee  take  notice 
of  your  result  concerning  Coll  Talbott,  and  the  rest  of  the  con- 
tents we  have  well  considered,  and  hold  our  selves  obleiged  to 
make  a  civill  reply:  And  in  the  first  place  please  to  know, 
that  as  it  has  hitherto  been  the  constant  care  of  this  Governm* 
soe  it  still  is  &  alwaies  shall  be  ours  diligendy  to  preserve  and 
promote  (as  much  as  in  us  lyes)  all  his  Maj'^  just  rights  and 
Interest  in  these  parts  and  ITorasmuch  as  (we  "pceive)  Cap' 
Allen  may  have  insinuated  to  your  Exncy:  soe  farr  as  to 
prevaile  with  you  to  moove  this  Governm'  in  his  behalf  to 
what  wee  well  enough  know  to  be  our  duty,  and  shall  upon  all 
occasions  most  readily  &  cheerfully  comply  with,  especially 
when  we  shall  be  thought  fitt  to  be  made  acquainted  with  such 
a  Comission  as  he  beares:  We  cannot  then  but  take  notice 
of.  and  Offer  to  yo'  Exncys  Consideration  the  insolent  carriage 
and  behaviour  of  Cap'  Allen  in  this  Province,  not  onely  by 
endeavouring  to  divert  the  Inhabitants  thereof  from  their  due 
Obedience  to  his  L*p  by  saying  they  were  fooles  and  knaves  if 
they  paid  any  Duties  to  his  L***:  such  as  were  settled  by  Act  of 
Assembly,  that  my  Lord  Baltemore  had  nothing  to  doe  with 
them,  but  also  insulting  over  the  good  people  of  this  Province 
threatning  to  fire  their  houses,  publickly  and  frequently  declar- 
ing that  his  business  was  onely  to  your  Exncy:  and  tliat  he 
had  nothing  to  doe  with  my  Lord  Baltemore,  and  that  if  any 
shipp  or  vessell  should  come  into  this  Province  not  qualified 
according  to  Act  of  Parliam*  he  would  seize  them  and  carry 
them  into  Virginia,  w"*"  wee  humbly  conceive  absolutely  repug- 
nant to  the  Rights  and  priviledges  granted  his  L*"*  by  his 
Maj""  most  gracious  Charter  of  Maryland;  These  things 
amongst  many  other  of  the  like  nature  or  worse,  wee  doe  not 
onely  charge  him  with,  but  cann  upon  occasion  make  good

Severall  Depositions  were  this  day  taken,  and  ordered  to  be 
Entred  as  foil: 

John  Llewellin  of  S'  Maries  County  in  the  Province  of 
Maryland  sworne  and  examined  saith,  that  on  Sunday  the 
second  day  of  Novcmb;  last  past  he  was  desired  by  the  hon^'' 
Coll  Henry  Darnall  and  Maj'  Nicholas  Sewall  to  goe  with  them 
on  board  his  Maj""  Ketch  in  Pottuxen  River  (as  she  was 
tearmed)  whereof  one  Cap'  Alien  was  Command'  and  where 
(at  that  time)  Coll  George  Talbott  was  deteined  prisoner  for 
the  murder  of  M'  Christopher  Rousby;  That  this  Deponent 
did  waite  upon  their  Hono"  aboard^  where  accordingly  he  saw 
Coll  Talbott  in  Jrons,  and  under  a  guard;  That  the  Command' 
haveing  invited  the  said  Coll  Darnall  and  Majo^  Sewall  into 
the  Cabin,  This  Deponent  and  M'  Robert  Carvile  (who  went 
also  in  the  boate  with  this  Deponent)  were  also  invited  into 
the  Cabin,  and  there  heard  the  said  Cap'  Allen  give  a  relation 
of  the  murder,  which  being  done,  and  some  other  discourse 
pass'd  (and  which  the  Deponent  may  not  remember)  The  said 
Coll  Darnall  demanded  the  prisoner  in  the  name  of  the  R' 
hon"'  the  Lord  Prop"^^  to  be  delivered  up  to  the  Governm'  of 
this  Province,  to  be  proceeded  against  according  to  Law;  but 
Cap'  Allen  positively  refused  soe  to  doe,  upon  such  demand, 
but  if  they  would  please  to  demand  him  in  the  Kings  name  he 
would  deliver  him  The  said  Coll  Darnall  and  Maj'  Sewall 
(both  to  the  best  of  this  Dep"  remembrance)  made  answer 
that  it  was  the  same  thing  in  effect,  for  makeing  use  of  the 
Lord  Prop'^  name  was  by  vertue  of  his  Maj''"  Authority,  by  p.  170 
his  grant  to  his  L'^  of  this  Province,  which  they  then  produced 
and  lendred  the  s*^  Cap'  Allen  to  peruse,  but  he  slighted  it,  and 
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Lib.  K.  B.  K.  said  he  knew  the  Charter  well  enough,  or  words  to  that  effect 
That  from  thence  they  fell  to  discouse  of  the  Command" 
power,  and  he  produced  his  Commission  and  Instructions, 
some  of  which  the  Deponent  thinkes  he  read;  but  they  alledg- 
ing  that  he  ought  to  have  applyed  himself  to  the  Governm'  upon 
his  arrivall  into  the  Province,  and  civilly  have  made  knowne  his 
power,  he  replyed  he  had  nothing  to  doe  with  the  Governm'  his 
business  was  with  the  Kings  Collecto"^  and  my  Lord  Effing- 
ham his  Chiefe  Master  in  these  parts.  The  greate  power  and 
priviledge  granted  by  his  Maj"'  to  his  L***  in  his  Charter  of 
Maryland  was  then  urged  to  him,  and  that  thereby  all  persons 
civill  and  military  were  required  to  be  obedient  to  his  Maj^'*' 
Commands  therein;  The  Command'  then  replyed  he  knew  it, 
and  sayd  that  if  any  occasion  offered  he  would  be  ready  and 
willing  to  aid  and  assist  his  L**":  and  his  Governm'  but  to 
deliver  up  the  Prisoner  upon  any  demand  made  in  the  Lord 
Prop''"  name  he  could  not,  but  in  the  Kings  name  he  would: 
The  discourse  being  ended,  and  the  said  Coll  Darnall  and 
Maj^  Sewall  takeing  their  leaves,  The  Command'  ord'ed  his 
pinnace  to  waite  on  them  ashoare;  soe  goeing  over  the  sides 
The  said  Coll  Darnall  once  more  in  the  name  of  the  R*  hon*^ 
the  Lord  Prop'^  demanded  the  delivery  up  of  the  prisoner  to 
the  Governm'  but  he  refused  again  soe  to  doe,  and  thereupon 
they  putt  off;  but  after  the  civility  of  the  shipp  shewed  them, 
and  they  gotten  some  distance  off  the  Ketch,  The  Com- 
mand' ord'ed  the  pinnace  back  aboard,  and  accordingly 
wee  were  carried  aboard,  where  the  Command'  and  the  said 
Coll  Darnall  and  Maj'  Sewall,  went  into  the  Cabin,  and  had 
some  discourse,  which  was  (as  this  Depon'  was  told,  and 
understood  by  the  sequell)  that  he  the  said  Comand'  was 
informed  that  they  had  layd  waite  with  twenty  men  ashoare  to 
surprize  his  men,  To  which  the  ^  Allen  added,  (in  the  heare- 
ing  of  this  Deponent  goeing  downe  into  the  Cabbin)  by  God 
gentlemen  if  you  offer  any  such  thing,  expect  nothing  but  6re 
and  sword  from  me  or  words  to  that  effect,  but  they  haveing 
satisfied  him  with  the  falsity  of  the  Report,  he  civilly  dismissed, 
them,  and  ordered  his  Pinnance  again  to  waite  on  them 
ashoare

Robert  Carvile  of  S'  Maries  County  in  the  Province  of 
Maryland  aged  ffourty  Eight  yeares  &  upwards  sworne  and 
examined  deposeth  and  saith  as  folioweth  That  upon  Sunday 
the  second  day  of  November  instant  this  Deponent  was 
requested  by  the  hon^"  Coll  Henry  Darnall  &  Majo'  Nicholas 
Sewall  to  goe  along  with  them  together  with  M' John  Llewel- 
lin on  board  of  a  Ketch  in  Pottuxen  River  which  was  called 
his  Maj"**  Ketch;  and  whereof  Capt.  Allen  was  then  Com- 
mand' and  on  board  of  vi"^  Ketch  was  kept  prisoner  in  Irons 
Coll  George  Talbott  for  the  murder  of  M'  Christopher  Rousby 
as  was  then  reported,  that  accordingly  this  Deponent  did 
waite  upon  their  Hono"  Coll  Darnall  and  Maj'  Sewall  on 
board,  that  being  come  aboard  Coll  Darnall  and  Maj'  Sewall 
were  Invited  into  the  Capt*  Cabbin,  and  not  long  after  this 
Deponent  was  also  invited  into  the  same  Cabbin  That  after 
some  relation  made  by  Cap' Allen  touching  the  manner  of  the 
ffact  committed  by  Coll  Talbott  on  the  body  of  M'  Christopher 
Rousby  by  a  stabb  with  a  skeene  or  dagger  then  produced, 
this  Deponent  heard  Coll  Darnall  in  the  p'sence  of  M'  Sewall 
and  others  in  the  Cabbin  demand  of  the  s**  Cap'  Allen  the 
said  Coll  Talbott  to  be  delivered  under  a  good  or  safe  guard 
of  Cap' Aliens  ashore  to  the  Governm'  of  the  Province,  to  be 
secured  and  tryed  according  to  Law;  and  this  Coll  Darnall 
demanded  of  Cap'  Allen  in  the  name  of  the  R'  hon*"'*  the  Lord 
Prop''  but  Cap'  Allen  absolutely  refused  to  deliver  him  the 
said  Coll  Talbott  upon  any  command  in  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Prop*^  but  if  they  would  demand  the  prisoner  in  his  Maj"" 
name  our  Soveraigne  Lord  the  King,  he  would  deliver  him, 
To  which  it  was  replyed  by  Coll  Darnall,  or  Maj'  Sewall  or  p-  »72 
both,  that  they  could  not  doe  it  in  his  Maj""  name,lhough  what 
they  did  in  his  L'^'^*  name,  was  by  vertue  of  his  Maj^'**  authority 
by  his  grant,  which  was  then  produced  in  print,  and  tendred 
to  the  Cap'  to  read,  but  he  sayd  he  had  scene  read  or  knew 
the  same  already  Cap'  Allen  sayM  he  would  carry  him  to  Vir- 
ginia, and  there  receive  ord"  from  my  Lord  Effingham  his 
Chiefe  Master  in  these  parts,  as  he  sayed,  or  to  that  effect  was 
the  discourse  amongst  them.  Then  this  Deponent  doth  also 
remember  there  was  some  discourse  urged  by  Cap'  Allen 
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Lib.  R.  k.  R.  concerning   the   Captains  power,  that  he  might   (if  he  had 
pleased)  by  his  Commission,  and  the  martiall  Lawesof  the  Sea 
have   putt  him  to  death  there,     There  happened  also   some 
further  discourse  belweene  the  said  Coll  Darnall,  Maj'  Sewall,^j 
and  the  said  Capt  Allen,  touching  the  reason  why  Capt*  Alien^^ 
did  not  at  his  comeing  into  the  harbour  in  Maryland  acquaint  " 
the  Governm'  of  his  Quality  and  Comission,  and  make  some 
Entry  with  the  Governm'  of  his  Shipp  as  other  shipps  did 
usually  doe  and  were  obleiged;  (Tor  otherwise  without  such 
notice  the  Goverm'  might  reasonably  suspect  him  for  a  Pirate 
or  vessell  seizeable,  Cap'  Allen  relyed  upon  his  Cofnission  and 
Instructions,  conceiving  and  soe  affirming  that  he  had  nothing 
to  doe  with  my  Lord  Prop'*  or  his  Governm'  though  there,  but 
that  his  Instructions  obleiged  him  to  observe  noe  other  ord'* 
but  my  Lord  Effinghams  and  his  Maj^'"  Collecto^  in  Maryland 
the  said  M*^  Christopher  Rotisby  deed:  and  that  without  apply- 
ing himself  to  the  Governm'  of  Maryland  he  had  power  suffi- 
cient to  examine  and  seize  ships  if  he  had    occasion  ;  some 
things  being  urged  out  of  my  Lords  Charter  of  the  power 
given  by  his  Maj'*'  to  his  L*"*  his  heires  and  success©^  and  that 
all  persons  both  civill  and  military  were  to  be  Obedient  to  his 
Maj""  Commands  therein.  Cap'  Allen  did   then  say,  if  there 
were  any  fforreigne  or  domestick  rebellion  against  his  L*^ 
Governm'  by  sea  or  Land  he  would  be  ready  to  aid  and  assist 
his  L'**  and  Governm'     Hee  the  said  Capt.  Allen  did  produce 
his  Cofnission  and   other    writein^s  which  he   said  were  his 
Instructions,  and  read  some  small  matter  in  them  touching  the 
said  Collecto'  of  Maryland,  which  to  the  best  of  my  remem- 
brance was  that  he  should  acquaint  their  Hono  ^  from  whom  he 
had  those  Instructions,  of  what  correspondency  he  kept  with 
his  Maj'"'*  Collecto'  in  Maryland  or  to  that  effect.     And  after 
the  said  Coll  Darnall  and  Maj'  Sewall  comeing  away,     The 
p.  173  said   Coll  Darnall   did  once  more  in  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Prop''^  demand  the  said  prisoner  with  a  guard  ashoare,  till  the 
could  be  there  sufficiently  secured,  but  the   said  Cap'  Allen 
refused  to  deliver  him»  but  caused  his  Pinnance  to  be  manned 
to  sett  us  ashoare,  and  after  gave  nine  gunns,  and  after  the 
Guns  firedj  and  we  gone  some  distance  from  the  Ketch,  they 
hailed  the  pinnace  aboard,  and  aboard  wee  went,   and  Coll 
Darnall  and  Maj'  Sewall  went  into  the  Captains  Cabbin,  and 
they  had  some  words,  which  (as  I  understood)  that  some  on 
board  had  informed  the  Cap'  that  there  was  Twenty  men  (as 
1  take  it)  laid  waite  ashoare,  but  Coll  Darnall  and  Maj'  Sewall 
satisfyeing  the  Cap'  of  the  falsity  of  the  Report,  wee  had  again 
leave  to  depart  in  his  Pinnace  aforesaid.  This  is  the  substance 
of  what  I  can  say  touching  the  dispute  betweene  the  Capt"  a 
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gentlemen  of  the  Governm'  under  the 
relation  to  the  prisoner  and  the  Ketch  aforesaid

Anthony  Underwood  aged  twenty  five  yeares  or  thereabouts 
deposeth  as  followeth 

That  I  the  said  Anthony  was  sent  for  the  first  day  of 
November  to  the  house  of  Christopher  Rousby  Esq'  and  when 
I  came  there,  I  understood  by  the  said  Rousbys  Servants  that 
there  Master  was  killed  on  board  a  Ketch  then  rideing  about 
two  miles  within  the  mouth  of  Poltuxen  River  over  ag'  the 
said  Rousby's  Landing ;  which  said  Ketch  This  Depon'  was 
informed  belonged  to  his  Maj'"'  our  Sovereigne  Lord  the  King, 
and  that  one  Thomas  Allen  was  Command'  of  the  same,  on 
the  morrow  being  Sunday  the  said  Allen  sent  a  boate  to  fetch 
this  Deponent  aboard,  and  this  Deponent  was  carried  on  board 
in  the  said  boate,  and  when  I  came  on  board  the  said  Ketch,  I 
saw  Coll  Talbott  most  inhumanely  loaded  with  Irons,  and 
enquireing  the  reason  of  the  Cap'  he  told  me  he  the  said 
Talbott  had  killed  M'  Rousby  on  board,  and  that  he  was 
resolved  to  carry  him  for  Virginia,  to  receive  his  tryall  for  the 
fact  there,  This  Dep'  did  then  advise  Cap'  Allen  as  his 
ffriend  to  have  a  care  what  he  did,  and  further  told  him  that 
the  prisoner  ought  to  be  tryed  where  the  fact  was  Committed; 
upon  which  discourse  came  on  board  the  hon^'"  Coll  Henry 
Darnall,  and  Maj'  Nicholas  Sewall  two  of  the  Dep*''  Gov'no'* 
und'  the  R'  hon''''  the  Lord  Prop^  and  did  then  and  there 
demand  the  body  of  the  s**  Talbott  in  the  name  of  my  Lord 
Prop'''  to  be  delivered  to  them  in  ord'  to  receive  liis  tryall,  and 
that  Justice  might  be  done  according  to  Law,  To  which  Allen

notwithstanding  severall  reasons  urged  for  the  deliver)^  of  the 
said  Talbott,  Allen  refused  the  delivery  of  him,  and  soe  the 
said  Dep'"  Governo"  went  ashoare;  afterwards  the  said  Allen 
caused  me  to  stay  to  drink  a  bowle  of  punch  with  him,  which 
this  Dep'  did;  The  said  Allen  sayed  that  now  my  Lords 
Charter  was  not  worth  a  pinn,  and  that  there  were  a  greate 
many  of  hungry  Courtiers  that  would  jump  at  the  news  of 
Rousbys  death,  being  killed  by  the  hands  of  Coll  Talbott, 
being  a  man  Intrusted  by  my  Lord,  and  that  it  was  noe  doubt 
but  they  would  doe  my  Lords  business  with  the  King,  and 
soone  after  this  Dep'  went  ashoare.

master  of  the  said  Shipp  came  on  board  the  Ketch,  and  the 
said  Capt.  Allen  examined  his  Cocketts  &c:  The  Ma'  made 
answer  that  he  had  been  ashoare  with  Maj'  Sewall,  entred  his 
shipp  and  procured  his  pmitt,  To  which  the  Cap'  replyed  that 
he  ought  first  to  have  applyed  himself  to  the  Kings  Collecto'

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mand'  of  his  Maj''"  Ketch,  on  board  of  whom  the  fact  was  Lib.  r.  k.  k. 
committed;  on  ffriday  night  it  happened,  on  Saturday  night 
the  news  came  to  Maj'  Sewall,  who  p'sently  sent  to  communi- 
cate the  same  to  CoU  Darnall,  and  on  Sunday  morning  they 
two  together  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Council!,  and  M'  Carvile 
went  on  board  where  they  found  Coll  Talbott  a  prisoner  in 
Irons;  after  some  discourse  had  with  the  Command'  in  the

proceeded,  we  well  wish  it  to  be  to  yo'  L'^"  satisfaction  We 
have  onely  to  recommend  to  your  L**"  consideration  that  the 
substance  of  what  is  charged  to  Allen,  in  M' Bodkins,  Gay- 
skills  Jones,  Mitchells,  and  one  of  Doleberrys  Depositions  was 
before  the  murder  committed,  whereof  your  L*'':  may  make 
what  use  may  best  suite  with  your  better  judgement.

Besides  the  Councills  joint  Lett'  of  the  3**  of  December 
last,  your  L'''''  will  have  reed:  (we  doubt  not  ere  this)  a  pticu- 
lar Acco'  from  us  all  of  the  Estate  of  affaires  in  this  your  Pro- 
vince as  they  then  stood.  Duplicate  of  the  said  joint  Letter, 
and  coppys  of  all  papers  therewith  sent,  your  L'^  will  have  now 
transmitted  you  by  this  oportunity,  The  summe  and  substance 
of  all  (haveing  first  recounted  to  your  L'^:  the  unfortunate 
death  of  M^  Rousby  by  the  hands  of  Coll  Talbott,)  being 
chiefly  to  give  you  an  Ace'  of  the  insolent  rude  behaviour  of

Lording  it  over 
them,  in  a  most  insuff^erable  manner,  commanding  them  on 
board  him,  and  sending  aboard  them  to  ransack  and  toss  them 
at  his  pleasure,  insoemuch  that  it  is  onely  reverence  to  his 
Maj""  Comission,  that  tyes  the  tongues  and  hands  of  severall 
from  doeing  more  mischief  then  cann  be  answered;  In  fine 
(may  it  please  your  L*^)  unless  some  speedy  prudent  course  be 
taken  to  curb  the  insolence  of  this  mann,  not  onely  the  trade 
of  the  Province  will  be  ruined  (wherein  his  Maj"'  as  well  as 
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LJb.  R.  R.  R.  your  L'p  will  share  as  sufferers  with  us.)  but  also  your  Go\'. 
ernm'  here  rendred  ridiculous  and  ineffectuall  and  the  autho- 
rity become  a  nose  of  wax. 

Notwithstanding  the  Lord  Effinghams  wholesome  advice 
to  us  upon  the  death  of  M'  Rousby,  to  make  provision  for 
the  Collecting  of  his  Maj""  Duties  by  Authoriseing  some 
honest  able  person  to  manage  the  same  untill  further  ord' 
from  his  Maj"':  (which  this  Governm'  had  Anticipated  by 
takeing  that  previous  care  as  became  them  before  the  Receipt 
of  his  L*p*  Letter)  Yett  Cap'  Allen  has  taken  upon  him  (by 
what  authority  we  know  not)  publickly  to  declare,  that  he 
would  appoint  a  Collecto"  in  M'  Rousby's  place,  and  wondred 
p-  '83  at  this  Governm*  here  that  they  should  Offer  to  meddle  in 
that  affaire,  which  he  said  they  had  nothing  to  doe  with; 
although  his  Ma'^  the  Lord  Effingham  (as  before  hinted) 
thought  otherwise;  He  hath  seized  severall  shipps  and  vessells 
here,  &  carried  them  all  into  Virginia  for  tryall,  where  some 
have  been  condemned  and  some  acquitted:  he  is  now  and 
constantly  in  this  Province,  takeing  noe  notice  at  all  of  the 
Shipping  in  Virginia,  but  giveing  them  oportunity  enough  to 
defraud  his  Maj*'*  or  doe  what  else  they  please;  insoemuch 
that  it  has  been  said  (and  indeed  as  the  affaire  is  managed  it 
may  take  with  some)  that  Cap*  Allen  designes  onely  the 
destruction  of  this  Province,  he  haveing  himself  declared  that 
he  would  reduce  both  Governm"  to  One,  endeavouring  (as 
much  as  in  him  lyes)  to  divert  the  good  people  of  this  Pro- 
vince from  their  fidelity  and  Obedience  to  your  L'^*p:  and  this 
your  Governm*  thinks  ill  becomeing  a  -pson  under  his  circum- 
stances and  Qualifications.  One  vessell  called  the  Providence 
of  Deale  by  him  seized  in  S'  Maries  River  not  long  since 
he  offered  to  bring  to  tryall  here  in  this  Province,  provided  he 
could  (agreeable  to  his  Cofnission  as  he  tearmed  it)  have  a 
Court  for  that  purpose  called  in  his  Maj*'**  name,  as  by  his 
Lett'  to  Coll  Digges;  Coppy  whereof,  and  of  Coll  Digges's 
answer  is  inclosed  for  your  L*""*  peruseall  But  wee  Submitt 
all  to  your  L*p'  better  judgem'  and  directions 

On  Tuesday  last  the  17'*"  instant  came  a  Lett^  from  the 
Lord  Effingham  of  the  11*''  instant,  affording  new  but  ill  Sub- 
ject matter  of  news  (viz:)  the  escape  of  Coll  George  Talbott 
out  of  custody  in  Virginia  the  night  preceeding,  as  by  coppy 
of  his  L'p*  Lett'  Inclosed  you  will  pceive:  The  Letf  comeing 
to  Coll  Digges  hand  first,  he  then  immediately  issued  out  his 
Hue  and  Cry,  and  on  thursday  last  we  all  of  us  as  many  as 
could  meete  together,  signed  and  sent  forth  hue  and  Cry  to 
all  the  Counties  of  this  Province,  but  least  that  may  not  be 
effectuall  enough,  we  intend  on  Tuesday  the  ?4*''  of  this 
moneth  when  wee  meete  at  Court  to  sett  forth  Proclamations 
for  the  apprehending  &  secureing  of  the  fugitive,  and  will

se  our  endeavour  to  bring  him  to  justice;  although  al  firs 
see  much  questioned,  as  that  we  were  not  to  be  trusted  with 
the  prisoner;  but  how  much  better  the  case  lias  been  managed, 
now  is  evident  Now  we  come  to  render  your  L*p  our  hearty 
thankes  for  your  see  favourably  takeing  notice  of  us  in  seve- 
ral! Letters  to  us  -pticularly;  and  acknowledge  to  have  reed: 
coppies  of  the  Lords  of  the  Committee,  and  the  Com"  Letters 
and  Instructions  to  your  L*p.  which  we  have  perused  and  con- 
sidered, and  shall  as  neere  as  possibly  we  cann  follow  your  p.  184 
L****  ord'  in  complyance  with  the  said  Instructions:  There  are 
some  things  that  doe  seeme  a  little  difficult  at  first  sight,  one 
especially  altogether  impossible,  and  that  is  sending  home  all 
Cocketts  since  the  yeare  1680:  we  cannot  find  any  such,  nor 
did  wee  ever  know  or  heare  of  any  coppies  taken,  or  orders 
given  for  soe  doeing;  but  the  Cocketts  returned  to  the  master 
after  peruseall  and  notice  taken  of  them,  all  or  most  part  of  the 
bonds  of  Navigation  have  been  usually  taken  by  the  Kings 
Collect'  what  of  them  shall  be  produced,  and  require  suite,  we 
will  see  shall  be  effectually  prosecuted. 

We  shall  observe  the  matter  of  forme  in  receiveing  &  grant- 
ing Certificates,  and  accordingly  acquaint  every  master  of 
Shipp  with  the  danger  of  goeing  without  such  Certificates, 
and  for  the  ffuture  shEill  be  very  carefull  in  takeing  sufficient 
able  security,  such  as  this  Province  affords:  There  is  one 
Article  more  which  seemes  something  dark,  which  saies  that 
noe  European  goods  shall  be  permitted  to  be  landed  in  tliis 
Province  but  by  warrant  from  the  Collecto'  and  in  the  p'^sence 
of  an  Officer,  we  want  to  have  explained,  who  it  is  must  pro- 
vide this  Officer,  and  how  he  shall  be  satisfied,  nay  according 
to  the  true  literall  sense  thereof  (if  the  same  must  be  strictly 
pursued)  there  must  of  necessity  be  an  Officer  on  board  every 
Shipp  that  comes  in,  which  will  create  an  extraordinary  charge 
or  else  the  shipp  putt  to  unnecessary  tedious  delays:  This  and 
almost  all  the  other  Articles  of  the  Lords,  and  the  Commiss" 
Instructions  have  dependency  upon  the  Kings  Collect'  which 
by  reason  of  the  late  unhappy  murd'  of  M'  Rousby  we  will 
take  care  shall  be  supplyed  by  those  persons  appointed  by  this 
Governm*  to  looke  after  &  secure  hisMaj''**  Duties  here;  And 
soe  may  it  please  your  L"^p:  we  shall  in  all  things  to  our  skill 
and  power  endeavour  punctually  to  comply  with  the  said 
Instructions  according  to  y^  L'**  ord'  soe  farr  forth  as  in  us 
lyes,  and  upon  all  occasions  sufficiently  demonstrate  that  this 
your  Province  is  as  Zealous,  and  we  cann  act  as  much  for  the 
advancem*  of  his  Maj"**  service  and  Interest  as  any  other  of 
his  plantations  or  Dominions  whatsoever,  and  therein  approove 
ourselves  Y'  L^^"  most  ffaithfuU  humble  Serv**

The  said  Roger  Examined  Saith  and  Declareth  as  foil  ( 


That  on  Saturday  last  was  a  moneth  or  thereabouts  (as  he 
remembers)  he  sett  out  from  Pottuxen  River  in  a  shallop  have- 
ing  on  board  Mad*  Talbott,  Philim  Murry  and  another  Irish 
man  red  haired,  and  two  new  hands  Irish,  together  with  a 
Servant  wench  and  a  Child  bound  for  Virginia,  where  they 
arrived  at  Esq'  Wormleys  in  Rappahanock  the  Wednesday 
following.  On  Thursday  morning  Mad"  Talbott,  Philim 
Murry,  the  servant  wench  and  the  Child,  with  a  Servant  of 
Esq'  Wormleys  went  over  for  Gloucester  County,  where  Coll 
Talbott  was  then  a  prisoner  in  custody;  On  ffriday  Esq' 
Wormley  man  came  back  with  the  horses,  leaveing  the  rest  of 
the  Company  behind  him;  On  Sunday  foil  Madam  Talbott  with 
the  rest  of  her  Company  returned  to  the  shallop,  onely  the 
Child  which  the  Coll  desired  to  keepe  with  him  was  left 
behind;  He  this  Examinant  enquired  of  the  red  haired  Irish 
man  whither  Mad""  Talbott  designed  back  again  in  the  shallop 
with  him,  because  she  said  when  she  went  from  Maryland,  she 
intended  not  to  returne  with  him  for  Maryland.  The  said 
Irish  man  answered  that  Mad"  Talbott  did  intend  to  goe  back 
with  him  for  Maryland  but  the  Child  was  left  behind  untill  such 
time  as  Mad"  Talbott  came  again  for  Virginia:  On  Monday 
morning  they  all  came  away  downe  to  the  mouth  of  Rappa- 
hanock to  Esq'  Wormleys,  and  in  the  Evening  they  went 
ashore  to  dress  some  meate,  and  bought  some  meale  of  which 
they  made  bread,  and  lay  with  the  shallop  a  mile  within  the 
South  point  of  Rappahanock  River,  and  on  Tuesday  morning 
Philim  Murry  and  the  red  haired  Irish  mann  with  one  of  the 
new  hands  went  ashoare  to  enquire  (as  they  said)  for  a  kins- 
mans  of  the  new  hands,  and  told  him  the  Examinant  they 
would  goe  to  the  ordinary  and  gett  a  bottle  of  Rumm ;  and 
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Madam  Talbott  saying  she  had  a  mind  to  eate  some  Oysters  Lib.  r.  k.  r. 
out  of  a  pitt  there  hard  by  which  she  had  formerly  tasted  off,  p-  '^^ 
desired  this  Examin'  to  putt  ashore  at  the  North  point  of  Rap- 

tpahanock  River  to  gett  some  oysters  till  they  came  back, 
which  was  done,  and  on  Wednesday  morning  about  Sunn 
rise  he  the  examinant  weighed  to  goe  to  the  other  side  to 

•  looke  for  his  company  which  he  thought  (and  soe  told  Mad"" 
Talbott)  might  be  drunk  at  the  Ordinary,  staying  soe  long  as 
they  did,  but  just  as  the  Anchor  was  a  peake  he  the  Dep' 
espied  a  Canooe  comeing  about  the  point  (viz  the  North  point 
where  he  lay)  and  then  he  told  Mad™  Talbott  he  saw  the 
Canooe  coming  and  suddenly  after  he  espied  four  of  them  in 
the  Canooe,  whereof  he  advised  Mad™  Talbott,  and  was 
inquisitive  to  know  how  the  fourth  man  the  stranger  should 
gett  ashore  again.  Mad"  Talbott  then  said,  what?  is  his  Couzen 
come  then  ?  and  thereupon  came  out  of  the  Cabin,  and  spoke 
Irish  to  the  new  hand  aboard,  and  p'sently  replyed  to  what  the 
Ex*  said,  It  may  be  he  (meaneing  the  Stranger)  will  goe  for 
Maryland;  Soe  soone  as  the  Canooe  came  on  board  they  made 
her  fast,  and  the  people  all  four  of  them  stept  into  the  shallop, 
And  he  the  Examinant  hoisted  up  sayles,  and  came  out  to  the 
mouth  of  the  River,  and  the  wind  haveing  been  out  of  the 
way  for  Eight  or  Tenn  daies,  Mad™  Talbott  bid  him  the 
Examin'  beare  away  for  the  Eastern  shore,  w"''  he  did,  and 
stood  all  along  the  shoare  untill  they  came  against  Hoopers 
Island;  and  then  Mad*"  Talbott  told  this  Examin'  that  they  could 
not  sett  him  over  to  the  Western  shoare  for  feare  the  wind 
should  be  out  of  the  way,  and  they  were  willing  to  keepe  the 
Eastern  shore  because  of  the  conveniency  of  the  harbours: 
Philim  Murry  made  answer  again,  Mad""!  Roger  has  business 
at  the  Eastern  shore  for  some  meate  he  said  he  was  to  have 
when  he  came  away  from  Pottuxen,  upon  which  Mad""  Talbott 
said,  Roger  since  you  have  business  here  it  will  not  be  much 
hinderance  to  you,  but  if  your  stay  be  any  thing  long  for  want 
of  a  passage,  I  will  satisfie  you  for  the  time  till  you  gett  over. 
Soe  mad"'  Talbott,  with  three  of  her  people  and  this  Examin' 
went  ashoare  to  M'  Hoopers,  where  they  gott  two  pones  of 
bread,  and  went  aboard  again,  leaveing  behind  them  the 
Examin'  ashoare,  and  immediately  they  made  away  with  the 
shallop  out  of  this  Examin"  Sight,  and  he  never  saw  them 
since.

Ordered  therefore  that  the  Sheriff  of  the  said  County  of 
Som'sett  forthwith  upon  receipt  hereof  take  into  his  custody 
the  body  of  the  said  Edward,  and  him  safely  and  securely 
keepe  untill  such  time  as  he  shall  find  and  give  good  &  Suffi- 
cient security  for  his  future  good  behaviour,  and  appeareance 
before  his  L*'*  Justices  of  the  said  County,  at  the  next  County 
Court  there  to  be  holden,  then  &  there  to  answer  the  p'misses, 
and  to  stand  to  and  abide  what  shall  be  by  them  therein 
further  awarded  and  determined.  Hereof  faile  not  and  for  soe 
doeing  this  shall  be  your  warrant.  Dated  at  the  Councill 
Chamber  at  the  City  of  S'  Maries  the  second  day  of  March  in 
the  Tenth  yeare  of  the  Dominion  of  the  R*  hon''''  Charles  &c.

The  hon'''"  Coll  William  Stevens  p'sents  to  the  board  an 
Information  he  had  lately  reed:  from  a  gentl  in  Acamock  of 
severall  robberies  committed  on  the  bay  by  one  Roger  Makeele 

his  Accomplices  (viz:) 
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Lib.  R.  R.  R.  Acomack  ss: 

Memdu  about  the  20***  of  January  last  (\ 
Richard  Stevens,  with  one  Richard  Baily  and  William 
in  a  boate  about  16  foote  keele  bound,  and  on  their  voyage 
from  Choptank  to  Northampton  County  in  Virginia  putt 
shoare  at  Watts  or  Gabriells  Island  adjacent  to  Accoma 
County,  and  in  the  boate  about  or  neere  20000'  of  tob"  value, 
the  men  being  on  shoare  neere  the  boate,  by  a  fire,  in  the 
close  of  Evening  came  4  men  (viz.)  One  Roger  Makeele,  one 
P'  «92  called  M'  Smith,  one  other  white  man,  and  One  negro  came  to 
the  boate,  with  3  people  appertaineing  to  one  M'  Jenckins 
plantation  on  s*^  Island;  Two  of  the  men  entred  the  boate, 
Roger  commanding  to  putt  off,  Stevens  forbad,  and  laid 
hands  on  the  grapling,  Roger  violently  thrust  him  from  it  into 
the  water,  and  commanded  them  to  putt  off,  which  they  did, 
all  the  4  men  being  visibly  well  armed  with  gunns  &  swords, 
one  other  of  Rogers  crew,  and  one  of  the  Islanders  went  into 
a  shallop  there  rideing  by,  and  went  off  in  company  with  the 
aforesaid  boate,  in  the  meane  while  Roger  with  many  threat- 
ning  words,  and  daunting  expressions  in  company  with  other 
two  Islanders  staied  at  the  water  side,  about  two  houres  after 
the  aforesaid  4  men  returned  in  the  shallop  belonging  to 
Roger,  haveing  left  Stevens  boate  and  goods  (as  they  supposed) 
upon  some  other  Island  not  farr  distant;  Roger  ordered  2  men 
of  the  Island  to  stay  armed  all  that  night  at  the  water  side,  to 
guard  the  said  Makeeles  and  Confederates  water  vesse 
which  were  two;  himself  and  crew  with  one  called  Overseer 
the  Island  goeing  to  the  house,  which  was  about  a  mile  dis- 
tant; next  day  Stevens  and  the  other  two  goeing  to 
the  house,  found  them  drinking  and  feasting  with  Rumm 
or  Brandy,  mutton  Turkeys  &c''  but  would  not  entertaine 
or  releive  whom  they  had  robb'd.  After  two  daies  and  nights 
being  there  deteined  fasting  &c"  Roger  ord'ed  one  of  his  crew, 
and  one  of  the  Island  crew  to  sett  the  said  three  men  on 
shoare,  whereupon  a  small  boate  was  Launched  which  had 
layne  hid  amongst  tenderwoods,  and  sett  them  on  shoare  to  the 
maine,  Landing  them  in  a  remote  place  upon  Marishes,  and 
immediately  returned,  but  exacted  from  them  some  of  their 
clothes  for  their  soe  doeing.  The  said  Bailey,  and  William, 
may  be  in  Dorsett  County,  if  think  fitt  to  be  better  informed, 
but  Stevens  made  oath  to  the  substance  of  the  above  relation 
in  Accomack  Court,  and  that  he  knew  Roger  by  former  ac- 
quaintance. About  a  Sea*nnight  following  a  sloope  with 
about  8  or  900'  of  goods  being  bound  to  tlie  Eastern  shore 
from  the  Westerne,  comeing  to  Anchor  under  s 
men  went  on  shoare;  where  were  with  many 
tacons  Invited  to  come  all  of  the  men  on  shoare,  and  refresh

themselves  with  fresh  provisions,  a  beife  being  then  hanging  Lib.  R.  R.  r, 
up  lately  kill'd  and  fresh  mutton.  But  one  Thomas  Ley  (who 
lay  wind  bound  at  s"^  Island  in  a  bad  sloope  loaden  with  plank 
and  other  Lumber)  who  well  knew  said  Makeele,  and  -pceive- 
ing  his  designe  to  betray  the  strangers  on  shoare,  tooke  opor- 
tunity  to  acquaint  them  of  the  danger,  and  practice  of  said  p-  '93 
Roger,  (as  the  m'chant  of  said  Goods  informed  this  Certificant) 
whereupon  they  repaired  on  boards  and  gott  to  Sayle:  Seve- 
rall  other  attempts  have  been  made  by  s*^  Makeele  and  Con- 
federates, as  credible  reports  have  informed;  and  Indians  have 
been  robb'd  of  gunns,  furrs,  &c"  by  them  lately;  When  Ste- 
vens was  robb'd,  was  but  4  men  knowne  to  be  of  the  crew, 
besides  those  3  of  the  Island  in  confederacy;  but  supposed  had 
more  Confederates  on  the  adjacent  Islands.  That  the  said 
Roger  Makeele  hath  been  a  person  of  not  onely  evill  fame, 
but  certainly  of  very  bad  life  and  conversation  is  well  knowne 
by  at  least  Sixteene  or  Seaventeene  yeares  acquaintance  of

Ordered  that  a  Lett'  be  writt  to  the  Lord  Effingham  ac- 
quainting him  therewith  &  desireing  his  L*^  to  use  all  meanes 
for  the  suppressing  the  said  Pirates  and  that  warrants  issue 
to  the  severall  sheriffes  of  this  Province  &  to  apprehend  the  said 
Makeele  and  his  Confederates  or  any  of  them  wheresoever

his  wifes  and  Childrens  comeing  into  this  Province,  and  after- 
wards it  soe  happened  that  your  Pet"  said  wife  mett  w"*  one 
Henry  Staples  of  Kent  County  then  in  Dublin  in  Ireland,  & 
bound  for  Maryland,  your  Pet"  wife  understanding  thereof, 
applyed  her  self  to  him  (she  being  an  Illiterate  pson,  &  not 
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knowing  the  affaires  of  this  Countrey)  for  advice  from  him  ub.K,  r.  r. 
]  concerning    her    comeing    into    this    Province,   &    likewise 
informed  him  of  her  husbands  desire.     Thereupon  the  said 
Staples  -pmised  all  the  imaginable  kindnesses  to  your  Pet" 
said  wife  that  might  be  in  assisting  her,  in  her  and  her  Chil- 
drens  passage  for  Maryland,  asserting  that  he  very  well  knew 
your  Pet'  in  this  Countrey,  and  further  that  he  would  procure 
passage  for  them,  and   likewise  carry  them  to  her  husband 
yo'  Pet'  and  deliver  them  in  Maryland  aforesaid;  upon  which 
your  Pet"  said  wife  and  two  Children  being  very  desirous  of 
comeing  to  her  husband  and  their  ffather  was  glad  of  that

Bee  it  knowne  that  1  Robert  Kemble  of  Back  Creeke  in 
Elk  River  Planter,  doe  this  p'sent  fourth  day  of  March  declare, 
and  shall  at  any  time  verifye  upon  my  oath  that  upon  the  19'" 
day  of  ffebruary  1684:  I  saw  the  person  of  Coll  George  Talbott 
in  disguise  at  George  Oldfields  house  in  Elk  River  aforesaid, 
where  was  p'sent  M"  Talbott,  wife  of  the  said  Coll  Philim 
Murry,  and  one  fifahy  Brother  to  one  ffahy  who  was  Dep''' 
Surv'  to  the  s**  Coll  Talbott,  together  with  the  said  Oldfieldes 
wife  and  ffamilyand  dureing  the  time  of  this  Informants  being 
there,  the  s"*  Coll  Talbotts  Shallop  was  busking  and  turning 
before  the  said  Oldfields  Landing,  for  the  space  of  several 
houres.)  That  this  Informant  was  desired  by  M"  Talbott  wife 
of  the  said  Coll  Talbott  the  murderer  of  M'  Christopher 
Rousby  to  repaire  to  the  said  Oldfields  house,  the  day  and 
yeare  aforesaid,  where  being  accordingly  come,  he  is  well 
assured  for  the  reasons  before  and  after  expressed  that  at  the 
time  and  place  aforesaid  the  said  Coll  George  Talbott  was 
then  and  there  in  the  house  aforesaid^  for  this  Informant  was 
well  acquainted  with  him,  and  knew  him  to  be  subject  to  a 
cough  which  he  heard  the  s**  person  oftentimes  to  doe  in  the 
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Lib.  R.  R.  R.  night  time  of  the  day  afores**  in  the  next  roome  in  Oldfields 
house,  separate  onely  by  Clapboards  from  the  place  where 
this  Informant  lay,  and  the  rather  for  that  M"  Talbott  had  as 
before  desired  the  Informant  to  come  and  receive  ord'  for  a 
debt  due  from  Coll  Talbott,  which  she  then  said,  he  partly  or 
in  greate  measure  denied,  by  saying  there  was  not  soe  much 
due,  and  also  for  that  the  wife  of  John  Causine  of  Elk  River 
aforesaid  told  this  Informant,  he  the  said  Coll  Talbott  lay  at 
her  Sisters  beds  head  in  the  said  Oldfields  house  the  night 
before  the  \<^^  Day  of  ffebruary.

At  a  Conference  held  with  the  Speaker  and  others  the 
greate  men  of  the  nation  of  Sinnico  Indians  called  Sachochi- 
nagheti,  at  the  house  of  Coll  George  Wells  in  Baltemore 
County  at  the  head  of  the  Bay  on  the  16"*  Day  of  Aprill  in  the 
Tenth  yeare  of  the  Dominion  of  the  R'  hen'"'*  Charles  &c. 
Annoq  Dmi.  1685  in  ord'  to  renew  and  confirm  the  Articles  of 
peace  last  made  with  them  by  the  hon^'^  Coll  Henry  Coursey 
and  Coll  Philemon  Lloyd  thereunto  by  Commission  from  the 
R*  hon'"  the  Lord  Prop'^  especially  Authorised  and  appointed. 
i  Coll  Thomas  Taillor  \ 
The  hon''''  \  Coll  Henry  Darnall  >  Present 
(  Coll  Henry  Coursey  J 

The  Indians  by  their  said  Speaker  delivered  themselves  as 
foil  (viz:) 

That  whereas  they  were  frequently  commanded  by  their 
Elders  or  greate  men  to  pass  into  other  nations  either  forwarr 
or  peace,  they  were  now  sent  hither  pticularly  (as  they  did 
conceive)  before  their  Hono"  as  the  head  or  chiefe  of  this  Pro- 
vince; and  for  English  and  Indians  Inhabitants  all  about  these 
parts  to  renew  or  Establish  their  league  or  peace  formerly 
made,  and  accordingly  were  ready  to  discourse  of  that  matter, 
and  to  confirme  what  they  said  by  these  p'sents  (viz.) 

i;  And  first  they  p'^sented  a  belt  of  Peake  which  they  laid 
down  in  testimony  that  the  Pascattoway  Indians  (whom  they 
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Lib.  R.  K.  K.  called  Gonoois,  were  -psons  with  whom  they  had  had  great 
troubles,  but  thereby  they  did  assure  them  of  their  firm  reno- 
vation of  peace,  and  future  sincerity  towards  them. 

2:  They  presented  two  Beaver  skinns  as  a  scale  or  confir- 
mation of  peace  with  all  other  Indian  nations  of  these  parts. 

3:  They  p'sented  a  Belt  of  Peake  to  cleare  and  remoove 
all  difficulties  or  obstacles,  and  to  proclame  or  declare  a  firm 
peace  betwixt  them  and  these  parts,  and  all  the  Indians 
thereof. 

4:     They  presented  two  Beavers  to  testifie  that  peace  was 
now  Established  betweene  their  Hono"  for  these  parts,  and 
themselves  for  their  severall  nations  of  Indians:  And  they  did 
confidently  beleive    their   Hono'*   would   slight  contemne  or 
think  amiss  of  them,  but  looke  on  them  as  fTriends,  and  not 
altogether  as  Indians  rude  and  impolite  in  their  discourse,  bi^^ 
hoped  they  would  excuse  all  friendly  and  with  sincerity.         ^H 
p.  217      5:     They  p'sented  a  necklace  of  Peake  desireing  that  upon    ' 
this  Confirmation  of  peace,  they  might  be  noe  more  esteemed 
as  Enemys,  but  ffriends  and  have  the  liberty  and  freedome  as 
such  to  pass  and  repass  the  Countrey  upon  their  occasions. 

6:  They  presented  two  Beavers  to  signifie  that  there  was  in 
them  noe  rancour,  noe  malice  nor  venome,  but  their  breasts 
were  filled  with  comfort,  and  they  had  taken  a  medicine  soe 
wholesome  that  it  had  purged  them  of  all  venome  whatever. 

7:     They   p'sented  a  Belt  of  Peake  (necklace)  signifyeing 
that  whereas  much  blood  had  been  spilt  betweene  them,  and 
the  Pascattoway  Indians,  with  greate  trouble  labour  and  toile, 
•  they  the  s'^  Pascattoway  Indians  might  nowremaine  secured  of    ! 

peace,  and  raigne  w'^'out  molestation  in  their  owne  territoryes. 

8:  They  p'sented  a  necklace  of  Peake  thereby  to  renew  | 
confirme  &  Establish  what  they  had  said  in  reference  to  the  , 
Pascattoway  Indians,  and  all  other  Indians  in  these  parts.        ^H 

9:     They  p'sented  two  Beavers  to  their  Mono"  for  the  LorC^l 
Prop'*'  of  this  Province,  and  all  Indians  of  these  parts,  as  imme- 
diately from  their  greate  nation  called  The  Long  knife  to  con- 
firme a  league  or  peace  with  the  English,  and  all  the  Indians  ^^ 
these  parts.  ^H 

10:  They  p'sented  a  Belt  of  Peake  to  compleate  all  peace^ 
betweene  them  and  all  the  Indian  nations  of  these  parts. 

1 1:  They  p^sented  two  Beavers  in  lesiimony, that  whereas 
they  had  been  kept  upon  the  watch,  formerly  allarmed,  and  putt 
into  many  frights,  they  would  give  to  understand,  they  were 
now  at  quielt.  at  rest,  and  peace  of  mind,  and  satisfied  of  the 
greate  friendship  betweene  the  English  and  them. 

1 2:  They  p'sented  a  Belt  of  Peake  in  testimony  that  all 
Indians  whatsoever  of  these  parts  might  goe  free  about  their 
occasions  without  trouble  or  molestation  for  the  future,  and 
that  they  signed  a  firm  peace  w**"  them  all. 
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13:     They  p'sented  a   Belt  of  Peake  as  from  their   owne  Lib.  K.  k.  k. 
proper  nation  called  the  Sachochinagheti  Nation,  not  onely  in 
relation  to  a  peace  for  their  owne  nation,  but  all  other  nations 
about  them  with  their  Hon"  whom  they  looked  upon   as  the 
representatives  of  the  English  and  Indians- of  these  parts. 

14:  Ihey  p'sented  a  Belt  of  Peake  in  conclusion  for  con- 
firmation &  Establishm'  of  a  firme  and  stable  peace,  saying 
they  hoped  they  might  kindle  a  fire  on  any  part  of  the  land, 
for  their  necessary  vses  without  Offmce. 

15:  They  now  hoped  they  had  by  all  these  p'sents  reestab- 
lished all  peace  for  their  Masters  and  their  Indians  with  their 
Hono"  and  all  English  and  Indians  of  these  parts,  and  that 
their  Hono'^^  would  soe  esteeme  it. 

16:     They  made  a  present  of  an  Indian  Boy

The  Answer  of  Coll  Thomas  Tailler,  Coll  Henry  Darnall, 
and  Coll  Henry  Coursey  to  Sachagacagenoy  Speaker  with 
three  mure  greate  men  Elected  and  chosen  by  the  greate  men 
of  all  the  nations  of  Indians  with  whom  Coll  Henry  Coursey 
and  Coll  Philemon  Lloyd  had  made  and  concluded  peace  at 
ffort  Albany 

Wee  are  glad  to  see  you  there,  and  you  are  very  wellcome 
to  us  the  greate  men  of  this  Countrey  who  doe  meete  you  to 
speake  to  you  in  behalf  of  all  the  English,  and  all  the  Indians 
in  Virginia  and  Maryland  being  all  Subjects  under  one  greate 
King. 

Wee  are  glad  to  see  you,  and  that  according  to  the  time 
your  greate  men  of  your  severall  nations  have  been  soe  mind- 
full  of  the  Covenant  and  peace  made  with  them,  and  have  now 
sent  you  to  us,  in  ord""  to  the  ratifyeing  and  confirming  that 
peace,  that  it  may  remaine  &  stand  forever  cleane  and  pure 
toward  all  the  English  and  Indians  both  in  Virginia  and  Mary- 
land, which  accordingly  wee  shall  not  be  wanting  on  our  parts 
to  keepe  and  maintaine. 

Wee  take  notice  you  have  in  four  severall  speeches  layd 
downe  a  present  to  each  speech,  in  testimony  of  your  sinceere 
desire  and  willingness  to  pass  by  all  injuries  reed:  from  the 
Conoois  or  Pascattowayes,  and  although  there  hath  been  greate 
trouble  labour  and  paines,  and  a  greate  deale  of  bloodshed 
betweene  you,  all  is  forgotten  by  you,  and  past  by  and  buried 
deepe,  never  to  be  remembred  any  more. 

Wee  like  it  well,  and  it  is  a  Testimony  of  your  desire  to  con- 
tinue peace  &  friendship  with  them  and  us,  we  shall  acquaint

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Lib.  R,  K.  k  them  with  it,  that  they  be  as  carefull  to  keepe  the  Covenant 
Chain  unspotted  on  their  parts  towards  you,  as  you  have  been, 
&  have  soe  freely  declared  towards  them. 

Wee  doe  assure  you,  we  shall  not  looke  upon  you  angrily 
or  contemptibly,  or  despise  you,  neither  have  wee  since  wee 
were  at  Amity  with  you,  but  as  our  friends  &  brethren  & 
shall  soe  doe  for  the  ffuture. 

And  for  your  desire  that  you   may  pass  and  repass,  and 
make  fires  in  any  of  our  parts,  as  you  may  have  occasion  to 
travell  about  your  lawfull  occasions  without  watch  or  feare  as 
formerly,  according  to  the  peace  formerly  made  at  Albany,  we  J 
ratifie  and  confirme  the  same  to  you.  H 

And  now  we  take  notice  that  you  declare  your  readiness  in  ~ 
tlie  behalf  of  all  your  nations  that  sent  you  hither  to  confirme 
and  renew  the  peace  formerly  made  with  you  all  for  and  in  the 
behalf  of  all  the  English  in  Virginia  and  Maryland,  and  all  the 
p.  ii9  Indians  under  the  protection  of  our  greate  King;  Wee  think 
well  of  you,  and  doe  declare  our  hearty  friendship  to  you,  that 
you  have  beene  soe  mindfull  to  come  to  us, and  that  the  Chain 
of  the  Covenant  may  be  handled  and  looked  over  on  both 
parts,  that  if  there  should  be  any  rust  upon  any  link,  we  may 
see  whose  it  is,  that  by  them  it  be  rubb'd  and  made  bright,  and 
the  whole  chain  kept  strong;  and  as  we  hope  it  will  be  your 
care,  soe  wee  assure  you  it  shall  be  ours  and  we  shall  signifie 
to  all  English  and  Indians  within  the  league  and  covenant  con-M 
firmed  this  day,  that  the  chaine  be  kept  bright  &  cleane  never  ^ 
to  rust  or  decay,  but  may  remaine  firm  while  the  sun  and 
Moone  endures. 

And  now  we  hope  all  is  done  to  the  greate  satisfaction  of 
us  &  you  and  that  when  you  returne  to  your  severall  greate 
men  they  will  be  well  pleased,  and  receive  you  with  joy,  and 
satisfaction,  as  good  messengers:  In  testimony  of  our  good 
likeing  we  take  up  your  severall  p'^sents  and  now  present  you 
with — 

And  also  for  your  paines  and  travell  doe  give  to  every  one 
of  you  that  have  soe  willingly  and  truly  behaved  yourselves  in 
this  greate  worke,  a  matchcoate,  and  some  powder  and  shott 
,  to  kill  meate  on  your  journey,  and  come  to  satisfie  your  hunger 
in  your  travells,  that  you  may  be  encouraged  to  come  to  us 
again  at  the  time  appointed  by  the  Articles  agreed  on;  And 
now  the  Conclusion  of  all  is,  wee  doe  conclude  you  to  be  our  _ 
friends  and  Brothers.  ■ 

And  now  last  of  all  haveing  soe  often  handled  the  Chain  of 
Covenant  we  doe  find  some  spotts  of  Rust  upon  one  link, 
which  wee  desire  you  will  use  your  endeavour  to  see  made 
bright  and  cleane,  that  not  one  link  may  decay  and  that  is  aj 
link  the  Onneydes  have  neglected  to  keepe  cleane,  fTor  after 
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the  Covenant  made  at  fort  Albany,  some  of  their  Indians  tooke  Lib.  r.  r.  r. 
&  carried  away  about  ffifty  Indians  from  the  Eastern  shore, 
belonging  to  Ababco,  and  that  in  a  hostile  manner,  and  have 
returned  but  part  of  them  again. 

wee  desire  that  the  remaind'  may  be  noe  longer  deteined 
but  sent  home,  and  that  we  may  be  satisfied  why  they  have 
kept  them  soe  long. 

Speaker  Sachagacagency's  Reply. 

Wee  doe  pmise  though  we  cannot  comand  the  Onney 
des  to  deliver  them,  yett  at  our  returne  home  we  will 
treate  them,  and  by  p'sents  induce  them  to  returne  them  to 
their  owne  Countrey. 

Who  p'sented  to  them  Eight  Matchcoates  upon  that  Answer 
The  Indians  desire  Denins  du  Blisy  may  be  continued  in 
this  Province  they  understand  him  well;  And  p'sent  a  roape  of 
Peake.

Gentl: 

It's  now  neere  tenn  weekes  since  Coll  Talbott  by  the  cor- 
ruption of  his  guard,  made  his  Escape  out  of  Gloucester  Jayle, 
of  which  I  then  immediately  by  my  Letter  advised  you,  and 
for  his  Maj''**  service  desired  your  most  especial!  care,  that  if 
Coll  Talbott  should  be  fled  into  Maryland  (as  by  the  best 
Intelligence  reed:  had  reason  to  judge  he  designed)  you  would 
by  the  authority  of  your  Governm*  use  all  meanes  possible  for 
the  retakeing  of  Coll  Talbott,  that  he  might  be  brought  to 
Justice,  of  your  readiness  to  performe  that  (his  Maj*'"  service) 
you  gave  me  greate  assurance,  and  as  assuredly  did  beleive  it, 
and  from  the  Intelligence  of  Coll  Talbotts  being  knowne  to  be 
in  the  Governm*  of  Maryland,  I  did  not  doubt  but  long  since 
to  have  been  ascertained  that  by  the  care  of  yourGoverm'  he 
had  been  retaken,  which  if  he  were  I  cannot  doubt  but  you 
would  have  advised  me  thereof:  And  myself  and  the  Councill 
being  informed  by  good  and  credible  Intelligence,  that  Coll 
Talbott  very  lately  was  at  his  owne  house  neere  the  head  of 
the  Bay  in  the  Governm'  of  Maryl*^  and  had  continued  there 
for  some  considerable  time,  and  that  openly  knowne  soe  to  be, 
In  this  I  hold  my  self  bound  for  his  Maj^'"  service,  earnestly  to 
press  my  former  desires  unto  you,  that  noe  meanes  be  unes- 
sayed  for  the  retakeing  of  Coll  Talbott;  as  It's  a  service  due 
unto  his  Maj''"  from  you,  soe  It  requires  your  vigorous  prose- 
cution. Therefore  gentl  I  cannot  but  tell  you  I  admire  at  any 
slow  proceedings  in  service  wherein  his  Maj''"  is  soe  concerned, 
and  hope  you  will  take  off  all  occasions  of  future  trouble  both 
unto  me  and  you  of  this  nature,  by  manifesting  your  selves 
zealous  for  his  Maj""  service,  and  therein  you  will  rightly  and 
truely  serve  my  Lord  Baltemore. 

Herewith  goes  a  Lett'  writt  neere  three  weekes  since  unto 
Coll  Digges  as  by  the  date  and  direction  you  may  observe, 
but  by  a  miscarriage  it  lay  stopt  by  the  way,  Its  purport  is  to 
acquaint  you  of  a  Sloope,  taken  by  the  Sloope  and  men  by  me 
sett  out  in  search  after  the  Pirates  in  the  Bay;  The  persons 
taken  are  this  Generall  Court  to  be  proceeded  against:  There- 
fore desire  your  answer  by  this  messenger,  that  may  know  p.  200 
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Lib.  R.  R.  R.  whither  any  Robberies  of  this  nature  have  been  committed  in 
your  Province,  that  accordingly  right  and  justice  may  be  duely

The  Sloopes  with  men  1  sent  out  for  the  app'hending  & 
takeing  of  Roger  Makeele,  and  the  rest  of  his  Confederates 
that  have  committed  soe  many  Robberies  and  outrages  in 
Virginia  and  Maryland  have  seized  of  a  Sloope  Shallop  and 
boate,  in  which  were  thirteen  men  and  four  weomen,  who  say 
they  were  Inhabitants  and  did  belong  to  Choptank  within  the 
Province  of  Maryland,  and  were  goeing  with  a  designe  to 
seate  in  the  Southward,  but  I  am  informed  that  they  doe  not 
agree  in  their  stories,  And  being  ask'd,  whither  diey  knew 
Makeele  or  Slaughter  the  Chiefest  of  the  Confederates,  at  first 
denyed,  but  upon  further  Examination  owned  they  knew  them 
both;  M'  Henry  Jenckins  the  Command'  of  the  Sloopes 
found  a  cap  upon  one  of  their  heads,  which  he  knew  to  belong 
to  one  of  his  Servants  who  hath  been  gone  from  him  above 
these  2  moneths,  and  now  is  with  Makeele,  Jenkins  asked  him 
how  he  came  by  it,  who  by  all  probability  found  he  had  it 
from  his  Servant,  One  of  them  told  Jenkins  that  they  were 
to  meete  Makeele  and  Slaughter  at  Smiths  Island  River,  in 
ord'  to  carry  them  to  some  place  in  the  Southward  to  setde. 
They  are  most  of  them  lusty  young  men,  have  scarce  Clothes 
to  their  backs,  yett  have  in  the  sloope,  (to  which  belongs  a  new 
Cable  worth  16'  sterl)  a  shallop  &c'  to  the  value  of  Two  hun- 
dred p*^*  sterl:  and  upwards  in  household  Stuff  and  goods,  for 
which  they  pretend  an  Invoice  from  M'  Gilbert  Metcalf 
M'chant  (and  others)  whose  name  is  spellt  wrong,  and  the 
hand  not  any  waies  like  M"^  Metcalfs,  as  a  gentl  tliat  is  well 
acquainted  therewith  avers,  as  also  a  Certificate  from  a  Clerk 
p.  xoi  of  one  of  your  Counties  neere  or  upon  Choptank,  which  is 
verily  p'sumed  not  to  be  of  his  hand  writeing. 

These  circumstances  induces  me  to  beleive  that  these  are 
some  of  their  Associates,  or  holds  greate  correspondency  with

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them,  1  have  therefore  ordered  them  to  be  secured,  and  also  Lib.  r.  k.  r. 
the  goods  till  the  next  Gen"  Court  which  beginns  the  15*'*  of

my  particular  sentiments  for  answer,  upon  the  whole  matter, 
as  1  hold  my  self  obleiged  without  any  longer  deteineing  your 
Express,  which  please  thus  to  accept  off.  As  for  the  appre- 
hending Coll  Talbott,  all  care  therein  Imaginable  has  been 
used  by  this  Governm'  by  issueing  out  Proclamation  under  the 
Seale  of  this  Province  to  every  respective  County  within  the 
same  (as  I  informed  your  Exncy,  when  I  had  the  hono'  of 
seeing  you  last  at  Coll  Spencers)  and  takeing  such  other 
measures  and  methods  as  were  thought  most  proper  and  con- 
ducible  thereto,  although  all  prooved  uneffectuall;  he  upon  all 
occasions,  and  designes  of  that  nature  flyeing  and  betakeing 
himself  for  refuge  to  the  remotest  parts  of  the  woods  and 
desarts  of  this  Province,  untill  either  remorse  of  Conscience,  or 
apprehension  of  our  extraordinary  diligently  care  and  search 
after  him  (and  consequently  a  seemeing  impossibility  for  him 
longer  to  Escape  the  hands  of  Justice)  prompted  him  to  a  sur- 
render of  himself  into  custody  thereby  anticipateing  this  Gov- 
ernm' from  demonstrateing  their  zeale  for  his  Maj''"and  the 
Lord  Baltemores  Service ;  wherein  as  well  for  all  the  Gentle- 
men concerned  in  generail,  as  for  my  Self  in  -pticular  I  p'sume  to 
affirme,  we  neither  have  nor  will  be  to  our  power  and  Capa- 
citys  any  waies  deficient,  but  shall  approove  ourselves  most 
exact  in  the  prosecution  of  Coll  Talbott  according  to  Law  and 
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Lib.  K.  R.R.  Justice,  upon  the  Evidence  which  shall  appeare  against  him 
at  his  tryall,  which  doubt  not  your  Exncy:  will  cause  to  be 
produced. 

The  advice  you  are  pleased  to  give  of  the  apprehending

as  well  as  my  self.  And  I  should  have  used  all  endeavours 
to  have  furnished  you  with  sufficient  Evidence  against  them 
of  Severall  Robberies,  wrongs,  &  spoiles  committed  in  this 
Governm*  were  it  possible  to  have  compass'd  it  in  time  con- 
venient for  their  tryall  at  your  Gen"  Court.

dially assure  your  Maj''' that  wee  shall  be  ready  at  all  times, 
and  upon  all  occasions  to  Sacrifice  our  lives  and  fiortunes  in 
the  defence  of  your  Maj^'"  Sacred  person  and  Governm'  never 
ceaseing  to  pray,  that  the  succession  of  the  Imperiall  Crowne 
of  your  Maj""  Realmes  and  Dominions  may  for  ever  continue 
in  your  Royall  Line,  and  that  your  Reigne  over  us  may  be  p.  239 
long  &  prosperous;  all  which  we  humbly  Offer  unto  your 
Maj"'  by  the  hands  of  yo'  most  Loyall  Subject,  and  our  gra- 
cious Lord  and  Prop''^  the  R'  hon'''  Charles  Lord  Baltemore; 
By  whom  also  we  most  humbly  Implore  your  Maj''** grace  and 
favour  to  him  in  that  Station  over  us,  wherein  your  most 
Royall  Predecesso"  have  thought  fitt  to  place  him,  and  under 
whom  wee  soe  happily  live.

wonder  also,  since  the  most  effectuall  care  for  its  speedy  and 
safe  conveyance  (in  our  opinions)  was  taken,  in  delivering  the 
same  to  Cap'  Thomas  Smith  at  S'  Maries,  who  engaged  with 
all  diligent  care  and  speed  to  deliver  it  with  his  owne  hands 
to  Coll  Spencer  for  a  sure  and  quick  passage  to  your  Exncy. 

The  summe  of  your  Exncys  last  Letter,  being  a  continuance 
of  your  demands  of  Coll  Talbott,  we  have  already  answered, 
and  therein  given  our  full  result,  which  wee  desire  you  will 
please  accordingly  to  accept  of,  as  such  from  whence  we  can- 
not at  present  receede,  out  of  a  due  sense  of  our  allegiance

Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is^  that  Our  Right  Trusty  and  Wel- 
beloved  Charles  Lord  Baltimore  give  Order,  and  take  particu- 
lar care,  that  the  following  Instructions  be  strictly  obser\*ed 
and  followed  by  all  Officers  and  other  persons,  whom  it  may 
concerne,  in  Our  Province  of  Maryland. 

1.  You  are  well  and  truly  toinforme  yourselfe  of  the  Prin- 
cipal! Laws  relating  to  the  Plantation  Trade,  viz.  The  Act  of 
Navigation  made  in  the  12'''  year  of  the  Reigne  of  the  late 
King  Our  most  dear  Brother  deceased-  i  he  Act  of  Trade 
made  in  the  15'^  year  of  the  said  King's  Reigne.  The  Act 
for  regulating  the  Plantation  Trade  made  in  the  22  and  23 
years  of  the  said  King's  Reigne ;  and  The  Act  for  better 
securing  the  Plantation  Trade  made  in  the  25*''  year  of  the 
said  King's  Reign,  being  conteined  in  a  Book  of  Rates  here- 
with delivered  to  you  for  your  further  information. 

2.  You  are  to  take  notice  That  by  the  Act  of  Navigation 
no  Goods  or  Cofnodities  whatsoever  are  to  bee  Imported 
into  or  Exported  out  of  Our  Province  of  Maryland,  or 
any  other  of  Our  Colonies  or  Plantations  in  any  other 
Ships  or  Vessells  whatsoever,  but  in  such  as  do  truly  and 
without  fraud  belong  only  to  our  Subjects  of  this  Our  King- 
dome  of  England,  or  Ireland,  Wales,  or  Town  of  Berwick 
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upon  Tweed,  or  are  of  the  Built  of  and  belonging  to  any  of 
Our  Colonyes  or  Plantations  as  the  Proprietors  and  right 
Owners  thereof,  and  whereof  the  Master  and  ihree  fourths  of 
the  Mariners  at  least  are  English  under  the  penalty  of  the 
Forfeiture  and  losse  of  all  the  Goods  and  Commodities  w'** 
shall  bee  Imported  or  Exported  in  any  other  Ship  or  Vessell, 
as  also  of  the  Ship  or  Vessell ;  And  if  any  Goods  shall  bee 
Imported  or  Exported  contrary  thereunto  you  are  to  cause 
Seizure  to  bee  made  thereof,  as  also  of  the  Ship  or  Vessell 
Importing  or  Exporting  the  same,  and  direct  prosecution 
thereof,  as  in  the  said  Act  is  provided.  And  for  your  Infor- 
mation as  to  forreigne  built  Ships  Wee  referr  you  to  the  Act 
made  in  the  14""  year  of  the  said  late  King's  Reigne  for  pre- 
venting Frauds  and  regulating  abuses  in  Our  Customes,  being 
also  conteined  in  the  said  Book  of  Rates ;  And  whereas  it 
is  required,  that  the  Master  and  three  fourths  of  the  Mariners 
at  least  bee  English,  you  are  to  understand  that  any  of  Our 
Subjects  of  England,  Ireland,  or  Our  Plantations  are  to  bee 
accounted  English  and  no  others,  and  that  the  number  of 
Mariners  are  to  bee  accounted  according  to  what  they  shall 
have  been  during  the  whole  Voyage. 

3.  Whereas  by  the  said  Act  of  Navigation  it  is  further 
Enacted,  That  for  every  Ship  or  Vessell  W""  from  and  after 
the  25"'  day  of  December  1660  shall  sett  sail  out  of  or  from 
England,  Ireland,  Wales  or  Berwick  upon  Tweed  for  any 
English  Plantation  in  America,  Asia  or  Africa  sufficient  Bond 
shall  bee.  given  with  one  Surety  to  the  chief  Officers  of  the 
Custom  house  of  such  Port  or  Place  from  whence  the  said 
ship  shall  sett  saile  to  tlie  value  of  1000'  if  the  Ship  bee  of  lesse 
burthen  than  One  hundred  Tonus,  and  of  the  Sume  of  Two 
Thousand  pounds  if  the  ship  shall  bee  of  greater  Burthen,  That 
in  case  the  said  Ship  or  Vessell  shall  load  any  of  the  Comodi- 
ties  therein  enumerated  at  any  of  the  said  English  Planta- 
tions, that  the  same  Comodities  shall  bee  by  the  said  Ship 
brought  to  some  Port  of  England,  Ireland,  Wales  or  to  the 
Port  or  Town  of  Berwick  upon  Tweed,  and  shall  there  unload 
and  putt  on  shoar  the  same  (the  dangers  of  the  seas  only 
excepted)  And  for  all  Ships  coming  from  any  other  Port  or 
Place  to  any  of  the  aforesaid  Plantations,  who  by  this  Act  are 
permitted  to  Trade  there,  That  the  Governors  of  such  English 
Plantations,  shall  before  the  said  Ship  or  Vessell  bee  permitted 
to  Load  on  Board  any  of  the  said  Comodityes  take  Bond  in 
manner  and  to  the  value  aforesaid  for  each  respective  Ship  or 
Vessell,  That  such  Ship  or  Vessell  shall  carry  all  the  aforesaid 
Goods  that  shall  bee  Loaden  on  Board  the  said  Ship  to  some 
other  of  Our  Plantations  or  to  England,  Ireland,  Wales  or 
Berwick,  And  that  every  Ship  or  Vessell  which  shall  Load  or 
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Calvert  take  Ofi  Board  any  of  the  aforesaid  Goods  untill  such  Bond 
Papers.  \y^^  given* to  the  said  Governor,  or  Certificate  produced  from 
the  Officers  of  any  Custom  house  of  England,  Ireland,  Wales 
or  Berwick,  That  such  Bond  hath  been  there  duly  given,  shall 
bee  forfeited  with  her  Gunns,  Tackle»  Apparel]  and  Furniture 
to  bee  imployed  and  recovered  as  therein  is  directed.  You 
are  to  take  notice  that  though  by  the  said  Act  the  word  (Ire- 
land) is  to  bee  inserted  in  the  Condition  of  the  Bonds,  and  per- 
mission thereby  given  to  bring  the  Enumerated  Plantation 
Comodities  to  Ireland  as  well  as  to  England,  Wales  or 
Berwick,  yet  by  the  aforesaid  Act  for  Regulating  the  Planta- 
tion Trade  (which  being  expired,  is  revived  by  an  Act  of  this 
present  session  of  Parliament)  The  word  (Ireland)  is  to  bee 
left  out  of  the  Condition  of  such  Bonds,  And  you  are  not  to 
permiit  any  Ship  or  Vessell  to  Load  any  of  the  enumerated 
Goods  upon  any  Certificate  of  Bond  having  been  given  in 
Ireland,  after  the  first  day  of  Septemb'  1685. 

But  in  that  case  before  they  Load  any  of  the  said  Goods 
they  are  to  produce  Certificates  of  Bond  given  in  England, 
Wales  or  Berwick,  or  to  give  Bond  to  your  selfe  or  the  i>erson 
by  you  appointed  to  receive  the  same  with  good  security  as 
aforesaid,  And  if  any  Ship  or  Vessell  shall  Load  or  take  on 
Board  any  of  the  said  Comodities  untill  such  Bond  given  in 
Maryland,  or  Certificate  produced  from  the  OflFicers  of  some 
Custom  house  of  England,  Wales  or  Berwick,  that  such  Bond 
hath  been  there  duly  given,  the  said  Ship  or  Vessell  is  for- 
feited, with  her  Guns  &"  to  bee  recovered  and  divided  in 
manner  as  is  therein  directed. 

4,  And  whereas  by  the  aforesaid  Act  made  in  the  25*'' 
year  of  the  said  late  King's  Reign  for  better  securing  the 
Plantation  Trade  it  is  Enacted  that  if  any  ship  or  Vessell 
which  by  Law  may  Trade  in  any  of  Our  Plantations  shall 
come  to  any  of  them  to  ship  and  take  on  Board  any  of  the 
aforesaid  Cofnodities,  and  that  Bond  shall  not  bee  first  given 
with  one  sufficient  Surety  to  bring  the  same  to  England, 
Wales  or  the  Town  of  Berwick  upon  Tweed,  and  to  no  other 
place,  and  there  to  unload  and  putt  the  same  on  shoar  (the 
danger  of  the  Seas  only  excepted)  That  there  shall  bee 
answered  and  paid  to  us,  Our  heirs  and  Successors  for  so 
much  of  the  said  Comodities  as  shall  bee  Laden  and  putt  on 
Board  such  Ship  or  Vessell,  the  Rates  and  Dutyes  therein 
mentioned.  You  are  to  understand  that  the  Payment  of  the 
said  Rales  and  Dutyes  thereby  imposed  doth  not  give  liberty 
to  carry  the  said  Goods  to  any  other  place,  than  to  some  other 
of  Our  Plantations,  or  to  England,  Wales  or  Berwick,  And 
that  notwithstanding  the  Payment  of  the  said  Dutyes  Bond 
must  bee  first  given  to  carry  the  said  Goods  to  some  other 
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of  Our  Plantations,  or  to  England,  Wales  or  Berwick,  and  to 
no  other  place. 

5.  And  for  preventing  the  many  Frauds,  Mischiefs  and 
inconveniences  in  granting  Certificates  to  Ships  giving  Bond 
in  England,  Wales  or  Berwick,  the  Commissioners  of  Our 
Customes  have  caused  Certificates  in  Blank  to  bee  sent  to  the 
Customer,  Comptroller,  and  Collector  of  each  Port  in  this 
Kingdom,  with  directions  to  grant  the  same  as  occasion  shall 
require,  And  you  are  to  cause  all  such  Certificates  of  Bond 
given  in  England,  Wales,  or  Berwick  to  Ships  arriving  within 
Our  Province  of  Maryland  to  bee  produced  as  well  to  the  Col- 
lector of  Our  Customes  there,  for  tlie  time  being  or  his 
Deputy,  as  to  the  Officer  appointed  by  you  to  receive  the 
same,  And  the  better  to  discover  the  Truth  of  Certificates  of 
Bonds  given  in  Maryland,  the  said  Commissioners  of  Our 
Customes  did  formerly  deliver  to  you  a  sufficient  number  of 
Printed  Certificates  in  Blanks  of  severall  sorts,  and  you  are  to 
give  Order  and  take  care,  that  your  Secretaryes  or  Navall 
Officers  do  joine  with  the  said  Collector  of  Our  Customes  or 
his  Deputy  for  the  time  being  in  granting  the  said  Certificates, 
and  that  they  do  not  grant  any  other  Certificates  than  those 
before  mentioned,  nor  them,  without  the  hand  and  Seal  of  the 
said  Collector,  or  his  Deputy,  nor  accept  of  any  security  upon 
Bond  given  in  Maryland,  without  the  privity  and  approbation 
of  the  said  Collector  or  his  Deputy,  or  of  any  Certificates  in 
discharge  of  such  Bonds  without  the  like  approbation. 

6.  Whereas  by  the  aforesaid  Act  of  Trade  made  in  the  15'*' 
year  of  the  Reigne  of  the  said  late  King,  and  the  said  late 
King's  Proclamation  pursuant  thereunto  of  the  24""  of  Novem- 
ber in  the  27***  year  of  His  Reigne  no  Comodities  of  the 
growth,  production,  or  manufacture  of  Europe  (except  Salt  for 
the  Fishery  of  New  England  and  Newfoundland,  Wines  of  the 
growth  of  the  Maderas,  or  Westerne  Islands,  or  Azores,  Ser- 
vants or  Horses  from  Scotland,  or  Ireland,  and  all  sort  of 
Victuall  of  the  growth  and  production  of  Scotland  and  Ireland) 
shall  bee  Imported  into  any  of  our  Colonies  or  Plantations,  but 
what  shall  bee  bona  fide,  and  without  fraud  laden  and  shipped 
in  England,  Wales  or  Berwick,  and  in  ships  duly  qualifyed: 
you  are  to  use  your  utmost  endeavours  for  the  due  observance 
thereof,  And  if  contrary  hereunto  any  ship  or  Vessell  shall 
Import  into  Maryland  any  Comodities  of  the  growth  produc- 
tion, or  manufacture  of  Europe,  (but  what  are  before  excepted) 
of  which  due  proof  shall  not  bee  made»  that  the  same  were 
Shipt  or  Laden  in  some  Port  of  England,  Wales  or  Berwick  by 
producing  Cocquetts  or  Certificates  under  the  hands  and 
Scales  of  the  Officers  of  Our  Customes  in  such  Port  or  Place 
where  the  same  were  laden,  such  ship  or  vessell  and  Goods

Calvert  are  forfeited,  and  you  are  to  give  in  charge  that  the  same  bee 
***P'""  seized  and  prosecuted  accordingly,  And  in  order  to  prevent 
the  acceptance  of  forged  Cocquetts  (w*^^  hath  been  practiced 
to  Our  great  prejudice)  you  are  to  give  effectuall  Orders,  that 
for  all  such  European  Goods  as  by  the  said  Act  and  Proclama- 
tion are  to  bee  shipt  in  England  Wales  or  Berwick,  Cocquetts 
for  the  same  in  England,  Wales  or  Berwick,  bee  produced  to 
the  said  Collector  of  Our  Customes  in  Maryland,  or  to  his 
Deputy  there  for  the  time  being  before  the  unlading  thereof, 
And  you  are  likewise  to  give  Order  that  no  European  Goods 
bee  landed  but  by  Warrant  from  the  said  Collector  or  his 
Deputy  in  the  presence  of  an  Officer  appointed  by  him,  And 
for  the  better  prevention  of  ffrauds  of  this  kind,  you  are  to 
take  care  that  according  to  the  said  Act  of  Trade  no  ship  or 
Vessell  do  Lade  or  unlade  any  Goods  or  Comodities  whatso- 
ever untill  the  Master  or  Commander  thereof  shall  first  make 
known  to  you  or  such  Officer  or  other  person  as  shall  bee  by 
you  thereunto  authorized  and  appointed,  the  arrival!  of  the 
said  ship  or  Vessell,  with  her  name,  and  the  name  and  Sir- 
name  of  her  Master,  and  hath  shewn  that  shee  is  a  ship  duly 
navigated  and  otherwise  qualifyed  according  to  Law,  and  hath 
delivered  to  you  or  such  other  person  a  true  and  perfect  Inven- 
tory of  her  Lading  together  with  the  place  and  places  in  which 
the  said  Goods  were  Laden  and  taken  into  the  said  Ship  or 
Vessell  under  forfeiture  of  such  Ship  and  Goods,  You  are 
likewise  to  cause  effectuall  Orders  to  bee  given,  that  all  Masters 
of  Ships  not  Trading  Coastwise  from  one  part  of  Maryland  to 
another  do  Enter  their  ships  with  the  Collector  of  Our  Cus- 
tomes in  the  said  Province  or  his  Deputy  for  the  time  being, 
as  well  as  with  the  Navall  Officer,  and  also  give  in  their  con- 
tents upon  Oath  to  the  said  Collector,  or  his  Deputy. 

7.  And  whereas  Wee  have  been  informed  Ihat  severall 
Ships  and  Vessellshave  carryed  great  quantities  of  the  Enumer- 
ated Plantation  Goods  from  Our  Colonies  and  Plantations  to 
Holland,  Hambourg  and  other  places,  without  first  Landing 
the  same  in  England  (as  the  Law  in  that  case  hath  provided) 
to  the  great  prejudice  of  Our  Customes,  and  the  Trade  and 
Navigation  of  this  Our  Kingdom,  For  preventing  the  like 
ffrauds  for  the  future  (as  much  as  In  us  lyes)  you  are  every 
year  or  oftener  as  occasion  to  send  a  List  of  all  such  ships  or 
Vessells  as  shall  Lade  any  of  the  Enumerated  Plantation 
Comodities  within  Our  Province  of  Maryland,  or  Import  any 
European  Goods  (according  to  the  forme  herewith  delivered 
you)  to  the  Commissioners  of  Our  Customes  in  England  for 
the  time  being  at  the  Custom  house  of  London. 

8.  Whereas  Wee  have  been  informed  that  there  are  a  con- 
siderable number  of  Bonds  taken  in  our  Province  of  Maryland 
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from  Masters  of  Ships  trading  thither  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  caivcrt 
of  Navigation,  and  that  Counterfeit  Certificates  of  Landing  the  ''*p*"- 
Plantation  Comodities  in  England,  have  been  produced  in  dis- 
charge of  some  of  the  said  Bonds,  though  the  said  Comodities 
were  carryed  directly  to  other  parts,  than  England,  Wales  or 
Berwick,  as  also  fictitious  Certificates  of  Bonds  pretended  to 
bee  given  in  England,  Wales  or  Berwick,  when  no  such  Bonds 
have  been  there  really  given,  And  moreover  that  severall 
forged  and  Counterfeit  Cocquetts  alledged  to  bee  granted  in 
England  have  been  accepted  in  Maryland,  by  colour  whereof 
great  quantities  of  European  Goods  have  been  there  past  as 
coming  directly  from  England,  Wales  or  Berwick,  when  as  in 
truth  the  said  Goods  were  Shipt  and  Laden  elsewhere,  to  the 
manifest  prejudice  of  Our  Customes,  and  the  Trade  and  Navi- 
gation of  this  Our  Kingdome,  You  are  therefore  to  cause  a 
List  of  all  the  Bonds  taken^  and  that  shall  bee  taken  in  Mary- 
land between  Michaelmas  1679  and  Michaelmas  1685  next 
coming,  to  bee  forthwith  transmitted  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Our  Customes  in  England  for  the  time  being  therein  distin- 
guishing which  of  the  said  Bonds  are  discharged,  and  which  of 
them  remain  uncleared,  you  are  also  to  cause  to  bee  trans- 
mitted to  Our  said  Commissioners  all  the  Original  Certificates 
which  have  been  produced  in  Maryland  during  that  time  from 
the  severall  Custom  houses  of  England;  Wales  or  Berwick  for 
the  discharging  of  Bonds  given  in  Maryland,  and  also  the 
original  Certificates  of  Bonds  given  or  pretended  to  bee  given 
in  the  severall  Ports  of  this  Our  Kingdome,  together  with  all 
tlie  Original!  Cocquetts  which  have  been  produced  for  Euro- 
pean Goods  shipt  or  pretended  to  bee  shipt  in  the  said  Parts, 
keeping  abstracted  Lists  or  Accompts  thereof,  and  taking  a 
Receipt  from  the  person  to  whom  the  same  are  delivered. 

9.  And  whereas  for  the  better  Collection  of  the  severall 
Rates  and  Dutyes  Imposed  by  the  said  Act  of  the  25""  year  of 
the  late  King's  Reigne  that  whole  business  is  to  bee  ordered 
and  managed,  and  the  severall  dutyes  thereby  imposed  are  to 
bee  caused  to  bee  Levied  by  the  Commissioners  of  Our  Cus- 
tomes in  England  for  the  time  being  by  and  under  the 
authority  and  direction  of  Our  Treasurer  or  Commissioners  of 
Our  Treasury  for  the  time  being,  you  are  forthwith  to  require 
and  Command  such  of  your  Officers  as  have  taken  upon  them 
the  Collection  of  the  said  Rates  and  Dutyes  to  cease  any 
further  to  Act  therein,  And  to  render  to  the  said  Commis- 
sioners of  Our  Customes  an  Accompt  of  their  Receipts  and 
Payments  since  the  death  of  the  late  Collector,  together  with 
an  account  of  their  seizures  and  other  proceedings;  And  you 
are  to  give  in  charge  that  they  do  not  hereafter  presume  to 
collect  Our  Dutyes  or  otherwise  to  concerne  themselves  therein 
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Calvert  without  the  speciall  appointment  and  directions  of  the  said 
Papers,  Commissioners  of  Our  Customes,  And  both  you  and  tliey 
and  all  others  concerned  are  hereby  required  to  bee  Aiding 
and  Assisting  to  the  Collector  and  other  Officers  appointed,  or 
that  shall  hereafter  bee  appointed  by  Our  said  Commissioners 
of  Our  Customes,  by  and  under  the  authority  and  Direction  of 
Our  Treasurer  or  Commissioners  of  Our  Treasury  for  the  time 
being  in  putting  in  execution  the  severall  Acts  of  Parliament 
before  mentioned,  together  with  such  Orders  and  Instructions 
as  they  have  or  shall  from  time  to  time  receive  from  Our  said 
Commissioners  of  Our  Customes.

tions to  be  made,  for  an  Assembly  to  be  held  at  die  City  of 
S'  Maries  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  March  next

Marriage  without  lycense  to  strangers  -phibited. 

Ordered  also  that  all  magistrates,  Priests,  Ministers,  or 
others,  any  waies  qualified  to  marry  or  jolne  in  matrimony  any 
persons,  be  prohibited  to  perform  the  same  to  any  persons, 
strangers  from  Virginia,  or  else  where,  without  lycense  or 
Certificate  from  some  Magistrate  or  other  person  within  this  p.  241 
Province  thereunto  legally  authorised  and  empowered  of 
haveing  past  due  Examination,  and  that  the  parties  desire- 
ing  the  same  may  lawfully  be  joined  together. 

Two  Indians  Escaped  being  apprehended  for  the  murder  of 

one  Griflftn  Evans. 

Taken  into  consideration  the  Escape  of  two  Indian  prison- 
ers Subject  to  the  Emperour  of  Nantecoke,  and  taken  into  cus- 
tody for  the  murder  of  one  Griffin  Evans  late  Servant  to  M' 
Daniel  Clarke  of  Dorchester  County.  The  result  whereof 
passed  into  this  following  ord'  viz: 

Ord'  concerning  their  retreive. 

By  the  Councill

Whereas  One  Sampson  and  one  two  Indians  under  the 

Subjection  of  the  Emperour  of  Nantecoke,  being  charged  with 
and  committed  for  the  murder  of  Griffin  Evans,  late  Servant  to 
M'  Daniel  Clark  of  Dorchester  County  within  this  Province, 
have  broke  prison,  and  Escaped  out  of  custody,  thereby  ren- 
dring  themselves  guilty  of  the  crime  aforesaid:  Wherefore 
that  Justice  may  not  be  obstructed,  but  that  the  said  Prisoners 
may  be  (if  possible)  retreived^  and  soe  horrid  a  crime  severely 
and  duely  prosecuted  and  proceeded  against  according  to  law.

R.  publick  charge  of  the  Province,  be  proposed,  and  made  good 
to  him  upon  the  retakeing  and  delivering  the  s**  t>*'o  Indians 
again  into  the  safe  custody  of  some  Officer  or  Officers  wnthin 
this  Province  qualified  to  receive  them,  sending  also  over  what 
Indian  Evidences  may  be  procured  ag*  them  at  their  tryall,  to 
be  maintained  with  necessary  and  convenient  provision  and 
accommodations  at  the  publick  charge  of  the  Province,  untill 
such  the  s''  Indians  shall  have  reed  their  s**  tryall;  And  it  is 
further  ordered  that  the  s*^  Maj' Taylor  together  with  Xpher 
Nutter  Interpreter  attend  the  said  Coll  William  Stevens  at 
such  time  and  place  as  he  shall  appoint  to  the  end  and  pur-

ITie  Court  now  sitting  proceeds  to  makeing  of  certain  by 
Lawes,  for  the  better  Rule,  ord'  and  good  Governm'  of  the 
said  City  of  S'  Maryes  which  are  as  follow  in  these  words 
(viz:) 
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Imp"  It  is  thought  fitt  and  convenient  to  be  ordeined  Lib.K.  k.  r. 
Established  and  Enacted,  And  it  is  by  the  Mayo'  Record' 
Aldermen  &  Common  Councill  men  of  the  said  City  of  S* 
Maryes  Established  ordeined  and  Enacted  that  all  and  every 
pcell  of  land  that  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  be  taken  up 
within  the  s*^  City,  the  assureance  or  conveyance  thereof  shall 
be  enrolled  in  the  Records  of  this  Court,  and  shall  pay  (as  a 
ffee  for  the  same)  One  hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  said  Court  for  the  time  being. 

Item.  It  is  also  Established  Enacted  and  ordeined,  and  be 
it  by  the  said  Mayo'  Recorder  Aldermen  and  Common  Coun- 
cill  men  hereby  Established,  Enacted  and  ordeined  that  the 
Clerk  of  this  Court  for  the  time  being  shall  have  and  receive 
the  same  ffees  for  all  business  soe  by  him  done  or  to  be  done 
accordingly  as  it  is  pay *d  and  allowed  to  the  hon^'*  Secrys  of 
this  Province  for  ffees  of  the  Provinciall  Court,  the  same  to  be 
leavyed  and  recovered  byway  of  Execution,  .signed  by  the 
Mayo'  for  the  time  being.

Almighty  God,  the  breach  of  the  Sabboth  and  the  obstructing 
of  the  good  governm'  of  this  City.     To  prevent  which, 

Item.  It  is  by  the  Mayo'  Record'  Aldermen  &  Common 
Councill  men,  hereby  enacted  ordeined  and  appointed  that 
noe  ordinary  keeper  within  this  City  shall  from  hence  forth 
sell,  utter,  or  dispose  of  by  retayle  or  otherwise  upon  Sundayes, 
Any  wine,  brandy,  Rumm,  or  other  dramms  or  strong  liquors 
to  any  pson  or  psons  w'soever,  Travellers  strangers  and  sick 
people  onely  excepted,  and  to  them  spareingly  and  noe  more 
then  shall  be  thought  good  for  their  refreshment)  under  the 
penalty  of,  Every  Ordinary  keeper  soe  Offending  to  fforfeit 
and  pay  for  every  such  default  the  summe  of  Two  Thousand 
pounds  of  Tdbacco,  to  be  leavyed  by  the  Constable  of  this 
City  upon  any  the  goods  or  Chattells  of  Every  Ordinary 
keeper  soe  Offending. 

Item.  And  it  is  further  by  the  Community  afores**  Ordeined 
Established  and  Enacted,  that  from  henceforth  forward,  there 
shall  be  noe  manner  of  gameing  at  Cards,  Dice,  ninepinns,  or 
any  other  Game  whatsoever  upon    Sundayes,     And  that  all 
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Lib.  K.  K  K.  persons  who  shall  hereafter  be  found  gameing  on  Sundayes 
contrary  to  this  by-law,  shall  fforfeitt  and  pay  for  ever)'  such 
Offence,  the  summe  of  Two  hundred  pounds  of  tobacco,  and 
be  putt  in  the  custody  of  the  Constable  till  the  same  be  payd 
And  that  the  Magistrates  of  this  City  and  every  of  them  si 
take  care,  and  see  the  law  against  breach  of  the  Sabbolh, 
Act  of  Religion,  and  otlier  Lawes  against  curseing  sweareing 
and  drinking  be  putt  in  Execution  ;  And  Be  it  also  Enacted 
and  Established  that  such  Magistrate  or  Magistrates  of  this 
p-  *65  City  or  any  or  either  of  them  that  shall  at  any  time  hereafter 
conceale  any  breach  of  this  Law,  committed  by  any  pson  or 
•psons  w'soever;  The  same  being  first  prooved  against  such 
Magistrate  or  Magistrates  soe  concealeing  the  same ;  Such 
Magistrate  or  Magistrates  shall  be  fined  for  every  such  Offence 
the  summe  of  One  Thousand  p**' of  Tobacco  to  be  recovered 
by  way  of  Execution  upon  his  or  their  goods  or  Chattells, 

All  which  ffines  and  fforfeitures  aforesaid  to  be  recovered  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayo' 
Record'  and  Aldermen  for  the  time  being 

Item.  It  is  further  Enacted  ordeined  &  Established  by  the 
Mayo^  Record'  Aldermen,  and  Common  Councill  men  afores^ 
that  the  sheriff  or  Sub-Sheriff  of  S'  Maryes  County  shall  and 
may  Execute  all  writts  and  process  within  this  City  upon  any 
pson  orpsonsfforreigno",  cw  others,  against  whom  such  precept 
shall  issue;  The  said  Sheriff  or  Sub  sheriff  first  giveing  notice 
thereof  to  any  the  Magistrates,  or  to  the  Clarke  of  this  City 
that  the  same  may  be  Entred,  for  which  Entry  the  s^  Clark 
shall  have  and  receive  of  the  P'  in  such  case  the  summe  of 
Twelve  pence  Sterl  or  Twelve  pounds  of  Tobacco  as  ffee  for 
the  same.

R.  R.  K  and  be  paid  him  for  the  adjudgement  of  the  age  of  ever)'  Ser- 
vant the  summe  of  Two  shillings  and  six  pence  sterl;  or  thirty 
pounds  of  tob''  to  be  paid  by  the  Master  of  such  Servant  as 
shall  be  adjudged.  And  that  the  s'^  Clk  shall  have  and  be 
paid  him  for  every  ord^  two  shillings  sterl  or  twenty  pounds 
of  tobacco,  and  for  every  petition  preferred  to  this  Court,  two 
shillings  and  six  pence  sterl:  or  thirty  pounds  of  Tobacco.  All 
which  ffees,  and  other  ffees  that  shall  or  may  be  any  waies 
due  to  the  Clk  of  this  Court,  shall  be  recovered  by  way  of 
Execution  upon  the  Body  goods  or  Chattells  of  such  pson  or 
psons  from  whom  the  same  shall  or  may  be  due. 

Item.  It  is  further  Enacted  Established  and  ordeined  that 
the  Constable  of  S*  Maries  City,  doe  twice  on  Every  Sunday 
(that  is  to  say,  once  in  the  morning,  and  once  in  the  after- 
noone)  goc  up  and  downe,  &  search  the  severall  Ordinaryes 
within  the  s**  City,  and  liberty s  thereof  to  see  what  Rules,  and 
Orders,  are  kept,  and  shall  at  every  Mayo"  Court  held  for  the 
said  City,  present  and  Testifye  upon  Oath  what  Evill  Rules 
and  Ord"  are  kept  in  any  either  or  all  of  the  said  Ordinaryes 
on  Sundayes  or  Sabboth  dayes  aforesaid. 

Item.  It  is  further  Ordeined  Established  and  Enacted  as 
aforesaid,  that  if  any  the  Ordinary  keepers  within  this  City 
or  liberties  thereof  presume  to  sell  any  manner  of  liquors 
w'soever  by  any  other  measure  then  what  shall  be  proportion- 
able to  the  measures,  that  are  already  stamped  and  allotted  as 
a  Standard  for  the  s**  City,  and  w'^''  are  in  the  custody  of  M' 
John  Baker,  that  He,  she  or  they  presumeing  soe  to  doe  shall 
be  deemed  to  sell  liquors  by  false  measures,  and  is  guilty  of 
the  breach  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  relateing  to  Ordinary 
Keepers,  and  this  Court  will  take  advantage  against  them  as 
is  mentioned  in  the  said  Act 

Item.  It  is  further  Enacted  ordeined  &  Established  that 
noe  person  or  psons  whatsoever  presume  to  keepe  Ordi- 
nary  within  the  said  City  of  S'  Maries  or  libertys  thereof,  with- 
out lycense  from  this  Court  first  had  and  obteined,  Any  per- 
sons soe  presumeing  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  an  Ordi- 
nary keeper  without  lycense  and  comes  und^  the  penaltye  of 
the  act  of  Assembly  in  that  case  made  and  provided. 

Item.  Whereas  Complaint  hath  been  made  to  this  Court 
by  severall  Inhabitants  of  the  said  City  of  the  very  greate 
damage  and  mischiefes  that  are  done  by  hoggs  kept  within 
p.  26S  the  said  City  or  libertyes  thereof,  or  places  neere  adjacent 
thereto,  by  killing  the  Poultrey,  rooteing  up  the  Gardens,  and 
fields,  and  otherwise;  It  is  therefore  Enacted,  ordeined  and 
Established  that  noe  person  whatsoever  Inhabiting  within  the 
Oldfield  of  this  City  shall  for  the  future  raise  or  keepe,  any 
hoggs  piggs,  Sowes  or  Barrowes,  without  they  be  kept  in  a 
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good  &  sufficient  Hogg  pen,  And  that  if  the  Constable  doe  at  Lib.  R.  R.  r. 
any  time  after  the  Tenth  day  of  November  next  ensueing  doe 
or  shall  any  manner  of  hogs  to  come  or  ffeed  or  be  within  the 
City  not  being  in  such  sufficient  Hog  penns  as  aforesaid  con- 
trary to  the  true  intent  hereof,  that  he  doe  cause  the  s**  hogs 
to  be  pounded  and  kept  in  such  place  or  pound  as  he  shall 
think  fitt  to  secure  them,  where  the  said  hogs  shall  remaine 
till  the  Owner  doe  pay  to  the  s**  Constable  Six  pence  a  piece 
for  the  pounding  such  hogs  piggs  or  shoate  or  other  hogs 
whatsoever. 

Item.  It  is  further  enacted  ordeined  and  established  that 
from  henceforth  forward  the  Constable  of  the  said  City  for  the 
time  being  doe  and  shall  every  yeare  in  the  moneth  of  August 
take  a  list  of  all  and  singular  the  Inhabitants  taxable  persons 
within  the  said  City,  and  make  a  returne  to  the  then  next 
Court  to  be  held  for  the  said  City  a  faire  list  of  the  names  and

goods,  wares,  and  manufacture  of  this  Province,  under  pen- 
alty and  loss  of  such  Tobaccos,  goods  wares  and  manufactures 
of  this  Province,  together  with  the  loss  of  such  sloope  boate

Court  of  S'  Maries,  and  that  he  proceeded  to  judgem'  against 
the  said  Haron,  and  tooke  him  in  Execucon  for  2917  pounds 
of  Tobacco,  which  the  s'^  Haron  was  forced  to  pay,  as  appeares 
by  receipt  under  the  hand  of  Joshua  Doyne,  attested  by  ffrancis 
Lawrence.

At  the  time  when  M"^  ffrancklyn  was  sheriff  of  Anne  Arrund" 
!97  County,  I  then  stood  indebted  unto  Coll  Tailler  a  considerable 
summe  of  Tobacco,  and  was  obleiged  by  a  bond  to  procure  an 
ord^  for  the  said  Tobacco  upon  the  Sheriff  of  Anne  Arrundell 
County.  And  did  thereupon  supplicate  my  Lord  to  pay  and 
satisfie  unto  Coll  Tailler  the  full  quantity  of  Sixteene  thousand 
pounds  of  tobacco  in  the  same  County.  Upon  which  ord'  I

The  said  Coll  Tailler  p  his  Atto'^ney  proceeds  to  the  proofe 
of  his  acco'  and  beginns  with  the  2"^  Article,  in  ord'  whereunto 
he  prayes  inspection  may  be  had  into  his  L'*"  bookes  of  Ace" 
made  up  and  left  by  his  L*p:  in  this  Province  at  his  depture  for

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his  \J^  before  he  went  for  England,  who  (upon  s^  Burges's  Lib.  r.  r.r. 
Complaint  that  the  said  Taillor  had  putt  in  suite  ffrancklyns 
sheri fifes  bond  for  not  paym*  of  the  publick  due  (of  w'*"  the  s*^ 
summe  of  i6cxx)'  tob"  was  p')  was  much  concerned  and 
troubled  thereat  saying  that  he  was  well  satisfied  with  the  pay- 
ment thereof  to  the  s**  Taillor,  all  w'^''  the  s**  Surges  hopes  to 
make  appeare  to  this  board,  and  doubts  not  but  his  L*''  will 
doe  him  rijjjht  therein.

The  said  Blackistone  craves  leave  to  informe  and  give  the  p.  299 
board  to  und'stand,  that  if  he  have  done  any  thing  criminous 
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Lib.  R.  R.  R.  in  the  Execution  of  his  office,  or  concerning  the  same,  or  have 
comitted  any  thing  to  the  p'judice  of  the  governm*  wherewith 
he  cann  be  charged,  he  humbly  conceives  it  ought  to  be  in  due 
forme  of  Law,  and  not  by  any  proceedings  against  him  here, 
by  which  he  thinkes  he  ought  not  to  be  concluded.

I  hope  my  Lett'  of  the  10'''  of  Novemb:  last  sent  via  Vir- 
ginia^  and  my  Duplicate  of  the  same  in  another  Ship,  is  come 
safe  to  your  hands,  since  which  1  mett  with  diverse  Testi- 
monyes  &  experienciesof  the  truth  of  what  Intelligence  I  therein 
gave  to  your  Hon"  The  most  horrid  Murder  of  his  Maj"'^' 
Collecto'  here,  hath  been  and  is  daily  seconded,  with  very 
apparent  tokens  of  approvemi  both  from  Talbott  the  bloody 
malefacto'  and  all  his  adherents,  who  are  busie  in  extenuateing 
his  crime,  and  have  conspired  and  procured  his  Escape  from 
prison  in  Virginia,  and  from  thence  transported  him  into 
Maryland,  where  he  remaines  publickly  knowne  at  his  owne  p.  30" 
house;  There's  litde  hopes  of  his  being  brought  to  Justice, 
that  he  may  receive  condign  punishm'  there  being  a  littcrall 
Intercourse  and  correspondence  betweene  him  and  some  prin- 
cipal! Magistrates  of  this  Province,  and  noe  effectuall  course 
taken  for  his  apprehension,  which  I  humbly  conceive  may  be 
a  strong  argument,  and  signall  token  to  yo'  Mono"  of  the  ill 
and  wicked  carriage  of  things  here,  ever  since  M/  Rousbys 
murder;  I  have  been  continually  discountenanced  and

tells  me  I  shall  not  maintaine  my  Cofnission  here,  unless  by 
great  gunns,  as  Cap'  Allen  doth,  whom  he  and  the  rest  striv« 
to  calumniate,  and  ignominiously  tearme  him  a  pyrate,  and! 
endeavour  to  throw  all  such  like  base  scurrilous  aspersions 
against  him,  me,  and  both  our  Commissions,  but  notwithstand-^ 
ing  all  threatnings  and  difficulties  I  shall  proceed  to  the  best 
of  my  knowledge  and  endeavo"  to  execute  the  Dutyes  of  my 
place  and  Cofnission,  especially  in  what  I  see  may  most  con- 
p.  302  duce  to  his  Maj"**  Interest  and  service  in  the  present  Circum- 
stances and  Exigence  of  affaires  here ;  wherein  1  hope  your 
Hono"  will  approve  me  and  make  it  knowne,  that  his  Maj"'** 
Officer  shall  be  owned  and  supported  in  that  legall  and  indu- 
bitable authority  derived  from  your  Hono"  against  all  opposers

whole  Province^  and  for  those  and  what  else  comes  in,  shall 
transmitt  bills  of  Exc*  payable  according  to  the  directions 
formerly  given  by  your  Hono"  Instructions  to  M'  Xpher 
Rousby,  which  measures  I  humbly  conceive  is  most  proper  for 
me  to  take  till  further  ord'  I  heare  some  of  the  said  Collecto" 
have  lately  clandestinely  cleared  &  reed:  his  Maj""  Duties  of 
some  Tobacco,  and  as  to  that  I  shall  make  thorough  Inspection, 
and  endeavo'  your  Hono"  speedy  Informacon  Maj'  Nicholas 
Sewall  one  of  the  aforesaid  Councill  and  Collecto"  at  Pottuxen 
Entred  some  Irish  and  some  other  ships,  which  upon  my  sus- 
picon  of  their  being  transgresso"  of  the  Lawes  of  Trade,  I  told 
him  of  the  Irregularity  of  such  pceedings,  in  giving  Entryes 
and  permitts  of  Trade,  without  the  Knowledge  and  Assent  of  p-  303 
the  Chiefe  Officer  of  his  Maj""  customs  for  the  time  being, 
and  demanded  the  cocquetts  &  Certificates  (if  any)  brought  by 
the  Mast"  of  those  ships,  but  the  s**  Sewall  deferred  delivery 
thereof,  and  suspecting  that  either  I  or  Cap'  Allen  by  my  ord' 
would  seize  on  them,  immediately  sent  notice  to  those  masters 
of  their  dangers,  and  promised  them  all  favour  upon  their 
submitting  their  shipps  to  their  seizures,  which  was  complyed 
with,  and  accordingly  prosecuted,  and  the  shipps  brought  to 
condemnation  by  a  private  Court  appointed  for  that  purpose 
and  all  this  is  done  as  appeares,  and  cann  be  fully  prooved,  to 
prevent  our  proceedings  and  just  Execution  of  our  Comissions 
in  behalf  of  his  Maj"'';  in  like  manner  there  was  some  pro- 
hibited goods  putt  on  shoare  neere  S'  Maries  from  on  board 
of  a  shipp  that  fled  from  me  out  of  Pottuxent  River,  The  said 
goods  with  all  speed  were  seized  by  the  said  Majo^  SJewall  and 
Coll:  Darnall.  who  appointed  a  tryall  for  the  same,  In  which 
Business  they  might  have  had  witnesses  enough,  besides  there 
was  the  Depositions  of  some  persons,  who  are  still  resident  in 
the  Province,  whose  proofe  could  have  effected  the  condemna- 
tion of  the  said  goods,  notwithstanding  all  this  which  they  well 
knew  were  cleared  and  acquitted,  and  those  materiall  wit- 
nesses never  summoned  in  the  business,  The  ship  which 
imported  these  goods  and  commodilyes  was  soon  after  the 
landing  of  them  mett  with,  and  seized  -p  Cap*  Allin,  to  whom 
I  sent  directions  to  that  purpose,  and  when  the  ship  was  soe 
seized,  and  a  tryall  demanded  in  his  Maj*'"  behalf,  which  was 
denyed  him  by  one  of  the  principall  Ministers  and  Officers  of 
this  Governm*  Cap'  Allin  then  carryed  the  said  ship  to  his 
Maj""  Court  in  Virginia,  where  1  was  forc't  to  dismiss  my

It  plainely  appeareth  by  a  Lett'  from  the  Governo'  of  Vir- 
ginia to  the  Deputies  of  Maryland,  that  the  escape  made  by 
George  Talbott  out  of  prison  was  occasioned  by  the  corruption 
of  the  guard,  and  not  procured  by  any  Persons  of  Maryland, 
as  is  falsely  suggested  in  the  Letf^  of  the  said  Blackiston.  And 
that  as  soone  as  the  Governo'  of  Virginia  had  given  notice  to 
the  Deputies  of  Maryland  of  the  said  Talboits  escape ; 
especiall  care  was  taken  immediately  by  them  for  his  appre- 
hension, as  appeareth  by  the  Hue  and  crye  sent  out  into  all 
parts  of  the  Province,  besides  what  other  waies  &  meanes 
could  be  used  for  the  speedy  bringing  in  of  the  said  1  albott, 
who  never  was  publickly  seen  at  his  owne  plantation  (though 
the  contrarie  is  affirmed  by  the  said  Blakiston)  but  alwaies 
kept  himself  out  in  the  mountaines  to  the  northward,  untill  at 
last  he  resolved  to  Surrender  himself  to  the  deputies  of  Mary- 
land, where  now  he  is  under  a  strong  guard,  to  be  disposed  oflf 
as  his  Maj"'  shall  think  fitt 

His  L'P  is  very  confident,  M'  Blackiston  has  noe  just  cause 
to  complain  of  his  being  discountenanced  in  the  execution  of 
his  place,  for  that  he  very  well  knowes  his  Officers  dare  not 
presume  to  offer  any  contempt,  nor  shew  the  least  disrespect 
either  to  his  pson  or  commission  nor  would  they  p'sume  to 
disswade  Masters  of  vessells  from  p'senting  themselves  and 
their  certificates  to  his  Maj""  Officers,  His  L*''  haveing  long 
since  ordered  that  they  should  apply  themselves  to  the  Kings 
CoHecto'  as  well  as  to  his  owne,  and  such  was  the  practice 
whilest  M'  Christopher  Rousby  was  liveing,  and  the  truth  of 
this  may  be  easily  knowne,  from  severall  Masters  of  ships, 
and  others  now  in  Towne  ;  After  M'  Christopher  Rousby  was  p-  306 
soe  unfortunately  killed  by  George  Talbott,  the  Dep'''*  of 
Maryland  did  p'sume  to  appoint  Coll  W""  Digges,  and  Majo' 
Nich'  Sewall,  (both  of  them  persons  of  good  repute  and 
Estates)  to  Officiate  as  Collect'  of  his  Maj''**  Dues,  untill 
another  person  could  be  appointed  by  the  Com"  of  his  Maj*'** 
Customs,  and  this  they  thought  their  duty  to  take  care  to 
doe,  that  his  Maj"**  affaires  might  receive  the  less  p'judice  by 
that  wicked  Act  of  the  said  Talbott,  and  his  L*p  doubts  not  but 
the  said  persons  soe  appointed  will  give  a  just  acco' of  their 
proceedings  to  the  Com"  of  his  Maj""  customs. 
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Lib.  R.  R.  R.  His  L*"*  Cannot  beleive  M^  Blakiston  has  been  served  (as  he 
alledges  in  his  s*^  Lett')  with  any  Warr"  or  has  been  threat- 
ened in  that  manner  as  he  has  writt,  and  therefore  humbly 
beggs  that  enquiry  may  be  made  of  such  persons  as  are  lately 
come  from  those  parts,  of  whom  the  truth  of  all  this  may  be 
easily  knowne,  though  it  may  very  possibly  be,  that  he  has 
been  arrested  at  the  Suites  of  his  many  Credito"  it  being 
knowne  to  many  that  he  is  much  in  debt,  and  has  been  soe  for 
many  yeares,  ' 

Coll:  Will""  Digges  one  of  his  L*"*  Collecto"  is  knowne  by 
severall  Eminent  M'chants  here  to  be  a  -pson  of  soe  much 
Loyalty  as  that  he  would  not  be  guilty  of  those  foule  things 
laid  to  his  charge,  in  the  said  Lett"  And  twere  to  be  wished  that 
M'  Blakiston  had  at  all  times  exprest  his  Loyalty  to  the  King 
as  amply  as  the  said  Digges  has  alwaies  done  both  in  Vir- 
ginia and  Maryland, 

Tis  not  possible  for  any  person  that  und'stands  the  trade 
of  Maryland  to  beleive  his  Maj*"  should  be  p'judiced  Severall 
thousand  pounds,  if  his  L*p'  Officers  should  be  as  mali- 
cious and  as  wicked  as  the  said  Blackiston  doth  endeavour 
by  his  L"'  to  represent  them,  ffor  whilest  M'  Christopher 
Rousby  lived,  who  understood  the  Office  well,  and  knew  as 
much  as  any  pson  how  to  make  the  most  of  it,  there  never 
was  much  above  one  hundred  pounds  in  one  yeare  reed,  by 
him,  for  soe  he  often  declared  to  his  L*"*:  'tis  strange  therefore 
to  his  L*P:  as  also  to  all  Dealers  and  traders  thither  that  M' 
Blakiston  should  find  out,  that  it  is  possible  for  his  L**"  Officers 
p.  307  by  any  obstructions  which  he  saies  is  given  by  them,  to  preju- 
dice his  Maj''*  in  soe  high  a  measure,  were  they  soe  undutifull 
and  impudent  as  to  doe  it  in  any  matter  whatsoever. 

But  M'  Blakiston  takes  care  to  signifie  that  he  doubts  he 
shall  receive  little  Tobacco  this  yeare,  and  gives  this  as  a 
reason  that  his  L**"  Officers  threaten  the  Masters  of  vessells 
that  in  case  they  pay  not  the  penny  -p  pound  duty  to  them, 
they  shall  be  sued  and  their  vessells  seized,  and  yett  notwith- 
standing this  Complaint  his  L***  is  ready  to  make  it  appeare, 
that  the  said  Blakiston  had  received  severall  tliousand  pound^^ 
of  Tobacco,  even  afore  he  had  writt  that  Lett'  and  the  same  had 
paid  away  to  his  Credito"  who  never  had  any  hopes  of  being 
satisfied  by  him  untill  he  had  obteined  his  Maj'*"  Com*"*  this 
will  be  prooved  if  required ;  soe  that  M'  Blakiston  had  noe 
other  way,  this  yeare  to  make  up  his  accompts  with  the  Com" 
of  his  Maj"**  customs  but  by  p'tending  greate  obstructions 
from  his  L**"  Officers, 

What  M'  Blakiston  has  mentioned  concerning  Maj'  Sewall  is 
as  untrue  as  the  rest  of  his  Lett'  for  when  the  said  Sewall  had 
given  him  notice  of  Several!  Irish  Vessells  he  intended  to  seize, 
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the  said  Blakiston  neglected  to  assist  him  in  it,  and  soe  theub.  r.  r.  R. 
said  Sewall  was  forced  to  proceed  without  him^  And  after  that 
those  vessells  were  seized,  the  s**  Blakiston  pswaded  Cap' 
Allen  to  send  boates  and  men  to  secure  them,  who  finding  his 
L****  Officers  on  board  were  disappointed,  which  gave  greate 
trouble  to  them  both,  and  is  the  cause  of  his  writeing  that  he 
was  prevented  in  the  discharge  of  his  Oflfice.  Some  of  the 
said  Vessells  were  condemned  at  a  Spialt  Court,  and  the  rest 
were  likely  to  receive  the  same  condemnation  as  his  L*''  has 
been  informed,  and  a  faithfull  ace*  will  be  suddenly  given  by 
his  L'p'  Officers  to  the  Com'*  of  his  Maj*'"  Customs,  and  his 
L'P  is  assured  they  will  be  also  ready  and  able  to  cleare  them- 
selves in  all  pticulars,  when  they  shall  know  and  und'stand 
what  M'  Blakiston  has  charged  them  with,  ffor  his  L*^  does 
not  doubt  but  it  will  in  the  end  appeare  some  p^judice  and  ill 
will  the  s"*  Blakiston  beares  towards  his  officers,  for  their 
haveing  detected  some  late  abuses  w*^''  the  s**  Blakiston  has 
been  guilty  off  in  his  Office.  And  of  which  his  L*^:  has  given  p.  308 
notice  to  the  Com"  of  his  Maj"'^  customs. 

Therefore  his  L'^  humbly  beggs  that  the  s^  Blakiston  may 
be  Required  to  prosecute  his  greate  charge  contained  in  the 
said  Lett'  that  in  case  Coll  Digges  and  the  rest  of  the  Officers 
in  Maryland  be  found  guihy  they  may  suffer,  but  if  Innocent 
(as  his  L*p  hopes  &  beleives  they  are)  that  then  they  may  be

Which  Article  Coll  Burges  objects  ag*  and  alledges  that 
Coll  Taillor  hath  been  satisfied  the  same  as  did  appeare  to  his 
L'**  before  he  went  for  England,  and  he  doubts  not  but  some 
of  his  L'P*  acc*^  if  to  be  produced  would  make  it  appeare. 

Coll  Darnall  is  desired  to  make  inspection  unto  all  his  L**" 
bookes  of  Ace"  whither  any  such  thing  be  there  to  be  found  in 
favour  of  the  said  Bura:es. 

His  L'pp*  booke  of  ace**  N*  2  is  produced  wherein  George 
Burges  late  Sheriff  of  Anne  Arrundell  County  hath  creditt 
upon  his  acco'  for  the  just  summe  of  16000'  tob''  by  a  note 
drawne  on  him  pay"  to  Coll  Taillor  which  is  thought  to  be  in 
discharge  of  the  2^  Article  of  this  ace'. 

Coll  Taillor  called  and  hath  shewn  unto  him  the  said  George 
Burges  ace'  in  his  L'^*  s'^  Booke,  To  which  for  answer  he  saith 
that  that  Article  of  16000'  tob"  for  w'^''  Burges  hath  Creditt  as 
p"*  to  him  s*^  Taylor  may  be  for  some  other  concernes  betweene 
his  L'p  &  him  whereof  at  p'^sent  (not  haveing  his  bookes  here) 
he  cannot  exactly  give  an  account;  but  insists  that  he  has 
made  oath  to  his  ace'  now  exhibited  ag'  s"^  Burges,  and  hopes 
it  may  be  allowed  of,  and  further  to  confirme  the  same  prayes 
the  reheareing  of  the  severall  Depositions  of  James  Ellis, 
Sarah  Willowby  and  Walter  Carr  W''  were  accordingly  read. 

Maj"  Nicholas  Sewall  desired  to  declare  what  he  knoweth  of 
the  difference  betweene  Coll  Taillor  &  Coll  Burges,  in  their 
ace"  and  what  he  might  have  heard  his  L*^  say  concerning  the 
same  ;  He  upon  oath  saith  that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  p.  316 
and  he  doth  verily  think  he  heard  his  L*""  say  before  his 
Departure  for  England  that  Coll  Taillor  told  him  he  had  taken 
a  Bond  from  ffrancklyn  for  the  ball,  of  his  acco*  but  would  not 
lett  Burges  know  of  it. 

They  proceed  to  Examine  the  first  Article  of  the  ace*  hitherto 
passed  over  being   15386'  tob°  for  ball  of  ace*  then  last  made 
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Lib.  R.  K,  K.  up,  which  being  in  the  precedent  yearesacc*  or  ball  thereof  (as 
in  all  probability  appeare)  the  said  Burges  they  conceive  not 
chargeable  therew**"  unless  he  were  security  and  became 
bound  with  the  s^  ffrancklyn  in  his  sheriiTes  bond  that  yeare 
also. 

W^""  Coll  Taillor  being  called  affirmeth  was  soe. 

But  Coll  Burges  refuses  to  owne  the  same  and  insists  upon 
the  proofe  thereof  to  be  made  to  their  Hono" 

The  Sheriffes  bonds  for  every  yeare  of  ffrancklyns  Sheriff- 
aldry  were  produced  -p  which  it  appeared  that  Coll  Burges 
was  bound  with  ffrancklyn  in  the  yeares  1680  &  1681  :  soe 
that  the  first  Article  of  the  ace*  passed  and  allowed  for  good 

The  rem'  of  the  ace'  &  the  debate  thereof  left  till  next 
Prov"  Court  time  according  to  the  following  ord'  (viz:) 

By  the  Councill  March  5"*  1686. 
Ordered  that  the  stateing  and  adjusting  the  ace"  betweene 
the  hon'''*  Coll  Thomas  Taillor  and  Coll  W"  Burges  by  them 
referred  to  this  board,  and  the  further  debate  and  considera- 
tion thereof  be  referred  untill  the  next  Prov"  Court,  and  that  in 
the  meane  time  the  said  Coll  Taillor  be  desired  at  his  leisure 
to  produce  his  booke  of  ace"  to  the  hon**''  Coll  W"  Digges  at 
the  City  of  S'  Maries  for  him  to  inspect  and  peruse,  take 
coppies  and  make  report  to  this  board  of  what  he  shall  think 
necessary  for  their  better  Information  and  light  in  the  business 
p.  317  in  ord'^  to  determine  and  make  their  award  therein.

claime,  and  more  especially  had  recommended  to  him  the 
maintenance  of  the  ffort  at  Xtina  bridge,  wherefore  he  prayed 
the  consideration  and  ord'  of  this  board  what  fitt  and  necessary 
to  be  done  therein.

1  omitt  the 
Perticulers  of  my  pretentions,  they  are  so  kindly  &  amply 
exprest  in  the  Kings  letter  &  to  a  man  of  good  sense  'tis 
enough  to  be  once  told  of  the  matter. 

The  Bearer  is  a  Gentleman  &  my  Kinsman,  to  whom  I  have 
left  the  manage  of  my  affaires;  as  his  integrety  will  insist 
vpon  my  right,  his  prudence  &  experience  will  always  guide 
him  from  an  indecent  thing.  I  only  begg  one  thing  'tis  short 
but  the  text  of  all  th'  can  be  said,  do  to  me  as  thou  wouldest 
be  done  to.

soon  as  I  had  pay'd  my  duty  to  my  Royall  Patrone  the  Duke, 
I  did  incontinently  take  a  longe  Journy  in  a  cold  and  unpleasant 
Season  th'  I  might  personally  give  him  the  further  Pledges,  of 
a  freindly  agreement  &  neighbourhood.  And  if  I  did  then 
therefore  wave  to  press  myn  own  Advantages,  because  I 
found  it  uneasy  to  him  ;  And  lastly,  if  in  my  after  Correspond- 
ence, and  Especially  at  our  last  interview,  I  have  declined  the 
rigour  of  my  plea  &  both  proposed  and  prest  some  of  the

And  if  there  were  anything  below  what  I  have  already  offer'd, 
besides  Ruine  to  my  Province,  God  is  both  my  witness  &  my 
Judge,  I  should  be  but  too  apt  to  encline. 

My  Noble  Fr'^  I  am  not  mov'd  by  the  power  of  Ambition  or 
Avarice  ;  It  is  Conveniency,  yea  necessity  th*  bids  me  stand. 
I  deal  freely.  I  have  outrun  all  Councels  th'  I  might  purchase 
peace,  tho'  with  loss ;  but  w'  distroction,  even  Nature  & 
Reason  forbid.  What  I  seek,  be  it  myn  own,  &  so  my  due,  or 
the  Lord  Baltim'  &  as  such,  if  he  please,  my  Purchass,  It  is 
of  th'  minute  Consequence  to  him  &  mighty  moment  to  me, 
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because  to  his  Country  the  Tale  or  Skirt,  to  my  Province  the  caiven 
Mouth  or  Inlett,  that  the  disproportion  of  the  vallue  &  Con-  ^*p«"* 
veniency  th*  it  beares  to  either  of  us  will  defend,  at  least 
indulge,  my  greater  Importunity  ;  And  yet  while  the  advantage 
seems  to  be  mine,  It  is  most  manefest  it  will  be  greatly  his 
proffit  to  comply ;  since  it  will  lay  his  Province  between  two 
planted  Countrys,  And  the  People  transporting  themselves  to 
Pennsilvania  in  Ships  consign'd  to  Maryland  and  thos  ships 
yearly  bringing  such  englesh  goods  as  we  shall  want,  will 
naturally  draw  our  people  into  his  Province  to  furnish  them- 
selves, &  to  make  Maryland  the  Mark  of  english  Trade,  at 
least  for  many  yeares. 

What  shall  1  say,  My  Noble  Freind,  if  the  powerfull  charmes 
of  interest,  if  the  Love  of  good  neighbourhood,  if  th'  w'^''  is 
always  to  be  prefer'd  w'**  Persons  of  the  Lord  Baltimores 
Loyalty,  I  mean  Duty  to  the  King,  pre  vale,  I  must  yet 
promess  myselfe  an  agreement  in  some  faire  &  happy  expe- 
dient, &  lay  by  (W^*"  shall  be  w'*"  delight)  the  thoughts  of  an 
englesh  voyage,  th'  else,  the  state  of  my  affaires  here,  &  of  my 
famely  there,  will  of  necessity  obleidge  me  to  &  th'  speedely. 

\  shall  end  w'^  this  assurance  w"^  I  have  often  Given,  and 
shall  most  religiously  observe,  that  I  shall  sincerely  embrace 
all  occasions  by  w*^''  I  may  approve  my  selfe

himselfe  upon  God  &  the  Country  the  petty  Jury  was  then 
called  over  &  the  prisoner  made  his  Exceptions  only  against 
five  persons  &  admitted  the  following  persons  to  be  his  Jury 
viz.  Coll  W'"  Kendall  foreman,  Coll  EdW  Hill  M'  W"  Ran- 
dolph  M'  Char:  Goodrich  M'  Tho:  Hodge  M'  Tho:  Cock  M' 
ffra:  Epps  M'  Jos:  Mauldin  M'  W"  Taylor  M"^  David  Crafford 
M'  Tho.

tudinem  Anglise  &  therefore  he  ought  (&  by  the  Laws  of  this

2^^"'  That  in  all  Indictments  certainty  is  required  that  the 
prisoner  at  the  barr  may  not  Suffer  prejudice  for  want  of  cer- 
tainty whereto  he  may  plead  &  that  in  the  Indictm'  whereby 
he  was  Arraigned  there  was  noe  Specification  of  the  river 
Creek  Towne  parish  or  Hund'*  nor  of  the  County  nor  pro- 
vince &  therefore  the  Comission  of  Oyer  &  Terminer  hath 
not  been  well  pursued  in  that  respect. 

To  which   the   Court  made  answer   th'   the  lodictm*  was 
as  certaine  as  possible  viz.  that  the  fact  was  Coifiitted  on 
board  his  Maj"  Ketch  the  Quaker  in  the  great  Cabbin  thereo 
rideing  within  the  Capes  of  Virginia.
